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PREFACE. 


This  volume  relates  to  the  South-Western  Division,  as  defined 
by  the  Registrar  General. 

The  Reports  on  individual  schools  are  all  by  C.  H.  Stanton, 
Esq.  The  counties  of  Devon  and  Somerset  included  in  this 
division  form  the  subject  of  Mr.  Stanton's  General  Report,  vrhich 
will  be  found  in  vol.  vii.  pp,  1-101. 

The  "  Digests  of  Information "  have  been  compiled  indepen- 
dently of  the  Assistant  Commissioners.  In  the  case  of  endowed 
schools,  the  information  is  derived  partly  from  the  Reports  of 
the  Commissioners  appointed  to  inquire  into  Charities,  A. D.  1819 
to  1837  (and  whenever  this  is  the  case  a  reference  has  been  given 
to  the  volume  and  page) ;  partly  from  the  statements  and  docu- 
ments furnished  by  the  trustees  and  masters  in  reply  to  the  in- 
quiries of  the  Commissioners.  Assistance  has  also  been  occa- 
sionally obtained  from  the  Return  of  Endowed  Grammar  Schools 
(1865).  As  regards  the  number  and  value  of  Exhibitions  to 
the  Universities  the  Commissioners  were  favoured  with  informa- 
tion from  the  heads  of  colleges  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge, 

In  the  case  of  Proprietary  schools,  the  information  has  been 
derived  from  the  authorities  of  the  schools  alone. 

In  order  to  insure  accuracy,  these  Digests  were  sent  in  draft 
to  the  trustees  and  to  the  head  masters  of  the  several  schools 
for  their  revision  and  correction;  and  the  alterations  (if  any) 
made  by  them  have  been  adopted,  whenever  the  plan  of  the 
volume  permitted. 

The  Tabular  Digest  of  Replies  from  Endowed  Grammar 
Schools  has  undergone  the  same  process  of  verification.  The 
questions  to  which  replies  were  asked  for  are  reprinted  at  the 
end  of  the  volume. 

The  Assistant  Commissioner's  report  and  the  statements  in  the 
Digests  concerning  the  present  condition  of  the  schools  do  not 
always  refer  to  exactly  the  same  date.  The  returns  obtained 
from  the  trustees  and  masters  of  Endowed  Grammar   Schools 
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referred  most  frequently  to  the  second  half-year  of  1864;  and, 
therefore,  the  statements  in  the  Digests  and  appended  Tables 
apply  to  that  date,  unless  it  be  otherwise  expressed.  Alterations 
having  been  usually  made  by  the  Authorities  of  the  schools  where 
considerable  change  had  occurred,  it  is  believed  that  these  accounts 
are  true  in  all  important  respects,  at  the  present  time.  The 
accounts  of  Proprietary  Schools  have  been  corrected  for  the 
present  year  by  their  respective  authorities. 

The  information  respecting  the  numerous  Endowed  Schools 
not  included  in  our  list  of  Grammar  and  other  Secondary  Schools 
has  been  obtained  by  circulars  addressed  to  the  trustees  and 
masters,  chiefly  in  1867  and  1868.  In  some  cases,  where  no 
information  was  received,  the  amount  of  income  from  endowment 
has  been  ascertained  from  the  latest  returns  made  to  the  Charity 
Commissioners. 

A  tabular  account  of  the  income  of  the  Grammar  and  other 
Secondary  Schools,  and  the  number  of  pupils,  exhibitions,  fees, 
&c.  for  the  whole  of  England,  will  be  issued  in  a  separate 
volume.

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INTRODUCTORY  SUMMARY. 


The  South-Western  Division  contains  five  counties,  Wilts, 
Dorset,  Somerset,  Devon,  and  Oornwall.  It  has  four  towns  with 
a  population  of  more  than  20,000  people,  32  towns  with  from 
20,000  to  5'000  people,  and  38  towns  under  5,000 ;  in  all  H 
towns.  The  remaining  rural  population  is  1,218,893,  making  in 
all  for  town  and  country  1,836,736. 

Of  these  74  towns,  35  with  a  population  of  308,100,  including 
Plymouth,  Stonehouse,  and  Devonport,  have,  with  the  exception 
of  70/.  a  year  paid  by  the  corporation  of  Plymouth,  no  public 
endowments  or  building  for  secondary  education. 

The  total  number  of  towns  having  grammar  school-  endow- 
ments is  (without  Plymouth)  38 ;  of  other  places  not  counted 
as  towns  21,  making  in  all  60  places  having  grammar  school 
endowments. 

The  gross  income  of  these  foundations,  some  of  which  embrace 
other  objects  than  these  schools,  has  been  computed  in  vol.  i.  at 
16,693Z.  per  annum, 

The  net  annual  income  of  the  grammar  schools,  after  payment 
of  all  expenses  for  repairs,  rates,  taxes,  and  insurance,  in  connexion 
with  the  estates  and  school  buildings,  is  estimated  at  7,760?., 
besides  2,8707.  for  exhibitions,  making  a  total  of  10,630/.

There  are  24  classical  schools,  (not  includmg  Marlborough  Col- 
lege, which  gave  information  to  the  Nine  Schools  Commissioners,) 
with  1,184  scholars  ;  10  semi- classical,  with  446  scholars  ;  14  non- 
classical,  with  600  scholars.  The  income  of  six  is  paid  over  to 
parish  schools ;  seven  are  in  abeyance ;  the  income  of  two  is  paid 
to  private  schools  ;  and  one  is  united  to  the  Proprietary  College 
School  at  Taunton.  Of  the  24  classical  schools  which  have,  in- 
cluding exhibitions,  7,600/.  a  year,  six  only  are  entitled  by  the  age 
of  their  scholars  to  rank  in  the  first  grade  ;  the  whole  number  of 
scholars  in  these  six  schools  is  518.  The  total  number  of  scholars 
in  all  the  schools  excluding  the  elementary,  and  also  excluding 
Marlborough  College,  is  returned  as  2,252.  Of  these  22  are  taught 
at  the  Taunton  College  and  the  two  pi-ivate  schools  (Plymouth  and 
Penzance). 

There  are  also  endowments  for  exhibitions,  amounting  to  1,030/. 
a  year,  which  belong  to  this  division,  but  are  not  attached  to  any 
particular  school. 

There  are  only  two  endowed  schools  for  the  secondary  instruction 
of  girls.     The  sum  of  their  incomes  amounts  to  450/.  a  year. 

Hence  the  aggregate  net  income  of  the  endowments  for  second- 
ary education  in  this  division  may  be  set  down  at  over  12,000/. 
a  year. 

Of  the  endowments  connected  with  the  primary  instruction  of 
the  poor,  of  which  there  are  in  this  division  at  least  180,  the  richest 
(besides  one  at  Fisherton  Anger  and  Yeovil,  which  belongs  partly 
to  Eomsey  in  Hants,)  appear  to  be  in  Somerset,  Bruton  Hospital 


(930/.  gross  income),  and  in  Devon,  Hay  ward's  school  at 
Crediton  (gross  income  530/.),  the  Bhie  School,  Exeter  (gross 
income  above  1,000/.),  the  Workhouse  school  at  Plymouth  (gross 
income  5281.),  and  Lady  Hannah  Kogers'  school  also  at  Plymouth 
(gross  income  845/.) 

The  aggregate  gross  annual  income  of  these  foundations  amounts 
to  about  14,214/.  and  the  net  annual  sum  applied  to  education  may 
be  computed  at  6,053/. 

The  total  net  income  of  the  trusts  for  educational  purposes  in 
this  division  may  therefore  be  set  down  at  above  18,000/.  a  year.

Exhibitions  not  attached  to  paeticulae  Schools. 

There  are  four  endowments  for  exhibitions  which  belong  to  this 
division,  but  are  not  attached  to  any  particular  school,  viz. : — 

Ten  Stapledon  scholarships  (arising  from  fellowships  converted  by 
Oxford  University  Commission)  at  Exeter  College,  Oxford,  each  of 
the  annual  value  of  '701.,  tenable  for  five  'years,  by  any  persons  bom  in 
the  present  diocese  of  Exeter  (i.e.  counties  of  Cornwall  and  Devon), 
or  educated  for  at  least  three  years  preceding  election  in  some  school 
within  that  diocese. 

Two  How  exhibitions  (founded  1831),  at  the  same  college,  each  of 
the  annual  value  of  351.,  tenable  till  of  standing  to  tate  the  M.  A.  degree, 
to  which  preference  is  given  in  the  first  place  to  heir  of  founder  (Eev 
Thomas  How),  then  to  sons  of  clergymen  resident  in  Somerset  or 
Devon,  needing  assistance  at  the  University. 

One  Symes  exhibition  (founded  1710),  at  the  same  college,  of  the 
annual  value  of  about  60/.,  tenable  for  eight  years,  by  a  person  needing 
assistance  at  the  University,  and  born  or  educated  in  the  counties  of 
Somerset  or  Dorset. 

Four  Dyke  scholarships  at  St.  Mary  Hall,  Oxford,  each  of  the 
annual  value  of  501.  (with  a  prospect  of  gradual  increase  to  75/.), 
tenable  for  four  years,  by  persons  born  in  one  of  the  counties  of 
Somerset,  Devon,  and  Cornwall,  or  resident  within  those  counties  for 
three  years  ending  on  the  thirty-first  of  December  last  preceding 
the  day  of  appointment,  or  educated  at  a  school  in  those  counties  for 
two  years  ending  with  such  thirty-first  day  of  December,  being  under 
twenty  years  of  age  and  not  more  than  four  terms  from  matriculation. 

The  examinations  for  all  are  competitive,  and  held  in  the  college  or 
hall.

Amesbury. — Rose's  Free  School. 
Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

Rose's  free  school  was  founded  in  1677  for  tbe  teaching  of  endowed 
grammar,  writing,  cyphering,  and  the  casting  of  accompts,  for    Ic^om" 

which .  purpose  an  estate  was  vested  by  the  founder  in  the  occu-      

piers  of  certain  specified  farms  and  in  the  incumbent  of  Amesbury, 
amounting  altogether  to  six  persons.  The  master  was  to  receive 
30Z.  and  teach  20  boys  of  the  parish  gratuitously,  and  if  there 
was  any  overplus,  it  was  to  be  applied  towards  the  maintenance  of 
a  second  school,  to  teach  20  poor  children  to  read  and  learn  the 
Catechism ;  the  master  of  which  was  to  receive  201,  and  any  surplus 
to  go  towards  an  apprenticing  fund.  At  present  these  two  schools 
are  united,  and  the  master  receives  50Z.  a  year,  and  is  allowed 
to  take  pay  boys  and  boarders.  The  endowment  also  provides 
him  with  a  small  house,  an  excellent  garden,  and  with  a  school- 
room which  adjoins  but  is  separate  from  the  house,  and  is  a 
moderate  sized  room  about  eight  feet  high.  He  also  fills  the 
office  of  postmaster,  the  post  office  being  in  the  house,  to  the 
duties  of  which  his  wife  generally  attends. 

The  actual  number  of  the  school,  I  was  told,  was  14,  eight 
being  free  boys,  and  six  pay  boys  at  21s.  a  quarter.  When 
I  visited  the  school  half  of  them  were  absent  at  the  agricultural 
show  at  Salisbury,  and  of  the  seven  present,  six  were  free  boys. 
The  free  boys  may  come  at  9  and  stay  till  15.  The  boys 
whom  I  examined  were  very  ignorant;  with  the  exception  of 
one  boy,  could  not  write  down  the  simplest  piece  from  dictation 
without  making  egregious  blunders,  could  read  but  very  imper- 
fectly, and  could  not  do  a  sum  in  the  multiplication  of  money 
without  a  mistake.  They  had  no  examinations;  were  not  marked 
either  for  merit  or  attendance,  the  latter  being,  the  master 
informed  me,  most  irregular. 

Three  of  these  boys  were  9,  two  were  11,  and  two  were 
12.  Three  of  them  were  sons  of  labourers,  one  of  a  groom,  one 
of  a  sawyer. 

The  free  boys  have  not  for  years  exceeded  10  or  II  in  number. 
The  present  master  was  appointed  in  1860.  The  consent  of  the 
bishop  is  required  for  his  appointment.  The  farmers  at  the  last 
vacancy  appointed  a  native  of  the  parish,  said  to  have  been  a 
very   incompetent  person,   to   the   post ;   this   appointment  was 
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Endowed    upset  by  the  exertions  of  some  influential  persons,  the  vacancy 
Schools,    duly  advertised  and  the  present  master  obtained. 

This  school,  though  the  instruction  never  seems  to  have  risen 
beyond  a  very  elementary  character,  has  been  occasionally  attended 
by  farmer's  sons,  though  more  so  formerly  than  now.  When 
the  boys  leave,  they  may  be  apprenticed  with  a  premium  of  20/., 
payable  in  two  instalments ;  and  it  not  unfrequently  happened 
that  after  the  payment  of  the  second,  the  boy  discontinued  the 
trade  to  which  he  was  bound. 

There  is  also  in  Araesbury  another  school,  called  Spratt's, 
endowed  with  501.  a  year,  where  50  children,  boys  and  girls, 
all  very  young,  are  gratuitously  educated,  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  foundation,  in  reading  and  the  Church  Catechism. 

Besides  these  two  endowed  schools  is  a  National  school,  sup- 
ported by  the  care  and  liberality  of  Lady  Antrobus. 

The  parish  is  thus  abundantly  supplied  with  elementary  teach- 
ing, As  regards  Rose's  school,  it  is  clear  the  founder  intended 
an  education  superior  to  that  now  given.  He  directs  that  the 
master,  before  he  is  admitted,  be  examined  by  some  learned 
person,  to  see  that  he  is  fit.  The  boys  are  not  to  enter  the  school 
before  they  are  nine  years  of  age,  and  may  stay  till  they  are  15, 
an  age  far  beyond  that  to  which  the  children  of  labourers  stay, 
which  in  these  parts  seems  to  be  nine  or  ten. 

A  worthy  gentleman  on  whom  I  called,  a  farmer,  who  nearly  70 
years  ago  was  educated  at  Rose's  school,  and  long  held  the  office 
of  treasurer  to  it,  and  is  now  one  of  the  trustees,  and  I  believe 
represents  the  feeling  of  tha  majority  of  his  brother  trustees,  was 
opposed  to  any  change  in  the  constitution  of  the  school,  or  to 
any  attempt  either  to  make  one  school  of  the  two  foundatioiis, 
or  to  turn  Rose's  school  into  a  middle  class  school,  both  of  which 
schemes  seem  to  have  been  at  some  time  unsuccessfully  mooted 
by  a  few  intelligent  residents  in  the  parish.  At  present  the  two 
foundation  schools  and  the  apprentice  fund  endowment  are  doing, 
if  not  mischief,  yet  at  least  not  that  amount  of  good  which  a 
more  improved  management  might  bring  about.  The  parish, 
which  contains  6,000  acres,  is  divided  into  five  farms.  The 
farming  interest  is  all  powerful,  and  the  cry  of  the  evil  of  over 
education  was  not  uncommon. 


Digest  of  Information. 
(Ch.  Com.  Rep.  xxvi.  459,  A.D.  1833.) 

Foundation  and  Endowment.  —  Founded  by  John  Rose,  who,  by  writing 
under  seal,  7  August  1677,  directed  301,  a  year  out  of  rents,  of  lands  at 
Ditchett,  to  be  paid  to  a  schoolmaster ;  surplus  of  rents  after  payment  of 
taxes,  repairs,  and  II.  annually  to  trustees  for  examining  scholars,  to  teacher  of 
a  preparatory  school.  Preparatory  school  contemplated  by  founder  but  not 
established  till  1819.

SCHOOLB. 


In  1660,  some  money  and  a  piece  of  ground  abutting  on  Lin- 
coln's Inn  was  left  to  feoffees  by  John  Bentley,  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  free  English  school.  The  feoffees  established  the  school 
in  Calne,  and  complaints  having  been  made  as  to  its  management, 
in  1683  a  decree  from  the  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses  was 
obtained  which  laid  down  fresh  regulations,  directing  that  the 
master  might  be  required  not  only  to  teach  English,  but  the 
Church.  Catechism,  writing,  casting  accounts,  and  the  Latin  tongue. 

Sir  F.  Bridgman  gave  two  exhibitions  to  Queen's  College,  Ox- 
ford, for  boys  educated  at  this  school ;  and  in  1734  the  feoffees 
resolved  that  the  master  should  teach  seven  boys  Latin  and  Greek. 
'/n  The  property  of  the  school  has  passed  through  the  usual  litigation, 
and  the  endowment  now  consists  of  501.  a  year,  401.  of  which  is  paid 
to  the  master;  the  remaining  10/.  has  hitherto  been  applied  to 
redeem  a  debt  on  the  property,  which  has  been  at  length  liquidated 
by  the  private  contributions  of  thetrustees.  The  foundation  consists 
also  of  a  house  suitable  for  a  person  in  moderate  circumstances,  and 
a  very  good  modern  schoolroom,  a  small  classroom,  and  a  small 
playground,  part  of  which  is  asphalted.  The  buildings  are  well 
situated,  having  an  open  green  on  one  side  of  them.  The  master 
has  to  do  all  repairs  and  pay  all  rates  and  taxes. 

Forty-one  boys  were  present  on  the  occasion  of  my  visit ;  sons  of 
farmers  and  tradesmen,  sons  of  the  former  coming  from  a  con- 
siderable distance.  The  upper  tradesmen  did  not  use  the  school, 
except  occasionally  for  elementary  instruction.  There  was  no 
other  commercial  school  in  the  town,  and  some  of  the  smaller 
tradesmen  sent  their  children  to  the  National  school  which  has 
a  high  reputation,  and  where  there  is  a  class  of  boys  who  pay  6d.  a 
week. 

Many  boys  came  from  the  National  school  to  the  Middle  schoolj 
as  it  is  now  called,  to  be  finished.  They  seldom  stayed  later 
than  14,  and  many  left  much  earlier ;  the  youngest  boys  were 
under  8  years  of  age.  The  master  employed  and  himself  paid  two 
of  his  old  pupils  to  assist  him. 

One  boy  was  beginning  Latin,  none  learnt  French ;  both  of 
these  subjects  were  extras. 

The  instruction  seemed  good  as  far  as  it  went,  but  was  not 
very  high ;  several  amongst  the  upper  half  of  the  school  wrote  well 
from  dictation  both  as  regards  writing  and  spelling,  and  several 
among  them  had  some  knowledge  of  book-keeping,  which  was 
taught  to  all  the  upper  boys.  The  upper  boys  had  also  done  the 
first  book  of  Euclid.  They  did  simple  sums  well,  but  were  not 
very  far  advanced.  Both  upper  and  lower  boys  had  a  creditable 
acquaintance  with  certain  portions  of  geography.  The  reading 
of  the  middle  and  lower  parts  of  the  school  was  only  moderate. 

All  the  upper  part  learnt  drawing,  which  was  not  extra. 
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iS^DowED.  The  head  master  was  for  nine  years  master  of  the  National 
scngras*  school  in  Calne,  and  has  been  in  his  present  office  for  five  years. 
He  takes  no  boarders,  but  has  accommodation  for  six  or  eight,  and 
once  Indeed  took  them,  but  gave  them  up,  partly  for  economical, 
partly  for  social  reasons.  He  is  certificated  in  chemistry,  and 
passed  a  large  class  in  1862,  at  the  South  Kensington  examinations. 
For  many  years  in  past  times  this  school  seeras  to  have  been 
a  free  school,  for  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  the  master 
being  allowed  to  take  certain  private  pupils  at  his  own  terms,  who 
received  a  classical  education.  In  1836,  the  school  had  sunk  in 
public  estimation,  and  the  trustees  feeling  that  the  income  of  the 
endowment  was  insufficient  to  secure  the  services  of  an  able 
master^  resolved  that  all  boys  should  pay  4/.  a  year  for  a  plain  or 
English  education,  and  8/.  if  they  learnt  the  classics. 

The  reasons  assigned  by  the  trustees,  of  whom  the  late  Marquis 
of  Lansdowue  was  then  head,  who  took  an  active  part  in  the 
management  of  the  school,  for  abolishing  the  free  scholars  and 
requiring  payment  from  all,  are  so  sound  that  I  give  them  at 
length.  In  reply  to  remonstrances  from  the  town,  their  objects, 
the  trustees  state  in  so  doing,  are : — 1 .  '  To  secure  to  all  boys, 
'  sound  useful  English  education.     2.  To  aiford  means  to  those 

•  boys   who   might   desire   a   classical   education,   the  means  of 

•  obtaining  those  rewards  at  the  University  which  the  liberality 

•  of  Sir  F.  Bridgman  has  provided  for  them.  The  endowment  of 
'  the  school  would  ensure  neither  of  these  objects,  and  it  became 
'  absolutely  necessary  in  their  view  of  the  case  either  to  follow 
'  up  the  ancient  practice  of  allowing  the  master  to  receive  boys 
'  at  an  annual  charge,  and  thus  maintain  the  respectability  of  ;.the 
'  school,  or  to  appoint  a  person  of  inferior  attainments,  and  make 
'  the  school,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  a  free  school  -  for  all 
'  the  boys  of  the  town  and  neighbourhood.  Considering  that  all 
'  the  boys  of  the  town,  reaUy  objects  of  charity,  are  now  provided 
'  for  at  the  National  school,  the  trustees  feel  they  wtU  exercise  a 
'  sound  discretion  in  adhering  to  the  regulations  they  have  framed.' 

The  resolutions  above-mentioned  were  resented  by  the 
inhabitants,  and,  after  petitions  to  chancery  and  several  meetings 
of  the  trustees  and  deputations  from  the  inhabitants,  the  charges 
originally  fixed  by  the  trustees  were  modified  and  an  amended 
scale  adopted. 

The  terms  have  been  again  reduced,  and  all  boys  pay  now 
21.  2s.  a  year. 

The  school  is  discharging  useful  work  and  is  popular  in  Calne ; 
but  there  are  those  who  think  that  the  character  of  the  education 
might  be  raised,  and  that  there  might  be  a  broader  line  of  demar- 
cation between  the  kind  and  quality  of  the  instruction  given  at 
the  National  school  and  that  received  at  the  Middle  school.  Many 
parents  of  those  who  now  attend  the  latter  school  could  well 
afford  to  pay  a  larger  sum  than  2/.  2s.  By  increasing  the  pay- 
ments made,  the  services  of  an  assistant  master  might  be  provided 
and  the  quality  of  the  education  raised,  which  with  the  present 
charges,  is  hardly  possible. 
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The  classical  branch  of  the  education,  which  in  their  appoint-  Eitoowbd 
ments  of  master  the  trustees  have  been  careful  not  entirely  to  schools. 
lose  sight  of,  lias  disappeared,  though  the  present  master  has  had  ^' 

boys  learning  Latin.  It  may  have  been  that  the  Exhibition  of 
'  Sir  F.  Bridgraan  has  kept  alive  a  classical  tradition  which  other- 
wise would  have  died  out.  I  am  unable  to  obtain  much  information 
about  the  exhibition  to  Queens'  College.  No  boy  has  enjoyed 
it,  I  believe,  during  the  present  century,  and  the  college  considers 
that  under  the  late  University  Act  the  school  has  lost  all  right  of 
preference. 

From  1856  to  1861,  the  school  received  the  Government  grant, 
which  was  then  discontinued  under  the  operation  of  the  Revised 
Code,  the  payments  made  by  the  scholars  being  considered  too 
high  for  the  school  to  receive  Grovernment  assistance.  The  number 
of  boys  during  the  period  of  Government  inspection  and  assistance, 
reached  60,  and  the  grant  61Z.  10s. 

At  present  the  school  has  no  examination  by  examiners  un- 
connected with  the  school ;  nor  of  late  years  have  the  trustees 
been  very  regular  in  meeting.  But  they  always  seem  to  have 
taken  real  interest  in  the  school,  and  on  many  occasions  have 
liberally  contributed  towards  the  improvement  of  the  buildings 
and  the  school  premises  out  of  their  private  resources. 

In  1842,  there  were  70  applications  for  the  vacant  post  of, 
head  master.

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Marlborough. — The  Royal  Free  Grammar  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

King  Edward  VI.  in  1550,  granted  the  hospital  of  St.  John 
and  other  lands  to  the  mayor  and  corporation  of  Marlborough 
and  their  successors  for  ever,  to  erect  one  grammar  school  there, 
and  gave  them  authority  to  make  all  requisite  ordinances  for  the 
government  of  the  school  and  the  salary  of  the  master.  The 
king  also  provided  that  the  Duke  of  Somerset  and  his  heirs  for 
ever  should  have  the  right  of  nominating  the  master.  In  1678  the 
corporation  made  ordinances  in  pursuance  of  this  autliority,  which 
have  remained  unrepealed  down  to  the  present  time.  They 
require  the  master  to  teach  gratis  the  children  of  parents  who 
have  inhabited  seven  years  within  the  town,  Latin  and  Greek,  and 
they  lay  down  many  other  minute  regulations  which  are  obsolete 
though  they  are  not  formally  abrogated.  The  chief  rules  which 
are  not  now  observed,  are,  that  residents'  children  be  taught 
gratis ;  that  the  boys  are  to  talk  Latin ;  that  school  hours  are  to 
begin  at  six  in  summer;  dinner  to  beat  11;  twice  a  year  the 
mayor  with  learned  examiners  is  to  visit  the  school,  examine 
every  class,  and  award  prizes ;  no  scholar  is  to  wash  in  the  river 
under  punishment  of  severe  correction ;  holidays  to  be  from  the  eve 
of  St.  Thomas  to  the  morrow  of  Twelfth  day,  four  days  at  Easter, 
and  Trinity  Monday ;  the  mayor  to  send  a  surveyor  to  see  that 
these  rules  are  observed  and  the  schoolmaster  diligent  in  his  place; 
on  Sundays  every  scholar  at  sound  of  the  sermon  bell  is  to  attend 
the  church  where  the  mayor  goes.  On  the  day  the  mayor  is 
sworn  in,  the  senior  scholar  is  to  make  an  oration  in  Greek  and 
Latin  before  the  mayor's  door  in  the  open  street. 

About  a  century  after  the  foundation  of  the  school  the  Duchess 
of  Somerset  founded  scholarships  to  be  held  at  Brazenose  College, 
Oxford,  and  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  by  boys  educated  at 
the  school,  to  be  equally  shared  with  the  grammar  schools  of 
Manchester  and  Hereford.  At  present  nearly  four  a  year,  two  at 
Oxford,  two  at  Cambridge,  fall  to  the  share  of  Marlborough, 
generally  of  the  value  of  501.  each.  There  is  also  an  exhibition  of 
5/.,  a  year  which  is  given  to  some  scholar  at  the  University  who 
in  the  opinion  of  the  head  master  stands  most  in  need  of  It. 

The  school  contained  90  boys  at  the  time  of  my  visit;  of  these 
60  were  boarders,  30  day  boys.  The  day  boys  were  principally 
sons  of  tradesmen  and  respectable  inhabitants  of  the  town.  The 
Marquis  of  Ailesbury  who,  as  representative  of  the  old  Dukes  of 
Somerset,  now  exercises  the  right  of  nomination,  on  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  present  master  urged  the  introduction  of  a  modern 
branch  or  division  into  the  school,  so  as  to  serve  as  a  commercial 
school  for  the  town.  It  has  been  found  more  convenient  to  widen 
the  system  so  as  to  admit  boarders  and  others  needing  a  modern 
school  education,  i.e.,  preparation  for  the  army,  navy,  and  civil 
service  appointments.     The  school  is  thus  divided  Into  the  Latin 
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and  English  schools,  and  ever  since  its  establishment  the  modern  S^^"^^, 
department  has  been  continually  increasing,  and  now  numbers  scnooLs. 
17  day  scholars  and  23  boarders.  Latin  and  French  form  part  of 
the  regulur  school  course,  French  being  taught  by  the  English 
master.  Seven  of  the  senior  plassical  boys  translated  Xenophon's 
Memorabiha  and  Livy  viva  voce  fairly,  and  some  of  them  showed 
much  general  knowledge  of  their  subject.  No  town  boy  was  in 
the  highest  classical  form,  and  it  was  seldom  that  more  than  one  a 
year  attained  to  it. 

They  answered  questions  in  both  Greek  and  Latin  grammar 
creditably.  A  class  from  the  middle  of  the  school  of  young  boys 
made  some  way  in  Cornelius  Nepos,  and  seemed  well  grounded 
in  their  knowledge  of  the  earlier  parts  of  Latin  grammar. 

In  the  English  department,  into  which  for  certain  subjects  the 
classical  boys  also  go,  the  work  was  very  well  done.  In  writing 
from  dictation  a  large  number  were  without,  mistake  ;  their  trans- 
lation and  parsing  of  imseen  French  was  good,  though  they 
failed  in  translating  from  English  into  French.  They  wrote  out 
a  named  proposition  of  Euclid  almost  without  mistake,  and  did 
equally  well  a  paper  in  algebra  and  arithmetic.  Their  work  in 
the  latter  was  done  witli  considerable  intelligence.  Some  of  them 
were  learning  plane  trigonometry,  and  several  were  advanced  in 
algebra.  A  class  of  junior  boys  were  sound  in  their  knowledge 
of  the  elementary  parts  of  arithmetic. 

The  present  master  has  been  14  years  at  the  school  and  wad 
originally  assistant  master  at  Marlborough  College ;  he  is  assistes 
by  four  other  masters,  all  graduates  of  some  university  other  than 
Oxford  and  Cambridge.  There  were  only  20  boys  in  the  school 
when  he  came.  The  majority  of  the  boys  come  to  be  prepared 
for  the  college  in  the  town,  the  public  professions,  the  navy,  &c. 
During  the  last  14  years,  17  exhibitions  have  been  enjoyed  by 
boys  from  the  school  at  the  universities,  out  of  at  least  50  which 
have  been  available,  and  not  one  during  that  time  has  been  held 
by  a  foundationer.  Under  these  circumstances  it  will  be  seen 
there  has  been  no  competition  for .  them,  and  the  exhibitioner  is 
elected  by  the  colleges  if,  in  their  opinion,  he  reaches  a  certain 
standard  of  fitness.  The  name  scholarships  is  now  changed,  in 
the  case  of  St.  John's  College,  into  that  of  exhibitions.  When  no 
boy  is  ready  to  take  them  from  the  school  they  are  thrown  open. 
The  rector  of  Wooton  Rivers,  Wilts,  is  elected  from  these  scholars 
by  the  two  colleges  alternately. 

The  school  buildings  in  their  appearance  and  arrangements  are 
hardly  worthy  of  the  foundation. 

They  are  situated  at  the  east  end  of  the  town,  are  open  to  the 
country  at  the  back,  and  stand  on  something  under  an  acre.  At 
his  own  expense  thei  head  master  has  enlarged  the  dwelling-house. 
There  are  only  two  schoolrooms;  one  serves  .also  as  the  dining 
room,  and  the  parallelogram  is  formed  by  two  wooden  sides  being 
placed  so  as  to  complement  a  corner  of  the  house ;  the  other  room 
is  not  well  adapted  either  in  its  arrangements  or  by  its  size  for  its 
purpose.     There  is   a  small  playground  and  a  covered  space  for 
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EmowEB  wet  weather,  fitted  up  also  with  gymnastic  apparatus.  The 
Schools,  dormitories  are  well  ventilated,  but  the  school  has  rather  out- 
grown  Its  quarters,  and  the  whole  accommodation  Is  a  little  out 
of  date.  The  situation  although  low  has  the  reputation  of  being 
thoroughly  healthy.  The  master  rents  an  adjoining  house  in  which 
25  of  his  boarders,  under  the  care  of  an  assistant  master,  reside. 
The  boarding  accommodation  is  quite  full.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  boarders  lai'gely  preponderate  over  the  foundationers.  Each 
of  the  latter  pays  51.  5s.  a  year,  a  payment  which  the  head 
master  found  established,  and  has  continued,  and  which  would  be 
insufficient  for  the  education  given  were  it  not  for  the  aid  of  the 
endowment.  Boarders  may  be  fairly  considered  to  be  contem- 
plated by  the  ordinances  of  1678,  which  especially  permit  the 
master  to  take  '  foreigners.'  At  one  time  it  was  desired  and  pro- 
posed by  some  of  the  trustees  to  amalgamate  the  school  with 
Marlborough  College.  There  was  a  general  feeling  in  the  town 
against  the  proposal,  and  that  feeling  still  continues ;  nor  is  there 
any  wish  now  to  bring  about  such  a  result  on  the  part  of  the 
college  authorities.  Unquestionably  boys  from  the  town  are  now 
being  educated  at  the  school  who  would  find  no  place  at  the 
college.  As  might  have  been  expected,  a  feeling  sometimes  has 
arisen  on  the  part  of  the  town  that  the  Interests  of  the  day  boys 
were  postponed  to  those  of  the  boarders.  I  believe  for  such  feeling 
at  present  there  exists  no  real  foundation ;  the  treatment  of  both 
classes  of  boys  in  and  out  of  school  appears  to  be  alike.  And  if 
the  boys  from  the  town  do  not  rise  often  to  the  upper  classical 
forms  the  cause  must  be  sought  In  the  Indiflference  which  the 
parents  themselves  regard,  at  least  for  Its  own  sake,  all  classical 
education,  and  the  early  age  at  which  they  remove  their  boys  from 
school. 

The  present  trustees,  who  are  the  charity  trustees  appointed  as 
the  successors  to  the  corporation  after  the  Municipal  Reform  Act, 
are,  by  death  and  permanent  non-residence,  now  reduced  to  three. 
One  of  them  is  a  medical  man  In  large  practice,  and  two  of  them 
are  tradesmen  in  the  town.  It  would  be  desirable  that  the 
number  should  be  increased,  whereby  the  interest  of  a  larger 
section  of  the  inhabitants  would  be  kept  alive  in  the  prosperity  of 
the  school,  and  all  danger  removed  of  Individual  Instead  of 
general  opinion  being  represented  in  the  management. 

The  head  master  is  anxious  by  building  to  add  to  the  con- 
venience and  accommodation  of  the  existing  school  premises, 
and  would  sacrifice  part  of  his  Income  from  the  endowment  to 
raise  the  necessary  capital. 

There  is  no  other  school  In  Marlborough  of  which  the  middle 
classes  avail  themselves.  Many  of  the  poorer  tradesmen  send 
their  children,  a,t  6d.  a  week,  to  the  National  school,  which  ia  said 
to  be  a  good  one.

Letters  patent  and  statutes  among 
archives  of  borough  of  Marlborough. 

School  Property. — Consists  of  about  110  acres  of  land  besides  site  and 
buildings.  Annual  income  from  rents  2471.  gross,  2\8l.  net,  all  applied  to 
school ;  school  buildings  sufficient  for  day  scholars,  not  sufficient  for  accom- 
modation of  number  of  boarders  taken. 

Exhibitions. — Being  this  school's  share  of  the  Duchess  of  Somerset's  founda- 
tion, two  scholarships  of  521.  a  year  each,  and  four  of  361.,  at  Brazenose 
CoUege  tenable  for  five  years  :  electors,  the  principal  and  fellows  of  Brazenose 
College;  and  four  exhibitions  of  50Z.  for  three  years  at  St.  John's  College, 
Cambridge :  electors,  the  master  and  fellows. 

-    Objects  of  Trust. — Teaching  gratis  children  of  burgesses  of,  or  persons  who 
have  resided  seven  years  in,  Marlborough  (Statutes  1678). 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — ^"Grammar  school"  (Letters  Patent). 
By  iirferenoe,  Latin  and  Greek ;  writing  to  be  taught  by  usher ;  scholars  to 
speak  Latin  in  school  (Statutes  1678). 

Government  and  Masters. — Mayor  and  burgesses  of  Marlborough  to  make 
statutes  and  ordinances  (Letters  Patent). 

Trustees  now  appointed  by  Court  of  Chancery  in  pursuance  of  Municipal 
Corporation  Act;  no  provision  for  supplying  vacancies.  Head  master  ap- 
pointed by  Marquis  of  Ailesbury.  Must  be  a  member  of  the  Church  of 
England,  able  to  teach  Latin  and  Greek,  and  not  take  any  benefice  or  employ- 
ment interfering  with  his  duty  to  school  (Stat.  1678).  Other  masters  appointed 
and  dismissed  by  head  master. 

State  of  School  in  Second  Half-year  of  1864. 

General  Character  — Classical,  with  a  modern  department.  In  age  of  scho- 
lars, first  grade. 

Masters. — Head  master  is  M.A.  and  clergyman ;  he  and  master  of  modern 
department  take  boarders.  No  prohibition  on  others  taking  them.  Head 
master  receives  the  whole  net  income  from  endowment,  besides  profits  of 
boarders,  fees  from  scholars,  and  residence.

Study,  shared  among  four  senior 
boys,  two  guineas  each.  School  bills,  highest  791,  average  661.,  lowest  541. 
Cubical  content  of  bed-rooms  390  feet  per  boy ;  good  ventilation.  Rise  at 
6'30  a.m.,  retire  at  9  p.m.  juniors,  10'15  p.m.  seniors. 

Instruction,  Discipline,  Sfc. — Boys  on  admission  must  be  able  to  read  and 
write  fairly. 

School  classified  by  one  subject  chiefly.  School  course  modified  to  suit 
lines  of  life,  and  cases  of  disqualification.  Religious  instruction  provided  by 
head  master  during  the  week.  Special  instruction  of  Sundays  which  day 
scholars  may  attend.  Morning  and  evening  services  from  the  Liturgy  used 
daily.    Day  scholars  attend  in  the  morning  only. 
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Gb^S  Promotion  partly  by  half-year's  work,  partly  by  examinations,  which  are 
Schools,  held  half-yearly  by  masters.  Prizes  given  to  heads  of  classes  and  for  special 
subjects. 

Punishments  :  impositions,  confining  boarders  to  school  grounds,  temporary 
exclusion  of  day  scholars  from  playgraund,  and  caning.  The  last  in  public, 
and  by  head  master  or  master  of  modern  department  only. 

Playground  less  than  an  acre;  covered  gymnasium  adjoining  school. 
Boarders'  play  hours  22  hours  per  week. 

Tuesday  and  Saturday  half-holidays,  when  boarders  may  walk  into 
country. 

Drilling  taught,  occasionally  fencing. 

On  an  average  two  or  three  boys  have  gone  yearly  to  the  University,  and 
about  six  to  other  schools,  chiefly  to  Marlborough.  [Five  were  at  Oxford  or 
Cambridge  in  May  1867.] 

School  time  39  weeks  per  annum ;  study  43  hours  per  week,  besides  two 
hours  on  Sunday.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  returns  furnished  by  the  master  of  the  choristers,  by  the 
authority  of  the  dean  and  chapter,  very  fully  state  the  nature  of 
this  endowment.  Several  extracts  from  old  documents  bearing 
upon  the  foundation  were  placed  in  my  hands  by  the  kindness 
of  Canon  Lear,  the  titular  master,  whence  it  appears  that  by 
license  of  King  Edward  11. ,  dated  at  York,  May  6,  in  the  seventh 
year  of  his  reign,  His  Majesty,  "  pro  fine  quem  episcopus  Sarum 
"  nobis  fecit,"  granted  him  permission  to  apply  the  rents  received 
from  certain  premises  in  Sarum  to  the  dean  and  chapter  "ad 
"  sustentationem  xiv  puerorum  choristarum  et  unius  magistri 
"  ipsos  pueros  in  grammaticalibus  informaturi  in  perpetuum." 
And  nine  years  later,  His  Majesty  granted  Roger,  Bishop  of 
Sarum,  further  license  to  grant  in  free  alms,  "  advocationem  de 
"  Preshute  custodi  puerorum  choristarum  in  ecclesiS.  B.  Mariae 
"  Sarum  deservientium,"  which  he  held  of  the  King  "  in  capite 
"  ratione  episcopates,  ita  quod  custos  ecclesiam  appropriatam 
"  habere  et  earn  in  proprios  usus  tenere  possit  sibi  et  succes- 
"  soribus  suis  predictis  ad  sustentationem  puerorum  choristarum 
"  in  perpetuum  duraturam." 

The  bishop  was  moved  to  make  this  foundation,  he  says, 
because  he  himself,  before  he  had  reached  his  present  dignity, 
had  observed  that  the  choristers  used  to  beg  food  in  the  canons' 
houses,  and  having  no  instruction  from  masters,  led  a  life  of 
vagrancy,  to  the  manifest  scandal  of  the  bishop,  the  canons,  and 
the  cathedral  church,  to  the  lowering  of  the  dignity  of  divine 
worship  and  the  great  peril  of  their  own  souls.  He  directs  the 
master  to  be  an  honest  man,  well  grounded  in  grammar,  without 
cure  of  souls,  who  is  to  educate  them  in  learning  and  moral 
training. 

From  a  memorandum  of  a  meeting  of  the  chapter  at  Sarum, 
on  May  11,  1724,  it  appears  to  have  been  unanimously  agreed 
that  the  sum  of  900/.,  one  fifth  of  which  belonged  to  the  choristers, 
should  be  laid  out  in  land  at  Tidalside,  Wilts,  to  be  vested  in 
the  dean  and  chapter  and  the  master  of  the  choristers,  and  one 
sixth  of  the  profits  of  which  were  to  go  to  pay  a  librarian,  the  other 
five  sixths  for  the  sole  property,  use,  benefit,  behoof,  and  advantage 
of  the  choristers  and  no  other  use  whatsoever. 

There  seems,  therefore,  as  far  as  I  could  gain  information, 
either  from  documents  or  by  personal  communication  with  two  of 
the  canons,  one  of  whom  was  the  master  of  the  choristers,  that 
no  mention  is  made  of  any  other  school,  nor  are  any  other  scholars 
contemplated  by  the  foundation  than  the  choristers. 

At  present  the  constitution  of  the  school  is  as  follows :  the 
master  of  the  choristers  is  one  of  the  canons,  and  discharges  the 
titular  duties  of  head  master,  and  is  supposed  to  be  generally 
responsible  for  its  good  conduct ;  his  services  are  purely  gratui- 
tous.     Under  him,  and  appointed  by  the  dean  and  chapter,  is 
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the  under  master,  who,  except  in  name,  discharges  all  the  func-    bkdoweb 
tions  of  head  master  and  is  not  interfered  with  in  the  management    schools. 
of  the  school,  but  as  he  holds  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  chapter,     ' 
he  is  practically  entirely  subject  to  their  control. 

At  present  the  number  of  choristers  is  14,  the  statutable 
number  to  which  they  were  raised  at  Easter  1866.  When  the 
present  under  master,  Mr.  Dowland,  was  appointed,  there  were 
only  10  choristers,  who  boarded  with  him,  for  whom  he  received 
33/.  a  year  each,  and  two  probationers  besides,  who  did  not  board 
with  him,  and  for  whom  he  received  10/.  a  year.  At  Easter 
1865  the  outboarding  probationers  were  admitted  as  boarders, 
and  the  33/.  w^as  paid  for  them,  thus  raising  the  number  to  12, 
and  this  year  they  have  been  raised  to  14. 

Besides  the  choristers,  the  master  is  allowed  to  take  any 
number  of  day  boys  at  10/.  each,  but  no  boarders.  The  present 
number  of  day  boys  is  19.     . 

The  14  choristers  all  live  and  are  boarded  in  Mr.  Dowland's 
house,  which  he  occupies  in  virtue  of  his  office ;  which  is  in  the 
cathedral  close,  has  an  excellent  garden  and  good  schoolroom 
attached,  with  a  small  playground,  and  also  a  plot  of  grass, 
about  one  eighth  of  an  acre,  in  front  of  it.  The  under  master 
forms  no  part  of  the  cathedral  establishment,  and  indeed  seems  in 
no  way  recognized  by  the  statutes. 

The  predecessor, of  Mr.  Dowland  took  boarders,  for  10  or  l2 
of  whom  there  is  still  some  accommodation  in  the  house,  and 
his  school  rising  in  repute,  he  hu-ed  accommodation  for  them  in 
another  house.  The  chapter  considered  that  the  interests  of  the 
choristers  were  somewhat  neglected,  which  led  to  that  gentleman's 
resignation,  and  a  resolution  was  passed  that  thenceforth  the 
under  master  should  not  be  allowed  to  take  any  boys  as  boarders 
except  the  choristers. 

The  choristers  are  selected  after  trial  of  their  voices,  preference 
being  given  for  natives  of  the  diocese.  They  usually  come  at 
eight  and  stay  till  their  voices  break ;  they  are  then  apprenticed, 
or,  where  more  desirable,  a  sum  of  money  is  given  to  generally 
advance  their  interests.  While  at  school  they  are  also  partly 
clothed  out  of  the  foundation  funds. 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  the  choristers  are  now  well  and  care- 
fully attended  to  morally,  intellectually,  and. bodily.  They  are 
usually  children  of  quite  the  poorer  class,  though,  naturally,  the 
children  of  the  singing  men  of  the  cathedral  are  often  successful 
candidates  for  admission.  It  cannot  but  be  an  advantage  to  the 
choristers  to  associate  with  day  boys  who  socially  are  some- 
what above  them,  and  by  being  boarded,  they  are  brought  i^nto 
contact  with  more  humanizing  influences  than  they  would  pro- 
bably meet  with  in  their  own  homes.  Mr.  Dowland  has  been 
here  three  years,  and  is  assisted  by  an  under  master  whom  he 
pays  himself.  In  school  the  boys  are  all  treated  alike,  and  the 
classes  formed  indiscriminately  of  choristers  and  day  boys.  In 
the  more  elementary  subjects  the  choristers  quite  held  their  place 
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GSSma  yf^i^  the  othei'8,  but  In  Latin,  which  they  are  all  taught,  the 
SCHOOLS,    day  boysj  who  were  generally  older,  were  superior. 

'Altogether,  although  not  very  far  advanced,  the  school  did  its 
work  satisfactorily,  and  showed  considerable  intelligence  in  those 
subjects  which  it  professed  to  be  instructed  in,  Mr.  Dowland 
is  preparing  to  send  some  of  his  boys  in  for  the  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  local  examinations. 

Considerable  difficulties  attend  the  working  of  the  school,  and 
indeed  the  teaching  of  the  choristers  themselves,  owing  to  the 
time  which  necessarily  has  to  be  devoted  to  the  cathedral  duties. 
Besides  their  attendance,  two  hours  at  least  every  day  (on  Sun- 
days and  holy  days,  of  course,  a  much  longer  time),  three  hours 
every  week  they  practise, music  and  singing  after  morning  service 
till  ;,one  o'clock,  under  instruction  from  the  organist,  who 
receives  301.  a  year  for  this  duty,  which  appeared  to  be  eflfec- 
tively  discharged.  During  seven  months  in  the  year  a  large  part 
of  their  evenings  is'  taken  up  by  the  requirements  of  a  choral 
society  to  which  they  are  expected  to  belong. 

Thus  a  large  proportion  of  their  time  is  absorbed  by  an  ex- 
hausting exercise,  which  puts  them  under  a  disadvantage  compared 
with  the  day  boys  in  their  school  work,  No  very  advanced 
knowledge  could  be  expected  from  boys  so  circumstanced,  and 
who  leave  school  the  moment  their  voices  unsuit  them  for  the 
cathedral  service. 

During  the  late  master's  office,  when  he  took  boarders,  the 
school  was  rapidly  becoming  a  school  of  great  reputation  in  the 
city,  the  presence  of  boarders  of  a  superior  class  giving  it  a  tone 
which  a  mere  day  school  in  Salisbury  did  not  possess.  Whether 
their  presence  injuriously  affected  the  interests  of  the  choristers, 
I  cannot,  of  course,  offer  any  opinion  ;  it  is  thought  by  some  that 
the  choristers  benefited  by  their  association  with  larger  numbers. 
The  inhabitants  themselves  regretted  the  decision  which  the  dean 
and  chapter  thought  it  their  duty  to  make,  especially  as  it  was 
understood  that  that  body,  or  certainly  influential  members  of  it, 
were  anxious  that  the  character  of  the  school  as  a  grammar  school 
should  not  be  overlooked. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  gross  income  is  large,  and  I  am  informed 
is  likely  to  increase.  Making  every  allowance  for  contingen- 
cies, a  surplus  may  be  expected,  and  it  deserves  consideration 
how  it  should  be  applied.  This  might  be  done  either  by  giving- 
the  choristers  themselves  opportunity  for  proceeding  to  a  higher 
instruction,  or  generally  by  enlarging  the  sphere  of  the  present 
school,  or  establishing  some  branch  elsewhere  iu  connexion  with 
it.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report, 

The  breaking  up  of  the  choristers'  school  as  a  boarding 
school,  owing  to  the  decision  of  the  dean  and  chapter,  originated 
a  desire  amongst  many  influential  citizens  and  clergy  to  revive 
the  old  grammar  school.  The  foundation  is  very  small,  dating 
from  the  time  of  Elizabeth,  and  unfortunately  consisted  of  a 
yearly  sum  of  money  instead  of  the  land  on  which  it  was  charged. 
The  corporation  provided  for  many  years  an  old  fashioned  attic 
in  Castle  Street  for  the  schoolroom;  and  a  favourable  oppor- 
tunity having  occurred,  certain  premises  were  actually  bought 
at  a  cost  of  1,600/.  to  erect  a  new  school  and  premises,  and  a 
scheme  for  two  schools,  an  upper  and  a  lower,  was  sent  down 
by  the  Charity  Commissioners;  the  whole  expenditure  for  the 
school  premises  was  calculated  at  4,000/.  to  5,000/.  To  meet 
this  expense  it  was  proposed  to  sell  certain  corporate  property,  but 
the  ratepayers  took  alarm  at  the  possible  increase  of  rates  involved 
in  this  arrangement,  and  after  a  good  deal  of  local  excitement 
a  counter  memorial  was  signed  by  a  large  majority  of  them  to 
the  Lords  of  the  Treasury,'  praying  them  to  withhold  their  sanc- 
tion from  the  contemplated  sale  of  corporate  property  to  provide 
the  necessary  funds.  In  accordance  with  this  memorial  that 
sanction  was  withheld,  the  property  bought  was  taken  back  by 
seller  at  the  original  price,  and  the  whole  matter  last  year  (1865)? 
collapsed. 

The  old  state  of  things  has  been  so  far  amended  that  a  new 
certificated  master,  after  two  years'  delay,  has  been  appointed, 
who  on  his  own  account  and  at  his  own  expense  has  hired  a 
more  commodious  house  than  the  old  corporation  schoolroom, 
and  after  August  1866  intends  opening  his  school  as  a  middle 
class  school  for  boarders  and  day  boys.  The  master  so  elected 
receives  the  rent  of  the  old  school  house  and  the  endowment, 
amounting  altogether  to  about  30/,  for  which  the  trustees  reserve 
to  themselves  the  right  of  sending  certain  free  boys. 

In  favour  of  the  establishment  of  a  good  school  in  Salisbury, 
it  cannot  be  doubted  a  strong  feeling  exists  in  the  minds  of  all, 
even  of  the  opponents  of  the  late  scheme.  The  central,  and, 
since  its  complete  drainage,  the  healthy  situation  of  the  city  make 
it  an  eligible  spot  for  such  an  institution.  Many  private  schools 
have  been  established  here  with  great  success  at  different  times. 
Many  of  the  clergy  and  Inhabitants  would  have  been  glad  to 
see  a  new  school  engrafted  on  the  choristers'  school;  but  the 
cathedral  chapter  being  opposed  to  the  plan  the  new  grammar 
school  scheme  was  very  favourably  entertained.  The  ratepayers, 
the  smaller  ones  especially,  were  however  alarmed  at  the  prospect 
of  an  increase  to  their  burdens,  and  some  of  the  larger  objected  on 
principle  to  this  diversion  of  city  fands,  thinking  such  matters 
should  be  left  exclusively  to  private  enterprise. 
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Having  carefully  read  several  memorials    against   the  "new,  bshoVvbd 
grammar  school  scheme"  as  it  was  called,  which  were  kindly    s?ffoto 
lent  to  me  by  one  of  its  chief  opponents,  I  am  compelled  to         "" 
express  my  regret  that  that  scheme  was  not  adopted,  and  believe, 
with  other  gentlemen,  that  the  small  increase  to  the  rates  entailed 
by  the  adoption  of  the  scheme  would  have  been  amply  recom- 
pensed by  giving  to  the  majority  of  ratepayers  the  advantage 
of  procuring  cheaply  a  good  education.    The  advantage  would  have 
reached  them  all,  as  the  scheme  embraced  two   schools,  an  upper 
and  lower ;  and  those  who  had  no  children  to  educate  would  have 
shared  in  the  increased  prosperity  of  the   town,  which  might 
probably  be  expected  to  arise  from  the  presence  of  a  la,rge  school, 
and  of  those  who  would  make  Salisbury  their  residence  for  the 
sake  of  educating  their  children. 

Add  to  this  the  fact  that  if  the  school  prospered,  the  pressure 
on  the  rates  would  have  been  entirely  removed  by  the  fees  paid 
by  the  scholars.  However,  602  ratepayers  out  of  870  seemed 
opposed  to  it,  though  I  cannot  help  thinking  that  some  misappre- 
hension existed  in  the  minds  of  many  who  signed  the  counter 
memorial  as  to  the  burden  likely  to  fall  on  the  rates  and  the 
want  of  corresponding  advantage  to  themselves. 

It  is  said  that  Salisbury  contributes  no  scholars  to  the  university 
local  examinations.  From  whatever  cause  it  arose  it  cannot 
but  be  lamented  that  so  laudable  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
city  and  some  of  the  leading  members  of  the  corporation  in  the 
cause  of  education  has  been  so  completely  shipwrecked.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  Rev.  F.  H.  Wilkinson,  perpetual  curate  of  West  Ashton 
in  1860,  founded  a  school  here  during  his  lifetime.  He  hired 
premises  for  607.  a  year  in  Trowbridge,  and  contracted  to  buy 
them  as  soon  as.  the  title  could  be  assured,  which  could  not  take 
place  for  a  few  years. 

Here,  according  to  a  prospectus  drawn  up  by  himself,  he 
established  a  boys'  middle  school,  and  appointed  as  its  head  an 
able  master  from  a  National  school,  who,  while  master  of  the 
school,  graduated  at  Dublin  and  took  orders.  The  school  was 
founded  with  the  special  object  of  "  affording  to  middle  classes 
"  a  sound  and  liberal  education,  based  on  religious  principles, 
"  particular  attention  being  given  to  the  preparation  of  the  pupils 
"  for  the  future  profession  or  business  for  which  they  may  be 
"  intended,  and  their  studies  being  directed  accordingly."  The 
general  education  was  divided  into  three  courses,  the  English, 
mathematical,  and  classical.  For  the  first  alone  the  charge  for 
boarders  varied,  accoi'ding  to  age,  from  187.  to  22/.,  and  extras 
would  probably  raise  those  sums  by  51.  more ;  and  the  mathe- 
matical or  classical  course  if  learnt  as  well,  each,  27.  extra.  Day 
scholars  receiving  instruction  in  the  English  course  paid  47.  a  year, 
and  27.  extra  if  they  also  were  instructed  in  either  of  the  two 
other  courses. 

The  head  master,  Mr.  Gawn,  died  in  1860,  at  which  time  the 
school  contained  from  75  to  80  boys,  30  of  whom  were  boarders. 
The  founder,  Mr.  Wilkinson,  is  said  to  have  slightly  modified  his 
views  about  the  character  of  the  school  instruction  before  his 
death,  which  took  place  in  1861,  and  to  have  been  inclined  to 
encourage  the  presence  of  an  upper  class  of  boys.  At  all  events 
in  his  will  made  in  that  year,  he  seems  to  have  altered  the  name  of 
Middle  school,  which  he  had  previously  given  it,  to  the  "  Grammar 
school  at  Trowbridge."  And  such  is  the  title  it  always  went  by 
on  all  public  occasions.  The  testator  directs  his  executors  to  pay 
to  certain  trustees  1,2007.,  to  be  by  them  duly  invested,  and  out  of 
the  income  of  such  investment  to  support  or  maintain,  or  assist  in 
supporting  or  maintaining  the  grammar  school  at  Trowbridge 
lately  established  by  him ;  giving  them  full  power  at  their 
absolute  discretion  to  resort  to  and  apply  any  part  of  the  trust 
fund  for  the  support  or  maintenance  of  the  school-  in  any  way 
they  shall  think  most  advantageous.  He  then  directs  that,  in  the 
event  of  the  school  being  given  up  or  ceasing  to  be  carried  on  at 
any  time  within  the  period  of  21  years  from  his  decease,  the  1,2007. 
shall  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  new  almshouses  at  Church 
Street,  for  the  support  of  the  same  and  the  benefit  of  the 
occupants. 

From  1860  to  1865  the  school  appears  to  have  flourished, 
though  the  numbers  were  less  in  the  last  named  year  than  the 
first.     But  judging  from  the  reports  of  the  examiners  and  the 
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B^owEp  head  master  at  the  annual  meeting  in  June  between  the  years 
Scaop'^^s?:.  1861-5  and  from  the  speeches  of  the  rector  and  other  trustees,  the 
'"""  condition  of  the  school  was  only  a  subject  for  present  congratula- 
tion and  confident  hope  for  the  future.  All  speakers  admitted  the 
value  of  sucb  an  institution  to  Trowbridge ;  ample  testimony 
was  borne  to  the  energy  of  the  master,  and  the  propriety  of 
erecting  by  subscription  new  school  buildings  was  seriously  and 
repeatedly  insisted  on. 

In  1866  [the  head  master  was  involved  in  pecuniary  embarrass- 
ments having,  according  to  his  own  statement,  since  1861,  sunk 
a  large  sum  of  money  in  carrying  on  the  school,  and  left  Trow- 
bridge, the  school  then  only  containing  25  boys.  This  was  a 
serious  blow  to  the  school,  and  its  management  at  present  must 
be  considered  in  only  a  provisional  state.  The  Kev.  J.  L.  Porter 
of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  incumbent  of  Studley,  a  small  parish 
adjoining  Trowbridge,  in  the  gift  of  the  rector,  is  the  nominal 
head  master,  and  without  receiving  any  remuneration  for  his 
services,  devotes  every  morning  to  the  teaching  of  the  Latin  classes 
in  the  school.  The  present  English  teacher  was  a  National  school 
master.  On  the  unfortunate  retirement  of  the  late  head  master  in 
1866,  many  of  the  boys  dispersed,  the  second  classical  master 
carrying  off  to  a  private  school  in  Trowbridge  most  of  the 
upper  class  pupils.  The  school  now  consists  of  21  boys,  the 
sons  of  farmers,  tradesmen,  and  the  overseers  or  upper  workmen 
o'f  some  of  the  cloth  manufactories.  Six  of  these  boys  were 
learning  Latin,  and  the  three  upper  ones  translated  Virgil  with 
some  fluency  and  credit,  and  three  others  also  construed  Caesar 
fairly.  All  of  theim  were  fairly  grounded  in  grammar.  Three 
had  begun  Greek,  and  one  made  some  way  in  the  translation  of 
Homer.  They  did  fairly  in  elementary  arithmetic,  and  some  of 
them  had  reached  fractions.  Their  knowledge  of  geography  was 
also  satisfactory.  The  upper  part  of  the  school  wrote  well  from 
dictation. 

.  The  boys  were  all  young,  the  larger  number  being  new  boys. 
There  were  no  boarders. 

The  school  premises  occupy  about  an  acre,  and  besides  the 
master's  house,  which  has  accommodation  for  30  boarders,  com- 
prises also  a  good  playground,  where  gymnastic  apparatus  is 
erected,  and  a  small  field.  A  galvanized  iron  schoolroom  and 
classroom,  separate  from  the  house,  are  used  for  the  teaching 
of  the  boys.  They  are  not  very  convenient,  but  were  intended 
only  as  a  temporary  arrangement,  and  had  his  life  been  spared, 
the  founder  intended  himself  to  have  erected  school  buildings, 
which  he  hesitated  to  do  on  land  which  had  not  actually  fallen 
into  his  possession.  At  all  the  meetings  cf  the  trustees  and 
friends  of  the  school,]  the  advantage,  almost  the  necessity  for 
building,  has  been  unanimously  acquiesced  in,  and  plans  were 
actually  procured  by  the  late  head  master. 

The  position  of  the  property  at  present  is  this :  the  trustees 
occupy  the  premises  as  tenants  to  the  executor  of  the  founder, 
who  will  have  to  fulfil  the  contract  for  purchase  entered  into  by 
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the  founder  as  soon .  as  the  stipulated  time  arrives.     Meanwhile   etoowbd 
instead  of  paying  over  the  1,200Z.  to  the  trustees,  the  executor    souoom. 
retains  that  sum  in  his  own  hands,  and  permits  the  trustees  to        ""'~" 
occupy   the   school   premises,  the   interest  of  the   1,200/.  being 
considered  an  equivalent  for  rent. 

When  the  premises  are  bought  from  the  present  owner,  the 
trustees  of  the  school  may  'possibly  have  an  opportunity  of  pur- 
chasing them  from  the  executor,  and  if  they  could  secure  them 
at  a  moderate  price  it  may  be  a  desirable  arrangement.  The 
situation  is  somewhat  low,  but  is  on  sloping  ground,  and  presents 
several  advantages,  but  the  trustees  think  that  they  can  possibly 
secure  a  more  eligible  site. 

It  is  no  part  of  my  duty  to  comment  upon  much  feeling  which 
has  necessarily  been  excited  in  Trowbridge  by  the  unfortunate 
circumstances  which  compelled  the  late  head  master  to  leave  the 
school.  During  his  lifetime  the  founder  contributed  largely 
towards  the  expenses  of  the  school,  and  the  withdrawal  of  that 
support  threw  a  heavy  additional  burden  on  the  master.  I  believe 
also  the  boarding  house  was  an  expense  to  him,  instead  of  being 
a  source  of  profit.  Meanwhile  it  would  be  in  opposition  to  the 
true  interests,  as  well  as,  I  believe,  to  the  wishes  of  the  majority 
of  the  inhabitants,  that  a  miscarriage  of  the  testator's  primary 
intention  should  take  place,  and  the  endowment  sink  into  a  fund 
for  forwarding  the  doubtful  advantages  of  an  eleemosynary  in- 
stitution, rather  than  go  towards  the  relief  of  the  acknowledged 
wants  of  middle  class  education.  The  two  acting  trustees  ex- 
pressed themselves  most  anxious  to  secure  to  the  town  the  benefit 
of  the  endowment  for  a  grammar  school.  It  is  desirable  to 
terminate  the  present  provisional  government  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  to  increase  the  number  of  trustees.  Of  the  three  named  in 
the  will,  one,  a  layman,  altogether  has  abstained  from  acting,  and 
the  responsibility  of  administering  the  trust  has  fallen  upon  the 
rector  and  upon  an  influential  magistrate  in  the  town,  and  practi- 
cally the  rector  is  chief  manager.  Due  weight,  therefore,  is  hardly 
given  to  the  lay  element,  the  testator  having  apparently  Intended 
it  to  be  as  two  to  one.  The  trustees  of  the  grammar  school  are 
also  trustees  of  the  new  almshouses,  the  building  debt  on  which 
has  not  been  yet  entirely  liquidated ;  and  it  is  desirable  that  no 
imputation  of  partiality  should  be  able  to  rest  on  them  which  a 
certain  contingency  might  bring  about,  and  this  can  be  best 
effected  by  each  trust  having  its  own  separate  trustees.

Me.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  intention  of  the  founder  of  the  grammar  school  at  War- 
minster is  expressed  in  the  inscription  over  the  entrance  : 

"  To  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  advancement  of  religion  and 
"  learning,  this  school  was  built  and  endowed  by  Thomas. Lord 
«  Viscount  Weymouth,  A.D.  1707." 

By  his  will  in  1709  Lord  Weymouth  endowed  the  school 
with  a  rentcharge  of  30Z.,  "  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  who 
"  was  or  should  be  hereafter  nominated  by  the  owner  of  Longleat 
"  House  for  ever,  to  teach  the  youth  of  Warminster,  Deverill 
"  Longbridge,  Monkton  Deverill;  and  to  his  successors  for 
"  ever." 

Tjie  real  endowment  of  the  school,  however,  consists  in  the 
house  and  school  premises,  which  are  large,  and  the  building 
handsome.  Attached  to  tliem  is  a  spacious  playground,  with 
a  fives  court  and  a  large  garden. 

One  of  the  late  masters  added  to  the  building  on  ground  not 
the  property  of  the  endowment,  for  which  a  small  rent  is  paid. 

The  school  for  many  years  has  been  considered  a  boarding 
school,  and  has  large  accommodation  specially  made  for 
boarders.  Under  the  Rev.  Dr.  Griffith  it  enjoj^d  a  high 
reputation  as  a  classical  school,  preparing  many  boys  tor  the 
universities  and  public  schools.  Many  of  his  old  pupils  still  speak 
with  gratitude  of  his  care  in  teaching,  and  the  importance  he 
attached  to  their  acquiring  some  knowledge  of  physical  science, 
which  he  made  a  necessary  part  of  the  course  of  instruction,  and 
copiously  illustrated  by  interesting  experiments.  At  that  time 
the  day  boys  were  not  more  than  three  or  four  to  about  40 
boarders.  Dr.  Arnold  of  Kugby  was  educated  here  preparatory 
to  his  going  to  Winchester,  and  always  spoke  in  terms  of  affec^- 
tjonate  regard  for  the  school. 

Since  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Griffith  in  1839,  three  masters, 
all  clergyman,  have  continued  the  school,  not  very  successfully, 
and  the  immediate  predecessors  of  the  present  master  left  in 
pecuniary  embarrassments. 

The  present  master  was  appointed  in  1884  by  the  Marquis  of 
Bath  as  owner  of  Longleat;  he  is  a  layman,  and  holds  his  appoint- 
ment for  life  and  as  a  freehold,  and  is  entitled  in  respect  of  it  to  vote 
for  the  counties  of  Wilts  and  Hereford.  The  Marquis,  with  the 
desire  of  making  the  foundation  as  useful  as  possible,  the  school 
having  during  late  years,  indeed  ever  since  the  resignation  of 
Dr.  Griffith,  failed  as  a  classical  boarding  school,  ende.ivoured  in 
the  appointment  of  master  to  establish  it  as  a  school  of  secondary 
education  for  the  teaching  of  farmer's  and  tradesmen's  sons  rather 
than  those  of  the  class  above,  but  with  the  intention  that  the 
school  should  not  be  so  lowered  as  to  exclude  the  children  of  pro- 
fessional men  resident  in  the  town.  He  therefore  stipulated  that 
the  master  should  not  exceed  ten  guineas  in  his  charge  for  the 
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education  of  any  inhabitant  of  AVarminster  as  a  day  boy ;  that 
scuooLB.  French  should  form  a  necessary  part  of  the  school  instruction, 
and  that  if  the  master  took  orders  he  should  not  take  any  per- 
manent duty.  The  Marquis  apparently  has  no  legal  obligation 
to  repair  the  house,  but  he  has,  both  on  the  appointment  of  th& 
present  master,  and  on  a  former  occasion,  voluntarily  and  liberally 
expended  considerable  sums  in  maintaining  the  fabric,  and  making 
the  premises  tenantable.  There  is  a  sort  of  tacit  understanding 
that  the  right  of  nominating  certain  free  boys  claimed  by  the 
patron,  shall  not  be  unduly  exercised. 

The  present  master  has  been  appointed  a  little  more  than  two 
years.  When  he  came  he  found  the  school  almost  at  zero;  it  now 
consists  of  30  boarders  and  10  day  boys.  Three  pupils  were 
parlour  boarders,  considerably  older  than  the  rest,  most  of  whom 
were  very  young.  The  boarders  were  sons  of  professional  men  and 
farmers,  the  day  boys  were  most  of  them  upper  tradesmen's  sons, 
and  paid  8  guineas  a  year.  The  master  intends  sending  in  several 
boys  to  the  next  university  local  examinations. 

Eight  of  the  upper  boys  had  done  some  Caesar  and  a  few  pages 
of  Moliere's  L'Avare,  and  knew  as  much  as  could  be  expected 
from  beginners.  They  wrote  well  and  accurately  from  English 
dictation.  Although  not  very  far  advanced  in  it,  yet  they  had 
a  well  grounded  notion  of  the  early  parts  of  arithmetic.  They 
had  done  the  first  book  of  Euclid;  a  few  boys  had  also  lately 
begun  Greek,  which  had  jusl  been  included  in  the  school  terms. 
The  work  of  the  school,  considering  the  age  of  the  boys,  and  how 
recently  they  had  been  brought  together  was  satisfactory,  and 
contained  promise.  All  the  boys  were  regularly  drilled  by  a 
setgeant. 

Music  arid  singing  were  a  good  deal  practised,  and  a  choir  for  the 
parish  church  was  occasionally  formed  from  among  the  boys. 

The  school  was  well  spoken  of.  There  was  a  small  private  com- 
mercial school  in  the  town  where  the  terms  were  lower.  The 
master  is  a  man  of  ability  and' great  personal  energy;  he  joins 
with  his  boys  in  many  of  their  games.  He  has  two  assistants. 
The  chief  inhabitants  of  the  town  seemed  favourable  to  the 
present  constitution  of  the  school.  The  upper  section  would 
perhaps  hardly  make  use  of  it. 

The  convenience  of  the  premises,  the  healthiness  of  the  situa- 
tion, being  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the  Wiltshire 
Downs,  are  also  recommendations  in  favour  of  the  school.  Lord 
—  Thynne  gives  annually  10/.,  which  is  divided  between  the  two 
boys  who  do  best  in  the  yearly  examination.

SCHOOLS.  West  Lavington.— Free  Grammar  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

Alderman  Dauntesey,  by  will,  in  the  reign  of  King  Philip  and 
Queen  Mary,  devised  to  the  Mercers'  Company  in  London,-certain 
lands  and  tenements  there,  directing  them  to  build  at  West 
Lavington  a  house  with  eight  chambers,  one  of  which  was  to  be 
for  a  schoolmaster;  the  remaining  chambers  for  seven  alms- 
people  to  live  in. 

The  schoolmaster  was  to  be  an  "  apt  and  convenient  person 
"  to  teach  grammar  in  the  said  schoolhouse ;  and  if  he  did  not 
"  do  his  diligence  and  apply  his  said  room,  it  should  be  lawful 
"  for  the  warders  of  the  Mercers'  Company  to  put  him  out,  and 
"  put  another  in  his  stead  to  supply  and  execute  his  said  room." 
The  schoolmaster  and  his  scholars  were  also  directed  to  "  come  to 
"  the  elevacion  or  sacryng  of  high  mass  when  they  conveniently 
"  might ;"  and  the  master  was  to  receive  10/.  a  year  for  his 
salary. 

The  parish  of  West  Lavington  is  entirely  agricultural,  witli  a 
popufation  of  1,739,  and  contains  6,244  acres.  The  value  of  the 
property  left  to  the  Mercers'  Company  for  this  specific  charity 
has,  of  course,  largely  increased,  and  they  have  from  time  to  time 
increased  the  salary  of  the  master  and  added  to  the  school 
premises. 

The  almshouses  are  now  separate  from  the  school  buildings. 
About  ten  years  ago  the  latter  were  rebuilt  at  a  cost  of  about 
3,000?. ;  they  consist  of  a  large  and  convenient  house  for  the 
master  which,  in  fact,  in  point  of  size  and  accommodation,  appears 
superior  to  the  vicarage,  and  was  built  to  accommodate  a  large 
family.  A  large  schoolroom  with  a  classroom  adjoining,  is  at- 
tached to  one  side  of  the  house.     There  is  no  playground.. 

The  schoolroom  is  not  conveniently  fitted  with  desks,  and  is 
entirely  paved  with  stone,  and  the  poor  children  suffered  sadly 
from  cold  in  the  winter.  The  classroom  was  filled  with  lumber 
and  not  used.    ■ 

To  this  school  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  are  said  to  be 
entitled  to  send  their  children  for  gratuitous  education,  but  the 
founder  does  not  seem  by  any  words  in  the  instrument  of  foun- 
dation to  have  so  limited  his  bounty.  Dissenters  used  it  equally 
with  churchmen.  When  I  visited  the  school  about  50  boys 
were  present. 

The  numbers  were  usually  large  in  winter  months,  rising  and 
falling  according  to  the  demand  for  labour  in  harvesting  operations. 

To  speak  generally,  the  education  is  simply  that  of  a  National 
school,  and  measuring  the  results  by  the  endowment,  I  cannot 
speak  of  them  as  anything  but  inadequate. 

The  highest  class,  consisting  of  seven  boys,  whose  average  age 
did  not  exceed  12,  Avrote  from  dictation  and  read  fairly.  They 
knew  Iiardly  any  geography.  Many  of  them  understood  notation, 
did  a  few  simple  sums,  including  one  in  the  rule  of  three,  correctly. 
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and  three  of  them  had  some  notion  of  decimals  and  fractions;  one   endowed 
boy  did  some  simple  equations  in  algebra.     Of  these  seven  boys,   ^p^ooM^ 

two  had  absolutely  left  the  school  and  only  returned  pro  hoc  vice,      

and  none  of  the  others  had  attended  the  school  since  July  and 
August,  my  visit  being  on  November  2,  but  they  intended  to  be 
regular  during  the  winter  months. 

Of  the  second  class  the  average  age  was  hardly  ten.  They 
could  not  all  read  fluently,  and  could  only  do  sums  in  the  few 
&-st  simple  rules  of  arithmetic.  The  third  class  averaged-  nine 
years  in  age,  and  were  fully  a  year  more  backward  than  the 
second  in  all  their  work. 

The  lowest  class  consisted  of  boys  of  from  six  to  eight  years 
,  old.     All  are  admitted  to  the  school  who  can  read  words  of  three 
letters.     No  prizes  were  given,  nor  were  any  regular  examina- 
-  -fcions  held. 

The  head  master  gives  religious  instruction  and  exercises 
general  superintendence  in  the  school.  All  the  rest  of  the  actual 
teaching  is  handed  over  to  a  single  assistant  who  was  trained  at 
the  Cheltenham  training  college,  who  is  usually  assisted  by  one 
of  the  upper  boys,  (the  age  of  none  of  whom,  however,  when  I  was 
there,  exceeded  13  years,)  in  teaching  the  younger  children.  He 
is  paid  70?.  a  year,  62Z.  of  which  is  contributed  by  the  Mercers' 
Company  and  8/.  by  the  head  master. 

Th^  head  master  is  in  orders  and  has  held  his  office  for  34 
years^^  He  also  serves  th«  church  at  Earl  Stoke,  a  village  three 
miles  off.  He  receives  120?.  fixed  salary  from  the  Mercers'  Com- 
pany, who  also  pay  rates  and  taxes,  allow  16?.  for  coal,  and 
occasionally  make  him  a  gratuity,  which  in  1864  was  50?. 

The  head  master  is  appointed  by  the  Lord  Churchill,  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  brother  of  the  founder,  and  as  owner  of  the  manor 
of  West  Lavington  and  of  the  estate  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Daunteseys.  To  this  brother  and  his  heirs  the  appointment  was 
confided  by  the  will.  The  present  head  master  was  appointed  by 
an  indenture  dated  June  1832,  which  simply  appoints  him  and 
contains  no  conditions.  The  patron  intimated  to  him  through  his 
agent,  at  the  time  of  appointment,  that  the  course  of  instruction  to 
be  pursued  was  to  interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  the  profitable 
occupation  of  the  children  in  agricultural  employment.  I  cannot 
find,  however,  that  any  authority  is  given  to  the  patron  to  impose 
any  terms  on  the  master. 

The  school  in  its  present  constitution  is  a  very  doubtful  benefit 
to  the  parish.  It  has  paralysed  any  attempt  at  establishing  an 
ordinary  parochial  school,  which  in  a  large  parish  like  this  ought 
to  be  nearly  self-supporting,  and  which  would  possess  all  the 
stimulating  agencies  to  which  an  open  inspected  school  would  be 
subject.  It  has  removed  the  control  of  the  children  of  the  parish 
entirely  from  the  hands  of  the  clergyman.  The  specific  directions 
of  the  founder,  as  well  as  the  great  increase  of  its  revenues,  would 
alone  -suggest  that  it  ought  to  be  made  more  extensively  and 
materially  useful.  Small  shopkeepers  and  artizans,  such  persons 
as  carpenters  and  blacksmiths,  ought  at  all  events  to  be  able  to 
find  here  the  oppo"rtunity  of  a  very  good  education. 
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.Ehdowed  The  present  head  master  is  advanced  in  years,  and  it  is  not  to 
SCTora^  te  expected  that  he  could  undertake  the  inauguration  of  any  new 
"  regime.     His  office  is  a  practical  sinecure,  the  school  seems  to 

exist  at  present  for  the  sake  of  the  master  rather  than  the  master 
for  the  sake  of  the  school.  Nor  do  those  who  actually  attend  as 
scholars  seem  to  regard  their  privilege  as  anything  more  than  a 
plaything,  to  be  taken  up  and  laid  down  at  pleasure. 

During  the  month,  of  October  1866,  of  57  boys  on  the  register, 
only  14  showed  even  a  moderate  attendance.  The  reason  given 
was  that  the  harvest  was  late  this  year.  But  under  all  circum- 
stances, except  during  the  months  of  December,  January,  and 
February,  perpetual  causes  of  absence  were  constantly  recurring. 
Potato  planting,  potato  hoeing,  Whitsuntide  holidays,  haymaking, 
wheat  weeding,  harvest,  wheat  sowing,  village  feasts,  were  all 
recognized  and  lawful  excuses  for  absence.  The  demand  for  the 
children's  labour  in  the  parish  haa  been  stimulated  by  a  large 
portion  of  it,  some  500  acres,  being  let  out  by  Lord  Churcbill  in 
allotments,  many  of  them  not  containing  more  than  a  fraction  of 
an  acre. 

At .  present  the  teaching  power  is  practically  carried  on  by  one 
man,, and  he  discharges  his  duty  against  heavy  odds.  The  farms 
in  the  neighbourhood  are  large,  and  none  of  the  farmers  would 
think  of  using  the  school  under  its  present  constitution  for  the 
education  of  their  sons^  and  do  not  much  care  about  raising  the 
standard  of  education  of  the  present  class  of  scholars.  When 
the  property  of  the  endowment  first  came  into  the  hands  of  the 
Mercers'  Company  it  produced  about  48/.  a  year.  It  is  all  in 
the  city  of  London ;  and  at  the  time  of  the  Charity  Commission 
in  1830  it  produced  1,060/.,  and  the  increase  since  that  date  has 
probably  been  progressive.  It  cannot  possibly  be  said  that  the 
actual  education  given  is  at  all  Commensurate  with  the  largeness 
of  the  endowment. 

On  the  next  avoidance  of  the  head  mastership  some  change  in 
the  management  seems  imperatively  required.  The  claim  of  girls 
to  share  in  the  benefit  of  the  endowment  must  not  be  overlooked, 
the  founder  using  no  word  to  excuse  them. 

The  head  master  thinks  truly  that  much  benefit  would  accrue 
to  the  parish  by  the  introduction  of  night  schools.  In  a  parish 
so  peculiarly  constituted  in  reference  to  the  demands  on  the 
labour  of  the  young  as  West  Lavington,  the  average  age  of 
leaving  the  grammar  school  being  9^,  he  thinks  that  young  men 
would  freely  resort  to  it,  some  in  order  to  progress,  others  to  keep 
up  or  recall  the  small  amount  of  learning  to  which  they  already 
had  attained.  Some  assistance  might  be  rendered  this  night 
school  from  school  revenues  in  the  hands  of  the  Mercers'  Company,. 
Whatever  be  done,  none  of  those  likely  to  be  well  informed  on 
the  subject  were  desirous  of  perpetuating  the  present  state  of 
things.

Objects  of  Trust. — Teaching  children,  without  restriction,  and  support  of 
seven  poor  persons  of  West  Lavington  (Founder).  Alms  people  subsequently 
increased  to  ten.  Children  of  parish  of  West  Lavington  have  been  taught 
freely. 

Subject  of  Instruction  prescribed. — Grammar. 

Government  and  Masters.— Heir  of  the  body  of  Ambrose  Dauntesey,  brother 
of  the  fourider,'or  if  he  delay  for  20  days,  vicar  or  his  deputy  to  appoint 
master.  Company  to  have  power  of  dismissal  (Founder).  By  ancient  custom 
the  owner  of  the  Dauntesey  estate  at  West  Lavington,  now  Lord  Churchill, 
appoints.  For  200  years  master  has  always  been  a  clergyman,  not  always  a 
graduate.

General  Character. — Non -classical.     In  age  of  scholars,  third  grade.

allowance  for  coals  151. ;  and  31.  per  annum  for  care  of  clock  and  bell ;  rates 
and  taxes  paid.  Usher  appointed  by  master ;  salary  621.  allowed  by  Company 
and  made  up  to  701.  by  head  master. 

Day  Scholars. — 60  on  list ;  about  40  attend  usually  ;  50  in  winter  when  no 
farm  work.  Half  under  10  years  of  age,  nearly  all  under  12.  Majority  live 
in  village,  a  few  come  from  a  distance  of  two  miles . 

Boarders. — None . 

Instruction,  Discipline,  SfC. — Boys  on  admission  must  be  able  to  read  words 
of  three  letters.  School  classified  by. reading  chiefly.  Course  modified  to 
suit  particular  cases.  Religious  instruction  half  an  hour  daily.  School 
opened  and  closed  with  prayers.  No  examination,  or  prizes,  but  presents  to 
deserving  boys  on  leaving. 

Few  punishments,  except  of  the  most  gentle  kind. 

No  boy  gone  to  any  university  within  the  last  five  years. 

No  playground. 

School  time  41  weeks  per  annum  ;  study  33  hours  a  week ;  all  lessons  learnt 
in  school.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

In  1688,  Richard  Jones  left  300Z.  to  trustees  to  dispose 
of  as  he  should  appoint,  arid  in  default  of  appointment  to 
such  perpetual  public  charitable  uses  as  they  ehould  judge  fit. 
The  testator  made  no  appointment,  and  in  discharge  of  the  trust 
reposed  in  them  his  executors  bought  certain  lands  and  a  rent- 
charge,  and  by  deed,  dated  October  7,  1696,  conveyed  the  whole 
to  trustees,  in  trust  with  the  annual  income  for  ever,  "  to  find  a 
"  fit,  competent,  and  idoneous  person  to  be  schoolmaster,  to  live 
"  within  or  near  the  town  or  borough  of  Wootton  Bassett,  and 
"  there  teach  the  male  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  ssid  town 
"  or  borough  in  writing  and  casting  accounts,  and  in  the  Latin 
"  tongue,  in  the  nature  and  manner  of  a  free  school."  Powers 
by  the  deed  were  given  for  the  removal  of  the  master  from  time  to 
time  and  the  appointment  of  another. 

In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  foundation,  a  school  was 
held  here  till  about  seven  years  ago,  wlien,  with  the  assent  of  the 
requisite  authorities  the  income  of  the  charity  lands,  was  engulfed 
in  the  fund  for  the  maintenance  of  the  National  schooL 

The  land  belonging  to  the  foundation  has  been  just  let  by 
tender  for  30Z.  a  year,  having  previously  produced  about  241. 

The  old  free  school  was  held,  by  the  permission  of  the  corpora- 
tion, in  part  of  the  town  hall.  Under  Mr.  Drake,  the  late  master, 
who  held  his  office  40  years,  the  school  both  rose  and  sank. 
During  the  earlier  part  of  his  tenure  of  office  the  school  seems  to 
have  been  full,  and  educated  the  farmers'  and  tradesmen's  sons. 
For  some  years  immediately  preceding  its  final  dissolution  the 
school  had  fallen  into  entire  disrepute,  the  master's  office  was  a 
mere  sinecure,  and  he  occasionally  held  his  school  in  order  to 
entitle  himself  to  receive  the  proceeds  of  the  endowment. 

With  this  abuse  fresh  in  their  minds,  the  inhabitants  seem  to, 
have  at  once  acquiesced  in  the  proposal  to   transfer  the   funds 
towards  the  support  of  the  National  school. 

The  class  of  boys  who  used  to  be  educated  at  the  free  school 
are  now  educated  at  a  private  school  in  the  town,  large  and  well 
spoken  of 

The  present  National  school  is  held  in  a  substantial  structure 
built  six  or  seven  years  ago,  on  land  given  by  Lord  Clarendon,  and 
is  well  conducted  and  well  attended.  It  receives  the  Government 
grant.  Sixty  boys  and  girls  (not  including  infants)  were  present 
at  the  time  of  my  visit,  which  was  unexpected.  The  present 
master  had  only  been  appointed  nine  months.  Both  the  work  and 
the  discipline  of  the  school  was  quite  satisfactory.  The  writing 
was  particularly  good. 

The  managers  send  a  certain  number  of  children  as  free  scholars, 
to  the  number  of  about  20,  the  others  pay  Id.  a  week.  The 
attendance  of  the  free  scholars  was  the  most  irregular,  but  the 
vigilant  supervision  of  the  master  baa  remedied  it  by  sending,  in 
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every  case  to  the  parent  when  a  child  absents  itself  without  notice,    Hifj,owED 
a  circular  which  he  requires  to  be  filled  up  by  the  parent  stating    ^q^q^"^" 

the  cause  of  absence.     This  has  materially  diminished  the  evil ; 

prizes  are  also  given  for  regularity  of  attendance.  There  are  three 
pupil  teachers,  one  female,  two  male.  The  boys  who  attend  the 
school  are  almost  entirely  confined  to  labourers'  children.  Dis- 
senters are  very  numerous  in  the  parish,  and  I  understand  that  the 
British  school  boys,  several  of  whom  are  the  smaller  trademen's 
sons,  are  educated  in  higher  subjects  than  are  attempted  at  the 
National,  at  a  payment  of  6s.  a  quarter. 

Althouati  no  one  can  doubt  that  useful  work  is  resulting  from 
the  present  application  of  this  small  endowment,  yet  it  is  equally 
indisputable  that  it  is  not  employed  in  educating  the  class  of  boys 
contemplated  by  the  trust  deed  of  1696  ;  and  1  believe  I  am 
justified  in  saying  that  there  are  many  inhabitants  of  this  large 
agricultural  parish  who,  without  finding  fault  with  the  present 
arrangement,  yet  think  that  in  the  existing  application  of  the  » 
trust  fund  the  interests  of  a  very  important  section  of  the  com- 
munity have  been  a  little  overlooked.

Endowed 

SALISBURY.— The  Godolphin  Ladies'  School.  soSoSm^ 


Mr.  Stanton's  Rbpobt. 

A  foundation  exists  at  Salisbury,  of  which  I  found  no  parallel  in 
the  south-western  counties  of  England,  being  an  endowment  for  the 
education  of  gentlewomen's  daughters.  In  1707  the  sum  of  42,890 
ducats,  and  13  grasses,  in  the  deposit  of  the  zeeca  at  Venice, 
were  assigned  to  the  Hon.  Charles  Godolphin  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  which  they  determined  on  applying  to  some  charitable  pur- 
pose ;  and  for  this  end  after  the  death  of  the  former,  a  scheme 
was  drawn  up  by  the  widow,  and  confirmed  by  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  for  the  education  of  eight  young  gentlewomen  between 
the  ages  of  8  and  19,  daughters  of  members  of  the  Church  of 
England,  whose  fortunes  did  not  exceed  300Z. ;  providing  also 
that  the  eight  young  gentlewomen  were  to  be  brought  up  in  New 
Sarum,  or  some  other  town  in  Wilts,  and  were  to  be  such  as  had 
neither  father  nor  mother ;  and  to  be  under  the  care  of  a  gover- 
ness, who  was  to  table  and  board  them ;  and  to  be  taught  to  dance, 
work,  speak  French,  cast  accounts,  and  the  business  of  house- 
wifery in  the  best  manner,  and  to  attend  the  service  of  the  Church 
of  England.  Provisions  were  made  in  the  scheme  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  mistress  and  girls  by  the  heir  of  the  founder,  and 
for  certain  specified  payments.  A  second  scheme,  in  1783,  modified 
the  former  one,  conferring  the  benefits  of  the  charity  on  those 
whose  fortunes  did  not  exceed  500Z.,  and  fixing  the  age  of  admittance 
to  the  school  at  12  instead  of  8,  providing  for  the  hiring  of  a 
house  for  the  school,  and  containing  also  several  other  directions. 
The  school  does  not  seem  to  have  been  carried  on  in  strict  accor- 
dance with  this  latter  scheme,  although  the  Charity  Commissioners, 
in  1831,  speak  of  the  existing  school  as  being  satisfactorily  con- 
ducted, and  having  a  well  qualified  governess.  It  is  said  that 
great  abuses  crept  into  its  administration  shortly  after  this  date, 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  charity  being  composed  of  members  of 
the  family  and  of  the  private  friends  of  the  patrons.  The  aid  of 
the  Court  of  Chancery  was  again  invoked,  and  a  scheme  dated 
April  25th,  1852,  was  issued,  by  the  provisions  of  which  the  school 
is  now  entirely  regulated. 

At  the  time  of  the  Issuing  of  this  last  scheme  the  patronage 
of  the  school,  i.e.  the  appointment  of  mistress  and  the  nomination 
of  the  12  girls,  had  descended  to  Margaretta  Anne,  wife  of  H. 
Biggs,  of  Stockton  House,  near  Heytesbury,  as  to  one  moiety, 
and  to  Caroline  Cobbe  and  Frances  Emily  Cobbe  jointly,  as  to 
the  other  moiety,  as  coheirs  of  the  founder.  By  death  and  sur- 
vivorship the  whole  patronage  now  centres  in  Miss  F.  E.  Cobbe. 

By  the  scheme  of  1852,  11  other  trustees  are  associated  with 
the  heir  of  Wm.  Godolphin,  the  founder,  if  a  male,  who  must  all 
be  resident  within  five  miles  of  Salisbury.  To  them  is  confided 
the  management  of  the  school,  and  of  the  property  belonging  to 
it ;  and  their  duties  and  modes  of  procedure  at  their  meetings  are 
minutely  laid  down  for  them.  It  would  appear  that  the  present 
heir  of  "Wm.  Godolphin,  being  a  female,  has  no  power  of  inter- 
ference in  the  management  of  the  school  or  of  the  endowment ; 
but  by  the  26th  section  of  the  scheme  of  1852,  she  alone,  as  heir, 


{Girls). 
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Endowed  may  appoint  the  mistress.  The  mistress  is  to  be  a'  prudent  and 
^soHooM^  discreet  person,  a  communicant  of  the  English  Church,  competent 
(Girls),  to  teach  the  scholars  church  doctrine,  the  English  and  French 
languages,  English  literature  and  composition,  history,  geography, 
arithmetic,  music,  dancing,  plain  and  ornamental  work  and  house- 
wifery, and  any  other  languages  or  accomplishments  approved  by 
the  trustees ;  and  is  to  permit  the  girls  as  they  grow  up  to  take  part 
by  turns  in  the  domestic  management,  and  also  confide  to  them  the 
education  of  the  younger  children  so  as  to  accustom  them  to  the  art 
of  tuition.  The  mistress  may  be  dismissed  by  the  trustees  with 
the  consent  of  the  patron  ;  if  such  consent  be  withheld  the  dismissal 
shall  not  be  valid  unless  sanctioned  by  the  Bishop.  The  present 
Bishop  is  one  of  the  trustees,  so  that  should  the  exercise  of  this 
supreme  power  be  ever  called  into  requisition  he  would  in  some 
sense  be  his  own  visitor.  Not  only  does  the  patron  appoint  the 
mistress  but  she  exclusively  nominates  the  girls.  Twelve  young 
^  orphan  gentlewomen  born  of  Church  of  England  parents,  whose 

friends  will  undertake  to  provide  them  with  decent  apparel  and 
books,  are  to  be  maintained  and  educated  by  the  mistress,  between 
the  ages  of  12  and  19,  and  the  mistress  is  to  receive  24/.  a  year 
for  each  pupil  from  the  endowment.  They  seldom  stay  still  19, 
or  longer  than  four  years.  The  mistress  is  allowed  also  to  take 
private  boarders  to  the  number  of  12,  to  be  instructed  without 
any  distinction  with  the  foundationers,  at  such  terms  as  she  may 
agree  upon  with  them.  The  scheme  also  provides  for  the  yearly 
examination  of  the  school  and  for  building  school  premises  when 
the  funds  permit. 
1  At  present  the  sole  recognized  hereditary  patron  of  the  school 

is  Miss  Frances  E.  Cobbe,  a  lady  residing  at  Camden  Town, 
London,  who  is  herself  engaged  in  the  occupation  of  daily  gover- 
ness. On  the  death  of  Mrs.  Biggs,  a  few  years  ago,  her  son 
attempted  to  exercise  the  power  of  nomination  which  belonged  to 
his  mother,  but  the  trustees  declined  to  recognize  his  authority 
until  it  was  duly  proved  to  them,  and  no  further  steps  were  taken 
in  the  matter.  I  am  informed  by  Miss  Cobbe  that  she  believes 
on  her  death  her  representation  of  the  heirship  of  Wm.  Godolpliin 
will  centre  in  the  Earl  of  Huntingdon. 

The  terms  of  the  original  foundation,  no  less  than  the  scheme 
of  1852,  require  orphans  only  to  be  the  subject  of  the  charity. 
The  old  foundation  distinctly  interprets  this  word  "  by  those 
who  have  no  father  nor  mother  living ;"  and  the  scheme  of  1852 
seems  impliedly  to  do  the  same,  by  requiring,  in  section  30,  that 
the  friends  of  the  orphans  shall  provide  necessary  books,  &c. 
But  in  actual  practice  the  definition  given  in  the  English  dic- 
tionaries of  the  word  is  adopted,  and  any  girl  who  has  lost  one 
parent,  even  though  the  surviving  parent  marry  again,  is  con- 
sidered eligible.*  The  number  is  quite  full.  The  apjjlications  to 
the  patron  for  admission  are  very  numerous.  The  girls  come 
from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  several  persons  connected  with 
Salisbury  have  been  successful  in  obtaining  from  Miss  Cobbe  nomi- 
nations for  deserving  girls  in  whom  they  have  been  interested.

Salisbury  Oodolphim,  Sbhool.  VS 

The  present  scholars,  as  far  as  anything  is  known  about  them    Endowed 
in  Salisbury,  are  said  to  be  ladies  to  whom,  on  account  of  their    ^ohoom 
pecuniary  circumstances,  the  benefits  of  the  charity  are  rightly     (f^^]- 
applied.     They  are  daughters   of  clergy,  physicians,   officei-s  in 
the   army,   captains  in   the   merchant    service,   wine   merchants, 
solicitors,  &c.     Six  of  them,  who  have  lately  left,  are  known,  by 
the  mistress,  to  have  taken  governesses  situations,  and  others  now 
at  the  school  intend  to  do  the  same. 

The  original  foundation  did  not  contemplate  that  the  school 
should  be  specifically  devoted  to  the  training  of  governesses,  nor 
indeed  does  th^  Chancery  Scheme  of  1852  do  more  than  incidentally 
suggest  it.  No  undertaking  is  given  by  the  girls  on  admission, 
as  there  is  at  Miss  Heathcote's  training  school  at  Bolham,  that 
they  intend  to  become  governesses. 

At  present,  besides  ■ihe  12  foundationers,  there  are  five  private 
pupils,  two  of  them  being  very  young  and  relations  of  the  mistress. 
There  are  two  assistant  teachers.  When  I  examined  the  school,  13 
were  present,  of  whom  nine  were  foundationers.  The  three  upper 
girls,  whose  ages  were  between  16  and  17,  translated  on  paper  some 
unseen  French  with  but  few  mistakes,  and  were  accurate  in  their 
parsing  ;  their  translation  of  English  into  French  was  not  quite 
so  successful.  The  second  class  of  five  girls  translated  a  French 
book  they  had  been  learning  during  this  half  year  only  indif- 
ferently. Nearly  all  the  school  read  fairly,  and  pains  seemed  to 
have  been  taken  with  this  important  branch  of  their  education, 
about  which  former  examiners  had,  I  found,  been  obliged  to 
complain.  Some  questions  in  history  and  geography  were  an- 
swered moderately  well. 

In  writing  from  dictation  the  three  upper  girls  maintained  their 
position  as  the  heads  of  the  school,  and  wrote  without  mistake. 
The  girls  in  the  second  class  had  more,  and  in  the  class  below, 
many  more  mistakes  in  spelling  than  ought  to  have  been  made  by 
girls  whose  average  age  was  I45. 

In  arithmetic  the  whole  school  showed  the  usual  incapacity  of 
girls  for  vmderstanding  the  meaning  or  use  of  figures.  Four  of 
them  only  could  notate  correctly.  The  three  upper  girls  did  a  rule 
of  three  suin,  and  had  begun  fractions.  Some  of  them  did  sums  in 
compound  addition  and  multiplication  correctly.  All  learnt  music, 
which  was  taught  chiefly  by  the  assistant  governess.  Drawing 
was  an  extra,  and  taught  also  by  the  assistant  governess.  Four 
of  the  foundationers  learnt  it  at  a  charge  of  61.  6s.  each.  All 
were  taught  dancing,  and  on  one  day  every  week  went  through  a 
course  of  callisthenic  exercises.     All  were  taught  needlework. 

The  house  at  present  in  occupation  of  the  mistress  is  only  a 
temporary  one,  hired  for  nine  months,  the  lease  of  the  former  one 
having  expired,  for  which  the  trustees  pay  the  rent,  about  601.  a 
year.  An  order  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  has  been  obtained 
for  the  purchase  of  a  convenient  and  well  situated  building,  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  city,  not  yet  finished,  but  when  completed  and 
adapted  for  the  purpose  of  a  school  is  to  cost  2,685/.  13s.  It  is 
expected  to  be  ready  by  the  close  of  the  year  1867. 
_  The  present  mistress  was  appointed  in  1857,  and  is  the  third 
sister  who  in  succession  has  occupied  the  post.     She  was  nomi- 
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secondS-  nated  by  Mrs.  Biggs  and  Miss  Cobbe,  as  co-heirs  of  the  founder, 
Tffi°&)f     ^^^  ^^s  a  personal  friend  of  the  former.     The  trustees  at  first 

demurred  to  the  appointment,  as  she  had  had  no  special  training 

for  her  office,  and  wei-e  not  satisfied  that  she  came  up  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  26th  and  32nd  sections  of  the  scheme.  The 
appolntmentj  however,  was  ultimately  acquiesced  in.  The  mistress 
is  a  lady  who  has  mixed  in  good  society,  and  undertakes  the 
general  management  of  the  household,  and  the  supervision  of  the 
school,  rather  than  any  very  active  part  in  the  positive  teaching. 
She  has  the  reputation  of  attending  carefully  to  the  moral  and  re- 
ligious training  of  the  girls,  and  of  providing  well  for  their  comfort. 
The  present  trustees  are  reduced  to  six,  and  are  active  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties.  The  Bishop  and  Dean  of  Salisbury  take 
a  leading  part  in  their  deliberations.  Although  they  give  rather 
a  wide  interpretation  to  the  term  orphan,  they  are  careful  in 
seeing  that  the  other  requirements  of  the  scheme  are  not  abused. 
No  girl  is  by  them  admitted  on  the  foundation  without  the 
following  documents  in  support  of  her  claim  proving  satisfactory : 
a  nomination  from  Miss  Cobbe ;  a  marriage  certificate  of  the 
'  parents ;    a  certificate  that  at  least  one  parent  is  dead ;  that  both 

parents  were  members  of  the  Chm-ch  of  England ;  a  certificate  of 
baptism ;  of  health ;  a  guai-antee  of  two  householders  that  they  will 
provide  suitable  apparel  and  necessary  books ;  and  a  certificate 
from  the  clergyman  of  the  parish  where  the  candidate  last  resided 
that  she  has  passed  a  creditable  examination  In  reading,  writing 
from  dictation,  the  four  first  rules  in  arithmetic,  and  Scripture  and 
Church  Catechism. 

The  trustees  are  the  judges  of  what  constitutes  a  gentlewoman , 
the  definition  has  sometimes  puzzled  them,  and  the  occasion  has 
arisen  when  they  have  been  obliged  to  reject  nominees  on  the 
score  that  they  did  not  reach  the  prescribed  social  standard.  They 
have  the  school  thoroughly  examined  and  reported  on  every  year, 
and  in  1860  supplied  the  inmates  with  separate  iron  beds.  They 
have  lately  provided  for  a  school  library.  They  made  a  rule  in 
1864  not  to  confirm  any  nomination  of  the  patron,  till  the  girl 
had  been  three  months  at  school,  and  meanwhile  the  mistress 
was  to  report  on  her  fitness  for  admission  ;  it  being  found  that, 
notwithstanding  the  certificate  of  intellectual  competence  which 
they  brought  with  them,  pfirls  were  admitted  whose  general  ig- 
norance was  not  warranted  by  their  age.  This  growing  authority 
of  the  trustees  is  acting  usefuUy  on  the  school.  But  it  is  impos- 
sible that  the  institution  can  ever  be  placed  on  a  satisfactory  basis 
as  long  as  they  have  so  small  a  control  over  the  appointment  of 
mistress  or  the  nomination  of  scholars. 

The  present  payment  to  the  mistress,  of  24Z.  for  each  founda- 
tioner for  board  and  tuition  is  hardly  remunerative,  and  the  inten- 
tion has  always  been  that  she  should  look  to  her  private  boarders 
as  her  chief  source  of  profit.  And  it  was  thought  that  by  ensuring 
the  presence  of  at  least  12  gentlewomen's  daughters,  an  inducement 
might  be  held  out  to  others  to  profit  by  the  opportunity  for  girls' 
education.  There  are  some  who  desire  that  the  school  should  more 
definitely  assume  the  character  of  a  training  school  for  governesses, 
at  least  that  part  of  it  supported  by  the  endowment.     Ladies  who 
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-were  not  to  be  educated  for  that  special  purpose,  it  is  thought,  might   Endowed 
also  join  the  school  as  private  boarders,  and  derive  much  benefit    sohoom^ 
from  the  higher  intellectual  standard   to  be  found  in  a  school  so     (^^)- 
circumstanced.     If  the  girls  are  to  be  educated  as  governesses  it  ' 

seems  not  unreasonable  that  a  competitive  examination  might  take 
place  among  the  numerous  candidates  always  on  Miss  Cobbe's 
list,  and  the  prestige  of  having  been  elected  a  Godolphin  Scholar 
would  of  itself  then  be  a  recommendation  of  fitness  to  teach. 

At  present  the  patron  is  unknown,  except  by  name,  to  the 
trustees,  as  she  is  also  to  the  mistress.  Little  is  known  of  the 
circumstances  of  the  girls  admitted  on  the  foundation  beyond  the 
facts  furnished  by  the  certificates  required  by  the  scheme.  When 
the  new  house  is  completed  a  desire  has  been  expressed  to  amend 
the  scheme,  but  the  process  is  expensive,  the  matter  having  to 
pass  before  three  sets  of  lawyers,  those  of  Miss  Cobbe,  of  the 
trustees,  and  the  Attorney-General.  It  would  be-desirable  to 
include  drawing,  which  at  present  is  an  extra,  in  the  necessary 
subjects  of  instruction.  In  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  which 
will  shortly  become  necessary,  the  spirit  of  the  founder  would  be 
best  fulfilled  by  allowing,  as  is  the  case  at  present^  laymen  to 
preponderate  in  the  board,  which  I  believe  was  not  the  case  when 
the  number  was  full.  For  if  his  heirs  neglected  to  act  within 
three  months,  he  empowered  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Mayor,  and  Recorder,  to  make  the  necessary  nominations.  This 
power  is  now  exercised  by  the  trustees,  in  default  of  action  on 
jiart  of  the  patron.  It  has,  naturally,  not  been  found  practicable 
to  put  in  force  the  43rd  section  of  the  scheme  for  the  appointment 
of  six  lady  visitors. 

The  properly  of  the  endowment  has  of  late  years  been  well  and 
carefully  managed,  and  the  income  largely  increased.  For  the 
year  1866  the  net  income  was  405?.  13*.  lid.  from  real  estate,  and 
71/.  13s.  from  2,388/.  11*.  5d.  consols,  or  a  total  of  477/.  6s.  lid. 


Digest  of  Information. 
(Char.  Com.  Rep.  xxvi.  768,  A.D.  1833.) 

Foundation  and  Endowment.— By  Hon.  Charles  Godolphin  (who  died  10  July 
1720)  and  Elizabeth  his  ^^■ife  (who  died  1/26),  who  gave  4,Sb9l.  for  the  main- 
tenance and  education  perpetually  of  eight  young  gentlewomen.  First  decree 
of  Court  of  Chancery  1721.  First  scheme  proposed  by  Elizabeth  Godolphin 
and  approved  by  Court  of  Chancery  in  1/25.  Second  scheme  in  1783. 
Third  scheme  in  1852.  All  early  deeds  lost.  Deeds  since  1815  in  possession 
of  trustees. 

School  Property. — .About  IfiS  acres  of  land  in  the  parishes  of  St.  John  Glas- 
tonbury and  Mere,  Somerset;  also  the  Sand  Hole,  Glastonbury;  and  two 
rents  of  401.  and  20/.  charged  on  an  estate  of  474  acres  in  West  Pennard. 
Also  2,388/.  lis.  Bd.  three  per  cent,  stock.  Annual  income  (taken  at  180/.  in 
scheme  of  1725)  now  (on  average  of  five  years  ending  1866)  523/.  gross,  406/. 
net,  of  which  356/.*  is  applied  to  school.  New  buildings  are  being  erected  (by 
order  of  Master  of  RoUs,  1866);  expense  to  be  defrayed  by  sale  of  stock  and 
.  portion  of  annual  income. 

Objects  of  Trust. — Education  and  maintenance  of  eight  young  gentlewomen, 
born  of  parents  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  such  whose  fortunes  do  not 
exceed  300/.  per  annum,  and  whose  friends  could  undertake  to  provide  them 
with  decent  wearing  apparel,  which  young  gentlewomen  were  not  to  be  admitted 
before  eight  nor  continued  after  19  years  of  age  complete  ;  and  after  the  death 
of  Elizabeth  Godolphin  and  the  Hon.  William  Godolphin  her  nephew  they 

*  The  principal  items  are  one  year's  allowance  to  schoolmistress  for  board  and  tuition  of  twelve 
young  ladies,  W&l.

The  nomination  of  the  girls 
after  the  death  of  Elizabeth  Godolphin,  to  be  by  such  persons  and  their  heirs 
as  she  should  appoint ;  and  in,  default  of  appointment,  by  William  Godolphin 
and  his  heirs ;  and  in  default,  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Sarum,  and 
the  Mayor  and  Recorder.  Allowance  to  governors  for  tabling  and  board,  201. 
for  each  girl.  Surplus,  after  paying  160L  for  the  eight  girls,  51.  for  collecting 
rent  and  other  expenses,  to  be  used  in  putting  out  children  whose  parents  were 
of  the  Church  of  England  apprentices;  and  in  default  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  of 
St.  Thomas,  Sarum,  who  were  most  regular  communicants  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  were  not  chargeable  to  the  poor  (Scheme  1725). 

Age  of  admission  raised  to  12,  and  income  of  parents  to  600Z.  (scheme  1783). 
Twelve  young  other  gentlewomen,  born  of  parents  of  the  Church  of  England, 
whose  friends  will  undertake  to  provide  them  with  decent  apparel  and  neces- 
sary books,  not  to  be  admitted  before  12  years  of  age,  nor  continue  after  19  ; 
to  be  nominated  by  heirs  of  Wm.  Godolphin,  "founder  of  this  charity  "  (sic-), 
in  rotation  (if  more  than  one  heir),  or  in  default  by  the  trustees.  24i.  a  year 
to  be  paid  to  mistress  by  trustees  for  each.  Surplus  money  to  be  applied  to 
repairing  fund  and  increased  remuneration  of  mistress,  or  increase  of  free 
scholars,  or  library ;  additional  surplus  to  be  accumulated  (scheme  1852). 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — Dancing,  working,  speaking  French, 
casting  accounts,  and  business  of  housewifery  in  the  best  manner  (scheme 
1725).  Principles  of  Christian  reUgion  according  to  doetrine  of  Church  of  Eng- 
land, English  and  French  languages,  general  English  Uterature  and  com- 
position, history,  geography,  arithmetic,  music,  dancing,  plain  and  ornamental 
work  and  housewifery,  and  such  other  languages  and  accompUshmeuts  as 
mistress,  with  such  assistance  as  she  shall  procure,  shall  be  competent  to  teach, 
and  shall  be  approved  by  trustees  (scheme  1852). 

Government. — Trustees,  viz.  heir  or  heirs  of  Wm.  Godolphin  of  male  and  of 
fuU  age,  and  11  others  resident  in  Salisbury  or  mthin  five  miles.  Vacancies 
■filled  by  Court  of  Chacnery.  Trustees  hold  and  manage  property,  and  have 
superior  control  over  mistress  as  to  the  regulation  of  the  school,  generally  sub- 
ject to  the  scheme ;  can  by  a  two-thirds  majority,  and  consent  of  heir  of 
W,  Godolphin,  or  consent  of  Bishop  of  Salisbury,  dismiss  mistress  or  expel 
scholars. 

Heirs  of  W.  Godolphin  (or  in  default  trustees)  appoint  mistress  and  nominate 
scholars. 

Mistress  must  be  fuUy  competent  to  give  the  scholars  the  instruction  pre- 
scribed (see  above),  or,  as  to  any  particular  accomplishments  which  she  may 
not  be  competent  or  fuUy  competent  to  teach,  must  provide  a  competent 
assistant. 

Mistress  may  take  12  boarders  at  her  own  terms,  on  condition  of  appointing 
a  competent  assistant  approved  by  the  trustees ;  such  boarders  to  be  instructed 
and  tabled  in  common  with  the  12  nominess,  and  without  any  distinction. 

Mistress  to  direct  instruction  and  internal  management  of  school,  and  allow 
holidays  subject  to  approval  of  trustees.  Not  to  be  dismissed,  except  for  gross 
misconduct,  unless  the  trustees  should  have  previously  called  upon  her  to 
resign  her  oflBce. 

State  of  School  in  First  Half-year  of  1867. 

New  school  house  is  being  built,  combining  residence  for  mistress  capable 
of  accommodating  an  assistant  mistress,  a  governor,  12  scholars  on  foundation, 
and  12  (others)  boarders. 

Teachers. —  Head  mistress,  one  assistant  mistress,  and  one  governess. 

Instruction  in  EngUsh,  French,  ai-ithmetic,  drawing  (perspective  freehand 
from  models),  colouring,  and  instrumental  music. 

Day  Scholars. — None. 

Boarders. — 24  ;  on  admission  must  be  able  to  read  and  write,  know  the  first 
four  rules  of  arithmetic,  and  the  church  catechism.  Usually  remain  four  years 
at  school.  Attend  church  twice  on  Sunday.  Head  mistress  responsible  for 
religious  instruction.  Clergyman  of  parish  for  preparation  for  confirmation. 
School  work  begins  and  ends  with  prayers. 

School  time  38  weeks  in  the  year ;  5^  hours  per  day.     No  playground.

Blandfokd  Forum. — Milton  Abbas  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

William  Middleton,  Abbot  of  Milton,  whose  maa;nificent  abbey  j^™oS^? 
chTircn  still  remains,  loimdea  this  school  m  the  tweiith  year  oi  schools. 
King  Henry  VIII.,  "  for  a  learned  schoolmaster,"  and  convieyed 
lands  of  the  value  of  2007.  to  feoffees,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
"  free  grammar  school "  in  the  town  of  Milton.  The  school  was 
uninterruptedly  held  imder  the  shadow  of  the  abbey  up  to  1775, 
and  attained  a  high  reputation  as  a  boarding  school.  Bingham 
and  Hardy,  Nelson's  captains,  are  both  of  them  said  to  have  been 
educated  here.  In  the  last-named  year  the  abbey  estates  had 
descended  into  the  hands  of  Lord  Milton,  who  had  already  levelled 
and  dismantled  the  existing  town  of  Milton,  because  it  interfered 
with  the  beauty  of  his  park ;  and  had  rebuilt  it  as  a  village  on  a 
different  site  at  some  distance.  Towards  the  school  premises  im- 
mediately adjoining  his  mansion,  being  vested  in  trustees,  he  was 
unable  to  pursue  the  same  work  of  demoUtion,  and,  after  one 
unsuccessful  attempt,  at  length  succeeded,  against  the  wish  of  the 
trustees,  in  procuring  an  Act  of  Parhament  to  remove  the  school 
to  the  site  in  Blandford  which  it  now  occupies.  This  Act  of 
Parliament  (25  Geo.  III.)  vests  the  site  of  the  then  existing  school 
buildings  at  Milton  in  Lord  Milton,  and  in  lieu  thereof  vests  in 
the  trustees  the  buildings  and  ground  provided  by  him  for  the 
school  in  Blandford.  The  reasons  for  the  removal,  as  given  in  the 
recitals  of  the  Act,  are,  that  the  existing  schoolhouse  at  Milton 
was  incompetent  in  size,  condition,  and  situation ;  was  surrounded 
on  all  sides  by  Lord  Milton's  land,  so  that  there  was  no  outlet  for 
the  scholars  ;■  was  within  37  yards  of  his  mansion ;  that  the  town 
had  been  pulled  down,  and  labourers'  cottages  built  a  mile  off  in 
lieu  thereof;  that  there  was  no  inn  nor  medical  attendance  in 
Milton ;  that  the  school  was  out  of  repair,  and  would  probably 
become  wholly  useless,  and  the  place  of  master  a  sinecure,  unless 
removed  to  a  more  populous  place. 

■  The  school  was  thus  transplanted  to  its  present  site,  which  faces 
the  High  Street  in  Blandford,  but  is  open  at  the  back,  occupying 
about  an  acre  of  ground,  and  reaching  down  to  the  clear  waters  of 
the  Stour,  which,  with  a  meadow  beyond,  where  permission  is  given 
to  the  boys  to  play  cricket  and  football,  affords  an  endless  source 
of  amusement  and  recreation  for  the  school.  There  is  a  smaU. 
playgroimd,  with  a  roomy  covered  space  at  one  end,  the  whole  well 
laid  down  in  asphalt. 
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Geam^S  "'"^®  house  accommodation  for  the  master  and  boys  is  good. 
Schools,  especially  the  dormitories  and  the  bath  arrangements.  The  original 
house,  given  ia  exchange  by  Lord  Milton  on  the  removal  of  the 
school,  was  small  and  indifferent ;  but  the  present  master  has 
himself  expended  between  3,000Z.  and  4,000Z.  upon  it,  without 
a&king  or  having  received  any  assurance  from  the  feoffees  that  any 
return  would  be  made  to  him  or  his  estate,  in  case  of  dismissal  or 
death.  The  income  of  the  endowment  arises  from  a  farm,  of  which 
the  gross  income  is  AOGl.,  and  on  which  a  large  sum  has  been  lately 
expended  in  erecting  farm  buildings,  which  is  being  paid  off  by  a 
sinking  fund.  The  ;niaster  only  receives  lOOl.  a  year  from  the 
endowment,  and  pays  all  rates  and  taxes,  and  does  all  repairs  in 
the  school  premises  himself.  He  is  allowed  601.  towards  the 
payment  of  an  assistant  master.  He  also  himself  pays  an  English 
master  60l.     All  the  prizes  are  given  at  his  expense. 

The  head  master  has  been  appointed  18  years.  He  holds  the  small 
rectory  of  Steepleton,  about  four  miles  distant,  and  containing  44 
inhabitants.  The  feoffees,  on  his  election,  bound  him  to  observe 
certain  conditions,  of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract : 

1.  He  is  to  pay  all  rates,  and  do  all  the  necessary  repairs  at  the 

schoolhouse. 

2.  He  is  to  provide  a  very  good  commercial  and  Latin  education 

at  a  low  rate. 

3.  Milton  Abbas  boys  are  to  come  free,  as  day  boys ;  and  at  the 

annual  payment  of  251.  and  21.  for  washing,  as  boarders|;, 
and  are  to  have  the  preference  over  strangers  ;  the  spare 
accommodation  to  be  filled  up  with  boys  from  other 
parishes,  preference  being  always  given  to  those  near 
Milton,  at  an  annual  payment  not  exceeding  4:01.  and  SI. 
for  washing. 

4.  Day  boys  other  than  those  from  Milton  Abbas  to  pay  81.  8s. 

5.  An  assistant  master  may  be  appointed  by  the  head  master, 

subject  to  the  approval  of  the  feoffees,  who  imdertake  to 
pay  him  50l.  a  year. 

6.  The  system  of  education  is  to  be:    religious  instruction; 

reading,  writing,"  Latin,  arithmetic,  bookkeeping,  land- 
measuring  and  mapping,  history,  especially  English,  geo- 
graphy, and  the  elements  of  natural  philosophy. 

7.  The  master  may  take  Sunday  duty  but  not  any  weekly  duty; 

and  is  to  be  immediately  removable  if  he  cease  to  comply 
with  the  above  conditions. 

At  the  time  I  visited  the  school  there  were  42  boys,  of  whom 
eight  were  day  boys,  three  of  them  being  the  rector  of  Blandford's 
sons.  None  came  from  Milton  Abbas,  nor  from  the  adjacent  parishes. 
The  boarders  were  mainly  the  sons  of  clergy  and  professional  men, 
and  some  of  the  larger  farmers.  The  second  boy  in  the  school  was 
preparing  for  Marlborough. 

The  education  given  was  chiefly  based  upon  the  study  of  the 
classics  ;  but  every  week  the  whole  school  read  and  committed  to 
memory  selected  pieces  of  English  poetry  or  literature.  The  head 
master  also  encouraged  the  study  of  botany  and  geology,  and  had 
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himself  collected  and  classified  some  valuable  specimens  of  the  Bndowbd 
fossils  of  the  neighbourhood.  The  upper  class  of  six  boys  had  gcMOMf 
lately  begun  some  selected  pieces  from  Herodotus,  and  two  of 
them  construed  parts  of  it  fairly  and  intelligently.  They  also 
translated  part  of  Cicero's  speech  against  Catiline  moderately  well, 
but  It  was  a  little  hard  for  them.  The  general  knowledge  of  geo- 
graphy was  not  very  great.  The  school  is  differently  classified 
for  classics,  mathematics,  and  arithmetic. 

In  algebra  some  of  the  upper  class  did  a  few  simple  equations 
correctly,  and  in  arithmetic  some  sums  in  fractions  and  decimals 
were  done  by  several  of  the  boys  without  mistake.  In  dictation 
the  school  generally  did  well.  I  believe  I  am  the  first  stranger 
since  the  present  head  master's  appointment  who  has  in  any  way 
examined  the  school. 

The  trustees  are  influential  gentlemen  of  the  surrounding 
county.  They  are  now  11  in  number,  but  as  a  body  do  not  seem 
to  interest  themselves  much  in  the  affairs  of  the  school.  They 
occasionally  meet  at  Dorchester,  which  is  16  miles  off,  to  audit 
accounts  or  let  the  farm.  They  have  no  fixed  time  of  meeting. 
Three  of  them  met  in  April  1860,  and  no  further  meeting  took 
place  till  April  1865,  when  four  of  them  met.  There  has  been 
no  meeting  since  then.  The  whole  business,  whatever  it  may  be, 
is  managed  by  the  clerk.  With  but  few  exceptions  they  are 
unknown  to  the  present  master. 

The  head  master,  of  his  own  free  wiU,  accepts  from  some  of  his 
poorer  boarders  the  terms  of  foundationers,  in  default  of  having 
any  boys  from  the  privileged  parishes. 

The  school  was  well  spoken  of  and  popular,  and  aims  at  giving 
rather  a  higher  education  than  that  contemplated  at  the  time  of 
the  head  master's  appointment. 

It  has  been  stated  tliat  no  boys  from  Milton  Abbas,  the  parish  for 
the  benefit  of  which  originally  it  was  chiefly  intended,  are  now  in 
the  school.  Baron  Hambro,  the  owner  of  the  Abbey  estate,  and 
one  of  the  existing  trustees,  professes  himself  most  anxious  to 
restore  the  school  to  a  site  in  the  parish  where  the  Abbot 
originally  founded  it.  I  do  not,  however,  understand  that  he 
desires  to  re-establish  there  a  classical  grammar  school,  but  rather 
one  suited  to  the  agricultural  and  commercial  class.  The  question  of 
removal  formally  engaged  the  attention  of  Mr.  Hare,  the  Charity 
Commissioner  at  Dorchester  in  1857,  who,  struck  by  the  absence 
from  the  school  of  any  boys  from  the  parish  of  Milton,  suggested 
that  notice  of  the  privilege  to  which  the  inhabitants  were  entitled, 
should  be  sent  to  the  clergy  and  churchwardens  of  that  and  the 
adjacent  villages,  and  information  be  requested  as  to  the  state  of 
education  there.  This  produced  a  memorial  signed  by  39  inhabi- 
tants of  the  parishes  of  Milton,  Hilton,  Cheselboume,  Stickland, 
Whitchurch,  Milbourne  St.  Andrew,  and  Clenstone  to  the  trustees, 
urging  them,  if  possible,  to  restore  the  "  free  grammar  school "  to 
its  original  locality,  on  the  ground  that  the  owner  of  the  Milton 
estate  desired  it,  that  there  was  no  middle  class  school  available 
to  the  district,  and  that  the  Act  of  Parliament  authorizing  the 
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Endowed  removal  was  against  the  wish  of  the  trustees  in  1785.  The  trus- 
.  SoHooia.  tees  further  sent  certain  questions  to  the  clergy  of  the  interested 
parishes,  and,  with  the  exception  of  the  clergymen  at  Milton 
Abbey  and  Cheselbourne,  who  think  that  all  the  farmers  and 
residents  would  make  use  of  it  if  it  were  brought  nearer  them, 
the  remaining  five  speak  doubtfully  of  any  advantage  arising 
by  the  proposed  removal  of  the  grammar  school  from  Blandford 
\  back  to  its  original  parish.      Milton  parish  now  contains   1,014 

inhabitants,  and  the  sum  of  those  in  the  remaining  six  above- 
named  adjacent  parishes  amounts  to  2,696.  Baron  Hambro  has 
been  instrumental  in  establishing  schools  in  some  of  these  parishes, 
'where  14  years  ago  none  existed,  and  compels  his  tenants  to  pay 
one  per  cent,  of  their  yearly  rent  towards  their  support,  intending 
that  the  farmers  on  his  estate  should  save  this  additional  charge 
by  the  cheaper  education  they  can  thereby  obtain  for  their 
children.  I  understand,  however,  that  they  object  to  the  inter- 
course with  the  labourers'  children,  and  make  little  use  of  the 
means  of  education  thus  offered  them.

27p.,  besides  house,  garden,  and  premises 
of  half  an  acre,  and  playground.  Present  rental  406/.  gross,  of  which  1501. 
is  apphed  to  school.*

dren of  inhabitants  of  town  and  parish  to  be  taught  reading,  writing,  and 
arithmetic  (decree  1600);  boys  of  Abbey  Milton,  Hilton,  Chesilbourne,  Stick- 
land,  Whitchurch,  Milborne,  and  Clenstone,  to  be  taught  free  (trustees' 
rules  1822).     Privileges  restricted  to  Milton  Alsbas  (later  rules  of  trustees).

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

Nearly  four  miles  from  the  village  of  Broadwinsor,  but  within 
the  parish,  said  to  be  the  third  largest  in  Dorset,  is  a  school 
foimded  and  endowed  by  Eobert  Smith,  M.D.,  in  1725,  who,  by 
will,  left  his  dwelling  house  and  about  29  acres  of  land  to  the 
vicars  of  the  two  adjoining  villages  of  Burstock  and  Thorncombe, 
and  their  successors,  in  trust  "  to  convert  the  said  house  into  a 
sehoolhouse  convenient  for  a  schoolmaster  to  live  and  teach  school 
therein,  for  the  instruction  of  youth  for  ever  in  the  Latin,  English, 
Greek,  and  Hebrew  tongues."  The  trustees  are  to  nominate  for 
gratuitous  instruction  13  poor  boys  of  the  parishes  of  Burstock 
and  Broadwinsor,  and  in  default  of  finding  boys  there,  to  take 
them  from  the  adjoining  parishes.  The  trustees  are  to  keep  the 
"school  in  good  repair  and  pay  the  master  13/.  a  year,  and  devote 
the  oveirplus,  if  any,  "  to  the  improvement  of  the  school  and  the 
encouragement  of  learning  therein." 

The  sehoolhouse  stands  quite  alone  in  a  retired  part  of  the 
large  parish  of  Broadwinsor,  and  is  six  or  seven  miles  from  the 
railway  station  at  Crewkerne.  It  is  a  sort  of  farmhouse,  and  has 
a  garden  and  orchard  around  it,  the  premises  altogether  which  are 
in  the  master's  own  occupation  consisting  of  about  one  acre.  The 
walls  of  the  west  end  of  the  house,  which  were  falling,  have  been 
lately  rebuilt.  Much  of  it  is  still  disgracefully  out  of  repair. 
The  floor  of  the  kitchen  is  absolutely  "  foundrous."  The  school- 
room is  a  low  room  about  seven  feet  high,  flagged  with  stoiies 
worn  and  uneven ;  in  some  places  the  bare  ground  was  visible, 
the  walls  were  green  with  damp,  the  fire-place  ruinous,  the  desks 
old  and  mangled.  There  was  no  playground.  The  rates  and 
taxes  are  paid  by  the  trustee  out  of  the  charity  estate. 

Here,  22  boys  were  receiving  instruction,  of  whom  13  were  fre- 
boys,  paying  nothing  for  their  education,  nine  paid  10s.  6d.  a 
quarter,  and  three  were  boarders,  who  went  home  on  Friday  and 
returned  on  Monday,  and  paid  31.  10s.  a  quarter;  all  paid  a  small 
sum  for  stationery  and  books,  averaging  from  3s.  6d.  to  5s.  a 
quarter.  The  master  has  room  for  seven  or  eight  boarders.  The 
boys  were  principally  small  farmers'  sons,  the  charge  for  stationery 
deterring  mere  labourers  from  applying  for  admission  even  on  the 
free  list.  The  boys  were  mostly  young,  nearly  all  Dissenters,  and 
attended  with  great  Irregularity.  The  day  boys  came  from  a 
radius  of  three  or  four  miles  round.  A  few  of  them  could  not 
read.  The  applications  for  admission  on  the  free  list  were  made 
to  the  master,  who  filled  up  the  vacancies  as  they  occurred.  Of 
the  seven  upper  boys,  whose  ages  averaged  12,  the  reading  and 
writing  from  dictation  was  only  indifferent,  but  they  showed  some 
intelligence  in  working  simple  sums  in  arithmetic,  and  three  of 
them  did  a  sum  in  the  rule  of  three.  They  had  very  little  know- 
ledge of  geography,  though   two   of  them   had   executed   some 
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Btoowed  coloured  maps  very  neatly.  The  seven  next  boys,  whose  average 
scHoo^  age  was  nine,  could  not  write  out  from  memory  the  Lord's  Prayer 
correctly,  either  as  regards  the  words  or  the  spelling.  Their 
arithmetic  was  inaccurate,  and  their  reading  was  poor.  They 
showed  some  sharpness  in  mental  arithmetic,  calculating  the  value 
of  a  given  number  of  articles  at  a  given  price  with  rapidity  and 
tolerable  correctness. 

The  present  master  has  held  his  oflSce  for  nine  years,  and 
was  previously  master  at  a  National  school  in  a  village  adjoining, 
having  originally  been  apprenticed  to  a  farmer.  He  was  appointed 
master  without  conditions.  He  is  a  plain,  well-meaning  man  of 
some  intelligence,  keeps  his  own  cow,  which  he  milks  himself, 
skilful  in  land-measuring,  for  which  he  is  often  employed  by  the 
farmers,  and  good  at  figures ;  for  some  years  past  he  has  been 
employed  to  keep  the  accounts  of  Lord  Bridport's  estate,  and  was 
well  spoken  of  on  all  sides.  The  only  trustee  of  the  school  is  the 
E,ev.  John  Bragge,  who  unites  in  his  own  person  the  vicarages  of 
Thorncombe  and  Burstock.  fie  is  old  and  infirm,  and  cannot  - 
move  about  except  in  a  chair  or  carriage.  He  seems  to  have 
considered  that  his  duties  of  trustee  terminated  when  he  had  paid 
the  master  his  yearly  stipend  of  13/.  Anything  like  an  examina- 
tion into  their  studies  or  a  gift  of  prizes  he  has  never  thought 
necessary.  The  accommodation  for  the  boys  in  the  schoolroom 
is  miserably  inadequate. 

The  land  belonging  to  the  endowment  consists  of  28  to  29 
acres,  the  value  of  which  is  said  to  be  considerably  beyond  the 
rent  actually  paid,  namely  25Z.  10*.,  at  which  it  was  some 
years  ago  valued  by  a  resident  valuer.  In  1810  the  rent  was 
28/.  The  tenant  is  a  butcher  and  farmer,  and  every  seven  years 
has  a  new  lease  granted  him  by  the  trustee ;  the  last  was  granted 
in  1862.  I  was  told  that  if  the  land  were  let  by  tender,  a  large 
increase  of  rent  would  be  obtained,  fand  the  master  himself  was 
-  willing  to  rent  it  at  a  higher  rent  than  is  now  paid. 

The  past  history  of  this  school  is  not  an  edifying  one.  Not 
only  has  there  been  a  miscarriage  of  the  intention  of  the  founder, 
toward  which  inevitable  circumstances  have  perhaps  contributed, 
but  I  fear  there  has  been  also  a  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of 
those  whom  he  appointed  the  guardians  of  his  bounty,  who  have 
done  little  either  "  to  improve  the  school  or  encourage  learning 
therein."

28  boys  learn  religious  knowledge  and  reading ;  26  arithmetic  and  writing ; 
22  geography  and  English  grammar;  12  history  and  natural  history.  There 
are  three  classes,  the  first  having  12  boys  of  the  average  age  of  12 ;  the  second 
10  of  the  average  age  of  nine;  the  third  having  six  boya  of  the  average  age 
of  seven. 
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Dorchester. — Free  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  foundation  of  the  Free  School  at  Dorchester  dates  from  1579. 
By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  the  founder  during  his  lifetime 
conveyed  certain  lands  to  feoffees,  "  for  the  necessary  instruction 
"  and  education  of  .children  of  all  degrees  in  good  discipline,  for  the 
"  iacrease  of  learning  and  learned  men,  loyalty  to  the  Queen,  and 
"  obedience  to  her  laws,  and  especially  that  the  vulgar  sort  might 
"  be  the  rather  reduced  from  ignorance  and  barbarism  to  a  more 
"  singular  excellency  in  manners,  learning,  and  virtue ;  and  for 
"  the  maintenance  of  one  learned  man  to  be  master,  and  one  other 
"  to  be  usher;  to  be  appointed,  and  upon  good  discretion  to  be 
"  disappointed  and  displaced,  by  the  trustees."  The  founder  in 
his  deed  of  gift  reserved  to  himself  and  his  assigns  power  during 
his  lifetinre  to  alter  the  constitution  of  the  school,  and  make  orders 
for  the  direction  of  the  schoolmaster,  which,  after  his  death,  were 
to  be  obeyed  and  performed  without  any  alteration  for  ever  there- 
after. 

The  present  master  has  been  at  the  school  20  years,  and  came 
on  an  understanding  with  the  feoffees,  of  which  there  does  not 
seem  to  be  any  written  memorandum  in  the  minute  book,  that  Latin 
and  Greek  should  be  taught  gratuitously  to  the  sons  of  the  residents 
in  Dorchester,  but  that  he  might  charge  each  boy  51.  for  what  are 
called  the  elements  of  an  English  education,  and  51.  in  addition  for 
mathematics,  which  latter  are  now  actually  taught  to  about  half 
the  school.  His  predecessor  absolutely  refused  to  teach  anything 
but  Greek  and  Latin.  The  house  is  old  and  small,  the  timbers  in 
places  showing'signs'of  decay.  The  schoolroom  and  the  dormitories 
above  were  expressly  buUt,  and  are  well  adapted,  for  their  purpose  ; 
a  room  hired  from  the  adjoining  almshouse  can  also  be  made  avail- 
able for  boarders  ;  apart  from  the  exigencies  of  the  master's  family, 
there  is  sleeping  accommodation  for  about  20.  A  moderately  sized 
play-ground  adjoins,  but  it  did  not  seem  to  be  much  used  as  a 
recreation  ground  for  the  boys.  A  library  of  books,  chiefly 
classical,  belongs  to  the  school,  lately  augmented  by  a  handsome 
copy  of  the  Delphin  edition  of  the  classics.  They  were  not  of  a 
character  suited  for  a  boys'  library,  who  do  not  readS.  Chrysostom 
or  Bononii  Annales ;  and  they  were  stowed  away  in  presses  and 
chests  like  lumber.  The  master  has  one  assistant,  whom  he  appoints 
and  pays  himself  The  only  vestige  of  the  existence  of  an  usher 
in  the  school,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  foundation  deed, 
consists  in  the  fact  of  the  house  adjoining  the  school  being  still 
called  the  "usher's  house,"  and  still  forming  .part  of  the  school 
property. 

The  school  at  present  numbers  23  boys,  of  whom  8  are  boarders. 
The  day  boys  are  a  mixture  of  some  of  the  resident  gentry  and 
upper  tradesmen  of  the  tovsTi.  Classics  are  the  leading  subject  in 
the  school  work.  The  translation  of  some  of  the  upper  boys  from 
Homer  and  the  Odes  of  Horace  was  good,  and  that  of  the  whole 
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creditable ;  the  aritlimetic  and  geography  were  more  indifferent,   endowbd 
but  the  writing  from  dictation  was  good.  sohoom, 

Thetnistees  are  10  in  number,  5  being  chosen  from  the  iohabi-      ""^ 
tants  of  the  town,  and  5  from  those  of  the  county;; 

The  inhabitants  subscribe  lOZ.  a  year  to  provide  prizes  for  classics, 
French,  English,  mathematics,  and  English  literature ;  and  the 
trustees  out  of  their  own  pockets  every  year  award  to  the  boy  who, 
after  examination  by  an  examiner  appointed  by  themselves,  comes 
out  first,  40Z.,  to  be  received  by  him  as  soon  as  he  is  16,  or  leaves 
the  school,  and  10?.  to  the  boy  who  comes  out  second.  Some  of 
the  boys  learnt  French,  which  was  an  extra,  for  which  a  prize  is 
annually  given. 

"Three  exhibitions  to  the  universities  were  attached  to  this 
school.  Two  of  about  10/.  each  at  St.  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge, founded  by  Dr.  Gow«r,  master  of  the  college,  for  the 
sons  of  clergymen  educated  at  Dorchester,  or  St.  Paul's  School, 
London;  and  one  founded  by  John  Hill,  1657.  The  head 
master  is  not  aware  that  Dr.  Gower's  exhibition  has  been 
claimed  by  a  Dorchester  boy  during  his.  tenure  of  office ;  and  the 
head  master  of  St.  Paul's  is  not  sure  that  any  Pauline  has.  ever 
enjoyed  it.  Upon  this  state  of  things  the  19  &  20  Viet.  c.  88  super- 
vened, whereby  in  consequence  of  the  exhibitions  not  having  been 
clairned  on  any  one  of  the  three  occasions  of  vacancy  next  before 
the  passing  of  the  Act  (July  1856)  by  any  student  from  either  of 
the  said  schools,  the  college,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in 
them  by  the  Act,  by  ordinance  made  March  3, 1857,  and  duly  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Queen,  declared  the  exhibitions  open,  or  otherwise 
converted  them;  and  the  schools  accordingly  appear  to  have  lost  all 
right  of  preference.  Hill's  exhibition  has  also  miscarried.  The 
founder  directed  lOOZ.  in  1657  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  to  be  vested 
in  the  corporation,  the  rent  whereof  was  to  go  to  the  maintenance 
;of  a  poor  scholar,  son  of  honest  parents,  inhabitants  of  Dorchester, 
educated  in  the  Free  School  there,  "at  one  of  the  universities. of 
this  nation."  In  case  there  was  no  fit  candidate  for  two  years  it 
was  to  be  paid  to  some  poor  heir  of  the  founder.  The  lOOZ.  never 
was  so  invested;  but  it  seems  that  occasionally  5?.  a  year  has  been 
paid  by  the  corporation  to  a  duly  qualified  candidate,  which  is  all 
.that  now  remains  of  the  exhibition.  During  the  last  30  years  it 
has  only  been  twice  applied  for,  and  was  last  held  about  niae  years 
ago  by  a  native  of  Dorchester. 

The  school  has  seen  more  flourishing  days.  During  the  pre- 
sent master's  time  there  have  been  42  boys,  ;  It  discharges 
but  a  small  part  of  the  educational  requirements  of  Dor- 
chester and  the  neighbourhood,  no  less  than  three  other  schools 
carrying  on  their  work  by  its  side..  About  two  years  ago 
the  Dorset  County  School,  intended  principally  for  the  farming 
class,  was  established  here,  and  numbers  already  upwards  of  70 
boarders,  no  day  boys  being  admitted.  Two  other  schools,  one  pre- 
sided over  by  an  Oxford  graduate,  and  another,  which  makes 
French  its  specialite,  are  in  some  degree  rivals  to  the  old  founda- 
tion.   The  feoffees  eviaoed  a  laudtible  desire  to  extend  the  useful- 
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gramSae   ^^^^  °^  ^^^  schoolj  and  professed  great  willingness  to  adopt  any 
Schools,    well  matured  suggestion  for  their  action.     The  master  aims   at 
keeping  the  school  as  one  intended  for  an  upper  class,  for  those  going 
to  the  public  schools  and  universities,  and  the  public  service,  his 
terms  for  boarders  being  somewhat  above  middle  class  charges.    He 
has  been  successful  with  several  of  his  pupils  in  the  public  exami- 
nations.    He  also  takes  private  pupils  above  16  years  of  age,  and 
specially  prepares  them  for  the  universities  or  other  examinations. 
The  income  from  the  property  is  derived  partly  by  quit  rents, 
partly  by  fines  on  renewal  of  lives.     The  property  is  let  on  three 
lives,  with  a  fine  on  renewal.     This  is  the  form  of  dealing  sanc- 
tioned by  the  deed  of  the  founder.     The  property  has  increased 
and  is  likely  to  increase  in  value,   and  the  trustees,  when  the 
opportunity  occurs,   would  be  glad  to   alter  this  objectionable 
tenure.     It  might  be  better  to  refuse  to  renew  the  lives  as  they 
fall  in,  or  if  this  were  not  legally  possible,  for  the  trustees  to  receive 
the  fines,  and  guarantee  a  fixed  income  to  the  master,  who  at  present 
receives  them  himself.     The  amount  of  fine  to  be  received  is  fixed 
by  the  feoffees,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Charity  Commis- 
sioners.    On  every  occasion  of  a  renewal  a  detailed  valuation  is 
obtained  from  a  surveyor  of  their  own  nomination,  which  accom- 
panies their  application  for  a  wari'ant  from  the  Charity  Board. 


Under  School,  Dorchester. 

Besides  the  Grammar  School  at  Dorchester  is  a  school  in  Trinity 
parish  founded  by  the  inhabitants  themselves  by  subscription  in 
1623,  as  a  subordinate  school  to  the  Free  School,  "  to  train  up  boys 
and  prepare  them  for  the  said  Free  School."     It  has  long  since 
ceased  to  discharge  this  function.    The  present  master,  whose  years 
must  be  trembling  on  the  verge  of  threescore  years  and  ten,  has 
been  in  office   30   years,   and  lives  in   a   cottage   adjoining  the 
churchyard,  to  which  the  school  now  is  attached.    He  receives  60Z. 
a  year,  and  has  his  cottage  rent  free,  but  has  to  keep  it  in  repair 
himself.     This  sum  is  made  up  from  various  charities,  for  which 
he  gives  gratuitous  instruction  to  30  boys.     I  did  not  see  them,  as 
it  was  their  holiday  time,  but  I  am  assured  they  are  of  the  poorest. 
They  are  never  examined  or  inspected.    The  children  are  said  to  go 
to  the  school  only  for  the  sake  of  receiving  certain  clothes  and  ap- 
prentice premiums  which  the  charity  supplies.      The  schoolroom 
is  paved  with  stone,  and  even'  when  I  saw  it  in  June  was  damp ; 
in  the  winter  the  floor  is  thickly  strewed  with  sawdust  to  absorb 
the  wet ;  the  cottage  itself  is  a  ruin,  the  daylight  came  through  the 
roof,  and  much  of  it  is  unfit  for  human  habitation.     I  believe  the 
trustees  are  desirous  of  selling  the  site,  investing  the  proceeds,  and 
applying  the  increased  income  to  some  other  educational  purpose ; 
and  reluctance  to  press  hardly  on  the  declining  years  of  the  old 
man  who  is  now  the  recipient  of  the  endowment    has  hitherto 
made  them  hold  their  hands.     There  is  some  intention  now  of 
pensioning  him.     The  rector  wished  to  apply  the  fund,  if  the 
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school  were  broken  up,  to  the  National  School,  which  is  obviously 
the  proper  place  for  the  class  of  boys  who  now  attend  the  "  Under 
School ;"  and  this  appropriation  may,  perhaps,  best  answer  the  in- 
tention of  the  original  foundation.  Unquestionably  the  National 
School  is  a  fitter  training  place  for  the  Grammar  School  than  the 
actually  existing  "  Under  School."

Digest  of  Information.

8d.  new  3  per 
cents.    Average  annual  income  171?.  gross,  lOll,  net.    AH  applied  to  school. 

Site,  and  buildings  good. 

Objects  of  Trust. — Free  school  with  a  learned  master,  &c.  for  the  necessary 
education  and  instruction  of  children  of  all  degrees  in  good  discipline  (deed 
1679).  School  to  be  free  to  town  of  Dorchester  and  parishes  of  Fordington 
and  Frome  (trustees'  rules  1657). 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — None.  But  boys  not  to  admitted 
unless  they  know  Latin  accidence  (trustees'  rules  1657).  Rule  not  adhered  to. 

Government  and  Afasiera.— Founder's  rules  to  be  Tibserved  without  alteration 
Five  gentlemen  of  the  county,  and  five  inhabitants  of  the  borough,  trustees ; 
appoint  and  dismiss  head  master,  and  appoint  yearly  examiner.  New  trus- 
tees appointed  by  survivors. 

Head  master  must  be  a  clergyman  of  Church  of  England ;  receives  rents 
and  fines  on  renewal  of  leases.     No  restriction  on  otiier  employment.

Six  First  or  Second 
Class  honours  in  Oxford  or  Cambridge  Middle  Class  Examinations ;  besides 
several  direct  commissions,  and  a  large  number  who  have  passed  successfully 
the  examinations  required  by  the  various  Medical  Bodies.

EvEESHOT. — Free  Grammak  School. 
Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  foundation  of  Christopher  Strickland  for  a  "  free  school  for 
"  reading,  -writing,  and  grammar,  for  the  instruction  and  breeding 
"  up  of  men  children  in  Evershot  and  Froome  St.  Quintin,  and 
"  also  for  four  others  to  be  nominated  by  his  heirs  and  assigns,  who 
"  might  be  taught  in  the  school  till  they  were  18  years  old  by  some 
"  honest,  painful,  sufficient,  and  learned  schoolmaster,"  serves  now 
as  the  National  School  of  Evershot.  There  is  no  other  for  boys  ; 
and  here,  in  a  low,  old-fashioned  room,  coeval  probably  with  the 
early ','years  of  the  reign  of  Charles  I.,  in  which  it  was  founded,  at 
the  time  of  my  visit,  24  boys  were  being  taught  the  most  elementary 
learning.  The  12  upper  boys  could  not  do  a  sum  in  fractions  or 
decimals  or  the  rule  of  three,  nor  do  the  easiest  piece  of  notar- 
tion,  nor  write  from  dictation  without  making  the  grossest 
blunders,  while  of  the  12  lower  boys,  few  could  read  with 
fluency  a  chapter  in  St.  Matthew,  and  many  had  to  spell  almost 
every  word  of  more  than  two  syllables.  Some  of  the  12  upper 
boys  could  not  read  without  being  helped,  and  I  think  hardly  one 
with  anything  like  fluency.  The  upper  boys  were  principally  the 
sons  of  farmers  and  dairymen  and  small  tradesmen  of  the  village. 
Eight  boys,  who  were  born  beyond  the  two  parishes,  paid  7s.  6d. 
to  10s.  a  quarter  to  the  master.  The  rest  received  gratuitous 
education.  The  upper  boys  were  some  of  them  14,  the  lower 
from  seven  to  eight  years  old.  The  foundation  boys  paid  Id.  a  week 
for  ink,  &c.  Only  two  boys  from  Froome  St.  Quintin,  which 
adjoins  Evershot,  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  the 
foundation. 

I  was  told  by  inhabitants  that  the  school,  in  the  recollection  of 
those  living,  educated  a  better  class  of  boys  than  now  attended  it ; 
and  the  principal  residents  all  expressed  themselves  desirous  of 
elevating  the  very  low  intellectual  standard  of  the  school.  At 
present  it  is  inferior  to  any  well-conducted  National  school.  It  is 
occasionally  said  to  be  examined  by  a  diocesan  inspector,  but  two 
years  have  elapsed  without  any  examination  taking  place.  No 
prizes  are  given.  The  master  only  knows  one  trustee,  and  him 
only  by  sight. 

The  trustees,  by  the  deed,  are  required  to  be  12  in  number,  and 
when  reduced  to  four  to  fill  up  vacancies.  This  last  took 
place  in  1854,  when  nine  members  of  the  family  of  Lord  Ilchester, 
the  chief  landowner  in  the  parish,  were  chosen ;  no  resident  nor 
near  neighbour,  except  Lord  Ilchester,  was  on  the  list,  I  cannot 
find  that,  since  the  death  of  Lord  Ilchester  some  10  years  ago, 
any  one  of  the  trustees  has  exhibited  the  slightest  interest  in  the 
school.     The  present  lord  is  a  minor. 

The  present  master  was  trained  at  Battersea,  but  Is  not  certifi- 
cated. Several  clergymen  applied  for  the  post  at  the  time  it  was 
vacant,  the  late  master  having  been  in  orders.  The  school- 
room iff  a  low  building  about  7|  feet  high,  and  within  three 
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gSmiSb  weeks  of  my  visit  had  received  extensive  repairs  and  alterations, 
ScHooLa.  the  lower  part  of  the  whole  having  been  neatly  panelled,  and 
the  desks  renewed  in  satisfactory  work.  There  is  no  playground. 
The  master's  house  is  part  of  the  school  premises,  and  is  not 
much  more  than  a  decent  cottage,  the  timbers  are  old  and  worm- 
eaten,  and  the  walls  out  of  the  perpendicular.  A  short  distance 
from  his  house  he'  has  a  large  garden  about  one  acre ,  in  extent, 
which  he  cultivates  for  his  own  profit.  His  payment  from  the 
foundation  is  about  601.  a  year.  Besides  the  office  of  school- 
master he  discharges  divers  other  small  functions — e.g.,  collects 
property  tax,  is  deputy  overseer  of  the  poor,  and;  gives  private 
instruction  to  the  children  of  some  of  the  wealthier  inhabitants. 

No  doubt  the  presence  of  children  in  the  school  who  are  not 
much  beyond  their  letters  is  a  serious  drawback  upon  the  time  of 
the  master,  Avhich  might  be  devoted  to  giving  higher  instruction ; 
but  there  being  no  National  school  for  boys  in  Evershot  there  is  no 
other  resource  open  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  but  ,this  found- 
ation ;  the  only  attempt  made  by  any  parochial  authority  to  promote  ' 
the  cause  of  education  being  the  institution  of  a  Sunday  school,  of 
which  also  the  master  of  the  endowed  school  acts  as  master.  The 
whole  parish,  excepting,  I  believe,  five  or  six  houses,  belongs  to 
the  same  proprietor,  a  state  of  things  unfavourable  to  individual 
enterprise  amongst  the  inhabitants  ;  some  of  whom,  however,  who 
sent  their  children  to  the  school,  expressed  considerable  (iissatisfac- 
tion  at  its  present  condition  and  management.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

Half-way  between  Dorchester  and  Bridport,  approached  from 
the  main  road  by  deep  lanes,  often  not  more  than  six  or  seven 
feet  wide,  at  the  base  of  the  southern  slope  of  the  great  chalk 
range  which  stretches  from  the  Isle  of  Purbeck  to  Bridport,  lies 
the  village  of  Litton  Cheney,  containing  500  inhabitants  and  3,817 
acres,  A  brook  of  the  purest  water  bursts  from  the  hill  and  runs 
through  the  village. 

B,obert  Thorner,  by  his  will  in  1690,  appointed  201.  per  annum 
to  be  paid  towards  the  maintenance  of  a  free  school  to  teach  the 
male  children  of  Litton  Cheney  to  read,  write,  cast  accounts,  and 
grammar,  from  the  age  of  6  to  15 ;  and  the  foundation  was  aug- 
mented by  the  gift  of  a  schoolhouse  in  1776  by  Thomas  HoUis. 
There  is  also  an  apprenticing  fund,  forming  part  of  Thorner's 
charity,  and  established  by  his  will,  whereby  boys  from  this  parish 
as  well  as  from  Salisbury,  Dorchester,  and  Southampton,  are 
entitled  to  61.  as  an  apprentice  fee,  and  5?.  more  when  they  are  set 
up  in  trade. 

The  founder  nominated  his  own  trustees,  and  directed  that  they 
should  each  nominate  his  own  successor. 

The  present  trustees  are  three  in  number  and  all  Nonconfor- 
mists and  non-resident ;  one,  a  dissenting  minister,  resides  at 
Southampton,  and  the  two  other  gentlemen  are  laymen  and  reside 
in  London.  A  gentleman,  a  dissenter,  lately  a  wine  merchant 
at  Dorchester,  who  takes  an  interest  in  school  matters,  at  the 
request  of  the  trustees,  manages  for  them  whatever  business  may 
require  personal  attention  at  Litton.  The  trustees  are  allowed 
by  the  founder  10/.  a  year  for  their  trouble  ;  a  sum  which  might 
with  advantage  be'given  up  to  increase  the  small  endowment. 

The  present  master  is  a  worthy  old  man,  old  fashioned  in  his 
notions  of  teaching,  and  has  occupied  his  post  for  30  years ;  he 
had  been  a  schoolmaster  before  he  was  elected  here.  He  was 
assisted  by  his  wife  and  by  his  grandson,  a  lad  of  13,  in  the  school. 
There  was  no  other  teacher.  No  attendance  book  nor  any  record 
of  the  boys'  work  was  kept.  The  schoolroom  is  27  feet  by  18  feet, 
and  10  feet  high;  the  windows  and  the  fire-place  are  the  only 
means  of  ventilation.  Three  girls,  private  pupils  of  the  mistress, 
were  being  taught  there ;  five  very  little  boys  were  also  among 
the  scholars.  Altogether  there  were  28  present  when  I  visited 
the  school.  More  than  half  of  them  were  labourers'  children, 
but  there  were  a  few  of  a  higher  class,  such  as  a  policeman, 
tailor,  or  blacksmith.  Farmers'  sons  also  came  occasionally,  but 
at  present  there  are  said  to  be  none  in  the  parish  of  the  proper 
age.  They  were  all  very  young — with  one  exception  under 
12.  Many  of  them,  to  use  their  own  formula,  were  "going 
In  their  8  or  9." 

I  cannot  speak  favourably  of  their  attainments.  There  was 
bardly  one  in  the  upper  part  of  the  school  who  could  read  with 
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Endowed   sufficient  plainness  for  me  to  understand  him  without  following  the 

ScHoraf   words  myself  in  a  book,  and  their  dictation  was  very  bad.     Very 

'■  few  attempted  any  sum  beyond  the  addition  of  money,  and  still 

fewer  could  divide  73?.  by  365.     An  attempt  of  the  boys  in  the 

middle  of  the  school  to  write  out  from  memory  the  Lord's  Prayer 

was  lamentable,  the  letters  in   many  cases  representing  a  conglo- 

'  meration  of  sounds  only  faintly  recalling  the  original.      Some  of 

them  could  do  simple  multiplication. 

The  master  receives  251.  a  year  in  money.  He  occupies  a 
tolerably  large  house  or  cottage,  half  of  which  he  lets  off  to 
another  family.  He  once  took  eight  boarders  at  16?.  each,  but 
found  it  unprofitable,  and  has  discontinued  it.  He  occupies  about 
two  acres  adjoining  the  house  rent  free,  which  belongs  to  the 
charity,  on  condition  that  he  keeps  the  premises  in  repair.  The 
slates  and  the  plastering  of  the  roof  were  in  a  bad  condition  when 
I  visited  the  house. 

The  trustees  live  at  too  great  a  distance  _^to  see  much  of  the 
school.  There  are  no  examinations.  For  four  years  together  the 
master  only  saw  one  trustee  and  on  one  occasion.  I  understand 
that  the  predecessor  of  the  present  master  was  an  Unitarian ;  a 
Kentish  gardener,  who,  by  violent  preaching  and  still  more  violent 
temper,  disgusted  the  parish  and  emptied  the  school. 

In  1838,  the  stipend  of  251.  being  considered,  as  in  fact  it  is, 
wholly  insufficient  for  the  payment  of  a  competent  master,  the 
trustees  promulgated  a  notice  that  they  intended  to  raise  his 
salary  by  the  imposition  of  a  capitation  fee  upon  those  boys 
whose  parents  could  afford  to  pay  it.  The  parish  rose  in  arms 
against  this,  considering  that  by  the  terms  of  the  will  the  richest 
as  well  as  the  poorest  were  entitled  to  a  free  education,  and  that 
this  attempt  of  the  trustees  was  entirely  ultra  vires.  The 
parishioners  seem  to  have  had  no  objection  to  the  principle  of  the 
proposed  charge,  but  only  to  the  manner  of  making  it ;  for  at  a 
vestry  meeting  held  April  23,  1838,  it  was  agreed  "that  all 
"  persons  above  the  class  of  common  labourers  should,  by  a 
"  voluntary  payment,  contribute  3s.  per  quarter  for  the  instruc- 
"  tion  of  each  child,  and,  that  this  should  not  grow  into  a 
'■'  customary  right,  this  document  was  to  be  entered  into  the 
"  vestry  book  repeatedly  every  year."  This  agreement  was 
signed  by  19  of  the  principal  inhabitants.  Under  this  authority, 
the  head  master  now  receives  3s.  every  quarter  from  each  of  about 
13  children. 

The  existence  of  this  school  in  the  parish  renders  it  impossible 
to  establish  a  National  school.  The  present  head  master  attend 
the  parish  church,  and  works  well  with  the  rector,  who  speaks  of 
him  highly,  and  who  pays  him  51.  a  year  for  holding  a  ni<rht 
school  on  two  days  in  the  week.  ° 

It  is  unnecessary,  perhaps,  to  say  that  the  rector  has  no  autho- 
rity whatever  in  the  school ;  he  is  never  consulted  as  to  what  boys 
in  the  parish  are  deserving  objects  for  the  apprentice  fee,  and  any 
interference  on  his  part  would  be  regarded  with  jealousy.  An 
application  made  by  him  to  the  trustees  for  the  use  of  their  school- 
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room  on  Sunday  when  it  was  disengaged  for  his  Sunday  school,  Ieammae 
was  refused.  The  rector  now  holds  his  Sunday  school  in  a  schoom. 
room  he  has  fitted  up  for  the  purpose  at  his  own  house. 

There  is  no  day  school  for  girls  in  the  parish,  who  are  obliged  to 
attend  the  schools  of  the  neighbouring  villages,  several  of  which, 
though  smaller  than  Litton,  have  good  parochial  schools.  Were 
it  not  for  its  "endowed  grammar"  school,  a  good  parish  school 
would  also  probably  be  found  at  Litton  Cheney.

Mr.  Stanton  s  Report. 

The  village  of  Netherbury  is  five  miles  north  of  Bridport,  the 
acreage  of  the  parish  being  6,208,  the  population  1,876.  The 
foundation  of  the  school  is  traced  to  1565,  when  some  arbitrators 
appointed  to  decide  a  disputed  title  to  certain  lands  claimed  by 
the  parish,  awarded  them  to  be  at  the  disposition  of  the  church- 
wardens and  the  greatest  part  of  the  parishioners,  the  income  to 
be  employed  "to  the  use  of  a  schoolmaster  there  to  teach  grammar, 
"  and  to  such  other  uses  as  should  be  thought  most  beneficial 
"  for  the  said  parish,  and  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  same." 

The  present  master  has  been  at  the  schoollS  years,  having 
formerly  been  a  master  at  a  grammar  school  in  Northampton- 
shire.    He  has  no  assistant. 

The  house  which  he  occupies  is  large  and  good,  and  was  built 
by  subscription  in  1853 ;  he  has  also,  at  his  own  expense,  enlarged 
it.  The  schoolroom  adjoins.  There  is  a  garden  and  orchard  at 
the  back ;  the  whole  premises  occupying  about  one  acre  and  three- 
quarters. 

There  is  nothing  that  can  be  called  a  playground.  The  school- 
room is  a  long  narrow  low  room,  33  feet  by  15.  The  master 
once  took  boarders  to  the  number  of  12,  but  has  discontinued  to 
do  so.  He  was  elected  by  the  ratepayers  in  vestry,  and  no 
conditions  were  imposed  upon  him  at  the  time  of  election.  He 
receives,  besides,  occupying  rent  free  the  above-mentioned  pre- 
mises, 100?.  a  year  from  the  trustees,  for  which  he  undertakes  to 
educate  gratuitously  all  the  boys  legally  settled  in  the  parish. 
Applications  for  admission  are  made  to  the  master  himself,  who 
is  the  sole  judge  of  the  admissibility  of  the  applicant.  When  I 
visited  the  school  in  September  the  names  of  23  boys  were  in 
the  attendance  book,  and  17  were  actually  present.  The  numbers 
are  said  to  be  larger  in  the  winter  months.  They  were  chiefly 
sons  of  small  farmers  and  tradesmen,  carpenters,  &c.  Two  shillings 
a  quarter  were  charged  for  stationery  and  books,  which  tended 
to  keep  away  labourers'  children.  The  average  age  of  the  ten 
upper  boys  was  11,  excluding  one  of  15,  who  only  occasionally 
came. 

Out  of  23  names,  only  10,  by  the  master's  books,  showed  any 
indication  of  regular  attendance.  In  one  instance,  out  of  244 
school  days,  on  only  57  had  the  boy  attended,  without  any 
adequate  excuse  having  been  given  for  absence.  The  school 
hours  on  certain  days  in  the  week  were  from  9  to  2  o'clock  con- 
tinuously. 

The  10  upper  boys  were  profoundly  ignorant  on  all  subjects  in 
which  I  examined  them.  In  their  dictation  they  averaged  11 
mistakes  each,  the  best  having  three,  the  worst  20.  Keither  in 
English  history,  geography,  or  arithmetic  could  I  make  any  way 
with  them.  None  had  done  fractions,  two  only  attempted  the 
rule  of  three.  In  a  multiplication  of  money  sum  only  four  did  it 
correctly. 
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The  master  was  manifestly  vexed  at  the  performance  of  his   bkdowed 
scholars,  and  no  doubt  their  inexperience  of  any  examinations    schools. 
prevented  them  appearing  at  their  best ;  but  allowing  for  every- 
thing,  it  is  my  duty  to  say  that  they  made  but  a  sorry  exhibi- 
tion. 

The  master  claims  to  be  independent  of  everybody,  and  the 
trustees  seem  to  merely  discharge  a  ministerial  function  in  paying 
him  his  salary.  Once  a  week  the  rector,  at  the  request  of  the 
master,  attends  the  school  for  the  purpose  of  giving  religious 
instruction  to  the  boys. 

By  a  scheme  for  the  management  of  the  parish  charities,  made 
in  1863,  the  master  in  future  is  to  be  elected  by  trustees,  who  are 
themselves  elected  by  the  ratepayers  in  vestry,  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  being  ex-officio  members  ;  and  all  sons  of  residents 
in  Netherbury,  without  regard  to  religious  belief,  are  admissible, 
provided  they  can  read  a  chapter  in  the  Bible.  No  other  stipula- 
tions for  the  management  of  the  school  are  contained  in  the 
scheme. 

The  school,  from  various  causes,  is  not  very  popular  in  the 
parish,  nor  are  the  trustees  at  all  satisfied  with  its  actual  condition. 
The  master,  who  has  means  independent  of  the  income  derived 
from  the  foundation,  does  not  seem  to  make  the  school  his  primary 
concern,  and  at  one  time  thought  it  not  incompatible  with  his 
duties  as  master  to  carry  on  concurrently  the  business  of  a  flour 
and  spinning  mill.  The  present  holidays,  10  weeks,  are  over  long 
for  the  existing  class  of  scholars,  and  school  time,  lasting  from  9 
till  2  on  certain  days,  is  somewhat  exhausting. 

The  school  has  heretofore  been  intended  to  be  a  classical 
school,  for  I  found  in  the  parish  books,  1799,  the  question  was 
raised  as  to  whether  a  master  incompetent  to  teach  Greek  could 
be  elected;  and  again  in  1810,  Sir  Vicary  Gibbs,'  on  the  case 
being  submitted  to  him,  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  election 
of  a  master  who  could  not  teach  Latin  was  absolutely  void.  The 
present  master  once  taught  four  boys  Latin,  but  never  has  taught 
any  others,  and  will  not  again  undertake  to  do  so. 

As  far  as  I  could  ascertain  the  feeling  in  the  parish,  the  inhabi- 
tants desire  that  a  good  plain  middle-class  education  should  be 
brought  within  their  reach  by  this  foundation,  and  an  attention 
and  care  bestowed  on  it  which  they  do  not  think  they  at  present 
obtain.

Shaftesbury.— BiMPORT  Grammar  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

William,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  in  1625,  made  a  grant  for  the 
erection  of  a  grammar  school  in  Shaftesbury.  His  successor, 
availing  himself  of  a  technical  flaw  in  the  title,  avoided  the  grant, 
whereupon  William  Whittaker,  the  recorder,  in  1630,  bought  and 
conveyed  to  the  corporation,  as  governors,  a  certain  tenement  in 
Bimport  "  for  the  purpose  of  founding  a  free  grammar  school  and 
providing  accommodation  for  the  master  of  the  same."  From 
1633  downwards,  a  succession  of  clergymen  were  masters  of  the 
school,  which,  at  different  times,  was  attended  by  a  large  number  of 
boarders,  and  many  known  names  have  been  educated  at  the 
school. 

The  only  endowment  of  the  school  seems  to  have  been  21.  a 
year,  paid  by  the  corporation,  and  the  school  premises,  which  they 
also  kept  in  repair.  The  grammar  school  has  been  discontinued 
several  years. 

The  2Z.  must  be  fairly  held  to  have  accumulated.  The  school 
premises  having  been  for  some  time  occupied  by  the  master  of 
the  Blue  Coat  school,  known  as  Lush's  Charity,  were  afterwards 
let  as  two  cottages,  and  in  1862  were  sold  by  auction  for  some- 
thing under  300?.,  the  repairs  having  long  swallowed  up  the 
income.  In  May  1865,  462Z.  stock  had  been  bought  with  the 
balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  charity  trustees  as  represent- 
ing the  corporation,  and  the  yearly  interest  on  that  sum  is  duly 
received  and  periodically  funded. 

Several  of  the  trustees  expressed  a  wish  to  re-establish  here 
some  school  of  middle-class  education.  The  miscarriage  of  the 
attempt  to  revive  the  grammar  school  at  Salisbury  inclines  them 
to  act  with  caution,  but  the  possibility  of  reviving  the  school  had 
been  often  discussed  ;  and  it  was  said  that  the  corporation,  whose 
revenues  are  likely  to  increase,  were  friendly  to  such  a  revival, 
and  would  probably  act  liberally  were  the  question  seriously 
brought  forward ;  and  that  the  proposal  was  also  viewed  with 
favour  by  the  chief  landowner  in  the  town. 

At  present  the  only  middle-class  school  in  the  town  is  that 
which  is  attached  to  the  Blue  Coat  school,  where  the  master,  in 
addition  to  the  20  boys  who  are  freely  educated,  clothed,  and  appren- 
ticed, is  allowed  to  take  private  pupils,  for  whom  he  charges  about 
21,  IDs.  a  year.  This  charity  is  said  to  be  rich,  and  its  property 
to  be  increasing  in  value ;  the  trustees  are  five  in  number,  and 
self-elective.  They  each  are  entitled  to,  and  take,  51,  a  year  out 
of  the  charity  for  their  own  purposes,  by  the  terms  of  the  will. 
The  testator  desired  that  as  many  poor  children  as  the  income 
would  allow,  not  exceeding  20,  boys  or  girls,  should  be  educated, 
clothed,  and  apprenticed.  No  girls  at  present  are  educated.  The 
school  premises  consist  of  a  convenient  house  for  the  master  and 
a  schoolroom.  The  boys  must  be  apprenticed  to  some  master  out 
of  the  town.

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Endowed  Several  suggestions  were  made  to  me  in  reference  to  the 
Schools,  possibility  01  at  some  time  uniting  the  two  foundations  oi  the  old 
grammar  school  and  Lush's  charity.  I  heard  opinions  in  favour 
of  uniting  the  National  with  the  Blue  Coat  school ;  but  the  more 
general  feeling  of  the  chief  inhabitants  in  the  town  inclined,  I 
believe,  towards  some  plan  which  would  establish  an  upper  school, 
a  school  which  would  rather  raise  the  education  of  the  Blue  Coat 
school  to  that  of  the  old  grammar  school,  than  keep  the  Blue  Coat 
on  the  same  level  with  the  National  school.  A  warm  interest  was 
shown  in  the  matter  by  many,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
question  will  shortly  take  a  definite  shape.  The  rector,  who  is 
one  of  the  charity  trustees,  would,  he  assured  me,  view'  with 
disfavour  the  establishment  of  any  school  so  far  disconnected  with 
the  Church  of  England  as  that  the  scholars  should  not  be 
compelled  to  learn  its  doctrine ;  but'  the  other  trustees  whom 
I  saw  were  not  disposed  to  make  this  form  of  denominational 
religious  teaching  compulsory  on  all. 


Digest  of  Information. 
(Ch.  Com.  Rep.  xxx.  32,  A.D.  1836.) 

This  school  was  founded  by  WiUiam,  Earl  of  Pembroke,  A.D.  1625, 
who  granted  certain  premises  for  a  school  house,  and  the  support  of  a  grammar 
school.     The  grant  was  avoided  about  1630. 

In  1646  "William  Whitaker  conveyed  a  house  and  garden  to  the  corporation 
for  a  free  school. 

A  stipend  of  21.  was  long  paid  to  the  master  for  the  gratuitous  instruction 
of  certain  boys. 

The  school  was  discontinued  about  1780,  since  when  no  master  has  been 
appointed.  The  premises  were  sold  in  1862,  with  the  approval  of  the  Charity 
Commissioners;  and  the  income,  about  121.  \0s.,  is  invested  and  accumulated 
under  their  direction.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

This  school  is  one  of  the  numerous  foundations  of  King 
Edward  VI.,  established  "  for  the  teaching  of  boys  and  young  men 
in  grammar,"  on  the  petition  of  the  inhabitants  of  Sherborne  and 
many  others,  "  totius  patrlse  ibidem  vicinEe."  This  latter  clause 
is  still  liberally  interpreted,  and  all  who  can  keep  the  hours  of  the 
school  are  admitted  on  the  foundation.  By  statutes  made  imme- 
diately after  the  foundation  of  the  school,  the  master  is  required 
to  be  a  member  of  one  of  the  English  universities,  and  well  learned 
in  Latin  and  Greek.  Whatever  may  have  been  the  class  of  boys 
for  whom  the  founder  intended  to  provide  education,  there  can  be 
no  doubt  as  to  the  class  who  now  actually  use  it,  and  what  might 
have  been  a  mere  provincial  grammar  school  at  present  bids  fair 
to  rank  among  our  great  public  schools.  If  intended  originally  as 
a  mere  local  school,  it  has  completely  outstepped  the  circle  of  such 
intention,  and  outgrown  the  limits  of  its  early  constitution. 

Of  the  190  boys  now  at  the  school  only  37  are  day  boys,  and 
of  them  only  4  are  hand  fide  residents'  sons,  the  remainder  being 
composed  of  the  sons  of  widows  and  gentry  who  have  temporarily 
taken  up  their  abode  in  the  parish,  for  the  sake  of  the  cheap 
education  which  the  foundation  lays  open  to  them. 

The  character  of  the  education  given  is  the  same  as  that  of  our 
great  public  schools,  and  the  system  pursued  with  regard  to  dis- 
cipline and  school  arrangements  does  not  materially  diifer.  The 
head  master  informs  me  that  "  the  experiment  is  being  tried  of  a 
"  wider  modification  of  schoolwork  for  individual  boys.  Greek 
"  is  given  up  this  half-year  by  16  boys,  and  mathematics  and 
"  French  substituted.  The  applicants  for  the  change  are  gene- 
"  rally  boys  who  did  not  succeed  well  with  the  ordinary  school- 
"  work.  A  slight  modification  has  been  made  in  three  or  four 
"  other  cases.  Of  the  boys  thus  departing  from  the  regular 
"  routine,  seven  propose  to  oiFer  themselves  immediately  for 
"  diiferent  examinations.-  I  am  not  generally  satisfied  thus  far 
"  with  the  results  obtained." 

The  head  master  has  the  largest  boarding  house,  accommodating 
90  boys,  in  which  all  the  upper  boys  have  studies  on  the  same 
plan  as  at  Rugby  and  elsewhere,  and  the  younger  boys  have  the 
use  of  a  sort  of  common  room.  Very  old  documents  recognize 
"  tablers"  as  residing  in  the  head  master's  house.  The  boarding 
house  is  new,  and  built  upon  a  carefully  considered  plan,  and  has 
the  advantage  of  every  modern  sanitary  improvement.  The 
number  in  each  bedroom  is  limited  to  four.  Three  other  masters 
have  smaller  boarding  houses  in  the  town. 

The  staff  of  masters  is  at  present  nine,  all  university  men.  The 
boys  who  attend  come  from  all  parts  of  England,  the  western 
counties  naturally  supplying  the  larger  proportion;  and  are  chiefly 
the  sons  of  gentry  and  professional  men. 

The  school,  though  one  of  repute  for  many  years,  must  be  con- 
sidered to  date  its  revival  from  the  accession  of  the  present  head

Endo-tod  master.  During  his  term  of  office,  and  principally  owing  to  Ms 
^cHo^  untiring  energy,  a  sum  not  far  short  of  15,000Z.  has  been  expended 
upon  the  buildings  and  upon  improvements,  of  which  sum  not 
less  than  5,000?.  has  been  the  munificent  gift  of  the  warden  of 
the  trustees,  Mr.  Digby,  of  Sherborne  Castle ;  part  has  been 
raised  by  subscription  amongst  the  friends  of  the  school,  and  part 
has  been  raised  by  mortgage  of  the  school  property,  towards  the 
repayment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  which  the  head  master 
foregoes  a  large  part  of  his  income  from  the  endowment.  Few 
schools  can  boast  of  a  finer  architectural  effect  than  the  schoo, 
premises  at  Sherborne,  all  built  of  Ham-hill  stone,  bounded  on  the 
south  side  by  the  Minster,  and  on  the  west  and  east  by  the  school 
buildings  and  chapel,  the  former  having  been  part  of  the  old  con- 
ventual buildings,  and  until  lately  used  as  a  silk  mill,  A  field 
of  eight  acres  near  at  hand  is  rented  for  a  cricket  and  football 
ground. 

At  no  school  that  I  have  yet  visited  have  I  seen  the  classical 
work  from  a  whole  form  so  uniformly  good.  The  translations 
from  unseen  Latin  and  Greek,  and  from  English  into  Latin  of 
the  upper  boys,  were  above  the  average  of  my  experience, 
they  were  however  stronger  generally  in  tbese  points  than  in 
arithmetic.  They  wrote  English  essays  on  a  given  subject  which 
were  good  both  as  regards  the  matter  and  composition.  The 
third  form,  consisting  of  much'  younger  boys,  translated  some 
Virgil,  which  they  had  prepared  in  the  early  part  of  the  half-year, 
uniformly  well.  Their  arithmetic  was  not  equal  to  their  classical 
work,  but  much  of  it  was  quite  satisfactory. 

The  moral  tone  of  the  school  appeared  high,  the  natural  result 
of  the  confidence  with  which  the  boys  were  evidently  treated 
by  the  masters. 

The  trustees  must  be  chosen  from  the  residents  of  the  town  and 
parish.  They  are  also  trustees  of  some  almshouses,  but  the  two 
corporations  are  distinct  bodies,  and  have  separate  seals.  It  is 
usual  on  the  election  of  a  trustee  of  the  almshouses,  at  the  same 
time  to  nominate  him  trustee  of  the  school.  The  number  is  at 
present  15,  the  full  number  being  20.  They  have  ample  powers 
for  regulating  the  school,  and,  -with  the  advice  of  the  Bishop 
of  Bristol,  can  make  all  necessary  ordinances.  Such  power  has 
been  exercised  by  a  new  scheme  made  in  1851,  which  is  the 
present  law  of  the  school.  A  conscience  clause  was  inserted 
in  1854,  for  the  benefit  of  Nonconformists,  but  has  been  very 
rarely  acted  upon.  In  a  small  town  like  Sherborne  some  difficulty 
naturally  exists  in  finding  20  gentlemen  qualified  for  the  oflice 
of  trustee.  Several  even  now  are  elected  who  have  only  come  to 
reside  temporarily  for  the  sake  of  their  sons'  education.  Nothing 
can  work  more  harmoniously  than  the  school  government  at 
present,  but  were  the  chief  management  of  affairs  in  less  strong 
or  able  hands,  this  might  not  always  be  the  case,  and  several 
influential  members  of  the  board  favour  the  extension  of  the 
field  from  which  their  own  body  can  be  selected,  so  as  to 
include,  perhaps,   the   adjoining   county,   or    a  limited   distance 
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around  the  town,  considering  it  all  important,  for  the  proper  dis-    endowed 
charge  of  their  duties,  that  the  trustees  should  be  able  to  bring  to   ^onooMf 

their  task  the  largest  amovint  of  intelligence  and  experience,  which      

under  the  present  system  might  be  unduly  restricted. 

The  fees  paid  by  the  foundationers  have  been  lately  raised.  It 
cannot,  however,  be  said  that  the  value  of  the  education  given  is 
properly  represented  by  the  small  payment  of  11.  Is..  Were 
the  number  of  foundationers  largely  to  increase,  such  sum  would  be 
insgflScient  to  remunerate  the  additional  masters  which  the  increase 
of  numbers  would  require.  There  is  not  much  anticipation  of 
any  such  increase,  every  available  house  being  occupied,  and  the 
number  has  remained  tolerably  steady  at  its  present  limit.  There 
is  also  a  difficulty  in  procuring  land  for  building,  as  it  is  nearly  all 
in  the  hands  of  one  proprietor,  and  legal  difficulties  are  said  to 
interfere  with  the  granting  building  leases.  The  school  is  some- 
what burdened  with  its  debt,  which  the  smallness  of  the  payments 
received  from  the  boys  will  not  allow,  at  the  present  rate,  to  be 
entirely  liquidated  for  25  years.  It  is  impossible  to  secure  or 
retain  the  services  of  men  like  the  present  masters  unless  larger 
pecuniary  inducement  can  be  held  out  to  them. 

The  head  master  has  favoured  me  with  some  suggestions  for 
improving  the  efficiency  of  the  school,  which  deserve  attention : — 

"  In  reference  to  a  note  to  Form  C.  in  my  return,  I  wish  to  sub- 
mit the  following  suggestion,  premising  in  the  first  instance  that  I 
do  so  without  communicating  with  the  governors,  and  solely  upon 
my  own  responsibility. 

"  I  have  stated  that  the  subject  of  fees  is  under  consideration ; 
this  involves  a  general  reference  to  expenditure,  and  also  to  the 
questions  of — 

(1)  Exhibitions  to  the  university  (Governors'  return,  question 

29);     _ 

(2)  Exhibitions  tenable  at  school  (Governors'  return,  question 

30) ; 

(3)  Benefits  of  the  foundation  (Governors'  return,  questions 

45,  46) ;_ 

(4)  Masterships  (Governors'  return,  question  49). 

"  The  school  suffers  much,  in  comparison  with  others  of  even  less 
reputation,  by  the  very  limited  provision  of  the  first,  and  the  total 
want  of  the  second,  and  the  remuneration  now  offered  is  not  such 
as  to  justify  the  expectation  of  our  securing  or  retaining  as  able 
masters  as  we  ought  to  do  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  school. 

"  The  total  income  from  endowment  is  from  1,100/.  to  1,200/., 
at  present  greatly  limited  by  liabilities  incurred,  under  the  sanction 
of  the  Charity  Commissioners,  for  buildings. 

"  The  average  number  of  foundationers  for  the  last  seven  years 
is  34.  As  every  house  In  the  town  is  occupied,  and,  it  is  believed, 
every  boy  sent  upon  the  foundation  to  whom  it  would  be  any 
benefit,  this  may  be  taken  as  a  fair  average. 

"  Assuming  the  whole  income  of  the  school  available,  I  should 
suggest  that  about  one-half  of  it  should  be  devoted  to  the  general 
encouragement  of  diligence  and  learning. 
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ebdotod       (1.)  In  exhibitions  to  the  universities  (say)  there  should  be  one 
Schools.  exhibition  of  501.  and  one  of  40L  (or  30/.),  open  for  com- 

'  petition  every  year.     (Total  360/.  or  320/.) 

(2.)  In  open  foundationerships  or  exhibitions  at  the  school  (to 
be  called  King's  scholarships),  say  there  should  be  at  least 
two  vacant  every  year,  and  that  about  200/.  a  year  should 
be  devoted  to  this  purpose. 
(3.)  The  remaining  halt'  of  the  income   vrould  be  sufficient  for 
the  cost  of  teaching  30  (or  40)  boys  as  foundationers,  or  a 
larger  number   if  they   pay    some    capitation   fee  in  aid. 
There  would  be  evident  advantage  in  the  number  of  the 
foundationers  being  fixed,  and  vacancies,  after  satisfying 
local  claims,  being  filled  by  competition,  or,  in  cases  of 
local  claims  increasing  beyond  all  precedent,  in  there  being 
some  mode  of  selection  of  claimants. 
(4.)  There  should  be  such  masters  appointed  as  may  be  sufficient 
for  the  proper  teaching  of  this  fixed  number  of  King's 
scholars  and  foundationers  (say  40  or  50  boys)  in  all  sub- 
jects considered  necessary  as  parts  of  the  regular  instruc- 
tion of  the  school. 
"  This  being  the  centre  of  the  school,  with  the  attraction  of  open 
rewards  and  encouragements  both  at  school  and  at  the  universities, 
let  other  boys  be  admitted,  whether  day  boys  or  boarders,  upon 
payment  of  (say)  16/.  (20/.  would  be  better,  if  possible,  to  include 
drawing,  &c.)  for  tuition  fund,  from  which  the  foundation  masters 
should  receive  certain  proportionate  capitation  fees,  leaving  the 
balance  for  payment  of  assistant  masters. 

"  For  the  payment  of  all  working  expenses  of  the  school,  such  as 
warming,  lighting  and  cleaning,  printing,  &c.,  every  boy  should 
pay  (say)  1/.  Is,  per  annum,  and  (say)  21.  2s.  (for  buildings, 
repairs,  &c,,)  as  an  entrance  fee. 

"  The  value  of  the  King's  scholarships  might  be  increased  by  such 
an  arrangement  as  has  been  adopted  at  Eugby,  Uppingham,  and 
elsewhere,  by  boarding-house  masters  receiving  a  limited  number 
of  boys  at  reduced  rates,  or  else  by  a  tax  upon  boarding-houses. 

"  If  the  principle  of  these  suggestions  be  sound,  and  the  sugges- 
tions accordingly  adopted,  I  should  be  prepared  to  submit  to  the 
governoi'S  a  scheme  for  an  approximation  to  them  under  our 
existing  circumstances." 

I  have  already  noticed  that  the  school  has  practically  ceased  to 
educate  the  majority  of  the  native  inhabitants  of  the  town,  if 
indeed  it  ever,  in  late'  years,  has  undertaken  this  function.  The 
education  now  given  is  entirely  unsuited  to  the  conceived  wants 
of  any  but  quite  the  upper  tradesmen,  a  few  of  whom  make  use 
of  the  school,  and  many  of  whom  have  themselves  been  educated 
at  it. 

Some  of  the  leading  Inhabitants  and  the  head  master  have 
not  lost  sight  of  this  circumstance,  and  have  been  anxious  to 
establish  in  the  town  a  lower  school,  for  which  indeed  a  small 
fund  exists  by  way  of  endowment.  There  are  two  charities, 
called  Woodman's  and  Foster's,  which  might  usefully  be  applied 
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as  a  nucleus  for  such  a  purpose.  Richard  Foster  left  13J.  6s,  %d. 
a  year  for  the  better  education  and  breeding  up  of  10  poor 
Sherborne  boys,  directing  preference  to  be  given  to  those  of 
his  blood,  and  he  further  left  bl.  towards  the  maintenance  of 
one  of  the  said  10  boys  at  the  university.  John  Woodman  also 
left  money,  afterwards  invested  in  land,  for  the  education  of  poor 
boys.  The  master  of  these  two  foundations,  where  children  were 
gratuitously  educated,  is  now  dead,  and  application  has  been 
made  to  the  Charity  Commissioners  for  leave  to  deal  with 
this  fund,  which  may  be  estimated  at  about  70?.  a  year.  There 
are  no  buildings,  and  the  Charity  Commissioners  require  a 
schoolroom  to  be  erected  before  they  sanction  the  application. 
By  means  of  a  small  payment  from  each  scholar,  and  aided  by 
the  endowment,  there  is  no  doubt  sufficient  funds  could  be  raised 
to  establish  a  school,  and  a  master  of  enterprise  and  ability  could 
build  on  it  a  successful  superstructure,  so  as  to  meet  the  require- 
ments both  of  those  in  the  town  who  wish  for  what  is  called  a 
middle  class  education,'  and  of  the  farmers  of  the  surrounding 
district.

Objects  of  Trust. — For  a  free  grammar  school  for  the  education,  teach- 
ing, and  instruction  of  boys  and  young  men  in  grammar,  to  continue  for 
ever  (letters  patent).  King's  scholars  (residents  in  Sherborne  and 
neighbourhood  of  at  least  eight  years  of  age,  and  able  to  read  and  write) 
to  be  taught  Latin  and  Greek  free  ;  other  subjects,  optional,  for  fees. 
160Z.  a  year  for  four  exhibitions  of  40Z.  each,  tenable  for  four  years  at 
Oxford  or  Cambridge  (Statutes,  1851). 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — Grammar  (letters  patent),  Greek 
and  Latin,  French,  mathematics,  arithmetic,  English  literature  and 
composition,  sacred  and  profane  history,  reading  and  writing,  and  such 
other  languages  and  sciences  as  the  governors  shall  from  time  to  time 
ordain ;  Church  Catechism  and  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  England 
(Statutes,  1851).     A  conscience  clause  added  in  1864. 

Government  and  Masters. — Governors  have  power  to  elect  their  succes- 
sors, who  must  be  resident  in  Sherborne,  and  to  make  statutes  with  the 
consent  of  the  Bishop  of  Bristol  (letters  patent).  Twenty  governors  (in 
practice  fewer),  residents  in  the  town,'appoint  master  and  under  master, 
and  may  dismiss  them,  with  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  Gloucester  and

No  master  may 
hold  other  preferment,  except  cure  of  souls,  and  that  by  permission  of  the 
governors.

Boarders. — 150,  in  head  master's  and  four  other  masters'  houses ;  all 
under  head  master's  control,  according  to  statute.  Four  meals  a  day; 
meat  once.  Terms  for  board  and  instruction,  63J.  School  bills :  highest, 
115L;  average,  80L;  lowest,  68Z.  Generally,  four  boys  in  a  room.

Playground,  ball  courts,  and  a  small  cloister,  about  three  quarters  of 
an  acre;  and  a  field  of  eight  acres,  for  cricket,  within  a  quarter  of  a  mile. 
Masters  often  join  in  games.  No  school  bounds,  but  boys  limited  by 
time.  Drilling  optional.  A  library  open  to  all,  on  payment  of  6s.  per 
annum. 

Six  boys  go  yearly  to  Universities  on  average  of  last  five  years;  nine 
to  other  schools  or  private  tuition.  [In  May  1 867  there  were  23  boys  at 
Oxford  or  Cambridge.] 

School-time,  38  weeks  per  annum;  study,  36  hours  a  week,  besides 
time  for  preparation  and  composition,  from  six  to  12  hours;  play-time 
24  hours  per  week.

The  earliest  extant  statutes  were  made  in  1592,  and  are  the  basis  of  all  subse- 
quent statutes  until  1827  (some  occxirring  word  for  word  in  1799).  The 
words  inserted  in  italics  are  uncertain.     (Note  by  head  master.) 

"  Statutes  and  ordynanoes  made  and  established  by  the  Governors  of  the  Ffree 
Gramer  Schole  in  Sherborne,  founded  by  the  moste  vertuous  and  excellent 
Prince  of  worthie  memorie,  Edward  the  Sixt,  late  Kinge  of  Englande,  by  his 
Highnes  letters  patente  thereof,  made  and  graunted :  fPor  the  goode  order,  rule 
and  government  of  the  Seholemaster,  Usher,  and  SchoUers  of  the  said  Schole. 
Seen  and  allowed  by  the  Reverend  Father  in  God,  the  Bishopp  of  BristoU. 
As  hereafter  ensueth : 

"(1)  First:  for  the  due  regarde,  that  all  true  subiects  oughte  to  have  for 
the  Mayntenance  of  her  Majestie's  supremacy,  and  absolute  power  and 
authoritie  over  all  persons  matters  and  causes  within  this  her  Realme,  and 
other  her  Majestie's  dominions,  next  under  God,  and  for  the  jireservation  of 
her  Majestie's  most  royall  person,  which  God  longe  defend,  protect  and  kepe 
from  any  wicked  attempte ;  and  for  the  abolysshinge  of  the  Pope  of  Rome,  and 
all  forein  powers  superiorities  and  authorities  :  Be  it  ordeyned  constituted  and 
establysshed  by  the  governors  of  the  said  ffree  schole,  and  by  the  authoritie  of 
the  said  Kynge  his  letters  patente  and  by  the  authoritie  of  her  Majestie's 
lawes  and  statutes  in  this  behalff  provided :  That  the  Seholemaster  and  Usher, 
which  are  and  shalbe  chosen  from  tyme  to  tyme  to  be  Seholemaster  and  Usher 
within  the  said  schole,  before  either  of  them  shalbe  placed  iu  their  severall 
Offices  and  Homes:  Thaie  and  every  of  them  shall  take  and  receive  the  Oathes 
of  Supremacy  and  Associacion:  And  that  thaie  shall  also  sweare  that  thaie 
neither  shall  nor  will  teache  nor  Teade  to  their  Schollers  any  author,  boke,  prin- 
ciples or  rules  tendinge  to  Papistry  and  supersticion  :  But  shall  and  will 
instruct  teache  and  persuade  their  schollers  in  the  profession  of  true  and 
Christian  religion,  thacknowledginge  of  their  true  and  faithful  obedience 
towarde  her  Majestie,  hev  graces  heires  and  successours,  and  the  abolysshinge 
of  the  Pope  to  their  best  care  and  endeavour  :  Which 

Oathe  and  Oathes  shalbe  mynistred  unto  them  by  the  Wardens  of  the  said 
Schole  or  their  Stewarde  for  the  tyme  beynge. 
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Ekdowdb  .  "(2)  I^TEM,  fforasmuche  as  the  creation  and  foundation  of  the  said  schole  is 
*Ioh'™'*'"  ^  *  ^"''^  Kingej  his  letters  patente,  appoynted  and  ordeyned  to  be  onely  a 
soHoois.  ffif.ee,  Gramer  Schole,  wherein  Schollers  shall  and  maie  frome  tyme  to  tyme  be 
taughte  to  learjie  and  understande  the  latten  and  greke  tongues,  and  thfit 
freely  :  Be  it  ordeyned  constituted  and  establisshed  by  authoritie  of  the  said 
letters  patente.  That  none  be  taken  or  received  to  be  a  SohoUer  in  the  said 
Schole,  but  only  suohe,  as  is  or  shalbe  at  the  least  ready  to  enter  into  the 
gratner,  (That  is  to  sale)  such  as  can  reade  latyn%nd  english  and  somethinge 
i^T:ite,  whereby  thaie  maie  be  the  redier  to  enter  into  the  learnynge  of  the  said 
tongues. 

"  (3)  Item,  it  is  farther  ordeyned  constituted  and  establisshed,  by  the  autho- 
ritie, afforesaid.  That  every  dale  in  the  mornynge  at  sixe  of  the  ilocke,  the 
Scholemaster  and  Usher  shall  enter  the  schole,  and  (after  praiers,  which  been 
or  shalbe  appoynted  for  the  place,  shalbe  orderly  and  devoutly  said  and  apsalme 
songe),the  Scholemaster  and  Usher  fyndinge  any  schoUer,  under  their  severaU 
oharge-and  teachings  to  be  absent,  shall  fourthwith  send  for  him  and  them  soe 
absents  and  at  their  comynge  shall  correct  them  discreatly  according  to  the 
faulte:  And  ithen  shall  enter  into  hearing,  teaching,  and  instructing  the 
schollers  under  "their  severall  charge  and  teachings  in  the  part  of  gramer  and 
other  exercises  of  learnynge  :  as  the  Scholemaster  shall  from  tyme  to  tyme  think 
most  jneete  and  necessary  :  And  thaie  both  with  their  schollers  shall  contynewe 
in  the  schole  in  their  exerciseo  until  eight  of  the  clocke  and  then  shall  depart, 
the  schollers  goinge  fourth  by  twoe  and  twoe,  and  passe  the  streate  in  quiett 
and  decent  order  to  their  breakfast :  And  by  nyne  of  the  clocke  thaie  shall 
retome,  the  Master  and  Usher  imploying  their  schollers  in  geying  lectures  and 
other  exercises,  as  by  the  Master  shalbe  appoynted,  and  soe  to  contynewe  until 
eleaven  of  the  clocke,  and  then  to  departe  to  their  dynner,  and  all  schollers  to 
retome  halff  an  hower  after  twelve  of  the  clocke,  and  the  Master  and  Usher  to 
enter  the  Schole  agayne  at  one  of  the  clocke  and  contynewe  in  their  exercises 
untill  th.ree  of  the  clockej  and  departing  then  frome  the  schole  to  retome  at 
fower  and  contynewe  their  said  exercises  untill  fyve,  att  which  hower  thaie  all, 
having  said  the  appoynted  praier  and  songe  a  psalme,  shall  departe  for  all 
nighte,  observing  order  in  their  going  fourth  and  passing  the  streate,  a§ 
afforesaid. .  ,        , 

"  (4)  Iteii,  for  avoiding  of  licentious  libertie[to  plaie,  it  is  ordeyned  constituted 
and  establisshed,  as  afforesaid :  That  <he  schollers  shall  have  noe  libertieto  plaie 
in  that  weeke,  wherein  is  a  holidaie  :  And  every  weeke,  wherein  is  noe  holidaie, 
to  haue  lycense  for  one  afternone  onely  at  the  discression  of  the  Scholemaster, 
if  the  weather  soe  serve :  Andin  the  eve  of  every  holidaie,  to  kepe  their  schole 
and  exercises  untill  evenyng  praier,  and  then  goe  to  the  Churche  by  twoe  and 
twoe,  the  Master  and  Usher  accompanieng  them  :  And  in  evrry  Sabaoth  daie 
and  holidaie  the  schollers  shall  repaier  to  the  schole  before  the  last  ringing  to 
praier,.  mornyng  and  evenyng,  and  frome  thence  shall  goe  by  twoe  and  twoe 
to  the  Churche  in  quiett  and  decent  order,  the  Master  and  Usher  aceom- 
P3,nieng  them,  and  there,  shall  spend  the  tyme  in  praier  to  the  laude  and  praise 
of  God. 

"  (5)  Item,  that  good  manners  and  behavioiu-  maie  be  hadd  and  encreased 
with  good  lernyrrg,  as  it  is  seamly ;  Be  it  ordeyned  constituted  and  establisshed, 
as  afforesaid:  That  tlie  Scholemaster  and  Usher  shall  from  tyme  to  tyme  diligently 
instruct  admonisli  and  charge  their  schoUers  to  demeane  themselves  scholerlike, 
(That  is  to  sale),  that  thaie  weare  then*  apparell  cleane  and  decently,  without  wil- 
full  spoiling  thereof,  and  the  defects  and  decaies  therein  to  entreat  their  parents 
tutors  and  hostes  to  be  amended .:  to  demeane  them  honestly  and  soberly  at 
their  meales  and  otherwise  in  theu-  parents'  tutors'  and  hostes'  houses,  and 
also  passing  by  the  streats  to  be  courteous  to  all  men ;  to  use  reverence  to 
their  elders  and  betters,  not  to  sweare,  nor  use  ribaudry  nor  filthie  conununica- 
tion,  nor  to  frequent  tavernes  or  victualling  houses,  nor  to  plaie  at  dize,  cardes, 
nor  other  unlawfull  games  :  Of  all  which,  as  also  of  their  demeanor  in  the 
Churche,  the  Scholemaster  and  Usher  must  wekely  appointe  twoe  or  moe 
Impositors  to  marke  and  present  the  faults  and  wekely  to  take  a  reckoning  of 
the  Impositors ;  And  that  the  Master  and  Usher  themselves  must  enquier  and 
diligently  serch  in  the  houses  of  the  parents  and  hostes  of  all  schoUers  within 
the  towne  of  their  misdemeanors  and  to  geve  due  punishment  and  correction 
accordingly. 
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"(6).  Item,  to  .thendethat  the  purposes  before,  intended,  maie,  by  God's  ,  Enpptod 
grace,  take  the  better  effect  'and  encrease  in  the  chijderne  and  schollers  to  be    ^cjt6G*8 
instructed  and  taught  in  the  said  sehole:  Be  it  ordeyned,  as  afforesaid,  that  '    — ?- 
ithe  Scholemaster  and  Usher  from  one  of  the  clbcke  in  the  afternone  of  every 
■:.Saterdaie  untill  evenyng  praier  of  the  same  daie  shall  instruct  and  cathechise 
ithe  childerne  and  schollers  under  their  severall  teachings  in  the imowledge  of 
-Christian  religion,  the  use  and  benyfite  of  the  Sacraments,  according  to   such 
bookes  as  are  set  fourth  by  authoritie  for  that  purpose  :  And  suche  and  Soe 
many  of  their  schollers  as  shalbe  founde  hable  by  knowledge  and  ripnesse  in 
yeres  and  discression  to  understande  the  benifitt  of  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Holie  Communion  of  the  Lorde's  Supper,  shall  at  some  tymes,  once  in  every 
,  yere  at.  the  least,  .with,  the  knowledge 'and  privitie    of  the  Scholemaster   be 
..partakers,  of  the  Communion :- :Aiid  if   any  schoUer   shall  refuse  to  be   so 
oinstructed  and  chatliechized  or  ■  to  come  to  the  Communion,  the  Scholemaster 
shall  present  him  to  the  Wardens  and  Governors  of  this  Sehole;  and  if  he  shall 
jcontinewe  in  suche  his,obstinacie  by  the  space  of  twoe  monthes  after  warnjinge 
■  geven  him,ihe  shalbe.expeUed  this  sehole  for  ever,  and  be  farther  presented^  as 
;the,lawes  of  this  Realme  doe  requier. 

"(7) 'Item,  Be  it  farther  ordeyned,  as  afforesaid,  thatrfor  every  one  that 
shalbe  presented,  to  be  a  SchoUer  in  this  Sehole  the  parent  or  frynde,  which 
soe  presentith  him,  .shall  paie  unto  the  Scholemaster  twelve  pence  (except  the 
childeme  borne  in  this  towne)  viz.  for  the  Scholemaster  iiii"",  for  the  Usher  iiii"", 
and  for  regestringe  his  name  iiii'' :  And  of  soe  manye  as  shalbe  yerely  presented 
unto  this  sehole  betwene  the  feaste  of  S.  Michaell  unto  the  same  feaste  after, 
the  Scbolemaster  shall  deliver  upp  a  role  of  their  names,  with  iiii''  for  every 
name  soe  enrolled  unto  the  senior  "Warden. 

"  (8)  Item,  to  thende  that  noe  Scholler  shalbe  discouraged  frome  the 
attaynement  of  good  manners  and  lernyng  :  It  is  ordeyned,  as  afforesaid,  that 
the  Scholemaster  and  Usher  shall  beare  one  like  countynance  and  favour  unto 
all  their  Schollers  under  their  severall  teachings :  And  that  thaie  shall  not 
teache  any  one  more  than  other  for  revs^arde  or  hope  of  gayne  from  the  riohe, 
nor  refnse  or  neglect  to  teache  others  in  respect  thaie  are  pore  or  will  not  geve 
revvardes,  neither  shall  refrayne  correction  where  it  is  deserved,  nor  mynestere 
correction  where  it  is  not  deserved,  for  any  favour  or  disfavour  whatsoever : 
But  to  teache  and  to  doe  to  all  in  like  equalitie,  as  the  capacities  and  deserts 
of  their  Schollers  shall  requier. 

"  (9)  Item  ,  Be  it  farther  ordeyned,  as'afforesaid,  that  if  any  scholler  deserving 
correction  shall  resist  to  be  corrected  by  the  Master  or  Usher,  the  same  being 
complayned  of  by  the  Scholemaster  to  the  Wardens  for  the  tyme  being,  and 
suche  scholler  with  his  parents  or  frynds  being  called  before  the  Governors, 
shall  not  reform  himself  to  the  Scholemaster's  or  Usher's  correction,  then  he 
shalbe  fourthwith  expelled  :  And  if  the  parents  or  frynds  of  such  scholler  shall 
controlle,  check,  or  quarrell  with  the  Scholemaster  or  Usher  for  correction 
doen  unto  any  scholler,  the  cause  not  first  complayned  of  to  the  Wardens ; 
And  if  by  examination  there  shall  noe  faulte  or  cause  be  found  in  the  Master 
or  Usher  worthy  of  reprehension,  Then  if  such-  parent  or  frynde  to  the  scholler 
shall  not  submit  himself  unto  the  Governors,  Master,  and  Usher  soe  correcting 
that  scholler,  the  schoUer  shalbe  also  expeUed. 

"(10)  Item,  Whereas  at  the  feasts  of  the  birth  of  our  Lord  Goo,  Easter, 
and  Penticost,  Scholemasters  do  use  to  breake  off  frome  their  scholing,  and 
the  schoUers  whose  parents  and  fryndes  dwell  frome  outt  of  this  towne  do  use 
to  repaire  to  their  dwellings  :  Be  it  ordeyned,  as  afforesaid,  that  the  Schole- 
master of  this  sehole  shaU  not  breake  off  frome  scholing  not  above  three  daies 
next  before  every  of  the  said  feasts  :  And  that  all  schollers  soe  departing  the 
towne  and  suche  as  remayne  in  the  towne  intending  to  continewe  schollers  of 
this  sehole  shall  retorne  in  the  Mondaie  of  that  whole  weke  next  after  these 
said  feasts  ended :  And  that  the  schoUers  remayning  in  the  towne  shall  come 
to  the  scholehouse  every  Sabaoth  daie  and  hoUdaie  ^vithin  that  tyme  to  goe  to 
the  Churche  at  the  howers  and  in  the  manner  and  forme  as  in  the  fourth 
article  before  is  mentioned. 

"(11)  Item,  It  is  farther  ordeyned,  as  afforesaid,  that  neither  the  Schole- 
master nor  Usher  shall  at  any  tyme  for  his  or  their  recreations  or  busynes 
absent  themselves  from  the  sehole  or  towne  by  a  longer  tyme,  than  the  Schole- 
master for  thirtie  daies  in  one  yere,  and  the  Usher  for  twentie  daies  in  one 
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'  Bndowbd    yere ;  And  that  at  suche  tymes,  as  thaie  or  either  of  them  shall  purpose  any 
SoH^owf    ^°y  suche  absence,  he  shall  geve  warnyng  to  the  Wardens  one  whole  dale 

'     next  before  his  goyng  (if  he  shall  intend  to  be  absent  above  one  daie)  and  of 

the  tyme  of  his  retorne :  And  the  Wardens  shall  diligently  note  the  dales  of 
their  absence  from  tyme  to  tyme,  wheather  thaie  shall  exceade  the  dales  of 
their  said  allowance :  And  farther  that  the  Master,  Usher,  and  schollers  shall 
also  observe  performe  and  kepe  all  other  Ordynances  Statutes  and  Rules,  as 
shall  frome  tyme  to  tyme  be  made  ordeyned  and  establisshed  by  the  Governors 
of  this  Scheie,  for  the  farther  instruction  rule  and  government  of  the  said 
Scholemaster  Usher  and  Schollers  according  to  the  purpose  intent  and 
meanyng  of  the  King,  his  said  letters  patente. 

"(12)  Item,  It  is  farther  ordeyned,  as  afforesaid,  that  when  any  Governor 
or  wyffe  of  any  Governor  of  this  schole  shaU  decease,  the  Master,  Usher,  and 
schollers  of  this  schole  shall  (at  the  tyme  that  the  corps  shalbe  brought  to 
buriall)  goe  to  the  house  of  suche  deceased  Governor  and  wyffe,  and  the 
schollers  by  twoe  and  twoe  in  decent  order,  the  Usher  going  before  the 
schollers,  the  Master  following  the  schollers,  and  in  that  order  to  take  their 
place  next  before  the  corps,  shall  accorapanie  the  same  to  the  Churche  and  soe 
to  the  buriall,  and  frome  thence  in  like  good  order  to  the  Schole  agayne. 

In  Witness  whereof  the  said  Reverend  Father  in  God  his  seal  hath  putt 
deven,  the  twentith  daie  of  June  in  the  yere  of  oure  Lorde  God  a  thousand 
ffyve  hundred  nyntie  and  twoe,  and  in  the  yere  of  the  reigne  of  our  Sovereigne 
Lady  Elizabeth  by  the  Grace  of  God  of  England,  Ffraunce,  and  Ireland 
Quene,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  the  ffower  and  thirtith.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

This  remarkable  foundation  dates  from  the  reign  of  King  Henry 
VII.,  when  Margaret,  Countess  of  Richmond,  his  mother,  obtained 
leave  to  found  a  chantry  in  Wimbome  Minster,  the  chaplain  of 
which  was  "  to  teach  grammar  to  all  comers  after  the  mnnner  in 
"  use  at  Eton  and  Winchester,  or  which  hereafter  might  be  in  use, 
"  without  anything  to  be  demanded  othei^wise  than  of  the  gift  or 
"  provision  of  the  founder." 

After  certain  changes  incidental  to  the  times  of  the  Reformation, 
Queen  Elizabeth  by  charter  incorporated  the  school.  This  charter 
was  surrendered  to  King  Charles  I.,  who,  in  consideration  of  1,000Z. 
paid  into  his  exchequer,  by  letters  patent  again  incorporated  12 
governors  of  the  school  by  the  name  of  "  the  governors  of  the  pos- 
"  sessions,  revenues  and  goods  of  the  free  grammar  school  of 
"  Queen  Elizabeth." 

These  12  governors  are  incorporated : 

1.  To  procure  one  schoolmaster  and  one  under  master  fit  to 
teach  grammar,  after  the  use  of  Eton  and  Winchester,  to 
all  comers,  without  anything  to  be  exacted  therefor,  except 
of  the  gift  or  provision  of  the  governors. 

2.  To  find  three  honest  priests,  and  three  clerks,  who  are  con- 
tinually to  reside  in  Wimborne  and  discharge  the  cure  of 
souls  there ;  four  choristers,  two  chanters,  and  one  organist. 

Both  masters  and  priests  are  to  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  majority  of  the  governors,  for  any  reasonable  cause ;  in  the 
case  of  the  priests,  the  Bishop  of  Bristol  is  to  be  first  consulted. 
The  foundation  has  been  further  regulated  by  a  scheme  from 
Chancery  in  1848,  before  which  time  several  abuses  had  crept  into 
the  management  of  the  property ;  and  the  proceedings  consequent 
thereon,  costing  the  charity  several  thousand  pounds,  even  now 
are  crippling  its  resources. 

The  12  governors  are  chosen  from  the  principal  inhabitants  of 
Wimborne,  and  are  composed  at  present  of  three  magistrates,  two 
medical  men,  one  architect,  three  farmers,  and  three  tradesmen ; 
and  in  this  body  is  vested  the  double  function  of  choosing  priests 
for  the  parish  and  masters  for  the  school.  The  three  priests  are  in 
all  respects  co-equal,  and  together  represent  the  single  ofiice  t)f 
parish  incumbent.     They  each  have  their  separate  parish  clerk. 

The  school  was  entirely  rebuilt  about  nine  years  ago  at  a  cost 
of  7,000/.,  and  consists  of  one  block  of  buildings,  containing  a  house 
for  the  head  master  and  another  for  the  under  master,  with  board- 
ing accommodation  for  each.  The  sleeping  apartments  are  well 
ventilated  and  good.  There  is  one  large  schoolroom  in  the  shape 
of  the  letter  T,  but  no  class  rooms.  The  buildings  altogether  are 
not  well  planned  for  the  modern  requirements  of  a  large  school, 
and  the  domestic  offices  of  the  masters'  houses  are  small  and  in- 
convenient.    There  is  no  place  for  the  boys  to  play  in  in  wet 
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Endowed  weather^  except  the  passages  of  the  master's  house,  as  the  school- 
^?b:o?m"  room  is  not  allowed  by  the  governors  to  be  used  except  in  eqhool 
— —  hours.  There  is  a  playground  immediately  in  front  of  the  master's 
house,  which  by  arrangement  is  used  by  the  day  boys  before,  and 
by  the  boarders  after,  school.  It  is  small,  and  not  very  available. 
The  school  has  no  private  cricket  or  football  ground,  but  the 
use  of  a  field  in  common  with  others. 

Eighty-two  boys  were  at  the  school  when  I  visited  it,  of  whom  .^0 
were  boarders,  25  being  in  the  head  master's  and  15  in  the  under" 
master's  house,  and  10  boarded  at  a  house  in  the  town.  The  32 
day  boys  were  the  sons  of  some  resident  gentry  and  professional, 
men,  of  six  neighbouring  farmers,  and  a  few  tradesmen.  ThescTiool 
is  intended  for  and  used  by  the  boys  of  the  upper  classes,  and  one 
great  objeQt  of  the  governors  has  been  to  attract  residents  to  the-, 
town  for  the  sake  of  the  cheap  education.  The  school  has  been 
successful  in  preparing  boys  for  the  civil  service  examinations.. 
But  few  boys  go  hence  to  the  universities. 

The ,  work  of  the  boys  was  based  on  classical  learning.  All 
were  taught  Latin  and  French,  but  some  were  allowed  to  give  up. 
Greek.  The  upper  boys,  who  were  young,  and  most  of  them  under 
1&,  construed  some  prepared  Homer,  and  a  former  lesson,  very 
creditably  and  equally,  and  were  good  in  their  knowledge  of 
grammar.  They  translated  some  imseen  Latin  and  French  with 
care  and  accuracy,  though  they  showed  a  better  acquaintance  with 
the  grammar  of  the  former  than  of  the  latter.  Several  boys  in  the 
second  form  worked  sums  in  decimals  and  fractions  intelligently, 
but  were  not  proportionately  so  good  in  their  dictation  as  the  class 
below.  A  form  of  15  boys  in  the  middle  of  the  school  construed 
some  Cajsar  which  they  had  prepared  during  the  half  year,  fairly, 
and  were  tolerably  grounded  in  their  grammar.  They  were  fair  iix 
writing  from  dictation,  and  in  the  earher  parts  of  arithmetic.  Al- 
together the  school  seemed  to  be  working  usefully. 

By  their  charter  the  1 2  governors  must  be  inhabitants  of  the  parish, 
of  Wimborne  ;  and  in  a  small  rural  town  it-  is  not  always  easy  to  find 
1 2  gentlemen  properly  qualified  by  education  and  position  for  the. 
dischai'ge  of  the  delicate  functions  with  which  they  are  entrusted. 
The  difficulty  would  be  lessened  by  altering  the  quabfication  or 
widening  the  area  from  which  at  present  they  alone  can  be  chosen,, 
as,  for  instance,  by  extending  it  so  as  to  include  the  county.  The 
land,  moreover,  in  and  around  Wimbome  is  chiefly  in  the  hands  of 
one  proprietor,  and  on  him  naturally  a  preponderating  influence 
among  the  electing  body  tends  to  devolve.  The  most  noticeable 
feature  in  the  constitution  of  the  school  is  the  power  assumed  and 
actually  used  by  the  governors.  They  derive  this  tmder  their 
scheme,  which  is  a  very  elaborate  one.  By  the  scheme,  the 
governors  are  to  meet  at  the  least  every  month,  a  custom  strictly 
observed,  the  place  of  meeting  being  a  room  at  the  school  They  elect 
every  master  in  the  school,  and  have  the  power  of  displacing  them 
for  reasonable  cause ;  they  fix  the  number  and  the  payments  to  be 
made  for  boarders ;  they  alone  have  the  power  of  placing  and  dis- 
placing boys  in  the  school,  and  of  suspending  or  expelluig  them 
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for  breach  of  the  rules  or  for  misbehaviour;  the  hours  of  attend-  esdowsp 
ance,  the  discipline,  the  internal  regulation  and  management,  and  sohoom? 
the  holidays  to  be  allowed  are  under  their  control  and  direction, 
and  the  masters  are  in  all  respects  lo  obey  any  orders  they  may 
make  in  these  respects.  They  specially  are  empowered  to  employ 
persons  to  light  the.  fires  and  clean-  the  school  premises,  and  to 
dismiss  such  person,  and  appoint  others  at  pleasure.  The  head 
master  has  no  power  to  use  his  schoplroom  except  at  such  hours  as 
the  governors  permit.  The  power  of  the  keys  is  not  conceded  to  him. 
His  boarders  are  compelled  to  enter  tlirougli  his  private  hall  door, 
although  there  is  another  approach  to  the  school-premises,  expressly 
provided.  The  scheme  is  thus  carried  out  literally,  and  no  doubt  con- 
scientiously, by  the  governors.  The  confidence  with  which  a  chief 
executive  officer  should  be  treated  has,  in  its  enactments,  been  a 
little  disregarded.  It  is  not,  therefore,  surprising  that  harmony  has 
not  always  existed  between  the  two  parties.  Good  sense,  howler, 
and  mutual  forbearance  have  of  late  years  smoothed  the  working  of 
the  scheme ;  but  the  assumption  on  themselves  by  a  body  of  gentle- 
men of  the  duty  of  discharging  minute  details  of  management  can 
hardly  be  considered  a  satisfactory  government  for  a  school.  By 
a  notice  hung  up  in  the  schoolroom,  boys  who  have  any  complaint 
to  make  of  treatment  received  in  the  school  are  directed  to  apply 
in  the  first  instance  to  the  head  master,  and  failing  to  obtain  satis- 
faction from  him,  to  address  themselves  to  the  governors. 

It  seems  that  anyone  can  open  a  house  for  boarders  in  the  town. 
One  such  house  exists.  It  is  obviously  desirable  that  such  estab- 
lishments should  be  placed  under  some  control,  but  the  governing 
body,  although  desirous  of  so  doing,  doubt  their  power  to  interfere. 

A  whole  holiday  is  given  on  the  last  Saturday  in  every  month. 
It  is  a  doubtful  advantage,  especially  for  the  boarders,  the  master 
having  no  power  to  withhold  it,  even  in  bad  weather. 

The  governors,  with  marked  advantage  to  the  school,  have 
raised  the  capitation  fees  from  three  to  five  guineas,  still  a  very 
low  payment,  for  additional  subjects  of  instruction  other  than  Greek 
.and  Latin,  which  are  supposed  to  be  taught  gratuitously.  Out  of 
the  increased  payments  they  have  established  an  annual  exhibition 
of  307.  for  three  years,  which  was  awarded  for  the  first  time  in 
1866. 

The  foundation  funds  arise  entirely  from  a  tithe  rent  charge. 
The  charity  is  not  yet  free  from  the  debt  incurred  in  building  the 
new  school  premises,  but  is  gradually  discharging  it,  2,000/.  still 
remaining  unpaid.  There  has  been  no  attempt  at  ])resent  to  expend 
lOOZ.  in  forming  a  school  library  which  is  contemplated  by  the 
scheme,  nor  to  pay  lOl.  a  year  towards  it,  notwithstanding  that 
the  latter  is  made  a  primary  charge  upon  the  income  of  the  charity. 
The  whole  of  the  salaries  of  the  three  priests,  and  251.  a  year  for 
the  personal  expenses  of  the  governors,  consisting,  I  believe,  of  an 
annual  dinner,  have  to  be  paid  in  full,  before  the  masters  can 
receive  any  salary  from  the  endowment,  and  in  case  the  funds 
then  prove  insufficient  to  pay  the  whole  remaining  objects  of  the 
charity  in  full,  the  salary  of  the  masters  has  to  abate  rateably  with 
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EsDowED  that  of  the  organist  and  singing  men.  There  is,  in  fact,  a  certain 
SCHOOLS,  clash  of  interests  between  the  educational  and  ecclesiastical 
establishments ;  the  governors  not  having  yet  had  sufficient  funds 
for  the  building  a  parsonage  at  Holt,  an  outlying  part  of  the 
parish  of  Wimborne,  which  the  scheme  requires  them  to  undertake. 
The  51.  5s,  now  paid  as  a  capitation  fee  is  thus  appropriated :  21. 
to  the  governors,  21.  to  the  head  master,  IZ.  5s.  to  the  under 
master.  At  present  the  share  falling  to  the  governors  produces  over 
160Z.  a  year.  Out  of  this  they  pay,  supposing  the  exhibitions  to 
be  all  filled  (which  at  present  they  are  not),  90/.  a  year  for  the 
exhibitioners,  and  the  balance  70/.  goes  to  the  general  fund. 
So  that  it  may  not  improbably  happen  that  part  of  these  fees  may 
go  towards  building  the  parsonage  at  Holt,  the  scheme  recog- 
nizing the  urgency  of  the  want,  which  is,  probably,  beyond  ques- 
tion ;  but  it  is  undesirable  that  money  thus  derived  should  be 
applied  in  any  other  way  than  for  purely  school  purposes.  If  the 
governors  would  forego  their  right  of  patronage  to  the  Minster,  and 
it  could  be  sold  as  the  presentation  to  a  Hving,  a  large  fund  might 
be  immediately  obtained  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  whole 
foundation.

Foundation  and  Endowment. — By  executors  of  Margaret,  Countess  of 
Riclimond,  in  second  year  of  Henry  VIII.,  who  by  virtue  of  letters 
patent  founded  a  chantry  iu  Wimborne  oburcb,  and  appointed  a  chaplain 
to  teach  grammar.  The  chantry  dissolved  by  statute,  1  Edward  YI. ;  but 
salary  continued  to  master.  Queen  Elizabeth  in  1562  incorporated  go- 
vernors, and  granted  to  them  all  the  former  possessions  of  chantry,  then 
worth  90L  per  annum,  at  rent  of  40L,  to  support  a  master,  three  priests, 
and  three  clerks.  The  rent  redeemed  in  reign  of  James  I.  and  a  new 
charter  granted  by  Charles  I.,  25  March  1629,  who  granted  the  tithes 
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EECEipra.

Boarders.— Twenty-nine  [forty  in  1867],  in  head  master's  and  second 
master's  houses.  Four  meals  a  day  ;  meat  once.  Terms,  40  to  60  guineas, 
according  to  age.  Extra  meat,  51.  Washing,  41.  4s.  Average  bill,  62L 
Hours,  7i  a.m. ;  91  p.m. 

Instruction,  Discipline,  ^c. — Boys  on  admission  must  be  eight  years  of 
age,  and  able  to  read  and  write. 

School  classified  by  classics  chiefly.  School  course  modified  to  suit 
boys'  subsequent  career,  and  for  special  aptitude.

ENDOWED  SCHOOL  FOR  SECONDARY  INSTRUCTION  OF  GIRLS. 

Blandfoed  (Milldown  Endowed  School). 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

This  school  was  founded  by  T.  H.  Bastard,  Esq.  in  1862,  and  enboweb 
endowed  with  1,0007.,  placed  by  him  in  the  hands  of  trustees.  ^Ichools^ 
By  the  deed  of  endowment  the  management  of  the  school  Is  (GMs). 
entrusted  to  seven  persons,  consisting  of  three  trustees  and  four 
others,  of  whom  two  must  be,  and,  three  may  be,  women.  It  is 
intended  for  the  education  of  boys  and  girls  together,  who  must 
be  above  the  age  of  10,  and,  in  the  case  of  girls,  under  16,  and  of 
boySj'under  14  years  of  age ;  such  boys  and  girls  being  the  children 
of  artisans,  tradesmen,  farmers,  and  people  of  moderate  means. 
They  are  to  pay  15*.  a  quarter.  The  school  is  absolutely 
undenominational,  and  to  eifectually  secure  this  no  minister  of 
any  religious  persuasion  can  be  a  trustee.  The  prominent  branch 
of  instruction  in  the  school  is  always  to  be,  knowledge  of  the 
structure  of  the  human  body,  of  physiology,  and  of  the  laws  of 
health ;  and  the  deed  also  recommends  that  economic  science  in 
illustration  of  the  laws  of  industry  and  wealth  shall  also  be  taught. 
The  children  are  also  to  be  taught  the  ordinary  course  of  English 
education,  accounts,  and  book-keeping ;  needlework,  housework, 
and  gardening  are  to  be  systematically  pursued,  with  the  declared 
design  of  teaching  the  dignity  of  labour,  of  imparting  hardiness, 
and  encouraging  healthful  exercise,  and  of  practically  training  the 
children  to  self-help.  The  school  is,  on  principle,  conducted 
without  any  place-taking,  rewards,  or  punishments. 

When  I  visited  the  school  there  were  12  girls  present.  As  yet 
no  boys  have  been  taken.  The  premises  are  all  newly  built  and 
constructed  on  improved  principles  for  arrangement  and  ventila- 
tion. A  playground  adjoins,  and  a  garden  in  which  the  girls  were 
encouraged  to  work,  but  the  parents  objecting,  this  branch  of 
education  has  been  discontinued.  A  handsome  pump  dedicated 
"  to  the  memory  of  George  and  Andrew  Combe,  and  of  their 
"  zealous  efforts  to  diffuse  a  knowlege  of  the  human  constitution, 
"  and  of  the  laws  of  nature,  as  conducive  to  the  laws  of  health 
"  and  advancement  of  morality,"  has  been  erected  on  one  side  of 
the  playground  by  the  founder. 

The  walls  of  the  schoolroom  are  covered  with  useful  maps  and 
diagrams.  Conspicuous  among  them  all  is  a  series  of  life-sized 
coloured  anatomical  representations  of  the  human  body,  con- 
tained on  large  tablets  which  can  be  opened  and  shut  like  the 
leaves  of  a  book.  The  children  were  all  young,  about  12  years  old, 
and  had  not  attended  the  school  more  than  a  year.  The  dictation 
of  11  of  them  was  fair,  averaging  four  mistakes  each ;  2  having 
none,  and  1  having  11.   Two  did  a  simple  sum  in  the  rule  of  three, 
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Seoo:?^i?t  ^^^  ''  °^  *^^"^  easy  sums  in  multiplication  and  division.     They  did 
ScgooM    not  know  much  geography.     A  good  lecture  was  given  them  in 

'     niy  presence  by  the  mistress  on  the  structure  of  the  human  tooth ; 

but  I  am  compelled  to  say  I  did  not  think  the  children  by  their 
answers  intelligently  appreciated  it.  They  made  but'  indifferent 
answers  to  a  few  general  questions  I  put  to  them  on  the  functions 
discharged  by  the  hmgs. 

It  is  unfair,  perhaps,  to  criticise  a  system  of  education  which  has 
experienced  names  to  recommend  it,  and  which  is  prompted  by  the 
purest  and  most  conscientious  motives,  and  any  well  considered 
plan  to  vary  the  established  routine  of  teaching  cannot  be  without 
its  use.  The  instance  of  tlie  school  at  Blandford  is  by  no  means- 
conclusive  one  way  or  the  other ;  it  is  impossible,  after  so  short 
a  trial,  to  say  what  will  be  the  results.  The  girls  I  saw  had 
only  been  under  instruction  for  one  year.  My  own  present 
impression  is  that  to  acquire  a  knowledge  of  the  details  of 
physiology,  so  as  to  be  of  any  real  educational  value,  requires  an 
intelligence  rarely  reached  by  girls  of  so  tender  an  age,  and  should 
be  built  upon  a  foundation  of  more  accurate  and  complete  know- 
ledge of  language  and  the  principles  of  arithmetic  than  was  likely 
to  be  shown  by  girls  of  the  age  of  12,  and  not  taken  from  very 
intellectual  homes.  I  say  this,  fully  convinced  at  the  same  time 
of  the  wisdom  and  truth  of  the  following  i-emarks  put  forth  by  a 
large  number  of  gentlemen  eminent  in  the  medical  world,  and  I 
believe  many  masters  and  mistresses  would  do  well  to  attempt  to 
apply  them :  "  We  are  satisfied  that  much  of  the  sickness  from 
"  which  the  working  classes  at  present  suffer  might  be  avoided  ; 
"  and  we  know  that  the  best  directed  efforts  to  benefit  them  by 
"  medical  treatment  are  often  greatly  impeded,  and  sometimes 
"  entirely  frustrated,  by  their  ignorance  and  their  neglect  of  the 
"  conditions  upon  which  health  necessarily  depends.  We  are, 
"  therefore,  of  opinion  that  it  would  greatly  tend  to  prevent  sickness 
"  and  to  promote  soundness  of  body  and  mind  were  the  elements 
"  of  physiology,  in  its  application  to  the  preservation  of  health, 
"  made  a  part  of  general  education ;  and  we  are  convinced  that 
"  such  instruction  may  be  rendered  most  interesting  to  the  young, 
"  and  may  be  communicated  to  them  with  the  vitmost  facility  and 
"  propriety  in  the  ordinary  schools  by  properly  instructed  school- 
"  masters."

— Knowledge  of   the  structure  of   the    Endowed 
human  body,  of  physiology,  and  of  the  laws  of  health  (always  to  be  a  promi-  ^'^sr''^'^^ 
nent  branch  of  instruction),  reading,  writing,  English  grammar,  arithmetic      (Girls). 
and  geography,  and  such  subjects  of  scientific  and  useful  knowledge  as  shall        — 
be  necessary  for  the  requirements  and   duties  of  life;  accounts  and  book- 
keeping as  qualifications  for  business  situations ;  and  needlework,  housework, 
and  gardening  as  far  as  practicable,  with  the  design  of  teaching  the  dignity  of 
labour,  imparting  skill  and  handiness,  and  training  the  children  to  self-nelp

Government  and  Masters. — Deed  of  endowment  1862.  Rules  subject  to 
alteration  by  founder  during  his  life,  and  afterwards  at  intervals  of  not  less 
than  10  years  by  the  managers  as  they  shall  think  necessary  and  expedient. 
Physiology  always  to  be  taught  (Deed). 

Three  trustees  hold  pi'operty,  and  with  four  others,  of  whom  two  shall  and 
three  may  be  women,  have  full  power  of  managing  the  school.  Office  of 
trustee  or  manager  vacated  by  death,  retirement,  bankruptcy,  refusal  or 
incapacity  to  act,  or  by  ceasing  for  two  consecutive  years  to  act,  or  by  ceasing 
to  reside  within  the  limits  of  Blandford.

Bath. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 


The  grammar  school  at  Bath  is  united  with  a  foundation  endowed 
for  an  hospital  for  14  old  women,  called  the  Black  Alms,  and  was  schools. 
founded  by  King  Edward  VL  for  the  education  of "  boys  and 
young  men  in  grammar  ";  and  the  master  is  to  be  "  at  least  well 
instructed  in  the  Latin  tongue."  The  master  is  appointed  by  the 
charity  trustees  as  the  successors  of  the  corporation,  in  whom  are 
vested  the  estates  of  the  whole  foundation.  The  charity  is 
governed  by  a  scheme  from  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  1849, 
which  requires  for  the  school  "instruction  in  Greek  and  Latin  and 
a  good  classical  education,"  together  with  the  usual  course  of 
modern  subjects  ;  "  but  all  such  extended  instruction  shall  be 
"  given  simultaneously  with,  and  in  no  case  independently  of, 
"  classical  instruction,  which  at  all  times  is  to  be  regarded  and 
"  treated  as  the  principal  object  of  the  foundation."  Modern 
languages  and  the  elements  of  science  are  also  to  be  taught  at  a 
small  extra  payment. 

The  teaching  staff  consists  of  three  masters,  all  of  whom  are 
appointed  by  the  trustees  ;  the  scheme  requires  that  the  second 
be  competent  to  teach  Greek  and  Latin ;  and  both  the  second 
and  third  are  independent  of  the  head  master,  and  are  subject 
only  to  the  general  supervision  and  direction  which  he  exercises 
over  the  whole  establishment.  To  the  head  mastership  is  attached 
the  living  of  Charlcombe,  a  village  within  two  miles  of  Bath. 

The  school  is  in  the  centre  of  the  city,  surrounded  on  all  sides 
by  houses.  The  master's  house  faces  the  street,  and  is  moderately 
suitable ;  one  room  is  given  up  for  the  use  of  the  trustees  at  their 
ordinary  meetings.  The  two  school-rooms  are  at  the  back  part  of 
the  ho-use  and  tolerably  convenient ;  behind  them  is  a  small 
playground  or  court,  sufficient,  perhaps,  for  a  school  of  day 
boys,  but  unpaved,  and  dirty  in  wet  weather.  There  are  dormi- 
tories over  the  school-room  capable  of.  holding  a  large  number 
of  boarders ;  the  present  master  takes  none,  the  number  being 
limited  to  six  by  order  of  the  trustees.  There  is  a  sort  of  cellar 
beneath  the  school-room,  which  is  meant  to  be  used  as  a  play- 
room in  wet  weather. 

The  school  consisted  of  65  boys,  of  whom  50  were  free  boys, 
paying  nothing,  and  elected  by  the  trustees  after  solicitation  and 
canvassing.     The  parents  must  have  resided  in  Bath  three  years 
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g™S1b  ^^^°^^  t^^slr  boys  are  entitled  to  admission.    The  rest  were  day 

Schools,    boys  who  paid  8/.  a  year. 

The  boys  were  all  young,  and  seldom  stayed  beyond  14  or 
15  years  of  age ;  in  the  lowest  form  seve):al  were  not  even 
much  beyond  7.  Few  of  the  boys  learnt  Greek,  and  those  few 
had  but  slight  acquaintance  with  it.  Tiie  knowledge  shown  of 
Latin  was  better.  Caesar  was  construed  with  some  fluency  by 
the  second  class,  but  their  parsing  was  only  moderate.  The  two 
upper  classes  answered  questions  in  English  and  European  geo- 
graphy creditably.  The  French  translation,  viva  voce,  of  the 
upper  class  was  good,  as  also  was  their  knowledge  of  French 
grammar.  Their  dictation  and  arithmetic  were  also  fairly  done. 
The  handwriting  was  indifferent.  The  discipline  did  not  seem 
altogether  satisfactory. 

The  50  foundationers  are  the  sons,  generally,  of  the  smaller 
tradesmen  of  the  city ;  there  is  a  small  admixture  of  an  upper 
class  among  them ;  but  in  Bath,  social  feeling  runs  high,  and 
there  is  a  reluctance  on  the  part  of  any  gentleman  or  upper 
tradesman  to  send  his  son  to  associate  with  the  free  boys.  The 
trustees,  a  large  portion  of  whom  are  taken  from  the  most 
respectable  tradesmen  of  the  city,  meet  every  quarter,  when 
a  reporter  is  present,  and  all  the  proceedings,  consisting  often 
of  the  detail  of  small  matters  connected  with  the  school,  are 
circulated  in  the  local  paper ;  the  undoubted  tendency  of  which 
is  not  favourable  to  the  keeping  up  of  a  very  cordial  under- 
standing between  the  master  and  themselves.  The  trustees 
themselves  do  not  send  their  sons  to  the  school,  and  professional 
residents,  such  as  clergymen  and  medical  men,  expressed  reluc- 
tance to  make  use  of  it.  A  resident  clergyman  had  lately  thought 
it  necessary  to  remove  his  son,  after  a  short  stay,  upon  social 
grounds. 

At  present,  this  foundation,  the  income  of  which  is  likely 
to  Improve,  is  hardly  doing  work  commensurate  with  its  en- 
dowment. The  school  within  the  last  few  years  has  largely 
decreased  in  numbers.  Before  the  adoption  of  the  scheme  of 
1849  a  higher  class  of  boys  was  educated  than  there  is  now, 
and  opinions  were  expressed  that  it  then  discharged  more  useful 
functions  than  at  present.  The  "  gratuitous  teaching "  clause 
was  inserted  in  the  scheme  against  the  wish  of  many  of  the 
trustees.  They  are  still  opposed  to  it,  and  are  in  favour  of  im- 
posing a  capitation  fee  upon  all.  Some  of  them  also  desired  to  see 
the  school  divided  into  a  classical  and  modern  department.  At 
present  the  parents  do  not  appreciate  an  education  for  which 
they  have  nothing  to  pay.  The  attendance  of  the  free  boys  was 
at  one  time  so  irregular  that  the  trustees  caused  a  notice  to  be 
printed  in  large  letters,  which  is  still  hung  up  at  the  entrance, 
threatening  expulsion  to  those  who  absented  themselves  without 
adequate  cause.  In  July  1864,  there  being  five  vacancies  on  the 
foundation,  there  was  no  application  to  fill  them  up.  One  of  the 
trustees  assured  me  that,  when  canvassed  for  the  nomination  of 
a  free  boy,  he  invrariably  found  that  the  petitioner  desired  his 
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son's  admission  to  the  school,  not  for  the  sake  of  the  education   IeSae 
afforded,  but  because  he  saved  thereby  4/.  or  51.  a  year.  schools. 

The  state  of  things  appears  to  be  this  :  the  sons  of  the  smaller  ~~ 

tradesmen  now  get  for  nothing  at  the  school  a  costly  education 
wTiich  they  do  not  appreciate ;  and  they  could  get  elsewhere  a  much 
cheaper  one,  for  which  they  could  well  afford  to  pay,  of  the 
kind  they  prefer ;  and  the  presence  of  their  sons  at  the  school  as 
foundationers  effectually  discredits  and  lowers  its  social  and  intel- 
lectual chai'acter.  An  exhibition  to  the  university  of  60L  a  year, 
subscribed  for  lately  by  certain  of  the  inhabitants,  remained  three 
years  without  a  candidate.  I  was  frequently  told  that  there  was 
a  great  want  in  Bath  not  only  of  a  middle  class  school,  but 
aJso  of  a  school  which  could  afford  to  the  many  residents  there, 
whose  means  did  not  permit  them  to  make  use  of  the  existing 
upper  schools  in  the  city,  which  are  good  and  numerous,  the 
advantage  of  obtaining,  at  a  cheaper  rate,  a  liberal  education. 

To  employ  two  gentlemen  educated  at  the  university  to  teach 
what  is  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  majority  of  the  present  scholars 
is  a  mere  waste  of  power.  The  condition  of  the  school  is,  in 
this  respect,  entirely  unsatisfactory.  The  master  and  some  of  the 
trustees  were  in  favour  of  more  stringently  enforcing  the  existing 
rule  in  the  scheme  for  some  preliminary  examination  for  the 
foundationers.  The  result,  howevei',  of  an  attempt  to  raise  the 
standard  of  this  examination  was  to  almost  annihilate  applications 
for  admission  to  the  free  list.  Many  of  the  trustees  also  disapproved 
of  it,  and  it  has  not  been  persisted  in.  A  gentleman,  who  once 
was  the  second  master  there,  and  is  himself  intimately  connected 
with  Bath,  and  is  now  the  head  master  of  an  endowed  grammar 
school  elsewhere,  lias  favoured  me  with  some  suggestions  respect- 
ing the  school  at  Bath,  which  he  once  addressed  to  the  trustees. 
They  are  so  much  to  the  point,  and  are  based  on  so  much  practic.il 
-experience,  that,  with  his  permission,  I  have  printed  them  at 
p.  93  of  my  report. 

Tlie  question  has  been  more  than  once  agitated  as  to  removing 
the  school  to  some  more  open  situation.  An  opportunity 
occurred  of  acquiring  the  buildings  in  Lansdown,  lately  vacated 
Ly  the  Bath  and  Lansdown  Proprietary  College,  and  the  head 
master  was  anxious  that  they  should  be  s-ocured,  but  the  trustees 
were  not  prepared  with  funds,  and  were  reluctant  to  move  in 
the  mattei-.  The  site  is  cominanding  and  for  a  boarding  school 
absolutely  unobjectionable :  but,  as  long  as  the  grammar 
school  remains  a  day  school,  the  situation  is  hardly  central  enough. 
A  mile,  and,  to  many,  much  more  than  a  mile,  and  steep  hill 
twice  a  day,  would  be  irksome  and  inconvenient,  especially  for 
the  younger  hoys. 

Not  only  is  the  grammar  school  property  Fikely  to  Increase  in 
value,  but  I  am  informed  there  is  a  large  property  belonging  to  a 
•charity  known  as  S.  John's  Hospital,  which,  by  the  falling  in  of 
leases,  live»,"&c.,  will,  in  the  process  of  time,  be  augmented  so  as 
to  reach  1 2,000Z.  a  year.  There  are  also  considerable  accumula- 
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gSSS  tion&  from  Sir  Thomas  "White's  Charity,  for  lending  money  to 

soHooLa.    young  freemen,  which  is  of  very  little  use,  and  every  year  will  be 

of  less.     There  will  be,  therefore,  shortly  a  large  fund,  part  of 

which,  it  is  hoped  by  many,  will  be  made  in  some  way  available 

for  educational  wants.

Foundation  and  Endowment. — By  charter  of  King  Edward  YI.,  12  July 
1553,  who  granted  estates  and  revenues  of  priory  of  Bath,  annual  value 
251. 10s.,  to  the  mayor  and  citizens,  at  annual  rent  of  101.  for  support  of 
a  free  grammar  school  and  almshouse  (St.  Catherine's  Hospital).  A 
salary  ollOl.  to  be  paid  to  master,  a  fit,  able,  and  literate  person,  at  least 
well  instructed  in  the  Latin  tongue.  Trustees  empowered  to  acquire  other 
property  of  the  annual  value  of  101.    Deeds  in  custody  of  trustees. 

School  Property. — The  proiser'ty  originally  granted  not  exactly  ascer- 
tained. The  two  charities  (school  and  almshouses)  at  present  own  house 
property,  from  which  was  received  in  1866,  893Z.  gross.  They  are  in  debt 
to  another  charity  (Sir  Thomas  White's  Loan  Fund  *)  to  the  amount  of 
'343L  Amoimt  applied  to  school  in  1866,  486Z.,  besides  repairs,  rates,  &c. 
(see  balance  sheet  p.  180.)  Valiie  will  further  increase  by  falling  in  of 
leases,  and  debt  probably  soon  be  cleared  off. 

Master's  house  and  school  rebuilt  in  1762.  Buildings  and  site  good; 
but  space  for  playground,  &o.  deficient. 

Scheme  provides  for  establishment,  when  revenues  suflSce,  of  four 
exhibitions,  from  501.  to  801.  each,  tenable  for  fom'  years,  at  Oxford, 
Cambridge,  or  Durham. 

Objects  of  Trust.— For ,  the  education,  institution,  and  instruction  of 
boys  and  young  men  in  granamar,;  and  also  to  assist,  relieve,  and  comfort 
10  poor  persons  dwelling  within  the  city  and  suburbs  (charter).  To 
instruct   10   children   of   freemen  and  citizens   gratis,  and  more  when 


*  The  Clerk  of  tlie  Trustees  gives  tlie  following  information  respecting  Sir  Thomas  White's 
fund  :— 

"The  income  of  Sir  Thomas  White's  fund  is  simply  the  dividend  on  698?.  Is.  id.  stock  in  the 
New  3  per  Cents.,  being  the  total  of  the  present  fund  not  out  on  bond,  or  lent  to  the  grammar 
school  and  hospital. 

"  The  sums  lent  to  the  freemen  of  Bath  do  not  bear  interest,  and  no  interest  has  ever  been 
paid  by  the  trustees  in  respect  of  the  sum  borrowed  by  them  from  Sir  Thomas  White's 
foundation. 

"  The  income  proper  is  simply  added  to  the  capital,  which  is  also  increased  every  2i  yeai-s  by 
the  payment,  by  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Bristol,  of  the  siun  of  104J.,  agreeably  to  tue  terms 
of  Sir  Thomas  White's  gift.    The  last  payment,  98i.  18s.,  was  made  in  1862. 

"  TJnder  the  terms  of  the  gift  the  trustees  lend  this  money  in  sums  of  251.  each,  without 
interest,  to  freemen  of  the  city  of  Bath,  resident  witliin  its  limits,  on  their  entering  into  a  bond, 
with  two  sureties,  for  the  repayment  thereof  at  the  end  of  10  years ;  but  few  applications  are 
made  for  these  loans,  and  they  not  unfrequeiJtly  become  ii'recoverable.  No  specific  object  is 
required  of  the  borrowers,  who  are  therefore  at  liberty  to  apply  the  sums  borrowed  for  any 
purpose,  laudable  or  otherwise."

With  a  population  of  ]  2,000,  Bridgwater  is  but  poorly  pro- 
yided  witli  the  means  of  education  either  for  the  upper  or  middle 
class.  The  grammar  school  endowment  consists  of  nothing  but 
26/.  a  year  paid  to  a  master,  which  is  hardly  earned  by  his  being 
compelled  in  return  to  educate  freely  seven  scholars,  who  are 
elected  by  competition  at  the  half-yearly  examinations  out  of  the 
school.  The  original  grant  of  King  James  of  Gl.  13.?.  'id.  repre- 
senting a  much  larger  sum  now,  was  made  to  the  master  "  ad  pueros 
bidem  et  vicinis  oppidis  adjacentes  bonis  Uteris  instruendum." 

The  school  was  held  in  a  private  house  rented  by  the  master,  in 
a  street  of  the  town,  in  a  good  situation,  but  necessarily  circum- 
scribed for  space.  There  were  no  boarders  at  the  time  of  my 
visit,  but  there  were  30  day  boys,  sons  of  gentry,  clerka,  and 
upper  tradesmen.  The  master  had  only  lately  been  appointed, 
and  hoped,  as  a  private  enterprise,  to  raise  a  good  upper  school, 
for  which  assuredly  there  is  both  room  and  material  in  the  town. 
He  intended,  as  soon  as  he  was  more  settled,  to  take  boarders. 
The  26Z.  is  partly  derived  from  a  charge  on  the  tithes  of  the 
parish  of  Bridgewater,  and  partly  from  interest  on  some  money 
in  consols  left  by  various  individuals. 

The  boys  were  well  taught,  and  their  appearance  and  manner 
good.  The  course  of  instruction  was  chiefly  classical,  and  con- 
sidering that  two  thirds  of  them  had  not  been  at  school  six  months 
their  progress  was  satisfactory. 

There  is  a  large  and  rich  farming  and  mercantile  population  in 
this  neighbourhood,  and  a  good  school  for  this  class  is  much 
needed.  Mr.  Gabriel  Poole,  an  inhabitant  of  the  town,  who  has 
interested  himself  in  these  matters,  thinks  that  a  school  on  the 
proprietary  system,  for  the  upper  and  middle  class,  or  at  all 
events  for  the  latter,  would  be  supported  \\  ell  both  by  farmers 
and  tradesmen. 

1  have  remarked  at  length  on  Morgan's  school  in  this  town, 
in  my  general  report  (vol.  vi.  p.  49,  see  also  p.  264  of  this  vol.),  and, 
useful  as  that  school  is  at  present,  I  think  it  might  be  made 
yet  more  available  for  the  growing  wants  of  the  neighbourhood.

Bruton. — King  Edward  VI.'s  Free  Grammar  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  Letters  Patent  of  King  Edward  VI.,  which  restored  and 
regranted  the  endowments  of  this  school  in  the  town  of  Bruton, 
recite,  that  the  discontinuance  of  the  school,  in  the  reign  of  his 
father,  was  a  heavy  loss  to  the  inhabitants  and  to  the  other  neigh- 
bouring towns  there,  and  in  compliance  with  the  petition  "not  only 
of  the  inhabitants  but  of  a  great  many  other  of  Our  subjects  of 
the  whole  neighbouring  country,"  re-established  it  as  a  Free  Gram- 
mar School  for  the  education  of  boys  and  youths  in  grammar,  so 
as  to  make  them,  in  the  words  of  the  older  foundation  deed, 
"  after  their  capacities,  perfect  Latin  men."  The  freedom  was 
unlimited. 

The  school  is  now  governed  by  an  elaborate  scheme  approved 
in  Chancery  in  1859,  containing  many  excellent  but  somewhat 
over-minute  regulations,  and  the  trustees  or  governors  are  the 
chief  resident  gentry  of  the  town.  The  area  from  which  they 
are  chosen  might  with  advantage  be  extended.  A  pension  of  80Z. 
is  paid  by  them  out  of  the  endowment  to  Mr.  Abrahall,  the  late 
head  master,  who  latterly  declined  boarders ;  and  the  school,  from 
a  flourishing  one  of  60^  sank  to  10  in  1864,  when  the  present 
master  was  elected. 

The  schoolroom  is  large  and  well  ventilated.  An  additional  class 
room  would  be  desirable.  There  is  a  good  open  playground,  with 
a  field  for  cricket  adjoining.  The  bedrooms  are  quite  unobjec- 
tionable ;   but  the  arrangements  for  washing  are  inconvenient. 

The  head  master's  house  is  old  fashioned  and  the  rooms  small, 
and  not  very  suitable.  I  believe  the  trustees,  who  take  an 
interest  and  pride  in  the  school,  are  willing  to  rebuild  it 
when  they  can  get  or  accumulate  the  requisite  funds,  for  which 
purpose  indeed  power  is  reserved  to  them  in  their  scheme. 

There  were  43  boys  present,  24  of  whom  were  boarders  and  19 
day  boys,  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  of  whom  17  had  only  come  that 
half  year.  Of  the  19  day  boys  only  two  were  sons  of  the  trades- 
men of  the  town,  the  rest  being  sons  of  professional  men  or  of  those 
who  had  come  to  reside  for  the  sake  of  a  cheap  education,  which 
they  obtain  at  the  low  charge  of  4Z.  4s.  each  boy.  The  capita- 
tion fee  of  81.  8s.  for  the  boarders,  or  residents  beyond  the  parish, 
has  been  reduced  to  51.  5s.  by  the  consent  of  the  trustees  and  at  the 
wish  of  the  master,  who  found  the  former  sum  was  considered  too 
high  by  the  parents.  The  master  has  given  up  one  third  of  the 
capitation  fees  to  which  he  is  entitled  to  augment  the  general  fund 
for  the  payment  of  under  masters,  &c. 

The  work  of  the  school,  considering  its  recent  re-establishment 
was  quite  satisfactory.    The  first  and  second  classes  for  their  age

showed  a  fair  knowledge  of  Greek,  Latin,  and  English ;  they    Endowed 
construed  Homer  and  Greek  Testament  creditably.     French  and    schoois. 
drawing  were  well  attended  to,  but  the  knowledge  of  arithmetic 
and  geography  was  generally  weak.     The  papers  in  Euclid  were 
better.     In  knowledge  of  languages,  a  boy  of  12  was  before  all 
the  rest. 

The  governors  have  the  power  of  electing  five  free  boys,  but  they 
have  had  no  applications  of  late,  and  are  indisposed  to  encourage 
them,  believing  that  the  class  of  boys  who  would  avail  themselves 
of  the  privilege  would  be  unsuited  to  the  present  constitution  of 
the  schooL  The  school  is  now,  and  has  been  for  many  yeai's,  an 
upper  classical  school,  and  as  such,  hoth  the  master  and  governors 
wish  to  keep  it.  Besides  its  name,  there  are  other  indications 
that  such  was  the  intention  of  the  foundation  ;  Hugh  Saxey,  who 
was  himself  educated  at  the  grammar  school,  havuig  founded  a 
Blue  Coat  school,  in  Q.ueen  Elizabeth's  reign,  in  the  town,  for 
a  poorer  class  of  -boys  than  those  who  could  benefit  by  the 
grammar  school.  Apart  from  founder's  intentions,  I  believe  it  to 
be  the  general  wish  to  retain  to  the  school  its  present  character, 

Besides  the  Grammar  School  and  Blue  Coat  School,  there  is 
in  Bruton  a  National  School  to  which  many  of  the  poorer  farmers 
send  their  sons.  The  richer  farmers  send  their  sons  to  the 
Grammar  School,  or  to  Shepton  Mallet,  which  is  only  a  few 
miles  off. 

There  is  an  arrangement  in  the  scheme  whereby  the  governors 
have  the  ])ower  of  electing,  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  com- 
petent examiner,  two  exhibitioners,  who  receive  SOL  each  for  two 
years,  to  be  enjoyed  either  at  the  University,  or,  if  they  are  not 
desirous  of  going  there,  in  any  other  sphere  of  life  in  which  the 
governors  shall  think  it  will  be  most  advantageous  for  them. 
No  exhibition  has  been  filled  up  since  1860. 
The  discipline  of  the  school  was  good. 

The  Blue  Coat  School  mentioned  above,  is  part  of  a  rich 
endowment,  which  I  am  told  in  a  few  years  is  likely  to  amount  to 
4,000Z.  or  5,000?.  a  year.  The  buildings  consist  of  a  handsome 
Gothic  quadrangle,  with  a  chapel  on  one  side  and  almshouses,  and 
the  school  and  masters'  house  on  the  other,  resembling  the  quad- 
rangle of  an  Oxford  college.  Here  18  poor  boys  of  Bruton  are 
fed,  clothed,  and  educated ;  afterwards  they  are  apprenticed  for 
seven  years,  with  a  fee  of  281.  Twice  every  day  the  master  has 
to  read  portions  of  the  Liturgy  to  the  inmates,  and  on  Sunday  a 
chaplain  preaches  to  them.  The  trustees  are  a  large  body  of 
noblemen  and  gentlemen  of  the  highest  position  in  the  county. 
I  understood  that  the  apprentice  fee  had  been  at  various  times 
greatly  abused,  masters  taking  and  parents  binding  boys  colour- 
ably,  in  order  to  get  it.  The  education  given  was  suited, 
perhaps,  to  the  condition  in  life  of  the  boys  who  received  it,  and 
was  quite  elementary.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

A  QUAINT  old  house,  with  a  picturesque  gabled  front,  in  tolerable 
repair,  with  a  good  kitchen  garden  and  about  three  quarters  of 
an  acre  of  meadow  adjoining,  forms  the  only  endowment  of  this 
school.  The  house  faces  a  broiid  sloping  street,  down  which,  on 
either  side,  courses  a  stream  of  ever-running  water.  The  school 
was  founded  as  a  srammnr  school,  lor  the  education  and  bringins 
up  of  youth  in  virtue  and  good  learning,  and  custom  only  seems 
to  have  required  the  master  to  be  in  priest's  orders  and  an  uni- 
versity graduate,  as  has  generally  been  the  case  ;  for  there  is, 
apparently,  no  limitation  to  that  effect  in  the  will  of  the  founder. 
The  consent  of  the  vicar  is  required  to  the  appointment.  The 
master  has  good  accommodation  for  boarders,  and  a  moderately 
sized  and  well-arranged  schoolroom  ;  a  small  playground  adjoins. 
There  were  30  boys  present  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  of  whom  12 
were  boarders  and  1 8  day  boys,  most  of  them  very  young. 

The  system  pursued  was  good,  and  sufficiently  elastic  to  suit 
the  wants  of  a  mixed  manufacturing  and  agricultural  population. 
Nearly  all  the  boys  learnt  Latin,  11  learnt  Greek,  and  11  French, 
which  was  an  extra.  The  ujiper  boys  translated  Ovid  with 
correctness ;  they  also  had  done  two  books  of  Euclid,  and  the 
first  part  of  algebra.  Their  arithmetic  was  done  moderately  well ; 
some  geographical  and  historical  questions  were  answered  fairly. 
They  were  accustomed  periodically  to  analyse  what  they  had  read, 
and  write  it  out  in  the  form  of  an  essay. 

In  proportion  to  its  endowment  this  school  seemed  to  be  doing 
satisfactory  work,  and  the  vicar  and  one  of  the  resident  trustees 
spoke  very  warmly  in  its  favour,  as  fulfilling  all  that  could  be 
required  of  it.  As  a  day  f  chool  it  is  used  principally  by  the  sons 
of  resident  professional  gentry  and  tradesmen  ;  many  of  the  sons 
of  the  latter  come  here  for  a  year  to  be  "  finished." 

The  success  of  a  lately  established  private  school  at  Chard- 
stock,  in  spite  of  the  neighbourhood  of  llminster  and  Crewkerne 
with  their  large  endowments,  shows  that  an  upper  classical 
boarding  school  can  still  hold  its  own  in  these  parts ;  but, 
in  the  presence  of  three  such  formidable  rivals,  probably,  a  school 
which  more  immediately  proposes  to  itself  to  satisfy  local  wantst 
and  provide  a  good  secondary  education,  is  most  likely  to  meet 
with  success  in  Chard ;  for  which  purpose,  according  to  the  present 
estimate  of  the  value  of  education  here,  the  charge  of  61.  Qs.  for 
boys  under  10,  and  SI.  8s.  above  that  age,  small  as  it  is,  is  above 
the  average.     The  school  unquestionably  is  doing  useful  work.

State  of  School  in  Second  Half-year  of  1864. 

General  Character.- — Classical.     In  age  of  scholars,  second  grade. 

Masters. — Head  master  allowed  to  take  boarders,  unlimited  as  to  num- 
ber. Total  income  from  boarders  about  400J.,  besides  fees,  house,  and 
premises.  House  kept  in  repair,  and  rates  and  taxes  paid,  by  head 
master,  who  pays  all  other  masters.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  foundation  of  Crewkerne  Grammar  School  is  the  oldest  of 
all  those  which  came  under  my  notice  in  this  county.  The  school 
has  long  been  one  of  considerable  reputation.  It  was  founded  in 
pre-reformation  days,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.,  as  a  free  gram- 
mar school,  by  John  Combe,  precentor  of  Exeter  Cathedral,  and 
is  under  the  regulation  of  a  scheme  established  by  the  Court  of 
Chancery  in  1827,  and  modified  with  the  sanction  of  the  Charity 
Commissioners  in  1859.  The  amended  scheme  of  1859  orders 
the  teaching  of  the  ordinary  modern  school  course  in  addition  to 
that  of  Latin  and  Greek,  which  is  all  that  seems  to  have  been 
originally  required. 

The  head  master  receives  a  fixed  saLiry  from  the  foundation, 
and  also  a  capitation  fee  for  each  foundationer  who  learns  other 
subjects  than  Latin  and  Greek.  He  also  takes  boarders.  All 
residents  within  six  miles  of  Crewkerne,  i.e.  a  population  of  20,000, 
are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  foundation  ;  30  boys  paying  41. 
a  year,  and  all  above  that,  paying  6/. 

The  house  in  which  he  resides  was  rebuilt  in  1827,  and  is 
separated  by  the  road  from  the  schoolroom,  and  has  good  accom- 
modation for  boarders.  It  is  in  contemplation  by  the  trustees  to 
buy  some  of  the  adjoining  property,  which  will  add  greatly  to  the 
convenience  of  the  present  premises. 

A  playground  at  the  back  of  the  house,  whicli  once  formed  part 
of  the  head  master's  garden,  is  reserved  for  the  use  of  the  boarders, 
no  day  boys  being  allowed  there,  except  by  special  permission. 
The  day  boys  assemble  a  few  days  before  the  boarders  at  the 
beginning  of  each  half  year.  The  schoolroom  is  large,  and  there 
are  two  class  rooms,  in  one  of  which  the  day  boys  who  come  from 
a  distance  eat  their  dinner,  which  they  bring  with  them. 

There  were  60  boys  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  36  day  boys  and 
24  boarders,  there  being  accommodation  for  several  more  of  the 
latter.  My  impression  of  the  work  of  the  school  was  favourable, 
especially  of  their  English  history.  Many  of  them  were  advanced 
in  algebra  and  arithmetic.  The  classical  work  of  some  of  the 
upper  boys  was  good,  but  their  composition  was  very  unequal ; 
and  the  classical  papers  given  them,  which  were  those  for  their  half- 
yearly  examination,  were,  I  tliought,  a  little  above  them.  About 
one-third  of  the  school  learned  French,  which  was  an  extra. 

The  discipline  appeared  good,  and  there  was  an  esprit  de  corps 
among  the  boys,  favourable  alike  to  then-  school  and  to  their  head 
master. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  several  exhibitions  to  the 
Universities,  but  their  annual  value  is  very  small.  On  an  average 
one  a  year  is  vacant,  omitting  every  fourth  year,  and  there  is  a 
fair  amount  of  competition  for  them.  They  have  of  late  been 
always  filled  up,  with  the  exception  of  four  Ousley  exhibitions. 
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Endowed  confined  to  foundationers,  for  which  there  has  been  but  one 
Schools,  applicant  during  the  last  10  years,  and  that  applicant  the  son 
of  the  head  master.  One  of  the  three  25?.  exhibitions  can  be 
held  by  a  boy  who  enters  the  legal  or  medical  professions.  The 
head  master  most  reasonably  desires  to  open  this  exhibition  so 
as  to  include  architects  or  engineers,  or  any  ot.hers  ^Yho  adopt 
a  profession  rwhich  requires  a  liberal  education. 

The  trustees  are  a  numerous  body  of  the  surrounding  clergy 
and  gentry,  and  have  been  active  in  endeavouring  to  promote  the 
efficiency  of  the  school.  They  admit  the  foundationers  after  ex- 
amination,  i.e.,  they  require  that  they  shall  be  able  to  read  and 
write,  and  be  ready  to  begin  grammar.  The  head  master  thinks  that 
the  standard  of  this  preliminary  examination  should  be  raised,  and 
complains  of  the  admission  of  boys  whose  education  has  been 
neglected  and  imperfectly  begun  in  the  simplest  principles  of 
English.  He  says  he  has  had  "  several  boys  before  him  in  class 
who  cannot  read  fluently  or  without  spelling  their  words,  and  are 
utterly  incompetent  to  write  a  short  passage  from  dictation  without 
frequent  or  gross  errors."  It  would,  indeed,  seem  very  desirable 
that  the  benefits  of  the  foundation  should  be  made  to  attend  upon 
some  hondfide  attainment. 

The  intention  of  the  trustees  to  make  the  school  as  widely  useful 
as  possible  is  appreciated  by  the  inhabitants ;  and  the  number  of 
day  boys  is  largely  increased,  although  that  of  boarders  is  dimi- 
nished, since  the  regulations  of  1859,  before  which  time  all  founda- 
tioners paid  8Z.  a  year. 

Although  the  majority  of  the  day  boys  hardly  seemed  to 
be  of  a  class  to  appreciate  a  classical  education,  yet,  as  far  as 
I  could'  ascertain  from  personal  intercourse  with  the  parents, 
many  of  whom  were  shopkeepers,  and  some  of  whom  were  dis- 
senters, and  who  themselves  had  been  educated  at  the  school  when 
the  teaching  was  still  more  exclusively  classical,  they  all  of  them 
expres.sed  themselves  satisfied  with  the  present  order  of  things, 
and  none  of  them  grieved  at  having  been  themselves  compelled 
to  learn  Latin,  nor  wished  their  sons  to  discontinue  it.  Whilst, 
then,  it  has  occurred  to  some,  that  the  education  provided  at 
the  school  is  not  exactly  in  kind  and  quality  suited  to  the  trades- 
people of  Crewkerne  and  those  residing  within  six  miles,  they 
themselves  seem  to  approve  of  it,  A  large  private  commercial 
school  at  Misterton,  two  miles  from  Crewkerne,  educates  several 
of  the  sons  of  the  smaller  tradesmen. 

On  the  whole,  the  school  is  popular  with  the  inhabitants,  and  is 
fairly  appreciated  by  strangers,  some  of  whom  come  to  reside  here 
for  purposes  of  education,  is  flourishing  in  point  of  numbers, 
and  affords  an  opportunity  for  a  liberal  education  at  the  small 
payment  of  4?.  a  year  ;  and  is  doubtless  fulfilling  words  familiar  to 
old  Crewkernians  :

— By  John  Oombe,  who  in  1499  gave  certain 
lands  in  Orewkerne,  Oombe  St.  Eeigne,  and  Merriott  for  endowment  of  ,a 
school.  Other  properties  at  Maiden  Newton,  Pillsdon,  and  Sturminster 
Marshall,  given  by  later  benefactors.  Fee-farm  rent  of  28Z.  14s.  8d.  given 
by  Rev.  W.  Owsley  20th  January  1625-6,  to  provide  four  exhibitions  of 
51.  each  for  boys  of  Misterton,  Orewkerne,  or  Shoplin  Beauchamp,

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  only  mark  of  the  existence  of  a  grammar  school  here  is 
the  payment  of  6/.  a  year,  charged  on  land  now  in  the  hands  of 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Queen's  Woods  and  Forests,  which  is 
made  by  the  Treasury,  who  require  from  the  present  recipient, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Williams,  a  receipt  for  it  as  due  to  the  vicar  of 
Frome. 

From  all  I  could  gather,  the  vicar  himself  unfortunately  being 
too  ill  to  see  me,  this  sum  has  long  been  paid  to  the  vicar  for  the 
time  being  for  purposes  of  education,  who  about  100  years  ago 
thought  that  this  duty  was  best  discharged  by  paying  it  over  to  a 
master  of  a  private  grammar  school.  In  1819  Mr.  Williams  was 
master  of  such  a  school,  which  by  permission  of  the  vicar  was  held 
in  a  room  belonging  to  the  vicarage.  Mr.  Williams  had  a  large 
and  flourishing  upper  school  of  50  boarders,  and  on  giving  up  his 
school,  with  general  consent  retained  the  small  annual  sum  of  61. 
till  last  year,  when  he  resigned  it. 

There  are  traditions  of  estates  and  charges  which  once  belonged 
or  were  payable  to  a  grammar  school  here ;  but,  as  far  as  I  could 
learn,  they  have  taken  no  definite  or  tangible  form.  There  is  a 
fair  middle-class  private  school  in  the  town,  but  there  is  a  decided 
want  of  a  school  of  a  higher  character  in  so  rich  and  populous  a 
district.  The  present  vicar  has  himself  attempted  to  establish  such 
a  school,  but,  after  a  short  existence,  it  has  been  discontinued.

Bennett : — 

"  As  far  as  I  can  understand,  the  endowment  of  61.  (possibly  there  is  a 
great  deal  more  suppressed  or  taken  away)  was  left  or  bequeathed  by  one 
Sir  Walter  Mildmay,  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  to  the  '  curate '  of 
Trome,  for  ecclesiastical  purposes  (not  of  necessity  a  school),  and  the 
curate,  now  vicar,  of  Frome  receives  this  61.  (minus  an  exorbitant  charge

■-  "  There  is  no  trust  in  tte  question.    The  vicar  is  sole  governor,  and

"  The  61.  has  been  hitherto  appropriated  to  the  master  of  an  ancient 
school,  vrhich  mastership  is  in  the  gift  of  the  vicar.  At  present  the  vicar 
appropriates  it  to  the  toaster  of  the  parochial  school,  which  stands  as  near 
as  may  be,  in  the  place  of  the  ancient  school  decayed  and  abolished.  The 
Charity  Commissioners,  and  many  other  such  like  bodies  have  attempted 
to  make  something  out  of  it,  but  never  succeeded."

Mb.  Stanton's  Report. 

This  school  seems  to  have  been  founded  by  the  subscriptions 
of  some  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  reign  of  JEdward  VI.,  for  the 
teaching  of  youth  "  in  literature  and  godly  learning."  The  school- 
master was  "  freely  to  instruct  and  teach  as  well  as  in  all  godly 
*'  learning  and  knowledge  as  in  other  manner  of  learning  all  such 
"  children  and  youth  as  should  be  brought  to  him,  according  to 
"  the  tender  wit  and  capacity  of  such  children." 

The  endowment  now  supports  two  schools,  the  Grammar  and 
the  Auxiliary  School,  besides  subsidizing  the  National  and  an 
Infant  School. 

The  Grammar  School  is  held  in  premises  adjoining  the  Church, 
and  is  hemmed  in  on  all  sides.  The  house  adjoining  belonged 
to,  and  was  used  by,  a  former  master  as  part  of  his  school  premises; 
it  has  now  passed  into  different  hands.  The  present  master's 
house  is'  old  and  moderately  convenient ;  the  schoolroom  is  good, 
and  there  is  also  a  classroom.  The  playground  is  large  and 
contains  a  fives  court,  and  is  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road. 
The  boarding  accommodation  is  fair  and  abundant.  But 
altogether  the  actual  school  premises  are  cramped,  and  not  very 
well  adapted  for  a  large  school  such  as  existed  in  former  times, 
when  the  boarders  alone  reached  the  number  of  79.  At  the  time 
of  my  visit  42  boys  were  in  the  school  ;'of  these,  1 1  were  boarders, 
3  day  boarders,  2  day  boys,  and  26  foundationers.  The  number 
of  foundationers  is  at  present  limited  to  30.  The  work  of  the 
upper  boys  was  good  for  their  age ;  they  construed  Horace  correctly 
and  knew  the  allusions  ;  and  four  of  them  construed  the  Medea 
and  showed  fair  knowledge  of  Greek  grammar.  Their  dictation 
and  arithmetic  -were  good.  The  junior  boys  had  only  an  indif- 
ferent knowledge  of  geography  and  English  history. 

Auxiliary  School. — Besides  the  grammar  school,  is  what  is 
called  the  Auxiliary  school,  established  about  100  years  ago  by 
the  trustees  for  a  lower  education,  which  is  gratuitous,  and 
open  to  all  residents  of  6  months  standing  in  Ihe  parish.  The 
school  is  held  in  premises  leased  from  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of 
Wells  by  one  of  the  trustees,  for  which  he  receives  rent.  All 
the  boys  are  day  boys.  150  were  on  the  books  when  I  visited 
the  school,  and  90  present.  They  consisted  of  the  sons  of  the 
poorer  tradesmen,  farmers,  and  labourers  of  the  parish.  A  few 
who  were  not  resident  in  the  parish  paid  3  guineas  a  year. 
Complaints  were  made  by  tradesmen  and  farmers  that  the  class 
of  boys  there  was  not  quite  select  enough.  No  objection  was 
alleged  to  the  kind  of  education  given,  which  was  very  elemen- 
tary, and  not  much  above  that  of  a  National  school.  The  writing 
was  good. 

During  the  winter  months  the  master  has  in  the  evening  an  adult 
school  for  men  and  boys,  and  also  for  girls.  I  was  informed  that 
these  schools  had  both  fallen  off  in  numbers,  especially  the  latter, 
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ENDOWED   owing  to  the  employment  girls  now  set  in  a  collar  manufactory. 

Schools.    For  teaching  in  these  two  evening  schools  he  receives  ooC.  extra 

from  the  endowment.     He  receives  altogether  about  1701.  a  year, 

besides  501.  for  an  assistant  and  30Z.  for  stationery,  firing,   &c. 

Occasionally  a  boy  leaves  this  school  for  the  Grammar  School. 

The  trustees  of  the  general  endowment  consist  partly  of 
residents  in  the  town  and  partly  of  the  surrounding  county 
gentlemen.  The  great  lawsuit*  which  by  an  equality  of  votes 
in  the  House  of  Lords  affirmed  the  decision  of  the  Lords  Justices 
which  reversed  that  of  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  has  excluded 
dissenters  for  the  future  from  the  board ;  a  few  of  the  old  ones 
still  remain ;  those  whom  I  saw  made  no  complaints  about  the 
ascendancy  of  the  Church  element  in  the  management  of  the 
schools.  Practically  the  dissenters  made  full  use  of  the  two 
schools.  The  action  of  the  trustees  is  cramped  by  want  of  unity 
amongst  themselves,  the  town  and  the  country  party  being 
inclined  to  pull  different  ways,  and  none  would  rejoice  more  than 
themselves  if  the  constant  recurrence  of  irritating  questions  could 
be  avoided.  As  one  of  them  expressed  himself,  "  All  our  arrange- 
ments bristle  with  unsettled  points;  we  want  peace."  Any  advice 
or  suggestion  from  competent  authority,  for  the  management  of 
the  two  schools,  would  be  acceptable  to  them,  as  in  fact  the  best 
method  of  satisfactorily  avoiding  local  misunderstandings. 

The  surplus  funds  of  the  charity,  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
endowment,  after  satisfying  the  educational  part  of  it,  are  devoted 
to  the  repairs  of  highways  and  conduits.  In  1864  there  was  no 
surplus,  but  the  sum  of  38Z.  19s,  8d.  was  nevertheless  devoted  to 
that  purpose,  in  deference,  I  believe,  to  the  outcry  of  the  resident 
ratepayers,  especially  those  who  had  no  children  to  be  educated. 

For  repairs  at  the  house  of  the  master  of  the  auxiliary  school 
a  sum  of  301.  lis.  4:d.  was  last  year  paid,  which  is  more  than  a 
year's  rental.  The  income  of  the  charity  will  increase,  as  the 
debt  incurred  to  pay  off  the  costs  of  the  lawsuit  is  nearly 
extinguished. 

The  trustees  have  laid  down  a  rule  which  operates  occa- 
sionally with  some  hardship.  They  admit  none  to  the  benefit 
of  the  foundation  who  are  not  resident  within  the  parish ;  this 
is  interpreted  by  custom  to  mean  who  sleep  within  its  limits. 
And  in  an  instance  brought  under  my  notice,  a  farmer,  a  con- 
siderable ratepayer  and  occupier  of  land  within  the  parish,  was 
debarred  from  the  privilege  because  he  himself  lived  immediately 
without  the  boundary.  I  cannot  find  any  such  limitation  in  the 
terms  of  the  original  endowment,  which  are  very  wide ;  and  I 
think,  especially  where  a  foundation  is  not  over-burdened  with 
applications  for  its  benefits,  that  a  more  liberal  rule  might  be 
adopted.  No  such  qualification  is  held  necessary  for  the  trustees 
themselves,  who  are,  nevertheless,  required  by  the  deed  of 
endowment  to  be  "  honest  persons  of  the  parish  of  llminster." 

The  four  exhibitions  to  the  University  have  not  of  late  been 
very  regularly  filled  up,  for  lack  of  candidates.     They  are  only

Several  persons,  trustees  and  others,  expressed  a  wish  that  the 
whole  foundation  should  be  remodelled,  so  that  two  schools,  one 
upper,  and  one  lower,  should  be  still  retained,  distinct,  yet  under 
the  general  superintendence  of  the  same  head  master.

Fotmdation .  and  Endowment. — By  the  parishioners  of  Ilminster,  who 
purchased  for  the  purpose  a  house  and  lands,  then  held  for  terms  of  years, 
part  of  the  possessions  of  certain  chantries  in  the  parish  which  had  passed 
to  the  crown  under  the  statute  of  1  Edward  VI.  The  property  was  assigned 
by  the  purchasers  from  the  crown  in  1549  to  Humphrey  Walrond  and 
Henry  G-reeniield  (as  trustees),  who  assigned  the  same  to  a  number  of 
other  trustees  for  the  maintenance  of  a  master  and  a  school-house.  The 
terms  in  the  land  forming  the  original  endowment  have,  with  the  exception 
of  the  school-house,  expired  long  since.  Considerable  estates  were  pur- 
chased by  trustees  in  17th  century.  In  1802,  whole  property  amounted  to 
680a.  2h.  25p.  in  Ilminster  and  eight  other  parishes,  besides  tithes  of 
1 0  acres  at  Teovilton.    Deeds  at  school-house,  in  custody  of  "  key-keepers." 

School  Property. — In  1866  the  gross  rental  of  the  lands  was  418L  14s., 
and  the  dividends  on  funded  property  amounted  to  S14L  15s.  lOd.,  besides 
small  receipts  from  quarries  and  timber.  Total  933L  gross,  8101.  net, 
from  which  payments  are  also  made  in  support  of  national  schools.  Net 
income  of  the  grammar  and  commercial  schools  about  7321.,  including 
52Z.  16s.  for  exhibitions,  (part  of  which  is  interest  on  accumulations 
arising  from  tinfilled  vacancies,)  besides  house  and  playground.  No 
prospect  of  any  material  increase.* 

[On  average  of  five  years  ended  1864,  the  grammar  school  received 
290Z.,  the  commercial  school  293^]

Mr.  Stanton's  Report, 

In  1705j  Sir  Thomas  Bridges,  by  Indenture,  covenanted  that  he 
wovdd  lay  out  500Z.  to  purchase  lands,  the  yearly  income  of  which 
was  to  go  towards  maintaining  "  a  good,  sufficient,  and  able 
"  master  for  the  teaching  and  educating  gratis  in  the  grammar, 
"  Latin  tongue,  writing,  and  arithmetic,  and  such  other  learning 
"  as  the  master  could  teach,  20  poor  boys  of  Keynshain,  and  in 
"  the  principles  of  the  Established  Church."  No  boy  was  to  be 
admitted  who  could  not  read,  nor  to  remain  longer  than  after  .15 
years  old ;  and  he  directed  the  Ticar  to  be  chosen  .  master  if 
willing  to  undertake  the  duties. 

The  school  buildings  were  conveyed  to  trustees  during  Sir 
Thomas's  lifetime,  consisting  of  "  a  new  built  house  and  school 
and  other  conveniences  thereunto  belonging;"  and  the  deed 
covenanted  that  5  per  cent,  should  be  paid  on  the  500/.  by  Sir 
Thomas  and  bis  heirs,  till  lands  were  purchased ;  and  contained 
also  other  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  school. 

This  sum  of  6001.  never  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land, 
and  was  ultimately  paid  to  the  Duke  of  Chandos,  who,  since  then 
and  down  to  the  present  century,  always  paid  the  interest  and 
repaired  the  schoolhouse.  When  the  Duke  sold  his  property  in 
the  parish,  the  vendee  continued  to  pay  for  school  purposes  20/. 
a  year,  but  under  protest;  and  now,  when  he  pays  it,  always 
declares  it  to  be  a  voluntary  payment. 

The  old  school  buildings  are  now  part  of  the  vicarage,  and  form 
the  stable  and  some  out-buildings.  When  they  were  so  appro- 
priated, a  new  schoolroom  and  a  cottage  attached,  for  the  master, 
were  built  in  substitution  ;  and  when  the  present  vicar  came  to 
the  parish  he  found  1 1  boys  being  nominally  taught  under  the 
old  foundation  in  this  schoolroom  by  the  parish  clerk.  By  the 
aid  of  local  contributions  and  a  Government  grant,  he  succeeded 
in  building  some  National  schools,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Duke  and  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Educational  Department  of 
the  Privy  Council,  the  20?.  was  transferred  to  the  general  funds  of 
the  National  School,  and  under  all  the  circumstances,  though 
hardly  in  accordance  with  the  intention  of  the  founder,  seems  well 
expended.  The  above-mentioned  schoolroom  is  now  used  for  paro- 
chial purposes,  evening  lectures,  &c.,  and  forms  part  of  what  is 
now  occupied  as  a  cottage.  The  value  of  these  premises  cannot 
exceed  100/.

Mb.  Stanton's  Report. 

According  to  the  fonndation  of  this  school  it  has  strictly  no 
title  to  the  name  of  grammar  school.  Money  was  left  to  trustees 
for  the  maintenance  of  a  schoolmaster  to  teach  the  poor  children 
of  Langport,  and  in  1698  about  63  acres  of  land  were  purchased 
with  it  for  the  support  of  a  schoolmaster  '  to  teach  any  of  the 
youths  at  Langport '  to  read,  and  the  principles  of  the  Christian  - 
religion.  The  trustees  are  the  chief  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and 
are  all  members  of  the  borough  corporation.  The  Rules  made 
by  them  some  time  ago  for  the  government  of  the  school  are  not 
strictly  observed.     For  instance  : — 

1.  Instead  of  quarterly  they  hold  half-yearly  meetings.     (Rule 

2-) 

2.  There  has  never  been  any  examination,  during  the  present 

master's  tenure  of  oflSce,  before  the  trustees,  and  he  gives  the 
prizes  himself.     (Rule  6.) 

3.  There  is  no  Committee  appointed  to  visit  the  school,  and 
receive  a  quarterly  report  from  the  master,  and  then  care- 
fully examine  into  the  general  conduct  of  the  bays,  their 
attention  to  their  lessons  and  the  progress  made.     (Rule  10.) 

I  cannot  find  any  injunction  of  the  founder  requiring  the 
foundationers  to  go  to  the  parish  Church  or  learn  the  Church 
Catechism,  both  of  which  are  now  required. 

The  inhabitants  in  1851  subscribed  1,200/.,  and  with  it  the 
present  master's  house  was  bought ;  it  is  well  situated  on  high 
ground,  is  a  little  old  fashioned,  but  comfortable ;  and  adjoining  it 
is  a  fairly  sized  and  well  arranged  school-room.  The  dissenters 
joined  heartily  in  the  subscription.  The  playground  is  now  con- 
verted into  the  master's  garden.  There  is  accommodation  for 
boarders  m  his  house,  but  the  bedrooms  are  small,  not  having 
been  originally  intended  for  their  reception.  Since  1858  the 
master  has  discontinued  taking  them.  He  is  not  in  orders  nor  a 
graduate  of  any  university,  but  has  the  reputation  of  being  a 
good  teacher. 

The  full  number  of  the  foundationers  is  30;  at  present  there 
are  only  19.  Many  of  them  are  dissenters,  but  do  not  object  to 
go  to  Church,  although  I  heard  of  instances  In  which  the  rule 
which  requires  them  to  do  so  had  operated  harshly. 

The  master  has  no  assistant.  Between  30  and  40  boys  were 
present  at  my  visit,  the  proportion  of  free  boys,  and  day  boys  who 
paid,  being  about  equal.  Most  of  them  were  tradesmen's  and  farmers' 
sons,  one  or  two  being  sons  of  the  resident  gentry.  Latin,  ac- 
cording to  the  rules,  is  only  taught  if  required,  and  is  an  extra. 
Eleven  boys  were  learning  it,  four  of  whom  construed  some 
Delectus  with  tolerable  correctness.     It  was  usually  dropped  as 
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qSmS   soon  as  they  had  to  buy  books.     In  writing  from  dictation  the 
ScHoois.    school  generally  was  deficient,  and  in   other   subjects,  such  as 
arithmetic  and  geography,  their  knowledge  was  very  limited. 

The  free  boys  are  eligible  at  seven,  and  may  stay  seven  years :  in 
fact,  they  come  later,  but  generally  leave  at  14.  The  privilege  of 
the  foundation  does  not  extend  beyond  the  parish,  which  is  only 
l7l  acres.  The  number  of  foundationers  has  not  been  full  since 
the  present  head  master's  tenure  of  office.  The  population  of  the 
town  is  under  1,200,  and  probably  the  interests  of  the  inhabitants 
would  best  be  served  by  endeavouring  to  attract  to  the  school  as 
boarders  and  day  boys  the  sons  of  the  surrounding  farmers  and, 
tradesmen,  and  widening  the  foundation  limits  so  as  to  take  in 
Huish  Episcopi,  the  adjoining  parish.  Boarders  should  be  taken,, 
the  school  regularly  examined,  the  foundation  open  to  dissenters, 
the  playground  restored,  and  the  usefulness  of  the  school  would 
be  greatly  developed.  Several  of  the  resident  gentry  in  times 
past  were  educated  here. 

The  income  of  the  master  from  the  endowment  is  the  inte- 
rest of  lOOl.  consols,  and  70l.  from  land.  This  latter  sum  is  the 
same  rent  which  was  paid  many  years  ago,  and  indeed  less  than 
was  paid  in  1836]  The  accounts  were  conflicting  as  to  the 
present  value  of  the  property,  but  it  is  probable  the  rental  might 
be  mcreased  beyond  22s,  an  acre  if  the  land  were  let  by  tender. 

It  seems  that  in  1698  an  inquiry  was  directed  to  be  made 
whether  the  founder  meant  the  school  for  boys  only  or  for  boys 
and. girls,  the  word  "children"  in  the  original  document  admitting 
of  either  interpretation,  and  I  was  informed  that  within  living 
memory  girls  had  been  educated  there  conjointly  with  boys.  In 
the  conveyance,  however,  of  the  land  in  Queen  Anne's  reign  to 
the  trustees,  the  object  is  expressly  defined  to  be  "for  the  teaching 
of  vouths."

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

Maetock  School  has  lately  collapsed.  I  was  shown  the  old 
registers  now  in  the  possession  of  tlie  vicar  and  the  church- 
wardens, who  are  the  governors,  in  which,  in  one  year,  the  names 
of  110  scholars  were  entered.  The  old  school  house  still  exists, 
and  indeed,  up  to  six  years  ago,  the  master,  a  clergyman  who 
lived  at  Ash,  an  adjoining  hamlet,  used  daily  to  attend  the  school 
and  teach  as  long  as  any  scholars  came.  They  seem  to  liave 
ceased ;  the  master  resigned,  and  the  school  was  finally  discon- 
tinued. 

It  was  founded  in  1661.  The  endowment  consists  of  the  school 
house,  a  garden,  once  the  playground,  30  yards  by  20,  and  a  rent- 
charge  of  about  15Z.  a  year,  derived  from  certain  fee-farm  rents 
of  the  manor  of  Martock,  which,  up  to  the  discontinuance  of  the 
school  six  years  ago,  seems  to  have  been  duly  paid.  I  am  in- 
formed by  the  vicar  that  since  then  he  has  been  unable  to  obtain 
payment,  and  the  whole  matter  was  at  the  time  of  my  visit  before 
the  Charity  Commissioners.  The  old  school  house  is  now  let  as 
two  cottages  for  8/.  a  year,  and  is  much  out  of  repair,  and  would 
require  considerable  outlay  to  fit  it  for  the  modern  requirements 
of  a  school. 

The  school  was  one  of  some  pretence.     Over  the  door  is  in-  - 
scribed  the  name  of  God  in  Hebrew,  Greek,  and  Latin,  and 
beneath — 

"  Schola  trilinguis. 

"  Triuni   Deo   Gloria. 

"  Martock,  neglect  not  thy  opportunities. 

"  Cave  Deus  ipse  videt. 

«  Fundata  anno  Dni  1661." 

The  founder  gives  most  minute  rules  for  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion and  the  management  of  the  school.  Hebrew,  Greek,  and 
Latin  are  to  be  assiduously  taught.  The  master  is  to  be  "  a  man 
"  sound  of  body,  meet  for  his  learning,  dexterity,  and  delight  in 
"  teaching  scholars,  whom  he  is  to  stir  and  breed  up  in  the  fear 
"  of  God  and  good  literature,  for  iOs.  each  and  no  more." 

Thirty  years  ago  there  were  28  boarders  and  20  day  boys 
here,  and  many  of  the  resident  gentry  were  educated  at  the 
school.  All  seemed  to  lament  the  catastrophe  which  has  befallen 
this  old  classical  foundation ;  but  if  it  is  to  be  revived,  it  must 
probably  be  under  altered  circumstances.  The  great  schools  at 
Taunton  and  Sherborne  have  provided  for  the  wants  of  the  upper 
classes  of  the  neighbourhood,  and  there  are  many  indications 
that  a  good  school  for  farmers  and  tradesmen  would  meet  support, 
most  of  whom  have  a  great  reluctance  on  social  grounds  to  send 
their  children  to  the  National  School,  aud  a  private  day  school 
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with  terms  of  15s.  a  quarter,  lately  established,  has  already  a  geSS 
success  in  numbers.  The  younger  children  go  to  dames'  schools,  Scnopis. 
of  which  there  were  said  to  be  no  less  than  13  in  the  town.

Oijeots  of  Trust. — For  the  breeding  up  of  youth  of  the  hundred  of  Mar- 
tock or  kindred  of  the  founder  in  the  fear  of  God  and  in  good  literature. 
Master  to  be  fitted  in  learning  and  character ;  to  have  no  pastoral  charge ; 
to  charge  10s.  per  annum  for  each  boy  on  foundation ;  might  tftlie  what 
other  scholars  he  pleased ;  and  might  appoint  deputy  when  incapacitated 
by  age.    (Deed.) 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — The  learned  languages,  including 
Hebrew  and  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Scholars  on  admission  to  be  able  to 
read  English  perfectly.  Hours  of  study  to  be  from  6  a.m.  to  5  or  6  p.m., 
with  three  short  recesses.  Prayers  and  Bible  to  be  read  twice  daily. 
(Deed.) 

Government. — The  vicar  and  curate  of  Martock,  and  three  other  trus- 
tees, (new  ones  to  be  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  survivors,)  to  ap- 
point and  dismiss  master,  and  pay  him  salary  of  101. ;  to  expend  6s. 
yearly  in  two  silver  pens,  for  prizes,  4s.  for  entertainment  of  examiners, 
and  to  reserve  balance  of  30s.  for  repairs.  The  visitation  to  be  with  the 
founder  and  his  heirs,  and  on  no  account  to  be  assumed  or  usurped  by  any 
other  person.     (Deed.) 

In  1823  the  parish  clerk  occupied  the  school  house,  and  kept  a  small 
school  for  reading,  writing,  and  arithm.etic.  About  50  years  previously 
the  school  had  been  kept  in  a  very  flourishing  condition  by  a  Mr.  Good,  the 
curate- of  the  parish,  probably  by  the  assistance  he  derived  from  boarders. 
<Ch.  Oom.  Bep).

Shepton  Mallet. — Endowed  Grammar  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

Slieptou  Mallet  grammar  school  was  founded  in  1627,  and  the 
master  is  entitled  to  the  surplus  funds  remaining  after  provision  is 
made  for  the  support  of  four  almswomen,  and  the  repair  of  th& 
chancel  of  Mere  Church,  from  a  tithe  rentcharge  on  tfiafc  parish, 
the  sum  payable  to  him  amounting  to  about  33Z.  a  year,  for  which 
he  may  be  required  to  teach  gratuitously  33  boys.  By  the  terms 
of  the  original  foundation  the  schoolmaster  was  to  be  a  Master  of 
Arts,  who  should  teach  12  poor  scholars,  and  read  the  common 
prayer  to  them  in  the  chapel  every  morning  and  evening. 

Formerly  the  masters  had  managed  the  property  themselves, 
and  received  the  rectorial  tithes.  In  lieu  of  these,  the  occupiers 
of  the  land  set  up  a  modus,  and,  with  a  view  of  recovering  the 
rectorial  tithes,  proceedings  in  Chancery  were  instituted  by  the 
trustees.  In  1843,  after  a  long  and  fruitless  endeavour  on  part  of 
the  trustees  to  recover  what  they  considered  lost  property,  the 
school  was  again  reopened. 

Besides  the  endowment  in  money,  there  is  a  house  for  the  mas- 
ter and  accommodation  for  the  boys.  The  house  bears  marks  of 
great  age.  It  originally  was  the  court  of  the  manor  of  Shepton 
Mallet,  and  was  converted  into  a  schoolhouse,  a  residence  for  the 
master,  partly  into  a  chapel,  and  partly  into  five  almshouses.  The 
two  last  uses  have  been  for  some  time  discontinued.  The  school- 
room is  large  and  well  arranged,  but  hardly  able  to  accommodate 
properly  the  number  of  boys  attending.  There  is  a  classroom 
adjoining  and  a  good  dining  hall.  The  sleeping  accommodation 
is  extensive  and  not  unsuitable  to  the  class  of  boys  using  the 
school.  A  small  playground  adjoins  and  a  large  outbuilding 
serves  as  a  place  of  recreation  in  wet  weather.  This  and  some 
other  part  of  the  school  premises  are  the  present  master's  private 
property.  The  master  would  be  glad  to  be  able  to  rebuild  the 
premises,  which  of  course  are  old  fashioned.  It  would  unques- 
tionably bo  an  improvement,  although  the  present  arrangements 
are  not  particularly  inconvenient. 

"When  I  was  at  the  school  91  were  present,  41  boarders  and 
50  day  boys.  Of  the  day  boys  19  were  free  boys,  elected  by  the 
trustees  and  taught  gratuitously.  The  master  is  bound  to  receive 
them  at  the  rate  of  1  ?.  a  head  till  the  fund  from  the  endowment 
is  absorbed.  He  has  two  assistant  masters  and  a  younger  man 
learning  his  business.  The  boys  were  chiefly  the  sons  of  farmers 
and  tradesmen,  with  a  sprinkling  of  the  sons  of  professional  men. 

The  English  work  of  the  upper  boys  was  done  well.  They 
analysed  a  chapter  of  English  history  they  had  been  reading  with 
care,  and  it  was  a  creditable  exercise  both  as  regards  composition 
and  spelling.  In  arithmetic  they  also  did  well,  and  a  few  of  them 
knew  a  little  algebra  up  to  simple  equations.  22  learnt  Latin, 
which  is  an  extra,  and  4  construed  moderately  well  one  of  Cicero's 
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speeches.  The  lower  part  of  the  school  did  easy  sums  correctly,  bndowep 
and  read  well,  but  were  weak  in  geography.  A  few  had  begun  ^ctoc^ 
Greek.    " 

Elementary  lectures  in  physics  were  given  by  the  master,  and 
experiments  shown  with  the  air-pump,  &c.  The  discipline  was 
excellent. 

The  trustees  are  the  vicar  and  some  of  the  influential  gentry  in 
and  around  the  town.  They  seem  much  interested  in  the  school, 
support  the  master,  but  do  not  interfere  in  the  management. 

The  master  complained  of  the  difficulty  he  experienced  in  sending 
boys  in  for  the  local  university  examinations,  not  only  on  account 
of  the  expense,  but  because  of  the  short  time  they  stayed  with  him. 
The  charge  for  boarders  was  only  24  guineas  a  year,  or  28  if  the 
classics  were  learnt.  The  master  desired  to  see  the  standard 
of  education  raised,  but  with  such  chai-ges  it  is  almost  impossible. 
The  results,  taken  altogether,  are  much  more  than  proportionate 
to  the  amount  of  endowment.

Foundation  and  Endowment. — By  George  and  William  Strode,  who,  by 
deeds  dated  4  May  1627,  and  1  July  1636,  gave  the  site  of  the  court  of  the 
manor  of  Shepton  Mallet,  and  rectory  and  advowson*  of  Meare,  for 
support  of  school  house  and  master,  and  chapel  and  five  almshouses. 
Deeds  in  custody  of  solicitors  to  trustees. 

School  Property. — The  above-named  rectory,  consisting  of  tithe  rent- 
charges  commuted  at  82Z.  5s.,  and  two  closes  of  glebe  land  in  Westhay 
Moor  in  the  parish  of  Meare,  containing  7a.  Ik.  39p.,  and  let  at  lOL  18s. 
Annual  average  income  102Z.  gross,  70L  net.  Residue  of  income  (after 
paying  a  fee-farm  rent  of  JOl.  18s.  to  Lord  Radnor,  and  after  paying  for 
repairs  of  Meare  chancel,  and  91.  per  annum  to  each  of  four  almswomen), 
viz.,  33Z.,  applied  to  school,  besides  house  and  premises.  No  increase  to 
be  expected. 

Buildings  insufficient ;  enlarged  by  present  master. 

Objects  of  Trust. — "A  Master  in  Arts  in  degrees  "  to  teach  12  poor  boys  of 
town  or  parish  for  12/!.,  and  as  many  more  as  property  would  warrant  at 
-same  rate,  to  support  almswomen,  and  preach  four  sermons  a  year  (deeds). 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — None  originally.  Beading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  and  English  grammar  (scheme  A.D.  1829). 

Oovernment  and  Masters. — Scheme  established  by  Court  of  Chancery, 
19  Nov.  1829.  Twelve  trustees,  residents  in  neighbourhood,  including 
rector  of  Shepton  Mallett  ex-officio;  survivors,  when  reduced  to  five, 
appointing  to  vacancies ;  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  receive  rents ; 
appoint  and  dismiss  master ;  and  nominate  boys  to  foundation. 

Head  master  must  be  member  of  Church  of  England;  by  original 
deed  an  M.A. ;  holds  appointment  independent  of  any  future  alterations. 

State  of  School  in  Second  Half-year  of  1864. 

General  Character. — Semi-classical.     For  age  of  scholars,  second  grade. 

Masters. — Head  master  allowed  to  take  boarders,  unlimited  in  number. 
Income  from  endowment  33Z.,  besides  fees  for  31  day  boys  and  47  boarders. 
Two  assistant  masters,  and  a  junior  master  or  pupil-teacher,  appointed 
and  paid  by  head  master.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  history  of  tliis  charity  is  a  series  of  misappropriations  and 

Chancery  proceedings  during  150  years,  and  the  abstract  of  them 

occupies  16  folio  pages  of  the  Report  of  the  Charity  Commissioners 

in  1824.     No  scliool  exists  at  present  of  the  name  or  character 

,  -  ^  of  a  Grammar  School,  although  that  name  is  inscribed  over  the 
door  of  a  building  erected  by  a  former  vicar  of  the  parish,  who, 
having  sons  of  his  own  to  educate,  with  the  co-operation  of  some 
of  the  neighbouring  gentry  similarly  circumstanced,  attempted  in 
a   certain  fashion  to  revive  it.     The   present  vicar,   one  of  the 

i  trustees,  informed  me  that  the  endowment  consists  of  a  house  in 
'  Somerton,  probably  the  old  school  house,  now  let  to  a  bank  for 
201.  a  year ;  and  of  61.  a  year  rentcharge.  The  original  gift  was 
made  to  establish  a  "free  school  and  master;"  and  in  some  Chancery 
proceedings  of  1744  relating  to  it,  we  have  mention  of  the  "Free 
Grammar  School."  I  could  not,  however,  find  any  traces  of  the 
school  having  existed  as  such  ;  and  the  attempted  revival  alluded 
to  above,  consisted  in  the  vicar's  sons  and  their  companions  being 
taught  by  a  master,  who  was  styled  the  master  of  the  grammar 
_  '  school,  independently  and  apart  from  15  boys  of  the  town,  who 
were  instructed  in  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  in  a  separate 
room  by  an  assistant. 

At  present  the  money  arising  from  the  trust ,  is  devoted  to 
giving  a  free  education  to  15  boys  elected  by  the  trustees  out  of 
the  poorer  inhabitants  at  the  National  School,  which  is  said  to  be 
a  good  one,  and  numbers  from  90  to  110  boys,  and  is  attended  by 
some  farmers'  and  tradesmen's  sons.  From  inquiries  I  made,  I  was 
unable  to  find  any  desire  to  alter  the  present  arrangement.  But 
I  cannot  help  remarking  that  a  higher  education  than  that  of  the 
National  School  seems  wanting  for  the  large  agricxiltural  population 
which  immediately  surrounds  this  ancient  caj)ital  of  Somersetshire ; 
and  although  the  giving  15  boys  a  free  education  may  be  made 
to  serve  as  a  stimulus  to  attention  and  as  a  reward  for  merit  in 
the  National  School,  yet  the  intention  of  the  founder,  as  it  seems 
to  have  been  understood  120  years  ago,  seems  clearly  to  point  to 
the  instruction  of  a  class  above  those  who  now  attend  parochial 
schools.

Foundation  and  Endowment. — By  Thomas  Glover,  who,  by  deed  dated 
29  November  1675,  gave  an  inn  and  premises  for  maintenance  of  a  free 
scliool  and  master.  A  decree  of  the  Master  of  the  Eolls  in  1744  directed 
rents  and  profits,  after  deduction  of  certain  payments,  to  be  applied  for 
maintenance  of  a  "free  grammar  school."  Alice  Yeates,  in  1710,  charged 
her  lands  with  a  payment  of  51.  per  annum  for  the  schooling  of  12  poor 
boys  of  Hurcott  a'nd  Easter,  in  Somerton,  to  be  taught  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic.

— One-third  of  profits  of  the  Street  estate,  and  5L  rent-    Endpweb 
charge  out  of  Alice  Teates'  estate,  is  paid  annually  to  support  of  school.    Gs.ammas. 
The  master's  residence  (on  the  spot  formerly  occupied  hy  the  house  left        '°°°    " 
by  Thomas  G-lover)  is  now  let  for  his  benefit,  while  he  finds  himself  one 
at  a  less  rental.    Total  amount  received  by  master  about  '2,61.  per  annum.

Me.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  College  School  at  Taunton  is  the  only  grammar  school  in 
Somerset  in  which  the  master  seems  to  be  absolutely  unshackled 
by  any  regulations  of  trustees  or  schemes  from  Chancery.  He 
is  appointed  by  the  Warden  of  New  College;  and  the  foundation 
by  Bishop  Fox  is  said  to  date  from  1522,  though  as  early  as 
1647,  in  a  Parliamentary  survey  made  during  the  Kebellion,  the 
school  is  presented  as  having  been  kept  as  a  "  free  schole  time 
out  of  mind."  The  management  of  the  school,  the  subjects 
studied,  the  payments  to  be  made,  the  appointment  and  dismissal 
of  masters,  rest  entirely  with  the  head  master.  The  site  of  the 
school  premises  is  confined,  surrounded  by  houses  on  one  side 
and  a  cattle  market  on  the  other,  but  it  has  been  greatly  improved 
since  the  accession  of  the  present  master,  by  the  purchase  and 
removal  of  old  and  obstructive  buildings.  The  old  schoolroom  is 
spacious  and  handsome,  well  lighted  with  stone  muUioned  windows, 
and  fairly  adapted  in  its  arrangements  for  its  purpose.  One  end. 
a  dais,  can  be  shut  off  by  folding  doors,  and  is  used  as  a  class- 
room. 

The  master  had  secured  at  his  own  expense  some  of  the  ad- 
joining buildings,  and  was  fitting  them  up  as  a  laboratory,  a 
museum,  and  as  classrooms.  The  Rev.  J.  Smith  has  also  presented 
a  site  for  a  playground  adjoining  the  school,  on  condition  the 
Catechism  shall  be  always  taught  every  boy.  A  capital  cricket 
field  is  within  five  minutes  walk,  hired  by  the  master.  The 
dormitories  for  the  boarders  are  over  the  schoolroom,  consisting 
of  a  long  room  divided  into  separate  cubicles,  one  for  each  boy, 
and  though  somewhat  mediasval  in  appearance  seemed  comfortable 
and  unobjectionable.  The  ti;ustees  of  the  estate  which  produces 
the  301.  endowment,  are  independent  gentlemen,  who  never  in  any 
way  claim  to  exercise  any  sort  of  authority  in  the  school  manage- 
ment. The  property  is  let  on  lives ;  and  when  they  fall  in,  a 
time  which  the  present  head  master  can  hardly  hope  to  see  during 
his  tenure  of  office,  the  yearly  income  will  be  materially  increased. 

The  school  has  long  been,  and  is  now,  intended  for  the  education 
of  an  upper  class ;  for  gentry  and  upper  tradesmen.  The  terms 
for  day  boys  ensure  this,  10  guineas  being  above  the  average  of  the 
grammar  schools  of  this  district ;  nor  would  any  but  the  upper 
tradesmen  be  disposed  to  pay  it.  When  I  visited  the  school, 
there  were  50  boys  there,  40  day  boys  and  10  boarders,  consider- 
ably more  than  double  the  number  of  last  year.  Some  of  the 
boys  were  advanced  both  in  the  higher  classical  authors  and  in 
mathematics,  and  were  preparing  for  the  imiversities.  I  believe 
the  school  to  be  taught  throughout  thoroughly  and  well.  All 
learn  French  and  Latin,  and  the  English  grammar.  Drawing  is 
an  extra,  and  is  taught  to  a  class  of  some  of  the  elder  boys  at  the 
School  of  Art  in  the  town.  English  literature  and  physical 
science  form  part  of  the  school  course.     A   garden  has  been 
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laid  out  to  facilitate  the  study  of  botany.     The  boys  are  drilled,    endowed 
and    make   use    of  a  gymnasium  established  in    the  town.     The     goHorae" 

master  pursues  no  unbending  system,  but  aims   to   group  boys      ' 

according  to  their  aptitude  for  particular  studies,  making  classics 
the  leading  subject. 

The  school  is  well  adapted  for  the  wants  of  a  large  class  in 
Taunton  and  the  neighbourhood,  for  whom  no  other  similar 
school  exists.  The  master  had  not  been  a  year  at  the  school  at 
the  time  of  my  visit,  so  that  the  results  of  his  system  cannot  at 
present  be  fully  estimated.  But  it  is  a  system  characterized  by 
elasticity  and  vigour ;  and  by  the  study  of  English  literature 
and  physical  science  he  has  introduced  new  life  into  the  routine 
of  school  education.

Ohject  of  Trust. — Sustentation  of  a  schoolmaster  for  the  free  grammar 
school  then  newly  builded  and  edified  in  the  town  of  Taunton  (Deed  of  1555). 

Subject  of  Instruction  prescribed. — Grammar. 

State  of  School  in  1867. 

The  school  is  now,  by  a  scheme  of  Charity  Commissioners  1867,  combined 
with  a  new  proprietary  college,  the  endowment  paying  for  the  free  educa- 
tion of  nine  boys  there. 

For  the  details  respecting  that  school,  see  p.  497. 

The  principal  provisions  of  the  scheme  of  the  Charity  Commissioners  are  as 
follows  : 

"  1 . — The  administration  and  management  of  the  charity  and  its  endowments 
shall  be  vested  in  a  body  of  trustees,  to  be  called  '  the  endowment  trustees,' 
who  shall  consist  of  the  warden  of  New  College,  and  the  president  of  Corpus 
Christi  College,  Oxford,  and  their  respective  successors  for  the  time  being,  if 
willing  to  act,  and  eight  other  persons  of  good  social  position,  resident  within 
a  distance  of  12  miles  from  the  school.  The  following  shall  be  the  first  endow- 
ment trustees  under  the  provisions  of  this  scheme,  in  addition  to 

"The  Warden  of  New  College,  Oxford,  and  the  President  of  Corpus  Christi 
College,  Oxford  ;  viz.  : —

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Bniiowed  "  2- — Any  endowment  trustee  (not  being  a  trustee  by  lartue  of  his  office) 
:G(kammae  wbo  shall  become  bankrupt  or  incapacitated  to  act,  or  who  shall  permanently 
ScHooia.  cease  to  reside  within  the  distance  of  12  nules  from  the  school,  or  who  shall 
not  attend  any  meeting  of  the  trustees  during  a  consecutive  period  of  two 
years,  shall  in  any  of  such  cases  immediately  cease  to  be  a  trustee,  and  there- 
upon, or  upon  the  death  or  resignation  of  any  such  trustee,  a  new  trustee, 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  other  trustees  at  their 
first  meeting  which  shall  be  held  after  the  lapse  of  one  calendar  month  next 
after  the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy,  by  a  resolution  to  be  forthwith  notified 
by  them  with  all  proper  information  to  the  Charity  Commissioners  for  England 
and  Wales,  at  their  office  in  London,  but  no  such  appointment  shall  be  valid 
until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  said  commissioners,  and  their 
approval  certified  under  their  official  seal.  Any  trustee  becoming  disquahfied 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  eligible  for  re-appointment. 

3.— These  trustees  to  become,  as  vacancies  occur  in  the  Hawkchurch  trustees, 
trustees  also  of  the  Hawkchurch  estate :  meanwhile  the  Hawkchurch  trustees  to 
pay  over  the  moneys  thence  arising  to  the  endowment  trustees. 

"  8. — The  grammar  school  belonging  to  the  charity  shall,  for  extending  more 
widely  the  benefits  thereof,  be  reconstituted  and  conducted  from  henceforth  in 
union  ■with  the  school  recently  established  in  Taunton,  by  the  Taunton  College 
School  Company,  limited,  under  the  name  of  "  the  Taunton  College  School," 
in  conformity  with  the  regulations  of  the  same  school,  so  far  as  the  same  shall 
be  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  scheme,  and  subject  to  the  following 
special  conditions,  viz. : — 

"  I. — ^The  school  buildings,  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  College 
School,  shall  be  situated  'within  a  distance  of  one  mile  from  the  market 
place  of  Taunton,  or  if  exceeding  that  distance  in  such  a  position  as  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Charity  Commissioners. 
"  II. — Every  day  boy  attending  the  school,  whose  parents  or  next  friends 
shall  be  resident  in  the  borough  of  Taunton,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
instruction  in  all  subjects  taught  in  the  school  at  a  charge  not  exceeding 
31.  3s.  per  quarter,  exclusive  of  books  and  stationery. 
"  III. — In  respect  of  the  annual  value  of  the  endowments  of  the  grammar 
school  (which  shall  be  ascertained  and  fixed  in  manner  hereinafter  men- 
tioned), a  limited  number  of  boys  shall  always  be  received  at  the  College 
School  as  foundation  scholars,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  instruction 
gratuitously  in  all  subjects  taught  therein,  but  shall  provide  their  own 
books  and  stationery.  The  number  of  such  foundation  scholars  shall,  in 
the  first  instance,  be  nine,  who  shall  be  elected  in  manner  following,  that 
is  to  say  : — Three  in  the  course  of  the  first  year;  three  in  the  course  of  the 
second  year ;  and  the  remaining  three  in  the  course  of  the  third  year 
next  after  the  estabhshment  of  this  scheme.  In  case  the  annual  value  of 
the  said  endowments  shall  increase  beyond  the  sum  of  901.,  one  additional 
foundation  scholar  shall  be  elected  in  respect  of  every  \01.  of  such  increase, 
unless  and  until  an  order  or  direction  shall  be  made  by  the  Charity  Com- 
missioners, providing  for  the  application  of  the  increased  annual  income 
of  the  said  school,  to  the  estabhshment  of  exhibitions,  to  be  held  at  "  the 
College  School,"  by  the  foundation  scholars,  or  otherwise  in  promoting 
the  education  and  advancement  of  the  same  scholars. 
"  IV. — The  foundation  scholars  shall  be  elected  and  appointed  by  the  endow- 
ment ta'ustees,  from  boys  of  the  age  of  eight  years  and  upwards,  whose 
parents  or  guardians  shall  be  resident  within  either  the  borough  of  Taun- 
ton, or  a  radius  of  one  mile  from  the  Guildhall  of  that  borough ;  and  in 
case  there  shall  be  several  candidates  for  any  vacancy,  then  according  to 
the  result  of  such  competitive  or  other  examinations,  and  according  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as,  with  reference  to  the  different  ages  of 
candidates  or  theh  circumstances,  shall  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time 
by  the  said  endowment  trustees,  with  the  approval  of  the  commissioners. 
"V. — The  foundation  scholars  shall  be  elected  for  a  period  of  three  years, 
and  may  be  re-elected  at  the  expiration  of  that  period  for  a  further  like  or 
any  less  term  under  similar  regulations ;  but  such  scholars  shall  be 
removed  at  any  time  during  that  period  for  sufficient  cause  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  head  master,  and  to  be  forthwith  reported  by  him  to,  and 
approved  by  the  governing  body  of  the  said  College  School. 
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"  VI. — Religious  instraotion  shall  be  given  in  the  school  to  the  foundation  Eifuo-^ED 
scholars  in  conformity  with  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  of  England,  but  GSammae 
such  instruction  shall  not  be  compulsory  upon  any  boy  whose  parents  or     Schools. 

fuardians  shall  upon  conscientious  grounds  object  to  the  same. 
II. — The  present  master  of  the  grammar  school  shall  be  the  first  head 
master  of  the  said  College  School.     Every  future  head  master  of  the 
CoUege  School  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  scheme,  be '  also 
master  of  the  grammar  school,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  a  body  of  three 
persons  to  be  called  "  nominators,"  or  by  a  majority  of  them.     The  war- 
den of  New  College,  Oxford,  for  the  time  being,  shall  always  be  one  of 
such  nominators  by  virtue  and  in  right  of  his  office.     The  other  two  or 
non-oflcial  nominators  shall  be  persons  of  high  social  position,  being 
residents  or  landed  proprietors  in  the  county  of  (Somerset,  and  members 
of  the  Church  of  England,  who  shall  be  elected,  as  soon  as  conveniently 
may  be   after  the  establishment  of  this  scheme,  and  afterwards  as  often  as 
a  vacancy  in  the  office  shall  occur,  by  a  resolution  of  the  governing  body 
of  the  College  School,  at  a  meeting  duly  convened  for  that  special  purpose, 
and  who  shall  hold  oiEce  during  life,  or  until  they  shall  respectively  resign 
or  become  incapacitated  from  acting.     Every  head  master  shall  be  remov- 
able at  any  time  by  the  said  nominators,   or  by  a  majority  of  therh,  of 
whom  the  said  Warden  of  New  College  for  the  time  being  shall  be  one, 
upon  a  representation  addressed  to  them  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of 
the  governing  body  of  the  school,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  nomina- 
tors, or  of  such  majority  of  them  as  aforesaid,  there  shall  be  sufficient 
cause  for  such  removal,  and  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Charity  Commis- 
sioners upon  the  regularity  of  the  proceedings  for  effecting  such  removal. 
"  9, — The  clear  annual  amount  of  the  yearly  rents  and  income  arising  from 
the  Hawkchurch  estate  aforesaid,  after  providing  for  the  necessary  and  proper 
outgoings  and  cost  of  management,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  trustees  of  that 
estate  to  the  endowment  trustees,  by  whom  the  same  shaU  be  applied  towards 
the  remuneration  of  the  head  master  of  the  CoUege  School,  for  the  instruction 
of  the  foundation  scholars,  except  as  to  any  part  of  such  income  which  shall 
be  applicable  for  the  advancement  or  benefit  of  such  scholars  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  scheme. 

"  10. — The  school  buildings  and  site  heretofore  occupied  and  used  for  the 
purposes  of  the  grammar  school  shall  be  held  by  the  endowment  trustees  in 
trust  either  to  permit  and  suffer  the  same  to  be  appropriated  and  used  for  the 
purposes  of  the  said  united  school,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  scheme, 
or  to  let  and  otherwise  manage  the  same,  subject  to  the  control  and  direction 
in  all  respects  of  the  governing  body  of  the  said  College  School,  so  long  as 
'the  same  school  shall  continue  to  be  in  operation,  and  sbaU  be  conducted  in 
conformity  with  the  several  provisions  and  conditions  aforesaid. 

"  11. — If  the  said  last-mentioned  school  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  be  discon- 
tinued, or  shall  cease  to  be  so  conducted  as  aforesaid,  the  said  school  buUdinga 
and  their  site,  and  the  other  endowments  of  the  said  grammar  school  shall  be 
held  and  applied  by  the  trustees  thereof,  subject  to  and  in  conformity  with  a 
further  scheme  to  be  established  by  the  order  of  the  said  commissioners. 

"  12. — For  the  purposes  of  this  scheme  the  present  annual  value  of  the  endow- 
ments of  the  grammar  school  shall  be  taken  at  the  sum  of  86?.,  consisting  of  the 
following  particulars,  viz.,  30^.  the  amount  of  the  net  yearly  rental  of  the  said 
Hawkchurch  estate,  and  65/.  the  net  yearly  value  of  the  said  school  building's 
and  site,  according  to  a  careful  survey  and  estimate  made  under  the  direction 
of  the  said  commissioners  for  the  purposes  of  this  scheme ;  but  new  assess- 
ments shall  from  time  to  time  be  made  by  the  trustees,  under  the  direction  of 
the  said  commissioners,  of  the  yearly  value  of  the  said  endowments  or  any  of 
them,  when  and  as  the  commissioners  shall  think  fit,  for  securing  the  fuU 
benefit  due  to  the  objects  of  the  foundation."

Mr.  St.inton's  Repobt. 

The  grammar  school  at  Trent  has  follen  in  estate.  I  conversed 
•with  gentlemen  in  the  neighbourhood,  who  received  their  early- 
education  here ;  for  the  school  even  at  the  beginning  of  this 
century  was  one  of  repute  for  the  upper  and  middle  classes. 
In  1812  there  were  from  40  to  50  boarders.  'Now,  18  labourers' 
sons,  all  day  boys,  are  taught  reading,  writing,  and  summing, 
by  a  Cambridge  graduate  in  orders. 

It  was  founded  in  1 6  78,  by  the  will  of  John  Young,  merchant, 
of  London,  for  the  maintaining  a  schoolmaster  to  teach  the  sons  of 
the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Trent.  The  master  was  to 
teach  them  : — 

1.  Reading,  writing,  and  spelling. 

2.  Casting  accounts. 

3.  Church  Catechism  and  certain  specified  .psalms  in  metre, 
and  chapters  in  the  New  Testament. 

4.  The  accidence  and  parts  of  speech  in  English  and  Latin,  "  so 
as  they  may  be  fitted  for  the  grammar  school." 

The  master  was  to  be  competently  learned  in  Latin  and  vulgar 
arithmetic,  and  his  fitness  for  his  office  was  to  be  tested  by  an 
examination  by  the  minister  of  the  place  and  three  other  neigh- 
bouring jninisters. 

One  half  of  the  revenue  of  the  endowment  was  to  go  to  the 
schoolmaster,  the  other  to  repair  the  house,  to  buy  books  for  the 
scholars,  and  for  exhibitions  for  the  poorer  children,  either  to  bind 
them  as  apprentices,  or  to  maintain  them  at  some  grammar  school 
if  they  should  wish  to  go  further  in  their  learning. 

Belonging  to  the  endowment  is  an  old  schoolroom  and  master's 
house  attached,  in  which  the  present  master  resides,  standing  in  a 
garden  of  about  three  quarters  of  an  acre.  The  house  is  old  and 
very  dilapidated,  especially  the  upper  rooms,  which  were  origi- 
nally intended  for  and  used  by  boarders.  The  school  room  is 
fitted  with  old-fashioned  and  worn-out  furniture.  The  master  is 
a  clergyman,  the  son  of  the  late  master  of  the  school,  who  was  a 
layman ;  he  is  a  graduate  of  Cambridge  University,  and  holds  the 
small  living  of  Stockwood,  which  he  gets  served  by  a  curate,  as, 
owing  to  his  duties  at  the  school  at  Trent,  he  is  non-resident  at 
Stockwood.  He  is  also  curate  at  Trent  parish  church.  He 
receives  about  65Z.  a  year  in  money  from  the  school  endowment, 
and  is  appointed  by  the  trustees,  who,  in  addition  to  the  rector, 
are  mainly  substantial  farmers  of  the  parish ;  but  practically  the 
management  of  all  matters  conned ed  with  the  school  is  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  rector. 

The  trustees  are  ordered  by  the  will  to  meet  "  once  or  rather 
"  twice  a  year  to  audit  the  accounts,  consult  on  the  affairs  of  the 
"  school,  and  have  a  solennr  examination  of  the  scholars  to  see 
"  how  they  have  profited  by  their  learning."  The  scholars  to  be 
taught  gi-atis  are  to  be  "  poor  folks'  children,"  and  the  number  is 
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to  vary  according  to  the  income  of  the  charity,  one  boy  for  every    ^^,°^f° 
\l.     The  master  is  allowed  to  take  on  pay  a  number  of  boys    Schools. 
equal  to  that  of  the  free  boys.     If  free  boys  cannot  be  found  in 
Trent,  they  are  to  be  taken  from  the  parishes  of  Mutford  and 
Nether  Compton. 

When  I  visited  the  school  there  were  15  boys  present.  They 
were  labourers'  or  workmen's  children.  The  number  of  free  boys 
is  now  fixed  at  20,  which  is  at  variance  with  the  terms  of  the  will. 
The  number  is  not  quite  full.  They  are  usually  drafted  here 
from  the  parish  school,  none  being  admitted  before  they  can  read, 
nor  until  eight  years  of  age,  and  they  are  entitled  to  stay  four 
years.  "When  they  leave,  they  receive  a  small  apprentice  fee  if 
the  funds  permit ;  but  most  of  them  give  up  school  at  12  to  follow 
the  plough.     The  attendance  was  very  irregular. 

The  boys  read  fairly,  but  not  out  of  a  monotone.  Considering 
they  were  wholly  unaccustomed  to  it,  they  wrote  moderately  well 
from  dictation.  The  pronoun  of  the  first  person  singular  was 
seldom  written  with  a  capital  letter. 

All,  except  one  boy,  were  absolutely  ignorant  of  notation,  and 
only  two  could  do  correctly  a  sum  in  compound  multiplication . 
No  geography  whatever,  nor  history,  were  taught. 

The  boys'read  a  history  of  England  as  a  reading  lesson,  but  were 
never  asked  questions  on  it,  and  knew  nothing  about  Queen 
Elizabeth  or  her  reign,  upon  which  they  had  just  been  en- 
gaged. The  rector  exami^jed  them  every  week  in  their  religious 
knowledge. 

The  present  master  has  been  20  years  at  the  school,  and,  as  he 
is  not  compelled,  declines  to  take  boai-ders  or  pay-boys. 

I  have  good  reason  for  knowing  that  the  farmers  of  the  village 
and  of  the  surrounding  district,  many  of  whom  themselves  were 
educated  there,  would  be  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  school 
as  one  to  which  they  could  send  their  sons  as  boarders,  or  as  day 
boys,  on  payment.  At  present,  not  coming  under  the  definition 
of  "  poor  folk,"  they  cannot,  if  they  wished  it,  use  the  school  at  all ; 
and  the  present  state  of  things  was  made  a  just  subject  of  com-, 
plaint.  The  founder  seems  to  have  intended  the  school  as  a 
preparatory  school  for  some  upper  school,  and  certainly  contem- 
plated a  higher  quality  of  education  than  is  at  present  given. 

The  circumstances  of  this  school  are  noteworthy.  With  the 
assistance  of  an  endowment  of  120?.  a  year  and  good  school 
premises,  an  indifferent  education,  inferior  to  that  at  most  National 
and  British  schools,  is  given  by  a  graduate  in  orders  to  18 
labourers'  children,  and  it  is  principally  through  the  exertions  of 
the  rector  that  the  number  on  the  foundation  is  kept  decently 
full.  The  venerable  rector,  whose  thoughtful  liberality  the  village 
of  Trent  will  long  have  reason  to  remember  in  its  parish  schools, 
its  almshouses,  in  the  restoration  of  its  church,  in  its  improved 
drainage,  and  in  other  works  of  public  utility,  all  undertaken 
at  his  sole  expense,  fully  agreed  with  me  in  considering  that  the 
school  was  not  doing  what  it  ought  in  proportion  to  its  endow- 
ment, and  was  something  very  like  a  scandal.  But  he  thought 
VOL,  SIT.  Q 
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Bkdowed   that  the  neighbourhood  of  Sherborne  and  Yeovil  was  a  bar  to  its 
Schools,    ever   attaining  its    former  position ;    and  others    in    the  parish, 
though  they  disapproved  of  the  existing  condition  of  the^  school, 
were  not  disposed  to  move,  when  he,  whose  position  here  is — 

"  Eex  idem  hominum  Phoebique  sacerdos  " 
remained  quiet.

Buildings  and  site  good.    Master's  house  suited  for  boarders. 

Ohjeats  of  Trust. — For  maintenance  of  school  house,  master,  and 
20  (one  for  each  pound  of  the  master's  stipend)  poor  boys  of  Trent, 
Mudford,  and  Nether  Oompton  ;  and  for  exhibitions  for  the  poorer  boys, 
to  bind  them  apprentices,  or  towards  their  maintenance  at  some  grammar 
school.     (Extract  from  founder's  will.) 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — Heading,  writing,  casting  accounts, 
the  church  catechism  ;  to  learn  some  psalms  in  metre  and  some  chapters 
of  the  Bible ;  the  accidence  both  in*  English  and  Latin ; — that  so  they 
might  be  fitted  for  the  grammar  school. 

.  Mamagement. — Trustees,  consisting  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of 
Trent,  and  five  or  six  other  residents,  manage  property,  appoint  master, 
and  examine  boys  annually.     New  trustees  appointed  by  survivors. 

Master  to  be  approved  by  examination  by  ministers  of  Trent,  and 
three  neighbouring  parishes.    No  restriction  on  other  employment. 

State  of  School  in  Second  Half-year  of  1864. 

General  Character. — Non-classical.     In  age  of  scholars,  third  grade. 

Master.— One,  may  take  20  boarders.  Total  average  income  from 
endowment,  4/71. 

Bay  Scholars. — Eighteen,  chiefly  between  10  and  14  years  of  age,  all 
from  Trent,  Compton,  and  Mudford,  one  or  two  miles  from  school,  receive 
free  education.    No  attendance  on  Sunday. 

Boarders. — None. 

Instruction,  Discipline,  Sfc. — Nothing  required  of  boys  on  admission. 

The  instruction  includes  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  scripture  history, 
and  church  catechism.

Punishments  :  caning  and  detention.

School  time,  43  weeks  per  annum. 

Study,  30  hours  a  week.

14s.,  if  he  were  rightly  grounded  in 
the  Latin  tongue,  for  teaching  three  poor  boys  natives  of  YeoviL 
The  above  sums  are  now  paid  to  the  trustees  of  a  general  fund, 
out  of  which  the  master  of  a  charity  school  for  the  poor  receives 
93/.  a  year.  This  charity  school  is  a  branch  of  a  charity  said  to 
be  very  wealthy,  established  also  at  Salisbury  and  Romsey. 

The  master  receives  this  93Z.  from  the  endowment,  and  in 
return  educates  gratuitously  24  poor  boys,  some  of  whom 
receive  a  suit  of  clothes  every  four  years.  None  of  them 
require  to  be  taught  Latin,  Engrafted  on  this  endowment  is 
his  own  private  school,  composed  of  day  boys  and  boarders, 
which  gives  a  classical  education  to  those  who  desire  it,  and  is 
held  in  a  room  partitioned  off  from  the  school  room  where  the 
foundation  boys  are  taught.  The  head  master  principally  devotes 
himself  to  the  instruction  of  his  private  school,  and  although  he 
superintends  the  education  of,  and  occasionally  himself  teaches  the 
foundationers,  yet  he  mainly  leaves  them  to  the  care  of  an 
assistant.  When  I  was  at  Yeovil  these  foundation  boys  were 
having  their  holiday.  They  are  annually  examined  by  an  ex- 
aminer appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  I  was  assured  by  the 
diocesan  examiner,  who  himself  had  lately  examined  them,  that 
their  amount  of  knowledge  was  about  the  same  as  that  of  boys 
in  an  ordinary  National  school. 

The  wish  of  the  trustees  in  permitting  the  head  master  to  keep 
a  private  school,  was  to  secure  the  services  of  a  superior  teacher,  in 
order  to  provide  for  the  want  of  an  upper  school  in  the  town. 
Money  was  subscribed  in  1714  in  aid  of  a  school  established 
in  1707,  apparently  intended  to  be  of  this  character,  with  the 
stipulation  that  if  the  subscription  school  turned  out  a  failure,  the 
money  was  to  go  in  aid  of  the  "  free  school."  This  money  now 
forms  part  of  the  present  endowment. 

An  old  free  school,  for  whatever  class  of  boys  it  was  intended, 
used  to  be  held  in  a  building  attached  to  the  west  end  of  the 
Church,  and  the  present  school  room  was  substituted  for  it  a  few 
years  ago.  I  was  shown  a  deed  of  feoffment  witnessed  by  one 
Derby  "Ludi  magistro  Yevellensis"  as  early  as  1626. 

Many  of  the  feoffees  and  inhabitants  expressed  the  Import- 
ance they  attached  to  having  an  upper  school  established  here. 
At  the  same  time  some  of  them  felt  that  the  present  arrangement 
whereby  the  head  master  had  to  devote  himself  to  his  private 
pupils,  and  dischai-ge  his  duties  to  the  foundationers  chiefly -by 
deputy  was  not  altogether  satisfactory.  But  a  thriving  manu- 
facturing town  like  Yeovil,  in  the  centre  of  a  rich  agricultural 
district,  a  meeting  point  of  railways,  with  a  rapidly  increasino-

population,  which  has  nearly  doubled  itself  in  the  present  century,  Q^f^^" 
«an  well  afford  to  support  an  upper  school  even  without  the  aid  Schools. 
of  an  endowment,  or  if  that  be  thought  necessary,  there  exists  at 
Trent  a  village  only  four  miles  distant,  an  endowment  which  at 
present  is  almost  useless,  and  might  be  rendered  available  for 
forming  the  nucleus  for  the  establishment,  in  or  near  Yeovil,  of  an 
upper  school.  There  is  in  Yeovil,  besides  the  grammar  school,  a 
thriving  middle  class  private  school  frequented  by  day  boys  and 
boarders.  The  master  of  the  grammar  school  lives  with  his  boarders 
in  a  private  house  a  short  way  outside  the  town,  and  comes  in' with 
them  to  the  school  every  day.  His  charge  for  boarders  is  exceed- 
ingly low,  from  20Z.  to  26/.  a  head,  and  parents  often  require  an 
abatement  to  be  made  even  from  this  wholly  inadequate  payment. 


Digest  of  Information. 
(Ch.  Com.  Rep.  iv.  325,  A.D.  1820.) 


Foundation  and  Endowment. — An  old  chapel  in  the  churchyard  converted 
into  a  schoolhouse  in  the  year  1573,  at  the  expense  of  the  parish.  Taken 
down  and  new  schoolhouse  built  adjoining  the  churchyard  in  1864.  Several 
donations  and  bequests  made ;  and  a  house,  cottage,  and  4  5  acres  of  land 
purchased  in  1714.  Frances  Cheesman,  deceased  1719j  left  150Z.  in  trust,  to 
pay  the  interest  to  the  schoolmaster  at  Yeovil,  if  learned  enough  to  instruct 
young  men  and  make  them  fit  for  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  otherwise  for  the 
charity  school.*  Thomas  Cheesman  in  1730  left  60Z.  to  the  charity  school, 
and  a  rentcharge  of  bl.  per  annum,  which  by  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
6  Dec.  1739,  is  payable  to  the  master  of  the  Latin  school,  if  rightly  grounded 
in  the  Latin  tongue,  whilst  he  should  teach  therein  three  poor  boys  bom  in 
Yeovil,  or  sons  of  inhabitants,  to  be  nominated  by  the  vicar.  Edward  Boucher 
in  1 725  left  a  field,  for  clothing  four  poor  boys  at  the  charity  school,  and 
apprenticing  theni;  the  remainder  of  the  proceeds  for  augmenting  the  master's 
salary,  or  other  purpose  most  advantageous  for  the  school. 

School  Property. — House  and  11a.  1b.  26p.  of  land,  let  at  All.  per  annum, 
the  rentcharge  of  5Z.  per  annum,  289Z.  19s.  lOrf.  consols,  representmg  Frances 
Cheesman's  gift,  producing  8Z.  14s.  per  annum,  Yeovil  corporation  bond  for 
50^.,  producing  21.  per  annum,  and  Boucher's  field  {14a.  Or.  1p.),  let  at  18Z.  per 
annum.  Total  gross  income  141.  14s.,  of  which  55Z.  is  applied  to  school, 
besides  re])airs,  &c. 

The  trustees  of  a  separate  charity  (founded  by  John  Nowes)  pay  38Z.  to  the 
master  of  this  school  for  the  education  of  certain  boys. 

Objects  of  Trust. — For  education  of  children,  or  such  other  charitable  uses 
as  parishioners  should  approve.  (Deed  1708.)  To  fit  young  men  for  Oxford 
or  Cambridge  (Frances  Cheesman's  will.)  Three  poor  boys  to  be  taught  Latin 
under  Thomas  Cheesman's  will;  four  to  be  clothed  and  apprenticed  under 
Boucher's  will. 

Dr.  Nowes'  Charity. ■f — For  clothing  and  educating  40  boys  "at  such  charity 
school  or  schools  as  the  trustees  may  think  fit,"  (Nowes'  will  1718).  The 
money  paid  to  Yeovil  school  is  for  educating  10  poor  boya  from  the  parishes 
of  Preston  Plucknett,  Alvington,  and  town  of  Yeovil,  under  1 3  years  of  age, 
sons  of  members  of  Church  of  England,  binding  them  apprentices  after  the 
age  of  13,  and  afterwards  setting  them  up  in  life.  (Deeoree  of  Court  of 
Chancery  1721,  confirming  appointment  made  by  daughter  and  heiress  of 
John  Nowes.)

AsHBURTON  School. 


Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 


Ashburton,  before  the  introduction  of   railroads,  was    on  the   Endowed 
highway  between  Plymouth  and   London.     It  was  one  of  the   GEAMujt 
old   stannary   towns,    and  the   seat   of   a    considerable   woollen      ^^2^^ 
manufacture.     The  population  has  diminished  by  700  in  the  last 
decennial  period.     There  is  still  a  large  manufactory  of  serges  at 
Buckfastleigh,  three  miles  off;    and  mines  of  tin  and  copper  are 
adjacent.     It  is  healthily  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  Dartmoor  on 
high  ground. 

The  Grammar  school  here  was  founded  in  the  reign  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  for  the  instruction,  education,  and  bringing 
up  of  children.  The  income  of  the  endowment  is  derived 
from  land,  and  amounts  to  about  80/.  a  year  ;  and  the 
two  farms  which  produce  this  sum  are  said  to  be  well  let. 
Besides  a  well-built  master's  house  and  a  large  garden,  accom- 
modation is  provided  for  30  boarders,  and  there  is  a  good  play- 
ground with  a  covered  shed  on  one  side,  all  of  which  were  left 
by  Dean  Ireland  in  1842,  together  with  151.  a  year  to  keep 
the  premises  in  repair,  on  condition  that  the  Church  of  England 
doctrine,  and  Greek  and  Latin,  should  be  taught  in  the  school. 
Of  the  money  endowment,  23/.  IOa'.  is  conditionally  left  "if  the 
master  be  diligent  in  his  work,"  and  every  year  a  meeting  of  the 
trustees  and  sidesmen  is  held  to  award  it.  It  has  never  been 
withheld. 

The  appointment  of  master  rests  with  the  vicar,  trustees,  and 
six  sidesmen,  which  last  are  elected  by  the  ratepayers  in  vestry, 
chiefly  on  political  grounds,  and  consist  of  tradesmen  in  the  town, 
and  seem  to  have  no  other  duties  than  those  connected  with  the 
school.  When  the  head  mastership  was  last  vacant,  the  number 
of  trustees  had  been  greatly  reduced,  and  the  sidesmen  practically 
decided  the  a,ppointment.  It  is  said  that  politics  on  these 
occasions  play  an  important  part  in  determining  the  fitness  of  the 
candidate.  The  present  master  is  in  orders,  and  a  graduate  of 
Dublin  University. 

The  school  is  held  in  what  used  to  be  the  chapel  of  S.  Law- 
rence, which  forms  a  handsome  and  spacious  room  with  a  gallery 
VOL.  XIV.  s 
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Enbowei).  at  one  end,  the  entrance  being  under  a  lofty  tower.    It  is  about 

Schools.    One-eighth  of  a  mile  from  the  master's  house,  and  is  in  the  centre 

of  the  town.     There  is  no  play  ground  there,  and    the  day  boys 

are  not  allowed  to  make  use  of  the  one  attached  to  the  master's 

house. 

There  were  18  boys  present  when  I  examined  the  school,  of 
whom  three  were  the  master's  sons,  and  two  were  boarders,  leaving  13 
boys  from  the  town.  By  an  indenture  entered  into  by  the  master 
on  his  appointment,  Latin,  Greek,  and  mathematics  are  to  be  taught 
gratuitously;  for  any  other  Instruction  51.  5s.  is  charged;  as  a 
fact  all  paid  this  sum.  He  had  no  assistant.  When  I  visited  the 
school  a  motley  group  of  urchins  were  awaiting  the  opening  of  the 
school-room  door ;  there  was  no  covered  place  for  them  to  wait 
in  case  of  rain.  There  were  some  of  them  who  could  only  just 
read.  Out  of  seven  of  the  upper  boys  two  construed  Caesar 
creditably,  and  knew  some  grammar.  One  boy,  the  son  of  a 
butcher,  aged  15,  did  best  in  Latin,  arithmetic,  and  Euclid, 
and  did  credit  to  the  school.  In  Avriting  from  dictation,  nine 
upper  boys  averaged  three  mistakes  each ;  the  best  having  one, 
the  worst  eight.  The  upper  boys  had  a  fair  knowledge  of  ele- 
mentary arithmetic  and  algebra,  the  lower  had  no  idea  of  nota- 
tion. The  knowledge  generally  of  history  and  geography  was 
very  indiiferent. 

The  boys  seldom  stayed  beyond  14.  There  were  no  examina- 
tions at  the  school  except  those  conducted  by  the  master  himself, 
or  occasionally  by  a  friend.  The  two  Gifford  Exhibitions, 
founded  in  1826  and  attached  to  this  school,  and  in  default 
of  candidates  thrown  open  to  the  county,  had  not  been  held  by  a 
boy  from  the  school  for  more  than  20  years.  Two  boys  also, 
■while  at  the  school,  received  61.  and  8l.  a  year  respectively,  one 
being  elected  by  the  sidesmen  only,  the  other  by  the  vicar, 
churchwardens  and  sidesmen.  There  was  no  examination  held ; 
and  the  scholarships,  if  I  may  so  call  them,  were  given  away  as  the 
result  of  successful  canvassing. 

There  was  also  in  the  town  an  endowed  school  where  a 
National  school  education  was  given,  called  the  Free  School, 
consisting  of  100  boys  and  80  girls,  where  many  tradesmen  and 
farmers  sent  their  children  at  a  payment  of  Id.  a  week.  There 
was  no  other  school  in  the  town.  I  was  informed  that  these  two 
schools  actually  exhausted  all  the  children  of  capable  age  and 
position  in  the  town,  some  boys  from  the  Free  School  going  to 
the  Grammar  school  to  be  finished.  The  numbers  at  the  latter 
within  the  present  century  have  reached  60. 

The  grammar  school,  in  the  state  in  whichi  saw  it,  cannot  be  said, 
in  proportion  to  its  endowment,  to  be  a  very  useful  institution. 
There  is  not  material  enough  in  the  town  itself  to  support  a 
classical  school  without  the  accession  of  boarders,  for  which  the 
master's  house  is  well  adapted.  It  is  said  also  that  the  inhabitants 
of  Torquay  and  the  south  coast  would  be  glad  to  avail  themselves 
of  a  school  here,  on  account  of  the  bracing  character  of  the 
climate.     The  feeling  of  the  town  was  one  of  some  dissatisfaction

at  the  existing  state  of  things,  though  the  leading  inhabitants  ^"22^ 
were  exceedingly  cautious  in  expressing  any  opinion  upon  the  schools. 
matter. 


Digest  op  Infokmation. 

(Gh.  Com.  Eep.  vii.  ]64,  A.D.  1822.     End.  Gr.  Ret.  36.) 

Foundation  and  Endowment.— Bj  deed,  27tli  Dec.  1593,  Hugh  Pomeroy 
and  others  gave  S.  Laurence's  chapel  for  a  school  house.  Christopher 
Lapthoi-ne,  26  Jan.  1627,  gave  20  acres  of  land  in  the  parishes  of  North 
Huish  and  Loddiswell,  and,  10  Feb.  1627,  William  Coyte  gave  20  acres 
in  parish  of  Aveton  G-iffbrd,  being  (probably)  parts  of  the  estate  of 
Mr.  Wearing,  and  given  by  him  for  the  school.  Endowment  augmented 
by  Edward  Gould,  who  gave  two  fields  (about  1 3 J  acres)  in  the  parish  of 
Staverton,  and  by  others.  In  1828,  William  Gifford,  Esq.,  gave  to  Exeter 
College  a  sum  in  consols,  producing  about  681.  a  year,  for  two  exhibitioners 
from  this  school.  In  1842,  Dean  Ireland  left  151.  a  year  for  repairs.  Deeds 
in  parish  chest ;  not  accessible  to  public. 

School  Property. — Whole  annual  income  applicable  to  educational  pur- 
poses 82?.    No  probable  increase. 

Two  exhibitions  of  34L  a  year  each,  tenable  for  four  years,  at  Exeter 
College,  Oxford.  In  default  of  fit  candidates  from  Ashburton,  preference 
to  boys  born  or  educated  in  county  of  Devon ;  in  default  to  all  British 
subjects.  Two  exhibitions  of  the  value  of  8L  and  6Z.  respectively,  tenable 
at  school,  and  afterwards  at  universities  until  M.  A. 

Buildings  and  site  fairly  adapted  to  their  purpose.  Master's  house 
adapted  for  the  reception  of  boarders. 

Objects  of  Trust. — For  the  ediioation,  instruction,  or  bringing  up  of 
children  (trusts  of  buildings  and  site).  For  augmentation  of  the  main- 
tenance of  schoolmaster  (Gould's  gift).  Called  a  grammar  school  in  tablet 
of  1611. 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — Latin  and  Greek  (Dean  Ireland's 
will).

Barnstaple   Grammar  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  population  of  the  capital  of  North  Devon  has  diminished  by 
about  800  since  the  last  census^  but  still  numbers  nearly  11,000 
inhabitants.  The  endowment  of  the  Grammar  school  is  almost 
nominal.  It  consists  of  lOl.  a  year  to  be  paid  to  an  "able  school- 
"  master,  to  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  to  teach 
"  children  in  Barnstaple,"  and  was  charged  on  an  estate  in  Paxra- 
combe  by  Eichard  Ferris  in  1646.  In  1760  this  sum  was  further 
increased  by  the  Rev.  John  Wright,  the  head  master,  who,  "  con- 
sidering that  the  school  had  the  smallest  endowment  in  Devon," 
gave  lOOZ,  to  be  invested  in  consols  to  augment  it,  and  expressed 
a  wish  that  only  a  master  of  arts  should  be  appointed. 

The  present  head  master  has  taught  in  the  school  for  46  years  ; 
]  2  as  under  master  and  34  as  head  master  ;  and  he  is  also  chaplain 
to  the  workhouse,  gaol,  and  infirmary.  He  has  himself  built  a 
private  house  with  good  accommodation  for  boarders,  of  whom  he  has 
now  1 0,  and  has  room  for  at  least  30.  Attached  to  it  is  a  playground 
and  a  covered  place  for  wet  weather.  There  are  6  day  boys, 
one  of  whom  is  on  the  foundation,  and  elected  by  the  corporation. 
There  have  been  in  former  years  as  many  as  56  at  the  school. 
The  day  boys  pay  61.  6s.  and  81.  8s.  according  to  age,  and  the 
boarders  20^.,  251.,  and  30/.  The  school  room  consists  of  what 
was  evidently  an  old  chapel,  a  venerable  but  somewhat  dilapi- 
dated building,  surrounded  on  all  sides  by  the  churchyard,  with 
mullioned  windows  now  mostly  filled  in  with  brickwork,  recalling 
the  times  of  the  Tudors.  The  master  uses  it  by  permission  of  the 
corporation,  who  keep  it  in  repair.  Internally  it  forms  a  spacious 
and  convenient  room.  The  school  room  is  interesting  as  havins; 
been  the  scene  of  the  early  education  of  the  poet  Gay,  and  the 
place  where  the  foundations  of  the  .great  learning  of  Bishop 
Jewel  were  laid. 

All  the  boys  were  taught  Latin  and  Greek  as  soon  as  they 
were  capable.  The  two  upper  boys  were  the  master's  sons,  and 
in  age  and  attainment  far  above  the  rest.  They  translated  some 
unseen  Latin  and  some  prepared  CEdipus  Tyrannus  well.  The 
seven  boys  below  averaged  eight  mistakes  in  dictation  each.  Two 
had  none ;  one  had  18.  Their  knowledge  of  Latin  was  very 
slight ;   of  Greek  almost  nominal. 

I  cannot  say  of  this  school  that  the  results  obtained  are  dispro- 
portionate to  the  amount  of  the  endowment.  The  school  is 
not  appreciated  by  the  inhabitants,  only  seven  of  whom  send 
their  sons.  A  large  town  like  Barnstaple  certainly  requires  an 
upper  school.  The  town  is  well  provided  with  lower  schools. 
There  is  a  Wesleyan  school  higlily  spoken  of;  and  also  a  Blue  Coat 
school,  which  educates  50  boys  and  25  girls.  At  the  lattei",  the  boys, 
having  formerly  been  educated  gratuitously,  by  a  new  arrange- 
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ment  are  made  to  pay  2s.  Qd.  a  quarter,  with  marked  advantage    f^AMMAE 
in  the  regularity   of  their   attendance.     There    is  also  a  good     Sohooib. 
middle-class  private  school,  consisting  of  55  boys  when  I  visited 
it,  though  it  was  the  "  slack  quarter " ;  where  French  was  pro- 
fitably taught,  and  was  not  an  extra,  and  was  learnt  by  more 
than  half  the  school. 

West  Buckland  School  has  drained  several  boys  from  this 
neighbourhood.  I  mean  it  in  no  sense  as  a  disparagement  to  the 
excellent  man  who  has  filled  the  post  of  master  of  the  grammar 
school  for  nearly  half  a  century  when  I  say  that  a  more  vigorous 
administration  is  wanted  if  a  good  upper  school  Is  to  be  established, 
as  I  believe  it  might  be,  in  this  town.

Mk.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  Grammar  school  here  was  founded  in  1689  by  Susannah 
Stucley,  who  gave  200/.  on  condition  400/.  more  was  raised  in  the 
town.  This  amount  was  subscribed,  and  an  estate  of  80  acres 
was  bought  at  "West  Buckland  for  620/.,  and  conveyed  to  trustees 
for  the  support  of  a  Grammar  school  in  Bideford.  The  clerk 
informs  me  the  estate  is  at  present  well  let  on  lease  for  65/.  a 
year,  of  which  50/.  is  paid  to  the  master ;  in  return  for  which, 
seVen  boys,  to  be  elected  by  the  trustees,  are  entitled  to  an 
education  for  21.  2s.  a  year. 

The  master  is  expected  to  occupy  a  house  let  on  lives,  for  which 
he  pays  1/.  a  year,  and  45/.  whenever  a  life  falls  in.  He  has  also 
to  insure.  There  is  good  accommodation  for  boarders.  Tlie 
school-room  is  some  little  distance  from  the  house,  and  is  a  Avell- 
arranged  room,  but  looks  out  into  a  narrow  street.  The  approach 
is  bad,  and  the  situation  noisy.     There  is  no  playground. 

Sixteen  boys  were  present  when  I  visited  the  school.  In 
English  grammar,  history,  and  geography  there  was  a  fair  know- 
ledge shown.  One  boy  had  done  some  of  the  Phoenissas.  Two 
boys  attempted  a  translation  of  an  easy  piece  of  unseen  Ovid 
with  partial  success.  In  arithmetic  they  could  do  but  little. 
In  writing  fiom  dictation,  out  of  14  boys  one  had  no  mistakes, 
three  had  three ;  of  the  others,  who  were  very  young,  few  had 
anything  but  a  very  limited  notion  of  .spelling.  Of  the  16,  four 
were  free  boys. 

The  trustees,  who  are  taken  from  the  gentry  and  principal 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  do  not  seem  to  interest  themselves  much 
in  the  school,  and  there  has  repeatedly  been  a  difficulty  to  pro- 
cure their  attendance  at  their  periodical  meetings.  Social  feeling 
is  said  to  run  high  here,  and  many  parents  object  to  send  their 
sons  to  the  school  on  account  of  the  class  of  boys  they  meet 
with  as  foundationers.  I  am  informed  that  some  of  the  gentry, 
including  some  of  the  trustees,  have  for  this  cause  promoted 
the  establishment  of  a  private  school,  where  none  but  gentlemen's 
sons  are  to  be  taken.  The  master  of  the  Grammar  school  is  a 
man  of  ability  ;  but  for  various  reasons  the  school  is  not  much 
used  by,  or  popular  with  the  inhabitants.  There  is  ample  material 
here  and  in  the  surrounding  district  for  an  iipper  school,  as  the 
numbers  which  attended  under  the  late  head  master  sufficiently 
testify. 

Adjoining  the  Grammar  school  is  a  small  foundation,  called  the 
Bridge  Commercial  School,  endowed  with  10/.  a  year  and  with  a 
cottage,  let  for  3/.  The  school  consists  of  12  boys,  paying  1/.  Is. 
to  3/.  3s.  a  year,  and  10  foundationers  who  pay  nothing,  and  are 
elected  by  the  trustees.  The  candidates  for  admission  are  always 
numerous.     A  preference  is  given  to  mariners'  sons,  and  next,  to 
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poorer  tradesmen's.     A  small  extra  allowance  is  made   by  the    Bhdowed 
trustees  for  stationery.     Boys  came  here  from  the  National  school    sctoom? 

to  be  "  finished."     There  was  a  general  air  of  wretchedness  about      

the  whole  arrangements.  The  books  consisted  of  dogs-eared 
leaves  in  loose  covers.  The  boys  were  ill-clad,  and  their  instruc- 
tion of  a  very  moderate  kind  indeed. 


Digest  or  Infoemation.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  object  of  the  foundation  of  Pynsent's  school  is  fully  stated 
in  the  trustees'  returns.  It  does  not  seem  to  be  strictly  fulfilling 
the  intention  of  the  founder  either  in  the  subjects  taught  or  in 
the  class  of  children  receiving  instruction.  At  present  the  "  free 
teaching  "  prescribe^  "  for  all  the  inhabitants  and  parishioners  of 
Chudleigh  "  is  confined  to  such  system  of  education  "  as  is  usual  in 
grammar  schools  of  the  first  class,"  of  which  Greek  and  Latin 
form  an  important  part.  I  cannot  find  that  any  such  restriction 
occurs  in  the  founder's  will ;  and  although  it  may  be  doubted 
whether  in  the  time  of  Charles  II.  this  was  the  free  instruction 
intended,  yet  long  custom  seems  to  have  sanctioned  the  arrange- 
ment. Any  Chudleigh  boy  can  now  be  taught  Latin  and  Greek 
without  payment,  if  recommended  by  a  trustee.  All  other  boys 
pay  a  fixed  sum  of  8Z.  8s.  if  resident  in  Chudleigh,  or  127.  12s.  if 
living  out  of  the  parish.  By  custom,  also,  the  master  must  be 
in  orders  and  a  member  of  the  university. 

The  master  has  two  assistants,  one  a  graduate  of  the  univer- 
sity. The  house  and  premises  are  fairly  convenient,  including 
the  school-room  with  two  class-rooms  adjoining.  The  dormitories 
above  are  good,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  but  vinsubstantially 
built  of  lath  and  plaster  by  the  predecessor  of  the  present  master 
at  his  own  expense.  They  could  accommodate  several  more 
boarders  than  the  present  number.  There  is  a  dilapidated  covered 
shed  in  the  playground  for  wet  weather.  The  house  itself  is  not 
in  first  rate  repair  and  is  old.  The  whole  premises  stand  on  about 
an  acre,  divided  equally  between  the  buildings,  master's  garden, 
and  playground.  The  master  has  to  do  all  repairs,  and  pay  rates 
and  taxes. 

Nineteen  boys  were  present  when  I  visited  the  school,  of  whom 
eight  were  boarders,  11  day  boys;  of  these  latter  one  was  a  free 
boy  and  five  were  the  master's  sons.  Of  the  boarders,  three  were 
private  pupils,  one  of  whom  was  being  prepared  for  the  exami- 
nation for  the  marine  service  ;  they  were  much  older  and  bigger 
boys  than  the  rest  of  the  school. 

Of  the  16  other  boys,  most  of  them  seemed  well  taught  and 
grounded  in  Greek  and  Latin.  Three  of  them  construed  parts  of 
the  Electra  with  accuracy,  and  the  others,  for  their  age,  had  a  fair 
acquaintance  with  Latin  and  knew  their  grammar.  In  arithmetic 
and  algebra  one  boy,  the  son  of  a  tradesman  in  the  town,  v?as  far 
above  the  rest.  In  arithmetic,  as  well  as  in  geography  and  dic- 
tation, the  work  of  the  school  was  not  very  advanced. 

For  many  years  past  the  school  has  been  known  as  a  boarding 
school  rather  than  a  day  schoolj  and  in  1821  had  41  boys.  It 
is  popular  -with  the  principal  inhabitants,  the  upper  part  of 
whom  are  desirous  of  keeping  it  up  as  a  classical  school,  making 
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&Smmae   ^*  preparatory  for  the  public  schools.     This  seems  to  be  also  the 

leaoois.    wish  of  the  master,  who  feared  an  influx  of  free    boys   might 

interfere  with  this  intention.     The  day  boys  are  not  allowed  the 

use  of  the  playground  unless  admitted  to  the  privilege  by  the 

upper  boys,  here  called  prefects. 

From  the  smallness  of  the  endowment  and  the  size  of  the  town, 
the  school,  as  at  present  constituted,  if  it  is  to  be  successful,  must 
draw  its  scholars  from  a  distance.  The  town  is  10  miles  from 
Exeter,  and  contains  a  National  School,  a  new  and  handsome 
building,  to  which  several  farmers  sent  their  sons.  There  used  to 
be  a  commercial  school,  but  the  excellence  of  the  National  School 
drove  it  away.  It  was  not  an  unusual  thing  for  boys  to  come 
from  the  National  School  to  be  "  finished  "  at  Pynsent's.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

When  I  visited  Crediton,  the  head  master  had  but  juet 
taken  possession  of  his  office  and  of  the  new  school  premises. 
The  foundation  of  the  school  forms  part  of  a  Church  corporation 
trust,  whereby  King  Edward  VI.  incorporated  by  letters  patent 
12  governors  of  certain  hereditaments  which  had  belonged  to  the 
late  college  of  Crediton,  directing  them  to  apply  the  yearly 
profits  for  the  support  of  the  Vicar  and  Chaplains  of  Crediton,  the 
Vicar  of  Exminster,  the  Chaplain  of  Sandford,  and  for  the  support 
of  a  Grammar  school  and  other  public  uses.  The  property  has 
been  the  subject  of  frequent  lawsuits  in  past  time.  I  am 
informed  10,000?.  has  been  expended  in  litigation  during  the 
present  century. 

The  school  was  founded  by  the  King  as  a  Free  Grammar  school. 
No  express  qualification  is  required  for  the  master.  It  was  held 
until  quite  recently  in  the  Lady  Chapel  of  the  old  Cathedral 
Church  of  Crediton.  New  premises  have  recently  been  built  at 
t!:e  upper  end  of  the  town,  with  houses  for  the  head  and  under 
master  attached,  a  good  playground  behind,  and  ample  accommo- 
dation for  boarders ;  the  head  master  has  room  for  30,  the  under 
master  for  15.  All  the  arrangements  are  well  planned,  the  school 
and  classrooms  airy  and  well  ventilated,  and  the  whole  well 
furnished.  The  present  head  master  was  elected  in  August 
1865,  at  which  time  the  school  stood  less  both  in  numbers  and 
reputation. 

There  are  six  scholarships  held  at  the  school ;  the  master  recom- 
mends and  the  governors  elect ;  a  most  valuable  adjunct  if  properly 
worked  and  made,  as  it  is  intended  to  be,  the  reward  of  merit.  There 
is  also  an  exhibition  to  the  university  every  year.  There  was  no 
candidate  for  it  on  the  last  occasion.  The  head  master  receives 
150Z.  a  year  and  Zl.  per  head  for  every  day  boy  up  to  47  ;  he 
also  will  have  his  boarding  house,  for  which  the  terms  have  not 
yet  been  fixed.  The  under  master  receives  100/.  only,  and  has  a 
boarding  house.  There  were  37  day  boys  and  two  boarders 
when  I  visited  the  school,  composed  in  about  equal  proportions 
of  farmers,  tradesmen,  and  professional  men ;  and  the  trustees 
hope  by  the  cheapness  of  the  education  offered  to  attract  residents 
to  the  town. 

The  trustees  are  mostly  substantial  farmers;  one  is  a  gentleman 
of  university  education. 

The  system  of  instruction  pursued  here  was  good.  The 
three  upper  boys  construed  Thucydides  very  fairly.  Classics 
were  intended  to  be  the  prevailing  study  of  the  place, 
though  other  subjects,  such  as  French,  which  was  not  an 
extra,  though  not  compulsory,  and  arithmetic,  were  carefully 
attended  to.  Shakespeare  was  read,  and  portions  committed  to 
memory.  The  head  master  intended  to  send  his  boys  into  the 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  local  examinations.

1.  It  is  said  that  the  yearly  exhibition  can  only  be  held  by  a 
resident,  that  is  to  say,  a  boy  bond  fide  living  with  his  parents 
or  near  relatives  in  loco  ■parentum,  in  the  town,  so  that  no  boarder 
at  either  of  the  masters'  houses  could  be  a  candidate.  This 
restriction  will  operate  against  boarders  coming  to  the*  school. 

2.  The  sum  paid  to  the :  school  by  the  corporators  is  a  fixed 
sum,  and  all  the  surplus  (if  any)  goes  to  augment  the  salaries  of 
certain  clergymen.  On  the  part  of  the  trustees,  therefore,  I  am 
told,  there  is  not  only  a  reluctance,  but  a  risk,  in  laying  out 
anything  but  what  is  necessary  for  the  barest  necessities  of  the 
school,  for  fear  of  opposition  from  those  entitled  to  the  surplus, 
or  even  lest  the  item  should  not  be  passed  in  the  accounts  by  the 
master  in  chancery.  I  believe  it  would  be  thought  a  desirable; 
arrangement  to  separate  the  school  endowment  entirely  from  the 
Church  corporation,  and  to  give  it  separate  trustees. 

The  inhabitants  have  confident  hopes  of  the  future  of  what  1 
may  call  their  new  school,  and  consider  it  a  rival  to  Tiverton. 

The  town  of  Crediton  is  rich  in  charities  for  education.  It  has 
a  very  handsome  building  called  Hayward's  school,  used  as  a 
national  school,  for  170  boys,  140  girls,  and  120  infants,  with 
an  income  of  TOO/,  a  year. 

Also'  a  school  called  Dunn's  school,  with  an  endowment  of 
"  34?.  13s.  Od  a  year  for  a  master  to  teach  the  inhabitants 
"  writing,  navigation,  the  lunar  method  of  taking  the  longitude 
"  at  sea,  planning,  drawing,  surveying,  with  all  mathematical 
"  science."  Thirty  boys  were  in  attendance  at  this  school 
when  I  visited  it,  of  whom  11  were  free  boys  elected  by  the 
corporators.  The  others  paid  50s.  to  60s.  a  year.  Some  were 
being  prepared  for  the  grammar  school ;  several  were  the  smaller 
farmers'  and  tradesmen's  sons,  the  school  occupying  an  interme- 
diate position  between  "  Hayward's  "  (or  the  National)  and  the 
grammar  school.  The  instruction  given  to  the  boys  was  very 
elementary,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  add  that  "  the  lunar  method 
of  taking  the  longitude  at  sea  "  was  not  required  to  be  taught.

Foundation  and  Endowment. — By  letters  patent  of  King  Edward  VI 
2  April  1547,  who  gave  premises  belonging  to  then  late  College  of  Crediton, 
an  annual  rent  of  \l.  5s.  Ad.  issuing  out  of  lands  in  Crediton,  and  advowsons, 
glebe,  and  tithes  of  vicarage  and  of  rectory  of  Exminster,  for  maintenance  of 
chaplain  at  Sandford,  vicar  and  two  chaplains  at  Crediton,  vicar  of  Exminster, 
and  schoolmaster  of  free  grammar '  school,  with  a  salary  of  lOZ.,  and  for 
distributions  among  poor  of  Crediton  and  Exminster.  Foundation  confirmed, 
and  endowment  augmented,  by  letters  patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  5  July  1560, 
with  tithes  of  her  possessions  of  S.  Lawrence,  and  all  other  tithes  within 
parish  of  late  College  of  Crediton;  subject  to  payment  of  lOOZ.  per  annum  to 
Crown.

"  with  more  polished  learning  than  was  formerly  usual,  so  that  when  they

All  boys  of  age  of  eight  years  and  upwards,  able  to  read  and  write,  and 
resident  within  county  of  Devon,  preferring  those  of  Crediton,  Sandford,  and 
Exminster,  to  be  capable  of  admission,  subject  to  payment  of  sums  directed 
by  scheme.  No  scholar  entitled  to  remain  beyond  first  annual  examination 
after  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  18  years.     (Scheme  A.D.  1852.)  ' 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — More  polished  learning  (letters  patent 
of  Edward  VI.) ;  besides  the  learned  languages,  mathematics,  algebra,  arith- 
metic, writing  reading,  English  literature,  geography,  English  composition, 
sacred  and  profane  history,  and  such  of  the  modern  languages  and  elements  of 
such  of  the  arts  and  practical  sciences  as  governors  direct  (Scheme). 

Government  and  Masters. — Scheme  approved  by  Court  of  Chancery  28  June 

Twelve  governors  of  the  hereditaments  and  goods  of  the  church  of  Crediton, 
self-electing,  nine  of  whom  are  inhabitants  of  Crediton,  and  three  of  Sandford ;

Dartmouth  Latin  School. 


Mk.  Stanton's  Report. 


A  SCHOOL  actually  existed  here  within  tlie  memory  of  living 
men,  which  was  called  the  Latin  school.  The  building  in  which 
it  was  held  was  pulled  down  in  1837,  being  an  obstruction  to  the 
street,  and  a  resident  gentleman  informed  me  lie  remembered  a 
stone  with  an  inscription  on  it  being  over  the  door,  stating  the 
name  of  the  founder,  and  calling  the  school  the  "  Latin  School." 
The  endowment  consisted  of  one  fifth  of  the  annual  income  of  a 
charity  known  as  Forder's  Charity,  payable  only  on  condition 
that  the  corporation  sliould  supplement  the  sum  by  lOZ.  more 
out  of  the  corporate  funds,  in  default  of  which  the  one  fifth 
of  the  Forder  estate  income  was  to  be  distributed  amonjjst  the 
poor.  This  one  fifth  amounts  now  to  21.  12s.  a  year.  The  pre- 
sent rent  of  the  whole  estate  is  17/.  8s.  net.  The  property  is  on 
lease  on  a  life  aged  78.  When  that  life  falls  in,  ic  is  supposed 
that  after  an  outlay  of  300Z.  for  farm  buildings,  the  rent  will  be 
increased  to  80?. 

At  the  time  of  the  Municipal  Reform  Act  the  corporation  were 
in  debt,  and  the  payment  of  10/.,  which  seems  to  be  quite  volun- 
tary, was  consequently  discontinued,  and  has  not  been  revived. 

In  1861,  on  a  requisition  from  the  chief  inhabitants  of  the 
town,  the  mayor  convened  a  meeting,  at  which  a  resolution  was 
passed  "  That  a  good  educational  establishment  in  this  town 
"  would  prove  a  great  benefit  to  the  inhabitants,  as  giving  heads 
"  of  families  the  opportunity  of  providing  their  sons  with  an 
"  education  suitable  to  the  present  age  on  moderate  terms,  and 
"  also  as  tending  to  increase  the  number  of  residents."     . 

A  committee  was  formed  to  consider  the  whole  question,  and, 
in  reply  to  their  applications,  nearly  500Z.  were  promised  towards 
the  object  in  view.  But,  like  many  other  well-intended  plans, 
the  matter  has  dropped.  The  healthiness  of  the  situation,  its 
beauty  as  a  place  of  residence,  its  growing  importance  since  the 
opening  of  the  railway,  and  easiness  of  access,  the  absence  of 
any  important  school,  all  point  to  Dartmouth  as  a  fit  place  for 
such  an  establishment ;  and  it  is  a  subject  for  regret  that  the 
committee  were  not  able  round  the  nucleus  of  the  old  endowment 
to  develope  a  school  required  by  the  wants  of  the  neighbourhood.

Exeter  Grammar  School.  *sct?J^ 


Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  Grammar  School  at  Exeter  is  part  of  a  foundation  called 
S.  John's  Hospital,  and  was  originally  founded  by  certain^  citizens 
of  Exeter,  and  afterwards  incorporated  by  King  Charles  I.  In 
the  letters  patent,  the  hospital  is  amongst  other  things  incor- 
porated "  For  a  free  Grammar  school  and  a  free  English  school, 
"  for  the  education  of  poor  children  or  scholars  born  in  or  inhabit- 
"  ing  the  said  city,"  the  free  English  school  being  in  the  recital 
described  as  instituted  for  the  better  preparing  the  children 
of  tlie  said  hospital  and  others  for  the  grammar  school,  and  other 
fit  professions.  The  letters  patent  seem  to  leave  it  to  the 
discretion  of  the  governors  whether  there  shall  be  separate 
masters  or  one  master  over  both  schools.  They  do  not  order 
that  the  master  shall  be  a  graduate,  or  in  orders,  but  merely  that 
he  shall  be  "  fit  and  able." 

At  present  the  two  schools  are  quite  distinct,  although  they 
are  included  within  the  same  boundaries.  The  free  English 
school  is  united  with  the  Blue  Coat  school,  and'  does  not  In  any 
way  profess  to  prepare  boys  for  the  grammar  school.  The  blue 
boys,  to  the  number  of  25,  and  the  free  boys,  are  chosen  by  the 
governors  from  the  children  of  poor  2'>!irents.  The  blue  boys 
are  clothed,  and  board  with  the  master  of  the  English  school, 
Mr.  Gould ;  and  the  whole  of  them,  blue  boys  and  free  boys,  to 
the  number  of  nearly  200,  receive  their  education  gratuitously. 

A  house  adjoining  the  hospital  was  built  for  the  master  of  the 
grammar  school  about  1776,  in  which  he  now  lives  ;  it  is  in 
tolerable  repair,  and  contains  moderate  accommodation  for  35  to 
40  boarders,  but  was  only  occupied  at  the  time  of  my  visit  by  12, 
The  schoolroom  forms  part  of  the  nave  of  the  church  belonging 
to  the  old  dissolved  hospital  of  S.  John,  the  east  end  of  which  is 
still  used  for  service,  and  some  small  emoluments  from  the 
letting  the  pews  is  received  by  the  head  master,  who  officiates 
there.  The  schoolroom  is  large  and  well  furnished.  It  un- 
fortunately runs  parallel  with  and  against  the  high  street, 
the  windows  opening  on  that  side,  and,  owing  to  a  cabstand 
immediately  outside,  is  liable  to  disagreeable  and  noisy  inter- 
ruption. There  are  two  fairly  sized  playgrounds  at  the  back; 
one  for  the  head  master's  boarders,  the  other  for  the  day  boys. 
The  latter  are  not  allowed,  except  by  permission,  to  use  the 
boarders'  playground,  but  I  believe  the  rule  is  not  much  insisted 
upon.  Separate  from  these  two,  but  adjoining,  is  a  large  play- 
ground for  the  boys  of  Mr.  Gould's  school. 

When  I  visited  the  grammar  school  I  was  informed  it  consisted 
of  48  boys,  12  boarders  and  36  day  boys.  The  tmstees,  by  custom, 
seem  to  have  the  power  of  electing  four  boys,  sons  of  freemen, 
to  the  privilege  of  a  gratuitous  education.  There  was  only  one 
such  boy  in  the  school,  and  I  understood  they  had  no  other  appli- 
cations. Only  five  of  the  dayboys  came  from  the  immediate  city, 
the  rest  from  the  suburbs.  The  master  declined  to  allow  me 
to  examine  the  boys,  or  to  see  the  work  of  an  examination  they 
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geammae   ^^^'®  about  to  undergo,  alleging  that  it  was  beneath  the  dignity 
iSoHooLs.    of  the  school  to  be  put  on  the  same  platform  with  other  schools 
which  he  understood  had  been  examined. 

At  the  passing  of  the  Municipal  Reform  Act  the  manage- 
ment and  property  of  the  hospital  passed  into  the  hands  of  the 
trustees  of  the  church  list  of  Exeter  charities,  who  consist 
of  11  influential  gentlemen  connected  chiefly  ivl.th  the  city,  who 
are  also  trustees  of  eight  other  charities.  The  exhibition  fund, 
which  for  the  size  of  the  school  is  very  large,  amounting  to  nearly 
500/.  a  year,  is  in  the  hands  of  diff^erent  electors,  seven  of 
the  exhibitions  out  of  18  being  in  the  gift  of  the  governors 
of  the  hospital.  Some  of  the  smaller  exhibitions  are  given  to 
the  successful  candidates  for  the  Ir^rger  ones ;  all  of  them,  as  far 
as  I  could  learn,  were  given  away  fairly  and  after  examination. 
There  has  not  been  of  late  much  competition  for  them,  and  the 
examiners'  duty  has  been  seldom  more  than  to  certify  the 
fitness  of  the  candidates  to  hold  them.  I  believe  10  years  ago 
candidates  were  not  always  found  to  apply  for  them.  Two  a 
year,  on  an  average,  are  vacant.  The  rule  restricting  some  of 
them  to  natives  of  Exeter,  sons  of  freemen,  has  not  been  always 
strictly  observed.  In  the  case  of  the  exhibitions  founded  by 
Dr.  Stevens,  he  excluded  from  any  benefit  therein  all  sons, 
grandsons,  nephews,  and  first  cousins  of  all  bishops  and  deans 
of  Exeter,  and  of  all  dignitaries  and  canons  of  the  Cathedral 
Ohurch.  This  is  a  restriction  which  might  surely  now  be 
removed.  It  practically  excludes  a  large  body  of  residents 
requiring  a  a  classical  education  for  their  sons  from  using 
the  school.  Dr.  Stevens  also  by  his  will  allows  his  exhibi- 
tioners to  hold  their  exhibitions  till  tlie  full  term  of  seven 
years  shall  have  expired,  provided  they  are  studying  law  or 
physic  in  England  or  in  any  foreign  university,  or  are  travelling 
for  improvement  in  botany,  architectm-e,  foreign  trade,  or  painting. 
According  to  present  regulations,  fhey  are  only  tenable  for  four 
years,  and  residence  at  the  university  is  required.  He  also 
allows  the  mayor  to  elect  one  exhibitioner  exclusively  to  travel 
for  the  benefit  of  trade,  without  going  to  the  university.  I  believe 
this  power  has  never  been  exercised. 

It  would  be  more  convenient  if  the  exhibition  property  were 
all  under  one  management.  A  proposal  of  Sir  Thomas  Acland 
to  augment  two  exhibitions  founded  by  an  ancestor,  and  place 
them  on  a  more  satisfactory  footing,  which,  he  considers,  involves 
some  change  in  the  trustees,  has  hitherto  been  unsuccessfiil, 
though  the  scheme  is  approved  by  the  governors  of  the  hospital, 
because  some  members  of  the  city  corporation,  who  at  present  form 
part  of  the  electors,  are  unwilling  to  relinquish  the  small  patronage, 
which  the  alteration  contemplated  by  Sir  Thomas  Acland  requires 
of  them. 

The  school  was  fouuded  for  the  benefit  of  the  residents  of 
the  city,  and  certainly  in  so  wealthy  and  populous  a  place  ample 
material  ought  to  exist  for  an  upper  school.  A  resident  gentle- 
man, himself  educated  here,  informed  me  that  180  boys  were  at 
the  school  in  his  time. 
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The  school  has  not  been  able,  in  point  of  numbers,  to  hold  its  etoowed 
own  against  the  upper  or  middle  clnss  private  schools  of  the  city,  sohoom? 
which  are  numerous,  and  several  of  which  are  good.  Within  the 
last  ten  years  its  numbers  have  diminished  by  one  half.  The 
head  master  complained  that  Hole's  school  had  interfered  with 
the  grammar  school  ;  but  the  class  of  boys  who  attend  at  Hole's 
is  in  no  sense  the  class  whom  he  in  fact  encourages  to  come  to 
the  grammar  school ;  nor,  indeed,  is  it  desirable  he  should.  He 
is  anxious  to  change  the  site  of  the  school,  now  much  surrounded. 
This  v,'ill  undoubtedly  be  an  advantage,  if  such  new  site  remain 
sufficiently  central.  The  governors  have  entertained  the  proposal 
favourably,  and  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  five  acres  of  land 
within  the  county  of  the  city  are  in  contemplation. 

The  school  suffers,  perhaps,  in  some  sense,  from  the  smallness 
of  the  endowment,  which  makes  it  difficult  to  obtain,  or,  when 
obtained,  to  keep  efficient  assistant  masters.  Of  late  years  they 
have  been  constantly  changing.  The  head  master  used  to  send 
in  candidates  for  the  university  local  examinations ;  but  since 
1861  has  discontinued  it,  owing,  he  says,  to  objections  raised 
to  "  paying  the  fees,  the  pupils  having  botn  sent  in  not  singly 
but  in  classes."  Looking  to  all  the  attendant  circumstances, 
the  school  probably  should  rather  direct  its  aim  towards  satis- 
fying the  wants  of  a  residential  class  than  establishing  itself  as 
a  boarding  school  for  boys  from  a  distance.  Every  day  increases 
the  reluctance  of  parents  who  live  in  the  country  to  send  their 
children  into  a  populous  city  to  be  educated. 


The  Free  School  and  Blue  Coat  School  of  S.  John's 

Hospital. 
The  results  of  my  inspection  of  the  Free  School  and  Blue 
School,  which  form  part  of  the  same  foundation  as  the  Grrammar 
school,  were  quite  satisfactory.  Under  their  worthy  master, 
Mr.  Gould,  the  subjects  taught  and  the  manner  of  teaching  were 
well  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  scholars,  and  good  of  their  kind. 
The  discipline  was  admirable.  The  school  is  deservedly  held  in 
high  estimation,  and  although  I  believe  the  parents  of  many 
of  the  boys  could  well  afford  to  pay  something  towards  their 
schooling,  and  thereby  raise  a  fund  towards  improving  the  quality 
of  the  education  given,  yet  I  can  well  understand  the  reluctance 
there  is  to  interfere  with  an  institution  which  is  unquestionably 
producing  satisfactory  results.  The  Blue  boys  do  all  the  servants' 
work  of  their  own  establishment,  and  cjiean  out  the  schoolroom, 
&c.      Many  of  them  are  orphans  or  deserving  objects  of  charity.

A  branch  of  S.  John's 
Hospital,  founded  by  Hugh  Crossing,  Alderman,  and  others,  incorporated 
by  letters  patent  of  King  Charles  I.,  2  June  1637.    Further  endowed  by 
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BKpp-wED  Elize  Hele,  who,  by  an  indenture  9  January  1632,  enfeofifed  John  Maynard, 
SOH^^  Elize  Stert,  and  others,  with  the  manors  of  Fardell,  Denaton,  Brixton,  Reigny 
■~—  '  Cofllute,  Halwill,  Teignharvey,  Clist  St.  Lawrence,  and  Chst  Gerrard  in  the 
county  of  Devon,  and  the  rectory  impropriate  of  Wolvington  and  St.  Giles  in 
the  Heath  in  the  same  county,  and  all  other  his  manors,  lands,  and  heredita- 
ments in  the  said  county  or  elsewhere  in  England,  in  trust  after  his  decease, 
to  employ  them  to  such  godly,  pious,  and  charitable  uses  as  they  or  the 
survivors  or  survivor  of  them  or  his  heirs  in  their  discretion  should  think 
meet.  On  18  December  1668  John  Maynard  and  EUze  Stert,  surwvors, 
conveyed  *  the  manors  of  Chst  St.  Lawrence,  Clist  St.  Giles,  Gerrard's  Chst, 
and  Teignharvey,  and  certain  lands,  &c.  in  the  parishes  of  Newton  Ferers  and 
Bovey  Tracey,  to  the  Mayor  of  Exeter  and  others  in  trust  out  of  the  rents 
reserved  (which  were  not  to  be  less  than  one-fourth  or  sixth  of  the  whole) 
and  profits!,  exclusive  of  fines,  to  pay  lOl.  a  year  for  maintenance  of  school  in 
Moreton,  and  321.  a  year  for  maintenance  of  divinity  and  Hebrew  lecturer 
set  up  in  Exeter  CoUege,  Oxford,  by  John  Maynard  and  Elize  Stert,  and  the 
residue  for  maintenance,  education,  and  apprenticing  of  poor  children  in 
St.  John's  Hospital,  Exeter.  Of  the  proceeds  of  the  fines  1,500Z.  was  to  be 
expended  on  workhouses  for  the  county  of  Devon  and  city  of  Exeter,  and 
\,500l.  for  maintenance  of  poor  maiden  children  in  Hele's  Hospital  in  Exeter, 
and  the  remainder  to  such  charitable  uses  as  J.  M.  and  E.  S.  or  the 
survivor  should  appoint.  Appointments  having  been  made  from  time  to 
time  by  the  heirs,  on  a  suit  in  Chancery  being  instituted,  it  was  decreed, 
22  Nov.  1825,  that  the  right  of  apportioning  the  fines  (then  averaging  ],000l. 
a  year)  was  in  the  Crown  by  sign  manual.  By  a  private  Act  of  Parliament, 
^  &  6  Vict.  c.  40,  power  was  given  (on  determination  of  the  existing  leases 
for  lives)  to  let  the  estates  at  rackrent  for  terms  not  exceeding  21  years,  the

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

This  school  has  an  endowment  of  10/.  a  year,  a  house  for  the 
master,  and  schoolroom.  The  Eev.  J.  Maokarness,  the  rector  of 
the  parish,  is  the  nominal  head  master;  but  the  work  of  the 
school  he  practically  confides  to  the  Kev.  T.  Izod,  who  has  the 
title  of  under  master.  The  rector  is  also  chairman  of  the  trustees, 
and  manages  what  little  business  may  arise  in  the  administration 
of  the  trust.  Little  seems  to  be  known  about  the  foundation, 
except  that  it  was  for  the  teaching  of  four  boys  whose  parents 
were  too  poor  to  educate  them.  At  present  there  are  two  founda- 
tioners in  the  school. 

There  were  48  boarders  and  15  day  boys  present  when  I  visited 
the  school, *of  whom  52  were  under  the  age  of  14,  17  being  under 
the  age  of  10.  The  charge  for  boarders  is  exceedingly  low,  for 
day  boys  sufficiently  high  to  deter  any  but  upper  tradesmen 
sending  their  sons.  The  school  is  more  especially  intended  for 
the  sons  of  gentry  and  professional  men,  and  as  preparatory  to 
the  public  schools.  The  schoolroom  was  somewhat  confined  for 
space,  but  the  rooms  in  the  head  master's  house  were  used  for 
classrooms.  The  boarding  accommodation  was  good.  There  was 
a  large  and  active  staff  of  masters.  The  younger  boys  were 
taught  by  a  German  governess,  as  I  was  assured,  with  good 
results.  Throughout  the  school  the  work  was  fairly  done,  and 
bore  marks  of  conscientious  teaching.  The  Latin,  as  far  as  it 
went,  seemed  thoroughly  learnt.  One  boy  was  going  to  the 
University.  He  was  far  removed  in  age  and  attainments  above 
the  rest.  A  class  called  up  in  Euclid,  without  preparation, 
showed  considerable  knowledge  of  it,  and  this  branch  of  study 
was  effectively  taught. 

The  school  was  raised  from  an  inanimate  state  by  the  present 
rector,  and  is  a  good  instance  of  what  enterprise  and  energy  can 
accomplish  in  striking  out  a  new  line  where  old  ones  have  failed. 
The  neighbourhood  all  spoke  well  of  it.  If  it  cannot  be  said  to 
be  especially  adapted  for  the  bulk  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town, 
yet  it  supplies  a  want  which  must  not  be  overlooked,  namely,  of 
affording  an  excellent  classical  education,  preparatory  rather  than 
finishing,  at  an  exceedingly  moderate  rate,  and  rendering  thereby 
great  service  to  the  clergy,  gentry,  and  professional  men  who  are 
of  limited  means  yet  require  something  more  than  a  merely 
commercial  education  for  their  sons.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

This  school,  like  some  others  in  this  district,  has  suffered  from 
disputes  concerning  the  rights  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
as  against  the  boarders  of  the  head  master.  Unquestionably  the 
founder,  by  his  will,  had  primarily  in  view  the  interests  of  the 
town. 

In  his  "grammar  school"  he  directs  a  master  to  teach  15  boys  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Kingsbridge,  in  default  of  whom  strangers  may 
be  imported ;  but  no  stranger  is  to  be  placed  there  so  long  as  any 
can  be  found  in  the  town. 

In  former  years  the  school  prospered,  and  educated  the  sons  of 
the  surrounding  county  families. 

Some  20  years  ago  it  was  thought  that  the  intentions  of  the 
foundation  were  not  properly  fulfilled,  that  the  head  master 
unduly  favoured  his  boarders  at  the  expense  of  the  day  boys, 
especially  in  not  allowing  tbe  latter  the  full  use  of  the  playground, 
and  other  complaints  were  made.  This  resulted  in  a  lawsuit, 
which  cost  the  charity  about  2,000Z.,  and  the  town  substantially 
carried  the  day.  The  school  is  now  governed  by  a  scheme  of 
Lord  Langdale,  1846. 

The  trustees  are  composed  of  two  sets,  Crispin's  and  Dun- 
combe's,  consisting  of  seven  each :  both  bodies  unite  for  the  purpose  - 
of  governing  the  school,  but  they  hold  separate  properties  :  three 
of  each  body  are  required  to  be  resident  in  the  town.     Crispin's  ; 
trustees  are,  I  believe,  all  dissenters  :  they  represent  the  original  .; 
foundation  ;  Duncombe's  trustees  represent  a  later  endowment  for 
a  lectureship  at  the  church,  and  for  exhibitions  from  the  school  to 
the  university.  These  two  bodies  work  harmoniously  together.  The 
scheme,  but  not  the  original  foundation,  requires  the  master  to  be 
a  member  of  the  Church  of  England.     Some  of  the  trustees  differ 
as  to  the  interpretation  to  be  placed  on  some  of  the  clauses  in  the 
scheme,  which  indeed  does  not  work  satisfactorily. 

The  general  idea  of  the  scheme  is  to  establish  an  upper  school. 
There  is  to  be  one  uniform  system  of  education  for  boarders,  free 
boys,  and  day  boys,  to  include  as  complete  an  instruction  as  may 
be  in  Greek,  Latin,  English  grammar,  reading,  writing,  arith- 
metic, geography,  and  history,  competent  instruction  in  algebra, 
and  mathematics,  and  such  other  branches  of  useful  learning  as 
are  necessary  or  proper  for  a  liberal  education.  The  teaching 
French,  Hebrew,  Italian,  Spanish  and  German,  is  also  contem- 
plated. Pour  exhibitions  of  507.  each  to  the  universities  are  to  be 
given  away  to  boys  after  examination,  provided  they  have  been  fivfe 
years  at  the  school,  but  any  free  boy  can  claim  one  in  preference  to 
a  boarder  if  he  reaches  a  certain  standard  of  fitness.  For  three 
years  there  has  been  no  candidate.  The  head  master  is  to  receive 
501.  a  year,  and  is  compelled  to  appoint  and  pay  an  assistant  master, 
who  must  be  a  graduate  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge.     20  free  boys

may  be  elected  by  the  trustees,  who  at  the  age  of  14  are  entitled  bmowsd 
to  receive  an  apprentice  fee  of  201,  provided  they  have  been,  |chSm? 
four  years  at  the  school.  

When  I  visited  the  school  there  were  31  boys — 16  free,  8  pay- 
boys,  7  boarders.  The  appreciation  in  which  the  school  is  held 
will  be  seen  by  the  fact  that  out  of  the  whole  parish  and  a  mile 
beyond,  boys  cannot  be  found  to  fill  up  the  foundation  even  with 
the  bribe  of  the  apprentice  fee ;  and  only  8  others  availed  them- 
selves of  a  cheap  education  at  Al.  4s.  a  year,  out  of  a  population  of 
5,000.  That  the  material  existed  for  a  school  was  evident,  for 
a  commercial  school  was  carried  on  close  by,  used  chiefly  by 
farmers  and  tradesmen. 

The  16  free  boys  occupied  one  side  of  the  same  room  with  the 
other  boys.  They  were  kept  quite  separate  and  heard  in  classes 
by  themselves.  They  made  use  of  the  playground  at  stated 
times,  but  the  boarders  were  forbidden  to  use  it  on  those  occa- 
sions. Of  the  pay  boys  some  were  sons  of  tradesmen  who  did  not 
choose  to  avail  themselves  of  the  foundation,  and  paid  the  4?.  45,  a 
year. 

The  majority  of  the  trustees  consider  that  they  are  bound  by 
the  scheme  to  admit  aa  free  boys  the  poorer  class  of  tradesmen's 
sons,  and  are  not  inclined  to  press  the  preliminary  examination 
enjoined  by  the  scheme.  Some  of  the  free  boys  could  only  read 
with  hesitation,  and  three  of  them  lately  admitted  could  not  tell 
me  what  time  of  the  year  Christmas  was,  and  could  hardly 
reproduce  a  word  of  a  very  easy  piece  of  dictation.  It  was 
commonly  said  that  they  were  sent  by  their  parents  more  for  the 
sake  of  the  apprentice  fee*  than  of  the  education.  These  children 
have  to  be  taught  the  elementary  learning  of  a  National  School, 
and  are  required  to  proceed  onwards  to  Greek  and  Latin.  Influ- 
ential gentlemen  of  the  neighbourhood,  themselves  educated 
there,  were  unwilling  to  send  their  sons  to  the  school  on  account 
of  their  association  with  the  free  boys,  and  the  professional 
residents  had  likewise  deserted  it  for  Marlboro'  and  Sherborne. 
The  school  appeared  to  afibrd  a  good  jllustration  of  the  difficulty 
under  which  many  of  the  endowed  schools  labour;  viz.,  of 
being  compelled  to  give  a  high  classical  education,  which  deters 
the  farmers  and  tradesmen,  and  does  not,  owing  to  the  lower 
element  which  the  foundation  requires  them  to  admit,  attract 
the  gentry. 

For  the  foundationers,  too,  the  length  of  the  holidays  and  the 
shortness  of  time  required  to  be  spent  in  school  are  quite  unsuited. 

The  upper  class  in  the  school  construed  Csssar  fairly,  and 
care  seemed  to  be  taken  to  improve  their  writing  of  English  com- 
position. The  arithmetical  knowledge  was  not  high ;  that  of  the 
foundationers  very  poor,  whose  acquaintance  also  with  Latin, 
which  the  head  master  considers  himself  bound  to  teach  them, 
was  merely  nominal.

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SOHOOIS. 


The  schoolroom  is  substantially  built  and  large  and  tolerably 
convenient.  The  master's  house  is  good  and  comfortable,  with  a 
garden  and  playground  adjoining,  and  has  accommodation  for  30 
to  35  boarders.  The  whole  premises  stand  in  about  an  acre. 
I  am  compelled  to  say  that  I  think  this  foundation  under  its 
present  constitution  has  failed.  Tlie  present  free  boys  would  be 
better  educated  according  to  their  needs  in  the  National  School. 

For  whatever  class  of  boys  the  school  may  be  best  adapted, 
Kingsbridge  has  many  natural  advantages  as  a  place  of  education. 
Aided  by  the  existence  of  a  fair  endowment,  a  school  here  ought 
to  have  a  good  start  over  rival  establishments.  The  abolition  of 
apprentice  fees,  and  the  establishment  of  scbolarships  to  be  held 
at  the  school,  the  result  of  merit  ascertained  by  examination,  an 
increase  of  the  salary  of  the  head  master,  a  better  system  of 
electing  free  boys,  if  indeed  it  be  necessary  to  retain  them  at  all, 
the  removal  of  the  order  which  requires  the  second  master  to  be  a 
graduate  of  the  university,  a  modification  of  the  uniform  course 
of  instruction  now  strictly  prescribed  for  all,  permission  to  the 
head  master  to  take  day  boarders  ;  these,  I  believe,  are  improve- 
ments which  have  suggested  themselves  to  those  most  immediately 
interested  in  the  matter,  and  appear  to  rest  on  solid  ground.

Fowidation  and  Endowment. — By  will  of  Thomas  Crispin,  31  Jan.  1689, 
who  gave  hi.  per  annum  to  the  teaching  25  poor  children  of  Kingsbridge 
to  read,  6L  per  annum  for  teaching  12  poor  children  of  Kingsbridge  to 
write  and  cypher,  20Z.,  the  profits  to  be  laid  out  in  buying  books  and 
paper,  15Z.  per  annum  for  the  master,  and  hi.  per  annum  for  repairing 
the  grammar  school  which  he  had  already  built;  and  for  securing  the 
payment  of  such  yearly  sums,  he  gave  his  estate  called  Washbearhays,  in 
Bradninch. 

School  Property. — Augmented  from  surplus  revenues  of  Buncombe's 
charity.  Annual  income,  220?.  gross,  204Z.  net.,  besides  repairs.*  Applied 
to  school,  190L  No  probable  increase.  Scheme  provides  for  four  exhi- 
bitions of  501.  for  four  years  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  The  number 
to  be  reduced  by  the  governors  if  funds  insufficient.  Apprentice  fees  of 
201.  each  annually  for  four  Kingsbridge  free  boys. 

Buildings  and  site  good.  Head  master's  house  adapted  for  reception  of 
boarders.

Mb,  Stanton's  Report. 

The  foundation  of  this  school  forms  part  of  a  trust  called  the 
Church  Corporation  Trust,  and  is  of  a  similar  character  to  that  of 
Crediton.  The  trust  was  created  by  letters  patent  of  King  Henry 
VIIL,  whereby  certain  property  was  vested  in  four  governors  and 
assistants  for  the  support  of  the  church  and  parsonnge,  of  a  vicar, 
chaplain  priest,  and  schoolmaster.  The  vicar  and  the  four 
governors  appoint  the  schoolmaster,  who  occupies  a  well  built 
house  and  premises  belonging  to  the  foundation,  and  also  receives 
10^.  from  tlie  Church  Corporation  Trust,  and  payments  from 
other  sources,  amounting  to  about  201.  a  year.  The  present  head 
master  also  holds  the  office  of  chaplain  priest,  which  is  a  donative 
in  the  gift  of  the  governors,  to  which  he  was  elected  immediately 
after  his  appointment,  on  condition  he  took  no  parochial  duty,  and 
for  which  he  receives  751.  a  year.  His  duties  do  not  extend 
beyond  the  liturgical  services  of  the  Church. 

The  governors  are  the  vicar  and  some  substantial  farmers  in  the 
neighbourhood,  self  elective,  who  usually  choose  one  of  their  own 
class  to  supply  any  vacancy  in  their  body.  1  am  told  son 
commonly  succeeds  father. 

The  present  master  was  elected  two  or  three  years  ago,  and  it 
was  hoped  that  under  his  auspices  the  school  might  become  as 
famous  and  flourishing  as  it  had  been  under  Dr.  Cornish  and  other 
masters.  During  the  39  yeai-s'  rule  of  Dr.  Cornish,  the  pre- 
decessor of  the  present  master,  115  boys  went  from  the  school  to 
the  universities,  and  88  to  the  public  schools  and  military  colleges ; 
and  the  school  seems  to  liave  strictly  been  fulfilling  the  intentions 
of  His  Majesty,  who,  "  led  by  the  particular  love  and  aifection 
"  with  which  We  favour  the  young  subjects  of  our  kingdom, 
"  within  our  county  of  Devon,  that  from  their  cradles  they  may 

"  be  well  instructed  in  more  polite  learning, and  certainly 

"  thinking  that  the  Church  of  Christ,  whose  vicegerent  We  imme- 
"  diately  are  on  earth,  will  not  be  less  advanced  and  graced  by 
"  men  learned  in  languages  than  by  men  prudent  for  the  good  of 
"  the  whole  kingdom,  do  hereby  create  and  establish  a  free 
"  grammar  school  in  the  parish  of  S.  Mary  of  Otlery." 

The  house  of  the  master  is  well  placed  and  in  good  repair,  as, 
indeed,  it  ought  to  be  when  an  average  sum  from  the  Church 
Corporation  Fund  of  261.  8s.  lOd.  is  devoted  yearly  towards  it. 
The  schoolroom  is  of  moderate  size  and  well  lighted,  but  some- 
what dilapidated.  The  furniture  in  it  is  out  of  repair  and  much 
of  it  unserviceable.  A  trapeze  and  rings  are  erected  in  it  for 
gymnastic  feats,  at  which  one  of  the  boys,  at  the  request  of  the 
head  master,  performed  in  my  presence  with  considerable  agility. 
A  small  yard  used  as  a  playground  adjoins.  There  is  admirable 
-boarding  accommodation  and  sleeping  room  for  40  boys. 
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geammak  When  I  visited  the  school  there  were  six  boys,  all  day  boys, 
scnooLB.  and  very  young.  Four  of  them  had  been  at  the  school  for 
six  months.  Three  of  them  were  sons  of  farmers,  and  three 
of  small  shopkeepers.  Their  number  was  swollen  to  its  present 
dimensions  by  the  recent  breaking  up  of  a  commercial  school  in 
the  place.  The  master  objected  to  take  boarders  except  at  high 
terms,  about  120/.  a  year,  which  in  these  parts  were  practi- 
cally prohibitory,  The  boys  were  taught  Latin,  chiefly  through 
Robson's  Constructive  Latin  Exercises,  which  contains  a  vocabulary 
giving  the  roots  of  words,  and  is  intended  to  supply  the  place  of  a 
grammar,  which  was  not  used.  Two  of  them  had  begun  Cassar. 
Their  knowledge  in  other  subjects  was  quite  elementary.  There 
was  an  assistant  master  who  had  resided  at  Oxford,  but  had  not 
graduated.  The  old  playground  was  turned  into  a  kitchen 
garden.  The  boarders'  dining  room  was  occupied  as  a  coach 
house  by  two  of  the  master's  carriages,  the  night  study  was 
a  laundry,  and  the  large  dormitory  a  billiard  room.  I  was  in- 
formed by  one  of  the  governors  on  whom  I  called,  who  seemed 
anxious  to  remedy  the  existing  state  of  things,  that  when  they 
elected  the  present  master,  it  was  with  the  full  understanding 
that  he  should  take  boarders.  The  master,  however,  by  the 
arrangements  of  his  house,  obviously  has  no  immediate  intention 
of  so  doing. 

On  his  election,  the  Governors  required  that  he  should  teach 
Latin  and  Greek  at  61.  6s.  a  year  for  each  boy,  and  21.  2s.  in 
addition  if  the  boy  learnt  English  and  arithmetic,  but  he  was  not 
to  be  allowed  to  learn  English  and  arithmetic  without  learning 
Latin  and  Greek.  The  master  informed  me  that  in  practice  he 
was  obliged  to  considerably  lower  these  terms. 

At  present  the  school  is  useless,  and  cannot  be  said  to  be  doing 
any  work  whatever.  Holidays  of  three  months  in  the  year  are 
excessive  for  the  class  of  boys  to  whom  alone  it  seems  inclined 
to  open  itself.  In  the  opinion  of  the  late  head  master  the 
reputation  of  Honiton,  which  is  only  six  miles  distant,  adds 
materially  to  the  difficulty  of  resuscitating  the  school.  Ottery, 
however,  is  the  centre  of  a  large  though  scattered  population 
of  nearly  12,000  persons,  many  of  whom  are  farmers  who  farm 
their  own  estates ;  and  there  seems  no  reason  why  the  two  schools, 
each  taking  its  own  line,  should  not  flourish  side  by  side.  Con- 
sidering the  altered  circumstances  of  the  country,  it  is  probable 
that  a  secondary  rather  than  an  upper  school  would  now  best 
meet  the  wants  of  the  locality.  There  is  an  exhibition  of  20Z.  a 
year  attached  to  the  school  for  the  maintenance  of  a  scholar  at 
the  university,  and,  in  default  of  any  candidate,  it  may  be  held 
by  two  boys  at  the  school  itself.  It  has  not  been  filled  up  for 
some  time  past.

In  this  town,  or  aggregation  of  towns,  with  a  population  of 
nearly  ]  30,000,  what  is  called  the  grammar  school  has  no  distinc- 
tive visible  presence.  The  master  is  elected  by  the  corporation, 
and  receives  from  them  50?.  a  year  towards  his  house  rent  in  lieu 
of  an  old  house,  in  a  confined  situation  close  to  St.  Andrew's  church, 
which  the  school  used  to  occupy,  and  20Z.  a  year,  representing  the 
old  money-endowment,  for  which  he  has  to  educate  gratuitously 
10  boys,  elected  by  the  corporation,  sons  of  decayed  tradesmen. 

It  seems  that  a  pension  of  8?.  a  year,  due  to  Queen  Elizabeth 
from  the  vicarage  of  Plymouth,  fell  into  arrear,  and  the  corporation 
having  pleaded  the  inability  of  the  living  to  pay  it.  Her  Majesty 
granted  and  assigned  to  them  all  the  arrears,  the  pension  itself, 
and  the  advowson  of  the  church,  on  condition  that  they  should 
support  a  free  grammar  school  for  ever  for  the  education  of  boys 
in  grammatical  knowledge,  for  which  purpose  they  were  to  pay 
annually  to  the  master  20Z. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  same  sum  of  20?.  is  now  paid,  the 
relative  value  of  money  represented  by  it  being  nearer  250?. 
The  corporation  have  sold  the  advowson  at  a  price  probably  far 
above  its  value  in  Queen  Elizabeth's  time  ;  and  if  not  an  equitable, 
there  would  certainly  seem  to  be  a  strong  moral  claim  on  them  to 
do  something  more  to  support  their  grammar  school.  The  present 
so-called  grammar  school  is,  in  fact,  no  more  than  one  of  the 
many  private  schools  for  the  upper  middle  class,  which  are  a 
characteristic  of  Plymouth ;  for  the  master  cannot  be  said  to 
derive  much  benefit  from  the  foundation,  IQl.  a  year  being  barely 
adequate  to  recompense  him  for  having  to  teach  the  10  free  boys ; 
he  takes  his  office  cum  onere. 

The  school  Is  held  in  an  ordinary  private  house,  in  a  healthy 
situation  in  the  town,  the  rooms  being  adapted  as  best  they  may 
for  school  purposes.  There  were  46  boys  at  the  school,  of  whom 
nine  were  boarders.  All  learnt  Latin,  and  half  of  them  French  ; 
Euclid  and  algebra  were  carefully  taught.  Nine  were  learning 
Greek.  Considerable  pains  were  taken  with  their  English  com- 
position, which  indeed,  with  the  study  of  French,  was  a  marked 
and  praiseworthy  characteristic  of  all  the  Plymouth  schools.  Tfie 
discipline  appeared  good. 

t  I  believe  the  majority  of  the  corporation,  the  patrons,  do 
not  hold  in  any  great  favour  a  classical  education,  and  regard 
the  poverty  rather  than  the  social  status  of  the  free  boys  whom 
they  elect.  A  gentleman  in  the  town  had  removed  his  sons 
from  the  school  on  account  of  the  presence  of  the  free  boysj 
The  mayor,  Mr.  Norrington,  expressed  to  me  his  great  desire  to 
see  the  grammar  school  enlarged  into  a  good  school  for  the  sons  of 
gentry  and  the  upper  class  of  tradesmen,  for  which  there  is  in  Ply- 
mouth so  large  a  material,  and  spoke  strongly  in  favour  of  a

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geammab  <^l^s^i°''''l  education,  the  want  of  which  was  ever  regretted,  and  by 
soHooM.  none  more  than  those  who  afterwards  raised  themselves  in  life. 
The  Eev.  Dr.  Holmes,  who  now  has  a  large  private  school  at 
Mannamead,  when  he  was  head  master  of  the  grammar  school, 
offered  to  forego  80/.  a  year  if  the  corporation  would  build  him^  a 
new  school  house.  There  was  not,  however,  sufficient  unanimity 
upon  the  subject  among  that  body  for  the  proposal  to  be  favour- 
ably entertained. 

There  are  certain  exhibitions  or  funds  available  for  educational 
purposes  at  Plymouth. 

A  fund  called  Kell  way's  trust,  of  which  the  head  master  of  the 
grammar  school  and  the  incumbents  of  St.  Andrew  and  St.  Charles 
the  Martyr  are  trustees,  amounting  to  500/  or  600/.  a  year.  Is 
applicable  in  the  first  place  to  the  support  in  some  trade  or  calling 
of  the  heirs  of  the  founder  till  they  are  24  years  of  age,  and,  in 
default  of  such,  to  the  support  of  any  stranger  being  a  boarder  in 
some  school  at  Plymouth  or  Saltash.  The  election  at  present  is 
by  means  of  testimonials,  and  not  the  result  of  any  examination. 
Two  strangers  were  elected  in  1865,  both  of  whom  were  boarders 
at  the  grammar  school.  The  trustees  paid  10/.  a  year  to  the 
parents  towards  clothing  each  of  these  two  boys,  and  40/.  to  50/. 
to  the  master  for  their  board  and  instruction.  The  trust  was 
established  by  will  in  1732,  and  several  of  the  founder's  heirs 
are  in  receipt  of  its  benefits. 

There  are  also  two  exhibitions,  and  by  accumulations  there  soon 
will  be  a  third  added,  of  50/.  a  year  each  for  four  years,  founded 
by  Joan  Bennett  in  1650,  which  are  regulated  by  an  order  from 
the  Court  of  Chancery.  They  are  to  be  held  at  the  univer- 
sities of  Oxford  or  Cambridge  by  the  sons  of  inhabitant  house- 
holders intending  to  go  into  orders.  There  were  two  vacancies 
last  year,  and  two  candidates.  The  election  is  entirely  a  matter 
of  private  interest  and  canvassing.  The  trustees  are  the  members 
of  the  corporation.

Plympton  S.  Maurice  Free  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  school  of  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  Sir  Charles  Eastlake, 
Haydon,  and  Northcote,  has  for  many  years  been  in  a  state  of 
prostration.  In  the  earliest  deeds  relating  to  its  foundation,  which 
was  in  1658,  money  is  directed  by  the  founders  to  be  raised  and 
land  bought  "  for  the  maintenance  of  a  schoolmaster,  and  building 
"  a  school-house  in  a  convenient  part  of  Plympton,  to  be  a  free 
"  school  for  all  poor  persons  children,  of  Plympton,  Brixton,  or 
"  elsewhere,  who  were  not  able,  or  should  profess  themselves  not 
"  well  able,  to  pay  for  their  children's  schooling ;"  and  power  is 
given  to  the  trustees  to  make  rules  for  the  management  of  the 
school,  the  dismissal  of  masters,  &c. 

Custom,  almost  from  the  time  of  foundation,  has  sanctioned  the 
use  of  this  school  as  a  Grammar  school  for  classical  education, 
and  equally  by  custom  only,  the  master  has  been  a  priest  of  the 
Church  of  England.  The  hereditary  governors  are  the  Marquis 
of  Lothian  and  the  Earl  of  Mount  Edgcumbe,  who  apparently 
do  not  interest  themselves  in  the  school,  and  hand  over  their  duties 
to  be  discharged  by  their  agent. 

The  school-room  is  a  remarkable  and  handsome  building  sup- 
ported by  seven  pointed  arches  and  pillars  of  grey  Dartmoor 
granite,  and  lighted  by  seven  large  granite  mullioned  windows. 
The  space  underneath  forms  a  covered  arcade,  and  is  said  to  have 
the  subject  of  one  of  Sir  Joshua's  earliest  essays  in  drawing.  The 
whole  is  sadly  out  of  repair.  I  found  boards  of  the  staircase  loose, 
the  framework  of  windows  blown  out,  panes  of  glass  broken,  huge 
cracks  in  the  plaster,  and  a  grievous  want  of  whitewash.  There 
are  two  class-rooms,  both  in  a  dilapidated  condition.  In  the 
winter  the  school-room  is  not  used,  and  the  boys  are  taught  in 
the  master's  house.  The  master's  house  is  comfortably  arranged, 
and  has  good  boarding  accommodation.  It  is  also  out  of  repair.  In 
some  rooms  the  plaster  had  dropped  from  the  ceiling,  and  the 
window  cills  were  rotten.     There  is  a  good  garden. 

Seven  boys  were  present  at  my  visit,  of  whom  two  were 
boarders.  Of  these,  five  translated  Xenophon's  Anabasis  and 
Virgil  fairly,"  and  were  above  the  average  in  their  parsing  of 
Greek.  Their  dictation  was  fair,  three  having  no  mistakes  and 
one  seven.  They  were  very  ignorant  of  arithmetic.  No  French 
was  taught,  nor  English  history  read ;  the  knowledge  of  geography 
was  slight,  and  almost  entirely  confined  to  England. 

When  the  head  mastership  was  last  vacant  in  1846,  the  trustees, 
as  they  had  done  on  a  previous  occasion,  transferred  the  nomina- 
tion to  the  Exeter  Diocesan  Board  of  Education.  Candidates  were 
invited  by  an  advertisement,  which  stated  the  salary  of  the  niastei* 
to  be  80/.  a  year,  and  on  those  terms  the  present  master  was  an 
applicant  for  the  office. 
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Endowed  An  indenture  entered  into  by  the  master  with  the  trustees, 
scnooLa.  January  9,  1846,  on  his  appointment,  recites  a  portion  of  a 
decree  in  Chancery,  dated  March  23,  1829,  whereby  the  charity 
school  at  Plympton  is  ordered  "  to  be  a  Free  Grammar  School 
"  for  gratuitous  education  in  English  grammar  and  the  Greek 
"  and  Latin  languages  of  the  children  of  aU  the  inhabitants 
"  of  the  borough  of  Plympton,  and  the  parish  of  Brixton, 
"  who  are  not  able,  or  shall  profess  themselves  not  to  be  well 
"  able,  to  pay  for  their  children's  schooling;  the  trustees  are 
"  to  decide  disputed  cases ;  the  master  may  take  boarders 
"  not  exceeding  25,  except  with  the  trustees'  consent;  the 
"  master  is  to  be  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  with  their 
"  consent  may  expel  boys."  After  this  recital,  the  indenture  by 
its  operative  part  appoints  him  master  dum  bene  se  gesserit ;  fixes 
his  salary  at  80Z.  a  year ;  orders  the  duties  of  the  said  recited 
decree  to  be  observed ;  directs  that  the  sons  of  gentlemen  resident 
in  or  adjacent  to  Plympton  are  not  to  be  entitled  to  the  freedom, 
but  are  to  be  educated  as  day  boys  at  61.  6s.  a  year  each  ;  but  that 
the  trustees  may  raise  these  terms,  and  writing  and  arithmetic  are 
not  to  be  considered  to  be  included  within  them,  but  to  be  charged 
21.  2s,  extra,  or  more,  if  taught ;  and  the  master  covenants  to  keep 
his  residence  and  the  school-room  in  repair,  and  also  to  allow  his 
school  to  be  examined  once  a  year,  as  often  as  required  by  the 
trustees,  by  an  inspector  appointed  by  the  Exeter  diocesan  board, 
and  the  said  inspector  is  to  furnish  a  report  to  the  trustees  on  the 
school. 

It  appears  that  the  Chancery  decree,  of  which  certain  extracts 
are  contained  in  the  recitals  of  the  above-mentioned  indenture  of 
1846,  directed  also  that  a  reserve  fund  of  500/.,  to  be  invested  in 
the  three  per  cent,  consols,  should  be  accumulated,  and  that  out  of 
the  interest  of  this  sum  and  of  the  income  of  the  Charity  estates, 
first,  that  the  master's  income  of  ^OOl.  a  year  should  be  paid ; 
secondly,  that  any  surplus  funds  should  be  applied  in  effecting  all 
necessary  repairs ;  and,  thirdly,  wholly  or  in  part  in  increasing 
the  salary  of  the  said  master,  and  in  providing  a  master  to  teach 
writing  and  arithmetic. 

I  cannot  but  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  master  is  made 
to  covenant,  in  his  indenture  of  appointment,  against  the  specific 
orders  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  both  in  accepting  the  salary  of 
80Z.  instead  of  100/.,  and  in  undertaking  to  keep  the  school  pre- 
mises in  repair.  Undoubtedly  there  was  some  negligence  shown 
by  him  in  not  procuring  a  copy  of  the  decree,  to  which  his  atten- 
tion might  well  have  been  directed  by  the  terms  of  the  indenture, 
which  he  himself  executed.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is  some 
ground  for  the  imputation  of  a  suppressio  veri  on  the  part  of  those 
who  must  have  known  of,  and  did  not  draw  his  attention  to,  its 
existence.  The  master  professes  that  at  the  time  he  was  elected, 
and  executed  this  indenture,  he  was  entirely  ignorant  of  the  pur- 
port of  the  decree  in  Chancery,  which  the  agent  of  the  trustees 
also  admits  to  be  the  fact.  The  master  considers  that  the  trustees 
are  bound  to  pay  him  at  least  lOOZ.  a  year ;  to  do  all  the  repairs ;  and 
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to  appoint  a  writing  master,  the  accumulations  having,  it  is  said,  endowed 
reached  the  sum  of  1,600?.  All  these  circumstances  were  inves-  sonooLs. 
tigated  by  the  inspector  sent  down  by  the  Charity  Commissioners 
shortly  before  my  arrival,  and  I  presume  will  specially  engage  the 
attention  of  that  board.  The  inspector  held  a  meeting  at  Plymp- 
ton, to  which  all  persons  interested  in  the  matter  were  invited  to 
attend,  and  the  following  scheme  seems  to  have  been  accepted  as 
embodying  the  general  opinion  of  all  parties  resident  in  the 
neighbourhood : — 

There  should  be  one  school  for  two  classes,  both  to  be  educated 
in  the  same  school-room  by  the  upper  and  lower  master;  one 
class  to  be  taught  Latin  and  Greek ;  the  other  English  grammar, 
writing,  French,  and  arithmetic. 

The  upper  master  to  have  lOOl.  a  year,  the  lower  80Z. 

Foundation  boys  to  pay  nothing  for  classical  education  in  the 
upper  school,  but  if  receiving  the  education  of  the  lower  school  to 
pay  21.  2s.  for  that. 

Foundation  boys  in  the  lower  school  to  pay  21.  2s.  if  below  10, 
and  3Z.  3  s.  if  above. 

Non-foundation  boys  in  the  upper  school  to  pay  61.  6s.,  for 
which  they  were  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  education  of  the  two 
schools, 

A  vnsh  was  also  expressed  that  the  trustees  should  associate 
with  themselves  in  the  trust  some  of  the  neighbouring  gentry. 

Some  such  remedy  as  that  suggested  above  seems  imperatively 
called  for  in  the  present  most  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs.  The 
district  is  a  favourite  one  for  residence,  and  is  a  convenient  distance 
from  Plymouth,  which  is  itself  deficient  in  endowments  for  the 
education  of  the  upper  and  middle  class.  There  are  two  commer- 
cial schools  in  the  place. 

The  trustees  have  declined  all  personal  interference  in  the 
appointment  of  master  or  management  of  the  school ;  and  the 
diocesan  board  has  never  examined  it. 

The  history  of  this  school  during  much  of  the  present  century 
has  been  a  continued  series  of  calamities  and  misunderstandings. 
There  has  been  misconduct  on  the  part  of  some  masters,  and  mis- 
fortunes have  overtaken  others.  I  cannot  think'that  the  agent  of 
the  trustees  was  justified  in  withholding  from  the  present  master, 
at  the  time  of  his  election,  all  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  the 
Chancery  decree  fixing  his  income  at  lOOZ.,  although  the  master 
himself  cannot  complain  of  the  hardship  or  injustice  of  an  arrancre- 
ment  to  which  he  himself  deliberately  assented.  In  the  present 
state  of  feeling  on  both  sides,  accommodation  seems  almost  impos- 
sible. The  sympathies  of  the  residents  seem  to  incline  to  the 
side  of  the  master.     Meanwhile,  delirant  reges,  plectuntur  Achivi. 

Mr.  Nicholas,  the  perpetual  curate  of  Plympton,  thinks  that 
the  parochial  school  is  entitled  to  some  portion  of  the  funds  of 
this  foundation,  as  falling  within  the  intention  of  the  original  deed 
of  Sir  John  Maynard  and  Elize  Stert,  the  founders.

South  Molton  School.  


Mr.  Stanton's  Rbport, 


This  school  was  founded  in  1686  by  Hugh  Squiers,  as  a  school 
for  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  endowed  by  him  with  a  school- 
room and  master's  house,  with  a   garden  and  playground,  and 
201.  a  year,  charged  on  an  estate  at  Northam.     The  house  is  only 
suited  for  a  person  in  humble  circumstances.     The  wants  of  the 
poorer  classes  seem   to  have  been  his  primary  concern,  and  his 
intention  is  best  gathered  from  his  own  words.     The  property  is 
vested  in  trustees,  wlio  are  to  choose  out  of  the  parish  of  South 
Molton,  "  20  poor  people's  children,  who  are  to   be  taught  gratis 
"  the  most  necessary  and  good  arts  of  writing  and  arithmetic." 
The  schoolmaster  is  also  to  be  allowed  to  take  in  and  teach  gentle- 
men's sons  and  daughters  living  adjacent,  at  rates  to   be  agreed 
on  between  them,  that  the   whole  country  may  have  "  the  con- 
"  veniency  of  an  extraordinary  good  school  to  send  their  sons  and 
"  daughters  to."     The  founder  goes  on  to  say,  that  as,  at  the  firit 
opening,  the  school  probably  would  be  too  thinly  peopled  with 
Bcholars,  Latin  and  grammar,  together  with  the  most  useful  arts 
of  good  writing  and  arithmetic,  should  be  allowed  to  be  taught, 
until  the    school   was   replenished   with   a    sufficient   number    of 
writing  scholars  without  the  aid  of  the  Latin  scholars,  his  chief 
aim  being  to  promote  the  arts  of  good  writing  and  arithmetic,  for 
the  good  of  the  poor,  more  than  the  sciences  of  Latin  and  grammar 
for  the  good  of  the  rich  ;  and  that  the  writing  schoolmaster  there- 
fore should  always  have  the  greatest  encouragement.     He  then 
directs  a  Latin  master  to  be  appointed,  and  to  receive  20Z.  a  year, 
and  have  also  the  use  of  the  schoolroom  ;  but  the  two  offices  are 
not  to  be  united,  unless  the  master  be  completely  qualified  for 
both,  especially  in  the  teaching  of  writing  and  arithmetic. 

These  instructions  seem  to  have  been  followed.  In  an  airy  and 
well  proportioned  schoolroom  30  poor  children  of  the  town  are 
taught  gratis  the  ordinary  course  of  National  school  subjects;  and 
the  master  is  allowed  to  take  others  at  a  payment  of  Id.  to  3f?. 
a  week,  the  whole  number  thus  being  raised  to  60,  some  of 
whom  are  girls,  and  taught  by-  his  wife.  He  had  attempted  to 
take  boarders  at  16  guineas  a  year,  but  it  did  not  pay  him,  and 
he  had  given  it  up. 

Separated  by  a  partition  from  the  chief  schoolroom  is  a  room 
about  24  feet  long  by  21  broad,  where,  after  an  abeyance  of 
20  years,  the  Latin  school  is  again  opened.  The  master  was 
appointed  in  August  1865,  and  is  a  graduate  of  London  University, 
and  besides  having  the  use  of  this  room,  receives  in  cash  35Z. 
from  the  charity,  which  Is  made  up  partly  from  the  original  gift  to 
the  Latin  master,  partly  from  the  interest  of  a  legacy  lately 
bequeathed,  and  partly  from  the  interest  of  the  accumulation  of 
arrears  which  were  duly  funded.  There  were  60  applications 
for  the  office  of  Latin  master  when  it  was  last  advertised, 
VOL.  XIV.  T 
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Four  boys  were  present  at  my  visit,  all  learninp;  Latin  grammar, 
and  several  more  were  expected  at  Christmas.  The  modern  lan- 
guages were  also  taught.  The  revival  of  the  Latin  school  seemed  very 
acceptable  to  the  inhabitants ;  and,  from  inquiries  I  made,  I  believe 
the  establishment  of  an  upper  school,  i.e,  one  where  at  all  events 
the  elementary  parts  of  a  liberal  education  could  be  taught,  is 
much  wanted  here.  Mr.  Bawden,  an  active  trustee  and  magistrate, 
and  the  vicar,  INlr.  IMaitland,  both  spoke  strongly  in  favour  of  it. 
There  is  an  abundant  educational  establishment  for  the  poorer 
class.  Besides  Squiers  Free  school  first  above-mentioned,  there 
is  a  large  and  wealthy  Blue  Coat  school,  modelled  after  the  usual 
fashion.  Its  funds  have  been  lately  increased  by  a  legacy  of 
1,000/.,  as  also  have  those  of  the  National  school  by  a  similar 
amount.  The  farmers  objected  to  make  use  of  any  of  these  three 
schools,  viz.,  Squiers,  the  Blue  Coat,  or  the  National  School,  as 
being  charity  schools. 

West  Buckland  proprietary  school  is  in  the  neighbourliood,  but 
many  farmers  well  able  to  do  so  would  not  make  up  their  minds 
to  pay  261.  a  year ;  with  some,  perhaps,  it  would  have  involved 
some  sacrifice,  the  farms  running  small,  and  being  tenanted  by  a 
class  of  men  many  of  whom  do  labourers'  work  themselves. 

There  were  other  private  schools  in  the  town,  one  of  which  was 
celebrated  for  its  penmanship,  and  therefore  popular.  It  was 
suggested  to  me  by  a  resident  gentleman,  whose  remarks  are 
entitled  to  weight,  that  here  an  opportunity  existed,  by  an  amal- 
gamation of  the  four  endowments,  to  provide  one  great  establish- 
ment for  all  classes  in  gradation ;  containing  an  upper,  middle, 
and  lower  school,  from  which  pro  re  riota,  promotions  could  be 
made,  and  for  which,  by  the  imposition  of  a  small  capitation  fee  on 
each  scholar,  areaUy  good  educatldn  could  be  cheaply  provided,  but 
not  given  away,  to  all  classes. 

The  town  is  ill  provided  with  any  school  where  professional 
men  or  the  poorer  gentry  can  obtain  a  fitting  education,  even  of 
an  elementary  character,  for  their  daughters ;  and  the  want  of 
a  girls'  school  for  the  neighbourhood  was  made  the  subject  of 
remark  to  me  by  more  than  one  inhabitant.

The  constitution  of  the  Grammar  School  of  Tavistock  is  in  an 
exceptional  state.  Long  tradition,  supported  by  evidence,  confers 
on  it  the  title  of  Grammar  School,  but  the  head  master  receives  his 
salary  and  appointment  from  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  living  in  a  house 
built  at  the  sole  expense  of  a  late  duke,  and  pays  yearly  to  the 
present  owner  of  the  title  a  nominal  rent  for  the  use  of  it.  I  will 
only  here  say  that  from  time  immemorial  a  "  Grammar  School  or 
Free  Latin  School "  seems  to  have  existed  in  some  shape ;  and  in 
a  private  Act  of  Parliament  relating  to  the  Duke's  property, 
3  Geo.  III.,  c.  27,  mention  is  made  of  a  certain,  sum  as  having 
been  "  for  a  great  number  of  years  then  passed  paid  to  the  school- 
master of  the  Free  Latin  School  in  Tavistock."  On  the  other 
hand  a  sum  of  4/.  4s.  directed  to  be  paid  "  to  the  schoolmaster  of 
the  Free  Latin  School "  was  withheld  by  the  trustees  of  the  Ford 
Street  charity  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  such  school  to 
which  that  definition  applied,  and  the  Charity  Commissioners  at 
one  time  seem  to  have  sanctioned  this  view.  They  have,  however, 
I  am  informed,  abandoned  it.  The  head  master  has  only  twice 
received  the  payment  from  the  Ford  Street  trustees,  and  seems 
clearly  entitled,  to  the  accumulations,  which  they  still  withhold 
from  him.  The  school  register  speaks  of  this  sum  as  having  been 
regularly  paid  to  the  then  head  master  up  to  his  death,  28  years 
ago. 

Besides  the  words  in  the  Act  of  Parliament  and  the  payment  due 
from  the  Ford  Street  charity,  there  is  this  additional  evidence  of  the 
early  existence  of  the  school.  An  exhibition  was  founded  by  Judge 
Glanville,  in  the  reign  of  Charles  L,  tenable  for  four  years,  and 
amounting  now  by  accumulations  to  50/.  a  year,  which  is  directed 
to  be  "  held  only  by  natives  of  the  borough,  and  is  established 
"  for  the  better  maintenance  of  one  such  boy  of  the  best  ingenuity 
"  and  towardliness,  born  of  honest  parents,  a  grammar  scholar 
"  in  the  free  school  of  Tavistock,  imder  the  principal  master  of 
"  of  the  said  school,  for  his  bringing  up  in  good  literature,  and 
"  for  his  maintenance,  after  leaving  the  school,  at  Oxford  or 
"  Cambridge,  till  he  should  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts." 
The  election  is  to  take  place  in  the  schoolhouse,  and  the  opinion  of 
the  chief  master  there  is  first  to  be  maturely  consulted. 

AU  the  above-mentioned  facts  point  undoubtedly  to  the  long 
established  existence  of  a  superior  school,  whether  under  the 
name  of  "  the  Grammar  "  or  "  the  Free  Latin  "  school. 

Convenient  and  handsome  school  buildings  were  erected  by 
a  late  duke  of  Bedford  in  1837 ;  a  playground  with  gymnastic 
apparatus  adjoins.  The  schoolroom  and  classroom  are  both  well 
adapted  for  their  purpose.  The  boarding  accommodation  is  good 
and  quite  full,  and  the  arrangements  for  washing  very  complete. 
At  his  own  expense  the  master  has  built  a  laboratory.  The 
boys  also  have  the  use  of  a  carpenter's  shop,  and  the  master 
has  himself  provided  a  sanatorium  in  case  of  sickness. 
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The  duke  every  quarter  pays  a  salary  to  the  head  master  and  esbowbd 
to  two  assistant  masters,  one  a  graduate  of  Cambridge  and  one  schools. 
of  Dublin,  both  appointed  by  the  head  master.  This  sum  has 
varied,  according  to  the  pleasure  of  the  duke.  At  present  it  is 
50/.  a  year  to  the  head  master,  and  30?.  to  each  of  the  assistants. 
Day  boys  pay  8/.  8s.  and  61.  6s.  according  to  age  ;  in  practice 
the  latter  sum  is  usually  paid  by  all.  French  was  included  in 
these  terms,  but  the  inhabitants,  in  a  spirit  which  does  them  credit, 
volunteered  to  pay  10s.  a  quarter  extra  for  it.  24  boys  were 
learning  it.  The  head  master  lived  16  years  in  France  himself, 
and  is  a  graduate  of  the  university  of  Paris ;  he  commonly  con- 
versed in  French   with  his  boarders. 

At  the  time  of  my  visit  there  were  65  boys  present,  20  being 
boarders  and  the  rest  day  boys.  The  work  of  the  school  genei'ally 
was  good.  A  few  were  learning  Greek.  Both  in  Latin  and 
French  the  upper  boys  showed  attention  and  thought  in  their 
translations.  The  arithmetic  of  several  was  very  good.  The  junior 
boys  showed  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  early  propositions  of  Euclid. 
The  school  generally  was  weaker  in  the  knowledge  of  geography 
and  English  history  than  in  other  subjects.  The  head  master  had 
a  chemistry  class,  selecting  for  it  those  boys  on  whose  intended 
career  it  would  more  especially  bear.  Some  of  these  boys  gave 
me  creditable  answers  in  elementary  physics. 

"The  school  appears  to  be  doing  good  and  useful  work.  As 
a  fact  it  is  the  only  upper  and  middle-class  school  in  Tavistock, 
and  educates  all  classes  above  those  for  whom  the  National 
and  British  Schools  are  thought  sufficient,  both  of  which  schools 
here  are  highly  spoken  of.  It  has  driven  out  of  the  field  one  or 
two  commercial  schools  which  were  set  up,  and  which  attempted 
by  reduced  terms  to  get  scholars.  The  society  in  Tavistock  is 
primitive,  and  the  admixture  of  classes,  ns  represented  chiefly  by 
the  boarders  and  day  boys,  seems  to  work ;  but  there  have  been 
difficulties,  and  it  is  a  rock  of  which  much  tact  and  vigilance  is 
required  to  steer  clear.  The  school  is  very  popular,  and  has 
shown  an  elasticity  in  adapting  itself  to  the  wants  of  the  place, 
as  lying  on  the  skirts  of  a  great  mining  district,  which  deserves,  as 
it  commands,  success.  There  were  only  13  boys  when  the  present 
master  succeeded  to  the  school. 

The  legal  position  of  the  master  is  not  satisfactorily  established. 
In  some  sense,  he  may  be  said  to  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
duke  of  Bedford,  and  much  "as  the  school  owes  to  ducal  munifi- 
cence, yet  obviously,  where  no  duties  nor  powers  are  defined  on 
either  side,  an  occasion  might  arise  when  the  authority  of  the 
patron  might  be  brought  harshly  into  operation.  ^  For  the  perfect 
discharge  of  his  duties,  a  more  independent  position  for  the  head 
master  might  be  wished,  as  not  only  being  a  security  for  the 
interests  of  the  public,  but  as  relieving  the  mind  of  those  who 
occupy  the  post  from  a  sense  of  dependence  and  from  ths  pressure 
of  some  anxiety.

27.,  a  yearly  rent  of  201., 
issuing  out  of  lauds  in  parish  of  Tavistock,  property  of  Duke  of  Bedford, 
was  vested  in  trustees,  upon  trust,  amongst  other  things,  to  pay  a  yearly 
sum  of  4J.  4s.  to  schoolmaster  of  Latin  school .  An  exhibition  tenable  by  a 
native  of  Tavistock  borough  or  parish,  given  by  Judge  G-lanville. 

School  Property. — 41.  4s.  a  year.  Present  master  received  endowment 
during  first  two  years  after  his  appointment;  payment  since  discon- 
tinued. Doke  of  Bedford  allows  use  of  school,  and  master's  house  rent 
and  tax  free,  and  pays  head  master  salary  of  601.,  and  301.  per  annum 
towards  salary  of  each  of  two  under  masters.  Grlanville's  exhibition  has 
not  been  paid  during  present  master's  incumbency,  but  is  to  be  paid  to  a 
pupil  now  (1867)  in  the  school,  for  4  years,  beginning  in  1868,  at  the  rate 
of  60?.  per  annum.

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Tiverton  Grammar  School. 
Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

Peter  Blundell,  a  clothier,  a  native  of  Tiverton,  founded  this 
achool  in  1599  for  "  150  boys  and  no  more  at  any  one  time,"  none 
to  be  "  under  a  grammar  scholar,"  with  the  intention  of  raising  up 
*'  godly  preachers  of  the  Gospel "  and  establishing  "  students  in 
Divinity  at  the  two  universities."  The  school  was  to  be  "  a  free 
school  and  not  one  of  exaction."  Natives,  i.e.,  boys  born,  or  for 
the  most  part  before  their  age  of  six  years  brought  up.,  in  the 
parish  of  Tiverton,  were  to  have  the  preference,  and  after  them, 
certain  duly  qualified  "  foreigners." 

Up  to  1852  the  school  was  a  large  boarding  school,  and  during 
the  present  century  numbered  over  200  scholars.  At  the  time  of 
the  Charity  Commissioners'  Report  in  1822  there  were  160,  of 
whom  ICO  were  boarders  and  33  "natives."  The  boarders  occu- 
pied premises  attached  to  the  schoolhouse,  for  whom  it  is  said 
there  was  accommodation  for  140  in  the  official  residences  of  the 
headmaster  and  usher. 

The  trustees  are  all  taken  from  among  the  most  influential 
residents  of  the  county,  their  present  chairman  being  the  Earl  o£ 
Devon,  and  none  of  them  are  resident  in  the  town. 

In  1852  a  lawsuit  took  place,  at  the  cost  it  is  said  of  6,000/. 
to  the  charity,  on  account  of  divers  reputed  deviations  from  the 
founder's  will ;  it  was  promoted  by  an  influential  resident  in  the 
town  against  the  trustees,  and  resulted  in  a  victory  for  the  former. 
A  decree  was  consequently  made  whereby  the  head  master  and 
usher  were  forbidden  to  take  boarders  or  receive  payment  for 
any  private  pupil,  and  a  scheme  was  drawn  up  fixing  the  payments 
to  the  head  master  and  usher  at  400Z.  and  150?.  respectively,  and 
providing  for  the  gratuitous  instruction  in  Greek  and  Latin  of 
natives  and  properly  qualified  foreigners,  and  providing  also  for 
the  appointment  of  a  mathematical,  writing,  and  foreign  language 
master  at  50Z.  each.  To  provide  funds,  capitation  fees  were 
imposed  on  those  who  learnt  subjects  other  than  Greek  and  Latin. 
With  the  exception  of  the  head  master  and  usher,  the  other 
masters  were  allowed  to  take  boarders  not  exceeding  10  in 
number.  The  existing  school  was  upon  this  practically  broken 
up,  the  boarders  dispersed,  and  a  large  influx  of  boys  of  a  lower 
class  from  the  town  and  immediate  neighbourhood  came  in, 
but  gradually  dropped  off  on  finding  the  classical  education  was 
unsuited  to  them.  A  clergyman,  with  the  consent  of  the  head- 
master, opened  a  boarding  house  in  the  town,  and  gave  his  services 
as  mathematical  teacher  without  directly  receiving  any  payment 
from  the  foundation,  thereby  being  enabled  to  exceed  the  limit  of 
10  boys  imposed  by  the  scheme,  looking  to  his  boarding  house 
and  to  private  tuition  for  his  remuneration.  This  boarding  house 
now  has  accommodation  for  42  boys. 
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In  ]864  the  trustees  applied  to  the  Charity  Commissioners  for 
an  amended  scheme,  in  order  to  place  the  arrangements  for 
boarding  on  a  more  satisfactory  footing,  and  to  provide  a  larger 
fund  for  the  payment  of  masters  by  raising  the  capitation  fees  on 
boarders  ;  one  chief  object  of  the  application  apparently  being  to 
establish  the  principle,  that  the  income  of  the  school  should 
increrse  with  the  increase  of  the  work  caused  by  boys  coming  to 
board  in  the  town  for  the  sake  of  a  cheap  classical  education. 
Some  agitation  again  took  place  in  reference  to  this  application,  a 
considerable  party  in  the  town  being  unfavourable  to  the  proposed 
alterations,  and  a  meeting  was  held  under  the  presidency  of  the 
mayor,  and  a  committee  was  formed  to  oppose  them.  Ultimately 
a  compromise  was  effected,  and  I  believe  the  inhabitants  now 
generally  acquiesce  in  the  present  scheme,  which  came  into  opera- 
tion in  July  1865,  although  undoubtedly  there  are  those  who  would 
have  preferred  that  what  is  called  a  commercial  or  English  educa- 
tion should  have  been  more  definitely  provided  for.  By  the  scheme 
of  1865  the  numbers  may  exceed  the  founder's  limit  of  150;  no 
house  is  to  be  opened  for  the  reception  of  boarders  except  by  licence 
from  the  trustees ;  the  limit  of  10  is  removed ;  and  a  sum  not 
exceeding  4/.  may  be  charged  for  each  boarder,  to  increase  the 
fund  applicable  to  the  payment  of  new,  or  the  increased  payment 
of  existing  masters.  The  gratuitous  teaching  of  Latin  and  Greek 
is  still  maintained ;  this  being  one  of  the  points  insisted  on  by 
the  town  party  as  against  the  trustees.  The  provision  is  prac- 
tically a  dead  letter,  as  all  learn  other  subjects,  for  which  they 
have  to  pay. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  school  is  rich  in  scholarships  and 
exhibitions,  the  conditions  of  the  tenure  of  which  have,  under 
the  authority  of  the  university  commission,  been  altered  and 
greatly  improved,  and  all  of  which  are  awarded  after  a  report 
by  examiners  from  the  universities.  The  numbers  in  the  school 
rose  immediately  after  this  alteration,  and,  perhaps,  post  hoc,  ergo 
propter  hoc.  One  exhibition  is  only  tenable  by  a  native  of  Tiver- 
ton, and  in  1862  had  not  been  filled  up  for  several  years. 

At  the  time  I  visited  the  school  there  were  90  boys  present,  of 
whom  about  one  half  were  boarders. 

The  translation  of  the  upper  boys  from  Greek  and  Latin 
was  good  and  fairly  accurate ;  that  from  English  into  Latin 
only  indifferent.  The  translation  from  Latin  of  the  middle 
and  lower  forms  was  unequal,  and  in  some  of  the  lower  forms 
very  indifferent,  as  was  also  their  knowledge  of  grammar ;  and 
although  due  allowance  must  be  made  for  the  time  of  my 
visit,  which  fell  at  the  beginning  of  the  half-year,  yet  there 
seemed  generally,  as  the  headmaster  himself  complained  there 
was,  a  want  of  teaching  power  in  the  classical  department. 
The  school  is  .  distinguished  in  mathematics,  which  are  effec- 
tively taught  by  the  present  mathematical  master.  The  arlth'- 
metio  of  the  upper  boys  was  exceedingly  good,  and  their  work 
very  intelligently  done.  I  had  some  good  exercises  also  in  Eng- 
lish composition  from  several  boys.  The  knowledge  of  French 
seemed  to  be  very  small;  nearly  the  whole  school  learnt  it. 
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Endowed   but  discontinued  it  on  entering  the  monitor's  form.     The  discipline 
Schools,    of  the  School  and  the  demeanour  of  the  boys  seemed  all  that 
~~"      could  be  desired. 

The  boys  come  principally  from  a  distance,  as  tliey  seem  always 
to  have  done,  and  are  for  the  most  part  the  sons  of  gentry  and 
professional  men.  In  1863  there  were  only  16  "natives,"  which 
is  about  the  proportion  now,  nor  can  I  find  that  the  permanent 
residents  have  ever  actually  availed  themselves  largely  of  the 
school. 

The  town  itself  has  large  National  schools,  well  endowed,  and 
contains  also  a  school  founded  and  endowed  by  a  nephew  of  Peter 
Blundell,  called  Chilcott's  school,  for  the  gratuitous  instruction  of 
100  boys,  which  seems  to  have  been  intended  partly  as  a  pre- 
paratory school  to  the  grammar  school,  and  partly  for  those  who 
were  under  "  grammar  scholars."  Sixty  boys  were  receiving 
instruction  there  when  I  visited  it,  at  the  payment  of  16s.  a  year. 
They  were  chiefly  the  sons  of  the  small  tradesmen  and  farmers 
of  the  parish,  and  were  learning  subjects  a  little  above  those 
taught  in  the  National  or  British  schools. 

The  buildings  belonging  to  the  grammar  school  consist  of  two 
residences,  one  for  the  head  master  and  one  for  the  usher,  with 
extensive  accommodation  for  boarders  in  each  house,  now  disused 
and  falling  into  disrepair  since  the  decree  of  1852.  There  are 
two  large  schoolrooms,  the  desks  and  general  apparatus  of  which 
did  not  strike  me  as  being  very  convenient,  but  I  believe  are 
strictly  fashioned  after  the  precise  directions  of  the  founder. 
There  is  no  classroom.  There  is  a  fairly  sized  playground  or  green 
in  front  of  the  school  buildings  which  is  not  much  used,  as  there 
are  no  boarders  at  the  school  house.  A  cricket  ground  is  hired 
by  the  trustees  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  for  the  use  of  the 
Bchool. 

The  new  scheme  of  1865  contains  a  provision  for  the  increase 
of  the  salaries  of  the  head-master  and  usher  when  the  funds 
permit.  It  is  unnecessary  to  remark  that  400i.  a  year  (and  that 
sum  liable  to  abatement)  for  the  one  and.  150Z.  a  year  for  the 
other,  are  inadequate  sums  for  the  two  first  masters  of  a  great 
school,  and  leave  them  both  in  a  worse  position,  in  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view,  than  the  master  of  a  well-filled  boarding  house,  who 
is  also  allowed  to  take  private  pupils. 

The  almost  unanimous  opinion  of  the  gentry  of  the  county 
with  whom  I  conversed,  many  of  whom  had  been  educated  at 
the  school  themselves,  was  in  favour  of  restoring  to  the  head 
master  and  usher  the  power  of  taking  boarders.  There  is  some 
opposition  to  the  plan  amongst  certain  inhabitants  of  the  tovm, 
who  fear  undue  favouritism  from  the  masters  towards  their 
own  boarders.  But  looking  to  other  schools,  we  may  well 
doubt  whether  these  fears  are  well  grounded.  By  allowing 
4he  head  master  to  take  boarders,  for  whom  accommodation 
actually  exists,  his  position  is  benefited  in  a  pecuniary  sense ; 
and  by  being  brought  into  a  closer  and  personal  contact  -with 
individual  boys,  his  influence  in  the  school  materially  strengthened. 
If  any  alteration  be  ever  made  in  this  respect  the  vested  interests 
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of  those  who  have    already    provided  boarding   accommodation  bsdowed 
elsewhere  would  not  of  course  be  overlooked.  sono^ 

Considering  the  situation  of  Tiverton,  the  traditions  of  the 
school,  the  long  connexion  it  has  kept  up  with  the  universities 
by  means  of  its  scholarships  and  exhibitions,  the  intention  of 
the  founder,  and  its  present  condition,  the  school  may  well  seek 
to  continue  to  discharge  an  useful  work  not  as  a  merely  local 
school,  but  as  a  classical  school  for  the  whole  surrounding  country, 
and  as  affording  also  an  opportunity  for  such  as  may  desire  it, 
to  obtain  at  a  small  cost,  by  residence,  the  advantage  of  giving 
a  gentleman's  education  to  their  sons.

"  Item,  I  will  that  my  executors  or  the  survivors  of  them,  by  the  advise 
and  directions  of  m.y  overseers  and  of  the  survivors  of  them,  with  all  con- 
venient speede,  upon  a  fytt  and  convenient  platt  and  piece  of  grounde  in 
Tyverton  aforesaide,  by  my  executors  for  that  purpose  to  be  purchased 
and  procured,  shall  erecte  and  buyld  a  faier  school  house,  to  oonteyne  for 
the  place  for  teaching  only,  in  length  one  hundred  foote,  and  in  breadth 
fower  and  twenty  foote,  a  hawle,  buttery  and  kitchin,  all  of  convenient 
space  and  biggness,  to  be  joined  unto  it,  with  fit  and  convenient  roomes 
over  the  same  hawle,  buttery  and  kitchin,  all  the  windows  well  and 
strongly  glassed  and  barred  with  iron  barrs,  and  well  covered,  the  floor 
of  the  school  to  be  well  plancked  with  plancks  of  oke,  supported  and  borne 
from  the  ground  with  strong  ledges  or  beames,  with  soe  many  fitt  and 
strong  settles  and  formes  as  shall  be  convenient,  having  regard  to  the 
bigness  of  the  same  schoole,  and  number  of  schollars  to  be  taughte 
therein,  and  to  be  devided  on  or  neere  the  middest,  with  some  fit  partition 
of  fower  foot  in  height  or  thereabouts,  yf  it  shal  bee  soe  thoughte  fitt,  and 
this  schoole  to  be  strongly  wainscotted  rownde  abowte,  and  the  same 
wainscotte  to  extend  abowte  five  or  six  foote  above  the  settles  or  formes,

and  his  directions  in  every  thinge  for  the  eflfectinge  of  my  said  purpose 
herein,  and  in  all  other  things  hereafter  in  my  will  mentioned,  towching 
the  same,  or  other  circumstances  thereof,  hereafter  mentioned,  to  be  still 
followed  and  executed.  Item,  my  will  and  meaning  is,  that  in  the  said 
schooles  shall  not  be  taughte  above  the  number  of  one  hundred  and  fiftio 
scholers,  at  any  one  tyme,  and  those  from  tyme  to  tyme  of  children  born, 
or  for  the  most  parte  before  their  age  of  sixe  yeares  broughte  upp  in  the 
towne  or  parrish  of  Tyverton  aforesaid ;  and  if  the  same  number  be  not 
filled  upp,  my  will  is,  that  the  wante  shall  be  supplyed  with  the  children 
of  forreyners,  and  those  forreyners  only  to  be  received  and  admytted  from 
tyme  to  tyme  for  ever,  with  the  assent  and  allowance  of  such  tenne  house- 
holders of  the  said  towne  of  Tyverton  aforesaide,  as  for  the  tyme  beinge 
shall  be  most  in  the  subsidie  bookes  of  our  sovereigne  lady  the  Queene's 
majesty,  and  of  her  successors  for  ever,  and  not  otherwise;  and  my 
meaning  and  desier  is,  that  they,  from  tyme  to  tyme,  will  make  choice  of

have  in  the  saide  buildinge,  one  chamber  to  himself  only  ;  and  the  school- 
master for  the  tyme  being  shall  have  yearely  for  ever  fiftie  powndes,  to  be 
paide  quarterly,  and  the  usher  twentie  markes,  to  be  paied  in  the  like 
manner  quarterly  ;  and  my  hope  and  desier  and  will  is,  that  they  hould 
themselves  satisfied  and  contente  with  that  recompense  for  their  travell, 
without  seeking  or  exacting  any  more  either  of  parent  or  children,  which 
procureth  favour  to  givers  and  the  contrarie  to  such  as  do  not  or  cannot 
give,  for  my  meaning  is,  yt  shall  be  for  ever  a  free  schole,  and  not  a  schole 
of  exaction.  And  for  the  better  makeing,  establishing,  meyntenance  and 
continuance  of  the  saide  free  grammar  schole  and  scholeing  for  ever,  I 
doe  by  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  give  appoynte  and  devise  all  my 
landes  tenements  and  hereditaments,  in  the  countie  of  Devon,  unto 
Sir  Frauncis  Popham,  knight,  Anthony  Pollerd,  esquier,  Bichard  Blewett, 
esquier,  Charles  Beere,  esquier,  Boger  Ayshford,  esquier,  Roger  Warre, 
esquier,  Roger  Giflford,  esquier,  James  Clarke,  esquier,  Henry  Worth, 
esquier,  John  West  the  elder,  Humphrey  Colman,  John  Waldron,  Edward 
Amy,  Nicholas  Skinner,  George  Slee,  Eichard  Hill  als  Sporwaie,  Eichard 
Prows  my  cousin,  John  West  the  younger,  Peter  West  Eobert  Chilcot  ats 
Comyn,  John  Demond,  John  Blundell,  Peter  Blundell,  William  Tanner, 
Eoger  Slee,  William  Cras,  Anthony  Crasse,  and  to  their  heires  and 
assignes  for  ever,  who  I  hope  will  accept  the  same  as  feoffees,  whom  I 
have  specially  chosen  to  bear  trust  and  confidence  in  the  premises,  out  of 
which  the  fiftie  powndes,  and  the  said  thirteen  powndes  sixe  shillings  and 
eight-pence  shall  be  quarterly  paied  as  aforesaid,  and  fortie  shillings 
yearly  for  ever  to  a  perfecte  clarke  for  the  tyme  being,  to  be  appoynted

nominated  and  appointed  as  aforesaide,  and  thear  and  all  other  feoffees  of 
the  saide  landes  for  ever  hereafter,  when  and  as  often  as  by  deathe  or 
otherwise  they  shall  come  to  the  number  of  thirteen  with  the  least,  the

husbandry,  and  other  good  purposes  aforesaid:  and  my  true  meaning 
herein  expressed,  resteth  in  the  trust,  providence,  circumspection  and 
care  of  the  said  feoffees  for  the  tyme  being,  which,  I  hope,  they  will 
accomplishe  and  perform  accordingly,  as  they  will  answer  the  same  before 
the  majestie  of  Almightie  God,  at  the  dreadfuU  dale  of  judgment,  the 
secrets  of  all  hearts  shall  be  disclosed.  And  for  that  my  landes  in  Devon 
are  not  yet  of  sufficient  vallewe  by  the  yeare  to'  supplie  my  said  will 
entente  and  meaning  concerning  the  said  scholeing  and  matter  of  hus- 
bandry, my  will  therefore  is,  that  my  executors,  after  my  death,  shall,  with 
the  advise  aforesaide,  purchase  landes  or  rentes  to  a  full  supplie  thereof, 
and  what  overplus  hereafter  shall  happen  to  bee,  the  same  shall  be  im- 
ployed  to  the  performance  of  the  rest  of  my  will,  or  to  such  other  imploy- 
ments  as  I  shall  hereafter  appointe.  And  for  the  increase  of  good  and 
godly  preachers  of  the.  gospell,  my  will  is,  that  my  executors  forthwith 
after  my  deathe  shall  disburse  and  bestowe  the  some  of  twoe  thousand 
powndes  in  and  abowte  the  foundeing  and  establisheinge  six  schollers, 
to  be  studients  in  divinitie  in  the  universities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
or  in  both,  for  ever ;  and  in  abowte  the  purchaseinge,  prooureinge, 
foundeinge  and  establishing  of  landes  and  tenements,  the  yearly  profitts 
whereof  shall  be  ymployed  for  and  abowte  their  said  placeing  and  main- 
tenance for  ever,  in  such  manner  as  to  the  said  lord  cheefe  justice,  or  in 
his  defaulte  to  my  executors  uppon  good  advice,  or  the  most  parte  of  them 
shall  be  thoughte  meetesfc :  And  my  meaninge  is,  their  exhibition  and 
payment  shall  be  and  continue  to  them  severally  from  their  said  first 
cominge  to  the  saide  universities  iintill  they  severally  shall  be,  or  by  the 
orders  and  constitutions  of  theire  howses  might  bee,  bachilers  in  divinitie, 
or  otherwise  shall  bee  fellowes  of  any  howse  or  howses,  or  shall  be  bene- 
ficed in  the  country:  And  as  they^shallbe  soe,  or  in  the  like  manner 
severally  preferred  or  promoted,  or  as  thejr  in  the  mean  tyme  shall  fortune

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

Totnes  is  seven  miles  from  Ashburton  and  contains  5,881  inhabi- 
tants, there  being  a  diminution  of  513  since  the  last  census.  The 
endowment  of  the  grammar  school  consists  of  a  farm  at  Har- 
berton,  which  yields  about  701.  a  year,  for  the  maintenance  of  a 
schoolmaster.  The  master  is  and  always  has  been  elected  by 
the  corporation,  and  the  election  is  said  to  be  more  or  less 
influenced^  by  politics.  There  is  no  house  or  schoolroom  be- 
longing to  the  endowment.  The  present  master  is  in '  orders, 
but  not  a  member  of  any  university.  By  permission  of  the 
corporation  he  occupies  for  his  schoolroom  a  room  of  moderate 
Bize  on  the  first  floor  (the  ground  floor  being  occupied  by  the 
National  School)  of  what  was  once  the  refectory  of  a  Benedictine 
priory.  He  gave  a  bond  on  entering  his  office  to  give  up  the  use 
of  the  room  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  mayor  and  corporation ; 
to  follow  their  suggestions,  and  to  acknowledge  them  his  visitors ; 
not  to  reside  beyond  the  town,  nor  to  accept  permanent  cure  of 
souls  anywhere ;  and  to  keep  the  school  room  in  repair.  He 
undertakes  to  educate  gratuitously  for  three  years  three  boys, 
who  are  elected  by  the  corporation  by  interest  alone.  Twenty- 
one  day  boys,  principally  sons  of  shopkeepers,  with  a  sprinkling 
of  sons  of  professional  men,  were  present  on  my  visit,  all  very 
young. 

The  master  once  took  boarders,  and  his  intention  was  to  prepare 
boys  for  the  public  schools,  but  he  gave  it  up  as  parents  did  not 
like  the  association  of  their  sons  with  the  day  boys.  The  senior 
boy,  said  to  be  reading  Xenophon  and  Horace,  was  absent ;  12  boys 
showed  some  acquaintance  with  an  elementary  book  of  Latin 
exercises  in  which  they  translated  Latin  into  English,  and  vice 
versa.  They  were  not  good  in  English  history  and  geography. 
In  dictation  out  of  15  boys  the  best  had  two  mistakes;  the  five 
worst  had  respectively  19,  20,  24,  31,33;  their  knowledge  of 
arithmetic  was  very  elementary,  but  several  of  them  did  quite 
simple  sums  correctly.  French,  which  only  three  boys  were 
learning,  had  just  been  commenced.  The  master  had  great 
difficulty  in  enforcing  regularity  of  attendance.  The  discipline 
was  good. 

The  external  appearance  of  the  school  room  was  that  of  a 
ruinous  bmlding.*  The  narrow  approach  to  it  down  an  alley, 
the  noise  of  the  children  below,  the  smells  around  the  entrance, 
where  all  sorts  of  abominations  abounded,  made  the  situation  most 
unfit  for  a  schoolroom.  The  scanty  playground  was  used  as  a  place 
for  drying  clothes.  Without  imputing  any  blame  to  the  master 
of  the  grammar  school,  it  is  not  surprising  that  a  flourishing  private 
school  existed  in  the  town,  containing  45  boys,  boarders  as  well 
as  day  boys,  where  classics  were  taught  or  paid  for  as  extras,  the 
master  of  which  had  graduated  at  Cambridge.     He  was  brought

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  origintil  will  founding  this  school  ia  lost,  and  the  present 
constitution  is  established  by  a  decree  in  Chancery  made  in  1802, 
which  requires  the  master  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  to  be  a 
member  of  one  of  the  universities  and  in  orders,  and  to  teach 
four  boys  gratuitously,  two  from  Uffculme,  two  from  the  adjoining 
parishes  of  Burlescombe  and  Holcombe  Rogus.  The  vicar  was 
the  chairman  of  the  trustees.  The  house,  schoolroom,  and  pre- 
mises were  large  and  well  arranged,  in  good  repair,  with  good 
sleepiug  accommodation  for  30  to  40  boarders.  The  late  master 
laid  out  himself  1,600Z.  on  the  premises,  in  consideration  of  which 
his  widow  is  allowed  for  her  life  201.  by  the  trustees.  There  was 
a  good  playground  and  fives  court  adjoining,  and  a  cricket  field 
a  short  distance  off.  No  free  boys  were  in  the  school.  The 
two  villages  of  Holcombe  Kogus  and  Burlescombe  are  some- 
what far  for  day  boys  to  come ;  and  the  trustees  were  not  very 
desirous  of  introducing  into  the  school  any  but  gentlemen's  sons, 
for  whom  the  school  during  this  century  seems  always  to  have 
been  intended. 

The  present  master  succeeded  last  year  to  a  barren  inheritance, 
owing  to  the  breaking  up  of  the  school  from  some  reputed  miscon- 
duct of  the  late  head  master ;  all  of  whose  boys,  about  50,  were 
then  dispersed ;  and  who,  in  the  interval  which  elapsed  before 
the  election  of  the  new  master,  were  settled  in  other  schools. 

There  were  12  boys,  most  of  them  very  young,  present  at  my 
visit,  all  boarders,  learning  the  usual  course  of  a  classical  educa- 
tion. They  had  most  of  them  only  just  come  to  school,  and 
their  knowledge  was  at  present  quite  elementary.  The  only 
endowment  of  which  the  master  actually  reaps  the  benefit,  is  his 
house,  school,  and  premises.  Of  the  income  of  the  foundation, 
besides  the  20Z.  annuity  to  the  widow,  121.  a  year  goes  to  pay 
interest  on  300?.  borrowed  for  school  buildings  by  the  trustees, 
and  81.  is  kept  for  contingencies. 

The  inhabitants  seem  never  to  have  much  availed  themselves 
of  the  use  of  this  school,  which,  for  its  scholars,  looks  entirely  to 
boarders  from  a  distance.  The  average  expense  of  a  boarder  is 
about  751.  a  year. 

The  school  has  enjoyed  some  reputation  in  past  years  during 
the  present  century  as  a  school  for  the  upper  classes.  At  one 
period,  however,  owing  to  the  negligence  of  the  master,  scholars 
ceased  to  attend  it. 

There  are  good  middle  class  schools  in  the  immediate  neighbour- 
hood at  Sampford  Peverell  and  Collumpton ;  and  Tiverton,  which 
is  only  seven  miles  off,  is  a  formidable  rival  to  an  upper  school.

Objects  of  Trtist. — For  a  school  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  poor 
unfortunate  children,  natives  or  inhabitants  of  Devon  or  Cornwall  (will).  The 
charity  has  always  been  applied  for  girls. 

Forty-five  girls,  not  under  eight  years  of  age,  to  be  approved  by  trustees,  to 
be  maintained,  educated,  and  clothed  up  to  age  of  14,  and  then  apprenticed 
(scheme  1787).    The  number  since  increased  to  52. 

Girls  allowed  to  remain  to  age  of  16,  and  trustees  to  apprentice  such  as  they 
think  fit,  at  cost  of  not  more  than  51.  5s.  each  (scheme  1834). 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — None. 

Government  and  Teachers. — Scheme  established  by  Court  of  Chancery  in  1787, 
and  another  in  1834. 

Four  trustees,  self -electing,  to  receive  five  guineas  each  on  accepting  the  trust  j 
to  appoint  a  clerk  and  treasurer  to  manage  property ;  to  audit  acounts  twice  a 
year ;  to  appoint  matron  (instead  of  a  master  and  mistress  as  by  first  scheme) 
and  writing  master,  and  to  suspend  or  remove  them  for  any  offence,  irregularity, 
or  neglect ;  to  admit  and  expel  children,  taking  security,  if  they  think  fit,  from 
the  parishes  to  receive  back  children,  if  lame  or  disordered  by  sickness  so  as  to 
be  unfit  to  continue  at  school  (schemes).  They  appoint  all  teachers,  and  regu- 
late the  whole  management,  studies,  and  discipline  of  school. 

No  special  qualification  required  for  matron.

1.  REPORT,  DIGESTS  OF  INFORMATION,  &c. 


Bodmin  Grammar  School. 
Mk.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  grammar  school  of  the  capital  town  of  Cornwall  has  shared  endowed 
the  fate  of  many  similar  schools  in  the  coimty ;  it  has  ceased  to  sohool8. 
exist. 

Mr.  Bray,  the  town  clerk,  has  given  an  account  of  it,  which  I 
cannot  do  better  than  here  transcribe.  The  account  was  care- 
fully compiled,  and  documents  were  consulted  which  were  kept  in 
a  curious  old  ivory  reliquary,  bound  with  brass,  and  painted  with 
Christian  symbols,  which  was  discovered  beneath  the  floor  of  the 
church,  and  once  contained  the  bones  of  S.  Petrock. 

"No  grant  or  charter"can  now  be  found. 

"  The  origin  of  the  pension  paid  to  the  master  appears  to  have  been 
as  follows : — 

"  In  the  parish  of  Bodmin  there  was  formerly  a  charity  called  '  Nay- 
ler's  Charity,'  otherwise  the  Church  of  Saint  John  the  Baptist,  founded 
by  one  Stephen  Nayler,  for  the  purpose  of  finding  a  priest  to  celebrate 
service  in  the  said  church,  and  of '  teaching  young  children  gratis,' 

"  This  charity  w  as  suppressed  under  the  Act  of  1  st  Edward  VI.,  c.  64., 
at  which  time  it  appears  by  a  certificate  of  the  Commissioners,  appointed 
under  a  Royal  Commission,  dated  the  14th  February,  in  the  second 
year  of  that  king's' reign,  Sir  Nicholas  Taprell  then  being  incumbent 
of  the  said  charity,  had  the  revenues  thereof  for  his  salary,  amounting 
to  51.  6s.  8d. 

"  By  a  grant  dated  the  7th  of  July,  7th  Edward  VI.,  the  lands  be- 
longing to  the  said  charity,  and  out  of  which  the  salary,  to  the  pries 
was  payable,  were  conveyed  to  William  Necton  and  William  Mingay 
in  fee,  and  that  tliereupon  a  free  grammar  school  for  the  education  of 
'  youth  in  virtue  and  godliness,'  in  accordance  with  the  aforesaid  statute, 
was  erected  and  founded  at  Bodmin,  and  endowed  by  the  Crown  with 
the  sum  of  51.  6s.  8d,  annually  out  of  the  Crown  revenues  to  the  master  of 
the  school  for  ever,  such  master  being  first  appointed  by  the  corporation 
of  Bodmin. 

"  The  sum  of  51,  6s.  8d.  continued  to  be  paid  to  the  grammar  master 
for  the  time  being  down  to  about  7  years  ago,  when  the  Reverend 
Theophilus  Clarke  resigned  the  mastership,  since  which  time  no  master 
has  been  appointed,  and  the  stipend  consequently  has  been  withheld  by 
the  Crown." 

This  being  the  original  foundation,  for  many  years  the  school 
enjoyed  high  reputation  in  the  county.     The  town  clerk  himself 
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GeamSab  remembers  50  boys  here.  The  master  was  a  clergyman  appointed 
Schools,  by  the  corporation,  and  received  from  them  up  to  1850,  95/.  a  year 
fi:om  the  corporate  funds,  making,  together  with  the  51.  paid  by  the 
Inland  Revenue,  100?.  permanent  income.  The  last  master,  a 
clergyman,  was  appointed  in  1850,  when  the  96/.  was  discontinued, 
owing  to  the  reduced  income  of  the  corporation  after  the  Mimicipal 
Reform  Act;  although  from  regard  to  vested  interests  that  sma 
had  been  regularly  paid  up  to  that  time.  Before  this  date,  an  in- 
denture used  to  be  entered  into  between  the  master  and  corporation 
on  his  appointment,  whereby  100?.  was  assured  him,  61.  of  it  being 
a  bounty  granted  by  Her  late  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth.  He  under- 
took to  "teach  by  the  rule  of  the  school  and  its  foundation  in  all 
commendable  learning,"  and  he  covenanted  especially  that  he  would 
not  teach  any  scholar  mathematics  only,  "  it  being  the  intent  and 
"  meaning  of  the  parties  that  the  school  shall  be  kept  and  con- 
"  sidered  as  a  grammar  school  for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  the 
"  Latin  and  Grreek  languages,  but  grammar  scholars  may,  if  they 
"  think  proper,  be  taught  mathematics." 

There  seems  to  have  been  no  house  provided  fur  the  master,  but 
the  school  was  held  in  an  old  chapel  of  S.  Thomas,  in  the  church- 
yard, which  still  retains  its  carved  sedilia  and  muUioned  windows, 
and  a  fine  stone  groined  crypt.  During  the  present  vicar's  incum- 
bency, the  school,  on  account  of  the  noise  and  damage  occasioned 
by  the  boys  playing  in  the  churchyard,  was  removed  to  anotlier 
building  provided  by  the  corporation,  and  the  old  chapel,  which  is 
rapidly  faUing  into  a  ruin,  is  now  used  as  a  room  for  lumber. 

Many  persons  in  the  town  expressed  an  interest  in  the  school 
and  regret  at  its  discontinuance.  The  mayor  and  aU  with  whom  I 
had  conversation  recognized  the  importance  of  providing  a  means 
of  obtaining  an  education  above  the  standard  of  the  cheap  non- 
classical  schools  for  the  children  of  those  parents  whom  a  capital 
town  necessarily  draws  together,  and  did  not  take  the  despairing 
view  held  in  many  other  places  with  regard  to  the  possibility 
of  reviving  a  grammar  school  in  Cornwall.  The  want  of  such  a 
school  was  the  subject  of  remark  at  a  public  meeting  lately  held 
in  the  town.  New  national  schools  on  a  commanding  site,  and 
of  a  handsome  exterior,  have  been  built  recently  at  the  cost  of 
about  1,500/.

Camelfobd  School. 

Mh.  Stanton's  Report. 

Sir  James  Smith,  in  1679,  in  consideration  of  601.  paid  him  by 
the  mayor  and  corporation  of  Camelford,  and  for  the  good  will  he 
bore  to  the  borough,  conveyed  to  them  and  their  successors  certain 
lands  "  for  the  better  erecting  a  school  house  and  maintenance  of  a 
"  school  there,  and  for  the  discharging  such  other  necessaries  as 
"  might  happen  within  the  borough."  The  corporation,  availing 
themselves  of  the  latter  clause,  appropriated  for  pxurposes  other 
than  educational  the  whole  income  of  the  charity  until  1813,  when 
an  information  in  Chancery  against  them  caused  a  schoolroom  to 
be  buUt,  and  a  school  established,  where  some  boys  were  sent  by 
the  corporation  as  free  boys,  and  others  paid  30s.  to  40s.  a  year  to 
the  master. 

The  present  mayor  of  Camelford  is  a  clergyman  and  rector  of 
Lanteglos,  the  parish  in  which  Camelford  is  situated ;  the  church 
of  Lanteglos  being  about  1  \  miles  from  the  town  of  Camelford. 
When  he  came  here  in  1852,  he  found  the  old  endowed  school  to 
be  an  indifferent  vlUage  school,  the  free  boys  most  irregular  in 
their  attendance,  and  the  schoolroom  a  very  unfit  place  for  the 
purposes  of  education.  He  succeeded  in  building  some  national 
schools,  and  35Z.  of  the  income  of  the  charity  is  now  paid  to  the 
master  in  augmentation  of  his  salary,  which,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Government  grant,  is  thus  raised  to  about  80?.  a  year. 
The  land  belonging  to  the  endowment  (about  28  acres)  produces 
altogether  aboiit  40Z.  a  year,  61.  being  annually  reserved  for  repairs, 
&c.  The  value  of  land  here  Is  much  increased,  aad  it  is  not  im- 
probable that  at  the  expiry  of  the  present  tenant's  lease  it  may  com- 
mand a  still  higher  rent.  Eighty-eight  boys  and  girls  were  present 
on  the  occasion  of  my  visit.  They  were  nearly  aU  labourers'  children, 
though  occasionally  farmers  or  tradesmen  made  use  of  the  school. 
The  boys  were  sharper  and  more  intelligent  than  the  girls  in  their 
work,  and  the  upper  part  of  the  school  wrote  creditably  from  dicta- 
tion, and  did  sums  in  the  first  four  rules  of  arithmetic  quite  satis- 
factorily. The  children  aU  pay  from  \d.  to  4rf.  a  week,  the  rate 
being  settled  by  the  managers  according  to  the  ability  of  the  parents 
to  pay. 

In  this  district  there  seemed  to  be  an  absence  of  schools  for 
that  portion  of  the  middle  classes  who  could  not  afford  to  send 
their  children  away  from  home  to  be  educated.  An  upper  class  of 
boys  might  perhaps  be  taken  at  the  present  school  at  Camelford, 
as  indeed  they  were  at  the  old  school,  before  the  establishment 
of  the  new.'  The  donor  of  the  charity  estate  nowhere  by  his  will 
limits  the  benefit  of  his  bounty  to  the  labouring  poor ;  and  although 
the  present  school  is  doubtless  an  Improvement  on  the  old  village 
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geammab  s°^oo1,  yet  it  is  educating  a  class  of  boys  probably  socially  below 
scHoois.    those  who  15  years  ago  were  paying  SO*,  to  40s.  a  year  for  their 
instruction. 

Were,  however,  the  present  master  to  have  an  upper  class  at  the 
present  school  he  would  need  help,  the  funds  available  in  the  parish 
not  yet  being  equal  to  enable  him  to  have  even  a  pupil  teacher. 
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FowEY  Feee  School. 

Mr.  Stanton's  Eeport. 

In  1692  a  subscription  was  entered  into  by  the  corporation  and 
others  "  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  large  and  handsome  school- 
"  house  at  Fowey,  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  corporation  in  general, 
"  for  the  advantage  of  landlords  by  increasing  their  rents,  and 
•'  for  the  benefit  and  convenience  of  all  the  neighbouring  gentry 
"  who  might  desire  their  children  to  be  educated  near  them." 
The  same  year  Shadrack  Vincent,  by  his  will  left  500/.  to  the 
corporation,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  purpose 
of  instructing  '  30  poor  male  children  of  Fowey ; '  the  corporation 
were  to  nominate  the  children  and  appoint  the  master. 

An  estate  was  bought  with  this  money,  but  in  past  years  the  cor- 
poration applied  most  of  the  yearly  income  to  their  own  purposes. 
Proceedings  in  Chancery,  lasting  many  years  and  involving  heavy 
charges,  resulted  at  length  in  restoring  the  property  to  its  legiti- 
mate uses,  and  in  1856  a  general  scheme  for  the  management  of 
the  town  lands,  the  free  school,  John  Treffry's  and  Sawles 
charities,  was  approved  by  that  court,  and  the  property  having 
become  intermixed,  the  general  income  of  the  above-mentioned 
charities  was  thrown  into  hotchpot  and  apportioned.  The  charity 
is  stiU  in  debt,  from  which  it  is  slowly  but  steadily  emerging. 
The  value  of  the  property  is  likely  to  increase,  a  considerable 
portion  of  it  having  been  lately  let  for  building  purposes. 

By  the  scheme,  which  is  very  elaborate,  two  schools  are  to  be 
maintained,  one  for  boys  and  another  for  girls.  The  instruction  at 
the  former  is  to  be  in  the  Christian  religion,  mathematics,  algebra, 
navigation,  arithmetic,  English  literature,  and  composition,  sacred 
and  profane  history,  geography,  reading,  and  writing,  and  also 
such  languages,  arts,  and  sciences  as  the  trustees  from  time  to 
time  may  judge  expedient ;  and  the  master  is  to  be  competent 
"  to  give,  and  shall  give,  instruction  in  Greek  and  Latin  to  those 
"  boys  whose  parents  desire  it." 

30  poor  boys,  called  Vincent's  scholars,  are  to  receive  gratuitous 
education,  and  are  to  be  nominated  by  the  trustees ;  they  are 
required  to  learn  the  Church  Catechism. 

Besides  these  free  boys,  aU  boys,  sons  of  residents  in  Fowey, 
over  7  and  under  15,  are  capable  of  admission  to  the  school,  upon 
a  graduated  payment,  determined  by  the  trustees  according  to 
the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  the  parents,  varying  from  2s.  a 
quarter  for  labourers,  to  2Qs.  a  quarter  for  those  above,  regard 
being  had  to  the  age  of  the  scholars. 

The  monies  received  from  the  scholars,  as  is  above  mentioned,  are 
to  be  applied,  first,  in  defraying  any  expenses  connected  with  the 
boys'  school,  not  otherwise  particularly  provided  for ;  and  half  of 
the  residue  is  to  go  to  the  general  account  of  the  charity,  the 
other  half  to  the  master.  The  master  is  also  allowed  to  take 
boarders,  to  the  number  of  25 ;  but  in  this  case  he  is  to  provide  a 
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gSmma"  competent  usher.  All  the  boys  of  the  school  are  to  be  instructed 
Schools,  without  any  distinction  whatever.  Examinations  are  to  be  held 
and  prizes  given. 

A  number  of  equally  precise  regulations  are  laid  down  for  the 
girls'  school.  No  girls'  school,  however,-  has  as  yet  (1866)  been 
established,  the  funds  of  the  charity,  it  is  said,  not  permitting. 

The  boys'  school  is  held  in  the  old  room  built  for  the  purpose.  The 
scheme  directs  200Z.  to  be  expended  on  altering,  enlarging,  divid- 
ing, repairing,  or  improving  it.  Nothing  has  yet  been  done  except 
to  partition  it,  so  as  to  separate  the  junior  from  the  upper  part  of 
the  school.  There  is  a  moderately  sized  playground  adjoining. 
Between  50  and  60  boys  were  present  at  the  time  of  my  visit,  17 
of  whom  were  pay  boys,  .30  Vincent  scholars,  and  7  boarders. 
The  number  of  the  Vincent  scholars  was  full ;  they  usually  left  at 
about  12  or  13,  the  other  boys  at  a  little  later  age.  The  Vincent 
-scholars  were  taken  from  the  poorest  classes  in  the  town. 

The  upper-  boys  wrote  fairly  from  dictation,  and  in  arithmetic, 
in  the  more  elementary  parts,  showed  themselves  generally  well 
groimded ;  eight  or  nine  of  them  had  a  moderate  acquaintance 
with  decimals  and  fractions.  In  algebra  three  boys,  (there  were 
others,  who  I  was  informed  were  absent,)  did  some  simple  equa- 
tions correctly,  one,  the  master's  son,  could  do  quadratics.  This 
same  boy  construed  Cornelius  Nepos  to  me  fairly  for  his  age, 
(14).  Three  others  had  commenced  Latin  grammar.  The  read- 
ing of  the  middle  part  of  the  school  was  not  very  intelligent  or 
intelligible,  and  very  little  was  known  about  geography  or  history. 
The  reading  of  the  junior  boys  was  moderately  good. 

The  master  holds  a  Government  certificate  for  mathematics  and 
Latin,  and  was  master  of  the  Redruth  National  School.  He  had 
the  misfortune  to  lose  bis  right  arm  some  years  back.  He  had  the 
reputation  of  being  a  good  teacher  at  Eedruth,  and  brought  8 
boarders  with  him  on  his  appointment  to  Fowey,  where  he  has 
been  3|-  years.  He  seems  a  laborious  and  painstaking  man,  but 
the  numbers  of  the  school  are  a  heavy  tax  upon  his  energies. 
He  is  alone  assisted  by  one  of  his  late  pupils,  a  very  young  man. 
He  is  desirous  of  raising  the  respectabflity  of  the  school,  which 
he  thinks  can  be  best  done  by  getting  boarders,  for  whom  he 
charges  16Z.  to  21/.,  according  as  they  may  be  weekly  or  quarterly 
boarders.  In  his  present  house,  which  is  a  private  one,  and  at 
some  distance  from  the  schoolroom,  he  has  accommodation  for  16. 
He  has  been  successful  in  preparing  boys  for  the  Keyham  ex- 
amiaations  and  elsewhere,  and  is  anxious  to  send  in  candidates 
for  the  university  local  examinations.  At  one  time  he  had  several 
private  pupils  whom  he  taught  out  of  school  hours.  Some  diffe- 
rence of  opinion  arose  between  himself  and  the  trustees  as  to  the 
terms  on  which  this  arrangement  should  be  permitted,  and  he  has 
discontinued  taking  them. 

The  existence  of  this  school  interferes  with  any  attempt  to 
establish  a  national  school  for  boys  or  girls  in  the  parish.  There 
is  no  school  for  girls  beyond  an  infant  school,  kept  up  by  the  exer- 
tions and  under  the  active  superintendence  of  the  wife  of  the  vicar. 
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The  school  requires  new  and  improved  school  buildings,  and   q™°^^ 
additional  teaching  power,  which  is  too  weak    for  the  numbers    Schoom. 
actually  attending,  or  for  the  character  of  the  instruction  contem- 
plated.     Although  individual  boys  were  learning  Latin,  Euclid, 
and  algebra,  yet  the  general  character  of  the  education  as  given  to 
the  whole  school  was  very  elementary. 

-  Some,  however,  of  the  trustees  also  think  that  it  Is  very 
questionable  whether  the  school  can  be  ever  rendered  thoroughly 
efficient  as  long  as  the  30  Vincent  scholars,  taken  from  the  very 
poorest  classes  of  society,  are  associated  with  the  rest  of  the  school. 
Their  presence  deters  the  more  respectable  portion  of  the  naiddle 
classes  from  using  the  school,  and  I  express  the  belief  of  some  of 
the  resident  and  most  active  trustees,  that  instead  of  one,  two 
separate  boys'  schools  are  required  to  carry  out  the  intention  of  the 
scheme.  I  add  in  his  own  words  the  opinion  of  a  resident  trustee 
who  has  given  great  attention  to,  and  has  had  large  experience 
in  these  matters.  "  I  am  persuaded,"  he  says,  "  that  the  attempt 
"  to  combine  the  two  kinds  of  education,  upper  and  lower,  does 
"  not  nor  can  work  well.  In  some  sort  the  80Z.,  or  at  any  rate 
"  501.  of  that  sum,  are  thrown  away.  I  should  desire  to  see 
"  Vincent's  school  a  separate  concern,  under  a  master  who  should 
"  receive  the  income  arising  from  the  estate  purchased  with 
"  Vincent's  600?.  I  would  then  have  a  second  school,  to  which 
"  the  better  class  tradesmen,  professional  men,  and  gentlemen 
''  might  send  their  boys  :  under  the  present  system  all  these  boys 
"  are  sent  off  to  boarding  schools,  it  being  inexpedient  that  they 
"  should  mix  with  the  free  boys  on  Vincent's  foundation.  If  the 
"  present  Commission  would  do  anything  for  us,  I  should  rejoice. 
"  Our  endowment  released  from  Vincent's  clog,  would  secure  to 
"  us  a  pick  of  good  men,  of  such  a  class  that  I  could  myself  send 
"  my  own  little  fellows.  But  if  nothing  can  be  done  without 
"  going  to  Chancery,  the  very  idea  is  more  than  enough.  Without 
"  official  interference  and  a  radical  change  of  seme  sort,  we  cannot 
"  expect  to  see  the  school  other  than  It  is."

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — 30  free  boys  to  be  taught  Church 
Catechism,  principles  of  Christian  religion,  mathematics,  algebra,  navigation, 
arithmetic,  general  English  literature  and  composition,  sacred  and  profane 
history,  geography,  reading,  writing,  and  such  languages  and  other  arts  and 
sciences  as  to  trustees  seem  expedient.

Nothing,  apparently,  is  known  about  the  foundation  of  the 
grammar  school  at  Helston,  except  that  it  has  existed  time  out  of 
mind.     To  the  pen  of  Derwent  Coleridge,  a  former  master,  is 
due  the   following  inscription,  recording  the  endowment,   and 
alluding  to  the  uncertaintyj  of  the  foundation  of  the  school : 
"Schola  Grammatica  Hellestonensis 
Annuo  XX  marcarum  multis  jam  antea  saeculis 
aucta  reditu, 
nomen  fundatoris  nuUis  ut  videtur 
monumentis  prodidit : 
ignotum  debits  veneratione  prosequamur." 
The  Corporation  are  the  patrons  of  the  school^  and  in  their 
advertisement  for  a  master,  on  the  occasion  of  a  vacancy  in  1865, 
fixed  the  terms  of  the  school  as  follows : 
Boarders,  40  guineas  a  year. 
Day  boai'ders,  15  guineas. 

Day  scholars,  8  and  10  guineas,  according  to  age. 
The  advertisement  went  on  to  say  "  that  in  place  of  strictly 
"  classical  instruction,  it  was  proposed  to  afford  those  who  were 
"  not  intended  for  the  universities,  nor  a  learned  profession,  such 
"  an  education  as  would  fit  them  for  the  middle  class  or  Govern- 
"  ment  competitive  examinations,  or  fit  them  to  embark  in  any 
"  commercial  pursuit. 

"  That  there  was  an  excellent  house,  school,  and  premises, 
"  which  the  corporation  kept  in  repair, 

"  That  the  late  master  was  a  bachelor  and  had  no  boarders, 
♦'  but  it  was  believed  a  large  number  might  be  ensured  of  both 
"  boarders  and  day  boys  by  judicious  management," 

In  answer  to  this  advertisement  the  present  head  master  applied 
for  and  was  elected  to  the  vacant  post.  He  was  scholar  of  his 
college,  and  twelfth  wrangler  at  Cambridge. 

The  master's  house  is  large,  but  old  and  rambling,  the  domestic 
offices  small  and  inconvenient,  and  a  ruinous  thatched  building  com- 
municating with  and  joined  on  to  the  house  forms  part.  A  large 
annual  outlay  is  required  to  keep  the  habitable  part  in  repair.  The 
schoolroom  is  a  more  modern  building,  handsome  and  substantially 
built  of  granite  in  1825,  and  capable  of  holding  50  boys,  and  over 
it  are  dormitories  in  which,  and  in  other  rooms  of  the  house,  30 
boarders  could  be  accommodated.  A  small  and  well  selected 
library  belongs  to  the  school,  open  to  boarders  freely  and  to 
others  on  payment  of  10s.  a  year.  A  small  playground  and  the 
master's  garden  adjoin.  The  school  premises  altogether  stand  on 
about  half  an  acre  of  ground.  The  schoolroom  building  and  the 
master's  house  are  vested  in  two  different  sets  of  trustees,  those  of 
the  house  holding  it  in  trust  for  the  master  of  the  grammar 
school.     The  corporation  profess  that,  except  as  to  having  the 
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Endowed   appoiotmetit  of  master  and  the  alleged  liability  to  pay  him  20 
soHoois.    marks  yearly,  they  have  no  further  necessary  connection  with  the 
"~"      school. 

An  exhibition  of  161.  a  year  founded  by  a  lady  in  1856,  tenable 
for  three  years  at  either  university,  is  attached  to  the  school,  500Z. 
having  been  left  to  be  invested  in  the  funds  for  that  purpose.  A 
silver  medal  has  been  also  given  yearly  by  Mr.  Rogers  of  Penrose, 
for  proficiency  in  classics,  and  a  small  sum  is  given  by  the 
corporation  for  prizes. 

At  this  school,  when  I  visited  it,  there  were  13  boys,  of  whom 
3  were  boarders.  They  were  the  sons  of  the  upper  section  of 
tradesmen  and  professional  men,  none  of  them  older  than  14. 
Many  had  not  been  much  mere  than  a  year,  several  less,  at  the 
school,  and  they  also  were  only  just  returned  from  a  ten  days 
Michaelmas  holiday.  I  saw  their  work,  therefore,  under  con- 
siderable disadvantage.  The  eight  upper  boys  I  examined  in  the 
first  part  of  the  Latin  Delectus,  which  they  had  done  before  their 
Michaelmas  holiday ;  they  had  forgotten  most  of  it,  but  they 
parsed  some  words  fairly,  and  though  their  knowledge  of  Latin 
grammar  was  elementary,  yet  it  was  accurate  as  far  as  it  went. 
Only  one  boy  had  begun  Greek.  In  arithmetic  they  were  not 
far  advanced ;  few  of  them  understood  decimals,  and  only  one 
could  do  the  rule  of  three.  I  had  a  difficulty  in  making  many  of 
them  do  notation.  In  quite  the  early  parts  of  arithmetic  they 
seemed  familiar  with  the  improved  methods  of  working  sums. 
Their  writing  from  dictation  was  good,  and  they  were  fairly  pro- 
gressing in  French,  which  all  learned  and  which  was  taught  by 
the  head  master  himself. ' 

The  head  master  is  the  curate  at  the  parish  church.  He  has 
two  private  pupils  who  do  not  go  into  the  school.  A  lady  assists 
him  in  teaching  the  younger  boys,  who  come  to  him  at  about  nine 
years  of  age. 

The  corporation,  as  a  body,  do  not  take  much  Interest  in  the 
school.  Some  of  them  regard  it  as  a  burden  on  their  backs,  which 
they  would  be  glad  to  shake  ofi^,  and  voices  are  heard  complaining 
that  the  town  should  be  taxed  to  keep  the  grammar  school  in 
repair  (which  the  corporation,  it  is  said,  have  voluntarily  under- 
taken to  do  out  of  the  corporate  funds)  for  the  support  of  a  school 
which  is  of  no  use  to  the  great  majority  of  the  rate-payers.  The 
repairs  of  the  school  are  said  to  have  amounted  to  5001.  in  ]  0 
years. 

When  the  present  head  master  came,  he  issued  a  prospectus 
stating  "  that  the  school  would  be  re-opened  as  a  middle  class 
"  school."  The  course  of  study  was  to  include  "  besides  classics, 
"  mathematics,  English  and  modern  languages,  mechanical  draw- 
"  ing,  and  that  part  of  physical  science  bearing  on  mininof  and 
"  agricultural  pursuits." 

The  notion  which  the  majority  of  the  people  of  Helston  enter- 
tain as  to  the  meaning  of  middle-class  education,  however,  differs 
altogether  from  that  of  the  head  master  both  as  to  the  payments 
they  are  willing  to  make,  and  the  subjects  of  Instruction  they 
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require  for  their  children.    They  are  not  disposed  to  pay  10  sruineas  enbowid

a  year,     beveral  cheaper  commercial  schools  exist  m  the  town,    sohoois. 

The  grammar  school,  which  in  the  days  of  Coleridge  and  J  essopp 
was  full  and  flourishing,  has  suffered  ^Iso  in  reputation  from  the 
misconduct  of  some  of  its  previous  head  masters.  It  has  had  no 
less  than  11  head  masters  within  30  years.  The  school  only  seemed 
popular  with  that  small  portion  of  the  inhabitants  of  Helston  who 
were  professional  men  of  limited  incomes.  Those  who  could  afford 
to  do  so,  sent  their  sons  out  of  the  county  to  be  educated.  The  few 
tradesmen  who  now  send  their  sons  to  the  school,  are  influenced 
by  other  considerations  than  a  mere  approval  of  the  kind  of  educa- 
tion given. 

There  are  no  free  boys  at  the  school,  but  the  corporation  claim 
the  right  of  sending  two. 

Some  years  since,  the  principal  actors  being  still  alive,  a  com- 
mercial school  was  established  and  bmlt  by  subscription  on  ground 
given  by  the  Duke  of  Leeds.  It  is  a  commodious  room,  50  feet 
by  20.  Here  a  large  school  was  conducted,  and  here,  twice  a 
week,  the  boys  of  the  grammar  school  were  sent  down  to  be 
indoctrinated  ia  "  commercial  knowledge."  The  master  of  this 
school  is  said  to  have  displeased  the  governing  body  by  the  vote 
he  gave  at  the  election  of  a  member  of  Parliament,  and  as  he 
refused  to  resign,  or  give  up  the  premises,  possession  was  obtained  in 
his  absence,  and  his  furniture  ejected  through  the  windows.  The 
party  who  took  his  side  immediately  built  him  another  school  in  a 
different  part  of  the  town,  where  he  continued  his  functions  as 
schoolmaster.  Not  unnaturally,  under  these  circumstances,  both 
schools  soon  became  defunct.  The  original  room  is  now  let  for 
other  purposes,  at  a  rent  which  suffices  to  keep  it  in  repair,  and 
pay  the  interest  of  a  debt  on  the  building. 

Politics  still  run  high  at  Helston,  and  the  want  of  unanimity  in 
the  corporation  as  to  their  treatment  of  the  grammar  school  must 
mainly  be  attributed  to  this  cause.  One  party  considers  the 
taxation  of  the  inhabitants  to  repair  the  school  as  unjust  and 
immoral,  another  is  in  favour  of  supporting  it,  and  I  fear  that  the 
mere  abstract  merits  of  the  case  are  not  always  considered  with 
that  unbiased  calmness  which  the  subject  requires. 

Should  the  school  rise  in  numbers,  it  is  hardly  possible  that  the 
master  could  rightly  combine  the  duties  of  curate  with  the  care  of 
boys.  At  present  the  small  number  of  boys  and  small  endowment 
justify  the  arrangement.

Mk.  Stanton's  Report. 

The  grammar  school  of  "  Dunheved,  otherwise  Launceston,"  the 
borough  of  which,  up  to  the  Reform  Act  of  1832,  returned  four 
members  to  Parliament,  is  a  very  old  foundation  dating  from  the 
reign  of  Henry  VII. 

It  was  originally  founded  at  a  village  10  miles  from  Launceston, 
called  S.  Mary  Week,  by  Dame  Percival,  herself  the  daughter  of 
parents  in  humble  circumstances  there ;  and  who,  according  to  a 
romantic  story,  married  Sir  John  Percival,  Lord  Mayor  of 
London,  in  1499. 

By  reference  to  extracts  from  records  in  the  Record  Office,  to 
which  I  had  access  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Lawrence,  one  of 
the  trustees,  it  appears  that  this  lady  founded  a  chantry  at  S.  Mary 
Week  for  a  priest  for  ever,  not  only  to  pray  for  her  soul  in  the 
parish  of  S.  Mary  Week,  but  also  to  teach  children  freely  in  a 
school  founded  by  her  not  far  from  the  church,  and  to  receive  for 
his  yearly  stipend  127.  6s. ;  for  a  manciple  or  usher  under  the  said 
schoolmaster,  who  was  to  receive  for  his  living  IZ.  6s.  8d.  a  year; 
and  for  a  laundress,  who  was  to  have  for  reward  for  washing  the 
clothes  of  the  said  master  and  manciple,  13s.  Ad.  a  year.  Any 
surplus  income  was  to  go  to  keep  an  obit  for  her,  yearly,  in  the 
parish  church. 

The  grammar  school  became  famous ;  and  the  principal  persons 
of  Devon  and  Cornwall  sent  their  sous  thei'e  to  be  educated. 

In  the  reign  of  King  Edward  VI.,  commissioners  report  that 
the  school  at  S.  Mary  Week  was  in  a  state  of  decay,  and  that 
Launceston  was  a  very  meet  place  to  teach  children  their  gram- 
mar, and  to  preach  and  set  forward  the  Word  of  God  to  "the 
people.  The  school  was  accordingly  removed  there,  and  the 
stipends  ordered  by  the  founder  were  duly  paid.  A  further  cer- 
tificate in  the  reign  of  Edward  VI.  states  that  a  stipendiary  priest 
was  appointed  to  celebrate  within  the  Church  of  S.  Mary  Mag- 
dalene at  Launceston,  and  to  teach  children  grammar,  who  was  to 
be  a  well  learned  man  for  the  education  of  youth  in  the  Latin 
tongue,  and  to  have  for  his  salary  61.  over  and  above  the  pension 
of  10?.  paid  out  of  the  possessions  of  the  late  monastery  of  Laun- 
ceston. It  may  have  been  that  there  were  thus  two  foundations 
which  were  united  at  Launceston ;  at  all  events,  for  many  years 
after  the  removal  of  the  school  from  S.  Mary  Week,  the  grammar 
school  was  held  in  a  house  adjoining  the  Church  of  S.  Mary 
Magdalene.  Queen  Elizabeth  endowed  the  school  with  the  net 
yearly  sum_  of  167.  .3s.  4rf.,  in  lieu,  apparently,  of  all  other  pay- 
ments, which  was  charged  on  the  revenues  of  the  Duchy  of 
Cornwall,  and  which  is  now  paid  by  the  Inland  Revenue  Com- 
missioners of_  Her  present  Majesty.  In  addition  to  this  endow- 
ment now  paid  by  the  Queen,  is  the  sum  of  lOl.  a  year,  charo-ed 
by  Geo.  Baron  in  1685  on  land  in  Surre-y,  and  paid  to  the  master 
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of  the  grammar  school  for  teaching  10  poor  boys,  preference  being  1™^° 
given  to  the  testator's  own  kindred.     The  owner  of  the  estate   sohoois. 
nominates  the  boys ;  at  present  there  are  six,  and  they  pay  a  fee 
of  21.  2s.  a  year  each  to  the  master  for  learning  other  subjects  not 
contemplated  by  the  founder. 

The  old  schoolroom  was  sold  and  pulled  down  in  1835,  and  the 
present  site  bought  by  the  corporation,  who  were  the  patrons  of 
the  school  and  appointed  the  master.  The  new  schoolroom  was  a 
building  unfit  for  its  purpose,  and  by  the  indefatigable  exertions 
of  the  present  head  master,  who  surrendered  part  of  his  income 
from  the  endowment  to  raise  the  necessary  funds,  and  with  the  aid 
of  some  subscriptions,  the  present  schoolroom  was  built  in  1861. 
It  is  a  handsome  building,  and  a  well-proportioned,  spacious,  and 
well  ventilated  room,  with  a  class  room  adjoining.  The  desks  and 
furniture  are  well  arranged,  and  suitable.  Adjoining  is  a  small 
playground,  part  of  which  is  fitted  up  as  a  gymnasium.  The 
master's  house  is  hard  by,  a  tolerably  comfortable  modern  house, 
with  accommodation  for  boarders  varying  according  to  the  size  of 
the  master's  own  family  ;  at  present  he  has  room  for  about  eight. 

The  school  consisted  of  27  boys,  all  day  boys,  of  whom  25  were 
present  when  I  visited  it.  The  upper  boys  were  reading  C»sar 
and  Virgil,  and  construed  and  understood  the  former  creditably. 
A  few  had  begun  Greek,  but  had  a  very  elementary  knowledge  of 
it.  Two  had  begun  algebra,  and  a  few  could  do  fractions ;  severail 
of  them  did  simple  sums  correctly.  Their  knowledge  of  geo- 
graphy was  small.  All  the  school  learn  French,  taught  by  the 
head  master  himself,  and  the  upper  part  of  it  translated  fairly 
some  French  from  an  exercise  book  they  had  been  doing  during 
the  half  year.  Their  writing  from  dictation  was  satisfactory,  four 
having  no  mistakes,  and  five  only  one  or  two.  Some  of  them, 
were  fairly  acquainted  with  the  English  grammar.  Many  of  them 
practised  music  so  as  to  assist  in  the  choir  of  S.  Thomas  Church, 
but  this  was  work  done  out  of  school  hours.  The  boys  Avere 
principally  taken  from  the  sons  of  the  chief  tradesmen  of  the  town, 
interspersed  with  a  few  professional  men's  and  farmer's  sons ;  a 
few  also  were  boys  in  humbler  circumstances.  The  age  of  the  17 
upper  boys  ranged  from  12  to  16^ ;  the  boys  in  the  lower  clas& 
averaged  9  years  old  each.  Two  of  the  scholars  had  just  passed 
the  university  local  examination  at  Exeter.  The  boys  generally 
left  young,  often  at  13 ;  and  some  boys  of  the  upper  class  went 
hence  to  Uppingham  and  Marlboro'  and  other  large  schools. 

The  head  master  was  elected  in  1849.  The  school  seems  to  have 
given  the  patrons  some  anxiety  during  the  present  century.  For 
many  years  it  ceased  to  exist,  and  in  1849  was  reduced  to  six  boys. 
The  present  head  master  had  been  elected  by  the  ratepayers  in 
vestry  to  the  incumbency  of  S.  Thomas,  a  parish  in  the  borough,  of 
which  they  are  the  patrons,  and  he  applied  for  the  head-mastership 
which  was  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Kendall.  The  council 
of  the  borough  elected  him  on  the  express  condition  "  that  he 
"  would  resign  the  school  in  the  event  of  its  proving  a  failure 
"  after  the  expiration  of  five  years,  such  failure  to  be  determined 
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qIImTaI  "  ^7  two  graduates  of  the  university,  appointed  one  by  the  council, 
SoHoois.  <(  one  by  Mr.  Clarke,"  and  "  that  the  council  would  not  guarantee 
"  any  kind  of  repairs  to  the  school-house  or  school-room."  The 
provisions  of  this  clause,  happily,  have  not  been  called  into 
requisition,  although  it  might  be  wished  that  the  career  of  the 
school  had  been  more  successful. 

The  income  of  the  master  was  formerly  increased  by  the  volun- 
tary payment  of  141.  a  y€ar  ^by  the  Duke  of  Northumberland, 
then  the  owner  of  large  estates  in  the  neighbourhood.  This 
has  been  withheld  by  the  present  owner  of  the  estates.  The 
head  master  has  himself  increased  the  value  of  the  endowment 
partly  by  his  exertions  in  obtaining  contributions,  and  partly 
by  contributing  himself  towards  the  rebuilding  of  the  school,  and 
by  the  additional  accommodation  he  has  made  at  the  master's 
residence.  He  is  assisted  in  the  school  by  a  gentleman  who  acts 
as  mathematical  master,  to  whom  he  pays  751.  a  year,  and  who 
occasionally  acts  as  curate  at  two  churches  in  the  parish..  The 
patronage  of  the  school  is  now,  by  an  order  in  Chancery  in  1859, 
transferred  to  eight  gentlemen,  who  are  also  trustees  of  the  church 
charities,  and  who  reside  in  or  adjoining  to  the  town.  Their 
powers  have  not  yet  been  called  in  action,  Mr.  Clarke,  the  head 
master,  having  been  appointed  under  the  old  arrangement.  They 
have  no  fixed  meetings,  and  the  last  mention  of  the  grammar 
school  in  thek  minute  book  was  in  1861,  when  they  received  a 
notification  from  the  head  master  that  the  school  was  roofed  in ; 
and  they  cannot  be  said,  up  to  the  present  time,  to  have  shown  much 
interest  in  it. 

The  success  of  the  school  has  been  doubtless  affected  by  the 
establishment  of  county  schools  at  Probus,  West  Buckland,  and 
,       elsewhere.     Something  also  is  due  to  local  disagreements.* 

As  a  merely  local  school  there  is  hardly  sufficient  material  in 
Launceston  to  support  an  upper  school,  and  many  parents  of  the 
existing  boys  actually  prefer  the  kind  of  education  given  at  Hor- 
well's  (a  non-classical  school),  and  keep  their  children  at  the 
grammar  school  more  from  a  regard  for  the  head  master  than 
from  a  preference  for  the  teaching  of  the  school.  They  do  not 
appreciate  what  they  call  the  classical  teaching,  especially  when 
they  find  that  all  they  think  necessary  is  to  be  obtained  from  three 
to  four  guineas  a  year  elsewhere. 

In  this,  as  in  many  other  schools,  the  master's  printed  terms  are 
only  nominal  ones,  and  the  sums  received  are  as  far  below  the 
ostensible  ones  as  they  are  below  the  real  value  of  the  education 
offered. 

*  In  illustration  of  this  I  may  mention  that  the  national  school  of  the  three  parishes 
of  the  borough  of  Launceston,  a  large  and  new  building,  has  been  closed  for  more 
than  six  months  because  two  influential  gentlemen,  being  dissatisfied  with  the  manage- 
ment, have  withheld  their  yearly  subscription,  and  suflScient  money  cannot  be  raised 
among  the  remaining  churchmen  of  the  parish  to  make  good  the  deficiency.  The 
parish  is  said  to  be  nearly  evenly  divided  between  churchmen  and  dissenters.

John  Horwell,  said  to  have  been  ohce  a  poor  boy  resident  in 
St.  Stephen's  by  Launceston,  by  will  in  1707  left  30?.  a  year 
to  maintain  six  poor  boys,  sons  of  poor  parishioners  of  that 
parish,  61.  a  year  to  clothe  them,  and  51.  to  a  poor  widow  for 
looking  after  them  ;  and  3l.  for  a  schoolmaster  to  teach  them  to 
read  and  write.  These  directions  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
followed,  and  in  a  suit  in  Chancery  in  1820,  it  appears  that  the 
representatives  of  the  original  feoffees,  of  whom  the  Duke  of 
Northumberland  was  the  chief,  were  held  chargeable  with  accu- 
mulations amounting  to  nearly  8,000^. 

With  part  of  this  sum  a  commodious  school  house  and  school- 
room adjoining  were  built,  and  with  the  residue,  6,422l.  2s.  Id. 
three  per  cent,  consolidated  stock  was  purchased,  and  forms  tlie 
permanent  endowment  of  the  charity. 

A  general  scheme  for  the  school  was  also  sanctioned. 

Out  of  the  yearly  income  the  master  receives  351.  for "  salary, 
'721.  16s.  for  the  board  and  maintenance  of  six  boys,  21.  for 
school  fire,  and  61.  in  lieu  of  widow's  wages;  in  all  1151.  16s. 
He  has  no  assistant.  The  boys  when  they  leave,  are  paid  201.  as 
an  apprentice  fee,  either  for  binding  them  to  some  trade,  or  for 
their  advancement  ia  some  office.  The  master  also,  by  a  private 
arrangement,  receives  lOZ.  a  year  for  the  education  of  three  poor 
boys  nominated  by  a  neighbouring  landowner. 

Besides  these  free  boys,  he  takes  day  boys  and  boarders,  both 
of  them  at  moderate  charges,  fixed  by  himself;  four  to  six 
guineas  for  the  former,  and  40  guineas  for  the  latter. 

32  boys  were  present  when  I  visited  the  school.  They  were 
nlade  up  chiefly  of  the  sons  of  respectable  tradesmen  and  farmers ; 
the  six  free  boys  being  socially  much  the  lowest.  Two  farmers' 
sons  between  18  and  19  attended  the  school,  and  took  their  place 
amongst  the  others  in  the  school  work.  The  age  of  the  boys  was 
rather  above  the  average,  several  being  14. 

The  work  of  the  school  was  generally  good.  No  Latin  was 
learned.  In  arithmetic  it  was  not  perhaps  very  advanced,  but  it 
was  done  quickly  and  intelligently,  if  not  always  quite  accurately. 
The  dictation  was  creditable,  the  writing  fair,  and  a  class  of  eight 
boys  showed  for  their  age  a  very  considerable  and  well  grounded 
knowledge  of  French.  Their  knowledge  of  geography  was  only 
moderate. 

The  present  master  was  only  appointed  last  year ;  the  school 
must  not  therefore  be  considered  to  have  yet  attained  its  normal 
standard. 

Besides  having  had  considerable  experience  in  teaching,  the 
master  has  resided  in  France  and  Germany,  and  himself  teaches, 
as  he  is  well  competent  to  do,  both  French  and  Grerman.  For 
this  an  extra  charge  is  made  of  21.  2s.  a  year.  He  looks  forward 
to  taking  boarders,  of  whom  at  present  he  has  one,  but  accommo- 
dation for  8  or  10.

The  trustees  are  all  resident,  except  one.  They  selected  after  ||2mS 
much  consideration  and  care,  the  present  master  out  of  more  than  ScHOats; 
100  candidates,  and  to  the  manifest  interest  taken  in  the  school 
by  a  leading  member  of  their  body,  as  well  as  to  the  active  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  by  the  master  himself,  must  be  attributed 
in  a  great  measure  the  successful  revival  of  this  school,  which 
had  declined  to  only  five,  besides  the  six  free  boys. 

The  school  is  popular  in  the  town,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
wish  of  the  trustees  and  master,  aims  to  give  a  solid  education  to 
the  middle  class  of  society. 

The  playground  is  small,  and  there  is  no  covered  place  for  wet 
weather,  but  it  is  in  contemplation  to  enlarge  and  improve  it. 

It  would  be  desirable  also  to  give  the  foundationei's  separate 
beds,  though  this  arrangement  does  not  seem  the  custom  in  these 
parts  for  boys  of  this  class.  The  dress  worn  by  them,  the 
founder  only  requiring  that  it  shall  be  all  of  one  colour,  might  be 
improved  without  being  abolished. 

The  election  of  the  boys  is  by  the  ratepayers  in  vestry.  I 
believe  this  power  would  more  properly  be  exercised  by  the 
trustees,  though  no  complaint  can  be  made  of  the  present  nomi- 
nations, which  are  Hterally  of  the  very  poor  parishioners,  according 
to  the  directions  of  the  founder. 

It  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  wish  of  the  trustees  that 
the  selection  of  foundationers  should  not  rest  alone  on  the  claims 
of  poverty,  but  that  some  kind  of  competition  should  be  required 
on  entrance,  or  at  all  events  that  there  should  be  some  exami- 
nation. One  of  the  present  free  boys,  the  last  elected,  could  only 
just  read  the  most  simple  English,  which  throws  an  unfair  burden 
on  the  time  of  the  master.  As  fast  as  the  school  makes  its  ground 
sure,  there  is  every  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  trustees  to  meet 
its  wants  and  develope  its  capacities;  and  should  the  school 
increase  in  the  numbers  of  its  boarders  and  day  boys,  the  mode 
of  electing  the  free  boys,  and  the  class  of  boys  elected,  will  have 
to  come  under  revision. 

No  one  can  wish  that  the  founder's  injunction  should  be  so 
literally  followed  that  only  six  poor  boys  should  be  fed,  clothed, 
and  educated  with  the  unexpected  accumulations  of  his  bounty.

Boys  not  allowed  to  walk  out  unaccompanied  by  a  master. 

Head  master  only  recently  appointed. 

School  open  44  weeks  in  the  year.  Boys  in  school  40  hours  in  the  week. 
All  lessons  prepared  out  of  school.

Mr.  Stanton's  Report. 

A  grammar  or  Latin  school  existed  in  Liskeard  up  to  1849  for 
at  least  300  years.  The  Commissioners  of  Edward  VI.  report  to 
His  Majesty  that  Liskeard  was  a  "  meet_ place  to'establish  a  learned 
"  man  to  preach  God's  "Word  and  teach  a  grammar  school."  Cash 
accounts  of  the  borough  still  exist  in  which  a  sum  is  entered  as 
being  paid  yearly  to  a  master,  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth.  The 
old  schoolroom  is  a  long  building  on  the  castle  hill,  now  con- 
verted into  a  police  station,  and  belonging  to  the  Duke  of  Corn- 
wall ;  in  it  "  Peter  Pindar "  and  Dean  Prideaux  received  their 
early  education,  and  some  of  the  leading  families  of  the  neighbour- 
hood and  many  of  the  resident  gentry  and  professional  men  in  the 
town  are  old  scholars.  The  master  was  a  clergyman,  and  in  early 
times  seems  to  have  been  paid  by  the  borough  corporation,  and 
afterwards  received  \20l.  a  year  from  the  Earl  of  St.  Germans, 
whose  political  influence  in  the  borough  was  supreme  before  the  old 
Heform  Bill,  and  in  return  for  this  payment  the  Earl  nominated 
certain  free  boys.  For  some  political  reasons  this  payment  was 
withheld  in  1815,  and  the  school,  after  having  been  repeatedly 
suspended  between  this  date  and  1849,  was  finally  discontinued 
in  the  latter  year. 

The  nearness  of  Plymouth,  the  utter  absence  of  any  endowment 
for  the  master,  the  desire  of  parents  to  send  their  children  farther 
from  home,  the  dislike  of  a  classical  education,  have  all  pressed 
adversely  against  the  grammar  school ;  and  while  regret  was 
expressed  to  me  by  the  mayor  and  several  of  the  leading  inhabi- 
tants at  its  untimely  end,  and  their  own  personal  wish  to  see  it 
re-estabHshed,  doubts  were  also  expressed  about  the  possibility  of 
reviving  it. 

The  old  grammar  school  was  endowed,  as  well  as  the  school  at 
Truro,  by  the  will  of  Dr.  Cardew  with  31.  7s.  6d.  a  year  for 
prizes.     This  sum  has  not  been  claimed  since  1849. 

Spacious  and  handsome  schools  have  just  been  erected  at 
Liskeard  under  the  superintendence  and  by  the  exertion  of  the 
vicar,  and  will  be  opened  next  year.  The  subscriptions  have  been 
solicited  and  obtained  only  from  churchrnen,  and  it  is  the  present 
intention  of  the  managers  to  keep  the  school  independent  either  of 
Government  aid  and  inspection,  or  the  National  Society. 

The  vicar  and  certain  trustees  receive  15?.  a  year  from  Buller's 
education  fund,  an  endowment  established  in  1713  to  teach  all 
poor  persons'  children  whatever  to  ivrite,  read,  cast  accounts, 
and  in  the  art  of  navigation,  and  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  of 
England.  Four  other  schools  also  receive  15Z.  a  year  from  the 
same  endowment,  Saltash,  Grampound,  Looe,  and  Penzance; 
and  the  Chancery  scheme  which  regulates "  it,  directs  the  local 
trustees  to  provide  for  the  instruction  of  the  children  of  all  poor 
persons  without  or  within  the  town,  who  shall  not  be  able,  or  shall 
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profess  themselves  not  well  able,  to  pay  for  their  children's  school-   Btoowed 
ing.    Power  is  given  to  the  trustees  to  vary  the  kind  of  instruction    schoom. 
with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  ;  to  determine  the  payments  and  the 
number  of  the  scholars ;  and  the  master  is  to  be  at  liberty  to  take 
from  the  friends  or  parents  a  small  weekly  sum  in  addition. 

The  vicar,  in  a  paper  drawn  up  for  the  management  of  the 
newly  built  schools,  expresses  his  wish  in  reference  to  this  fund. 
He  says  "  The  Liskeard  parochial  schools  were  built  in  1866  to 
"  carry  out  the  intention  of  J.  BuUer,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
"  extend  the  advantages  of  education  beyond  the  objects  he  had 
"  in  view,  and  on  a  larger  scale  than  his  bequest  alone  would 
"  permit."  The  managers  are  thus  quite  prepared,  when  the  school 
is  at  work,  to  extend  the  sphere  of  its  operation  beyond  the  poor, 
taking  public  feeling  as  the  measure  and  guide  of  their  proceedings.

Me.  Stanton's  Report. 

An  old  endowment  for  a  grammar  school  exists  at  Penrhyn, 
dating  from  the  time  of  Qaeen  Elizabeth,  who  granted  6/.  13s.  id. 
for  its  support,  which  was  long  paid  out  of  the  land  revenues  of 
the  Crown.  It  has  not  been  paid  within  the  memory  of  any  of 
those  from  whom  I  made  inquiries  on  the  spot,  there  having  been 
no  school  nor  master  who  could  claim  it.  Both  at  Penrhyn  and 
the  neighbouring  town  of  Falmouth,  only  two  miles  distant,  are 
several  large  private  schools,  principally  established  for  the  middle 
and  lower  middle  class  of  society. 

I  was  assured  on  good  authority,  that  at  Penrhyn,  and  S. 
Budock,  and  the  neighbourhood,  some  of  the  better  class  of 
farmers,  and  the  masters  of  ships,  sent  their  sons  to  be  educated 
at  the  National  school.  At  Falmouth,  some  years  ago,  several  of 
the  resident  gentry  interested  in  the  shipping  trade  of  the  town, 
subscribed  to  build  school  premises,  and  opened  a  school  on  the  pro- 
prietary system.  It  began  with  great  success  in  point  of  number.-, 
but  soon  sank  to  zero  and  was  shut  up.  About  nine  years  ago,  as 
a  private  adventure,  a  clergyman,  a  member  of  the  university  of 
Cambridge,  leased  the  schoolroom,  and  opened  a  boarding  house 
in  Falmouth,  and  now  has  a  large  private  school  of  70  boys,  of 
whom  60  are  day  boys,  composed  almost  entirely  of  the  commercial 
and  farming  classes  of  the  neighbourhood. 
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Penzance  Grammar  School. 

Mk.  Stanton's  Eepoet. 

The  history  of  this  school  cannot  be  better  given  than  in  the 
statement  which  has  been  prepared  by  the  town  clerk : 

"  The  school  was  founded  by  resolution  of  the  Corporation  of  Pen- 
zance, passed  26th  January  1789,  to  erect  '  a  Latin  grammar  school 
for  the  general  use  and  benefit  of  the  '  town  and  neighbourhood,'  and 
to  purchase  aipiece  of  ground  for  that  purpose. 

"  The  schoolroom  was  built  and  the  expenses  of  site  and  erection 
paid  out  of  the  corporate  funds,  and  a  master  was  appointed  by  the 
then  corporation. 

"At  the  time  of  the  .passing  of  the  Municipal  Act,  1835,  the  then 
master,  Rev.  G.  Morris^  was  in  receipt  of  a  stipend  from  the  corporate 
funds  of  60/.  a  year,  which  was  secured  to  him  under  the  Municipal 
Act,  s,  68,  by  the  bond  of  the  new  corporation,  for  so  long  as  he  should 
retain  the  appointment. 

"  He  was  also  in  the  receipt  of  the  dividends  of  100/.,  left  t'>  the  Pen- 
zance Corporation,  and  invested  in  the  public  funds  (now  reduced  to 
3Z.  per  cent.),  for  the  use  of  the  master  of  the  Penzance  grammar 
school,  by  the  late  Humphry  Davy,  on  condition  of  the  master  giving 
the  boys  a  holiday  oii  his  birthday. 

"Mr.  Morris  resigned  the  mastership  at  Christmas  1842,  shortly 
after  whicli  a  new  master,  Rev.  H.  Batten,  was  appointed,  but 
without  any  stipend  from  the  corporate  funds,  he  being  simply  allowed 
the  use  of  the  school  premises  and  the  dividends  on  the  above  100/. 

*'  Mr.  Batten  gave  up  the  school  at  Michaelmas  1846,  and  the  pre- 
mises remained  idle  until  Ladyday  1848,  when  the  corporation  granted 
a  lease  of  them  to  a  private  individual  for  a  term  of  75  years,  at  12/. 
a  year,  and  they  were  converted  by  him  into  a  dwelling  house. 

"  The  school  remained  in  abeyance  until  10th  September,  1850, 
when  Rev.  T.  Gr.  Grylls,  who  carried  on  a  private  classical  school 
in  the  town,  was  appointed  master  of  the  Penzance  grammar  school, 
and  the  proceeds  of  Sir  H.  Davy's  legacy  were  paid  over  to  him 
as  such. 

"  On  24th  September  1850  the  rent  from  the  former  school  premises, 
which  had  up  to  that  time  gone  into  the  corporate  funds,  was,  by 
resolution  of  the  council,  ordered  to  be  set  aside  '  as  a  separate  fund 
until  a  sufficient  sum  from  other  sources  shall  be  obtained  to  meet  it 
towards  providing  a  new  grammar  school.'  The  rent  thus  accumulated 
to  the  extent  of  43/.  19s.,  when  on  28th  September  1852  the  rent  from 
the  previous  Midsummer  was  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the  master  of  the 
grammar  school  for  the  time  being. 

"  From  that  time  to  the  present  the  mastership  has  been  Isept  up  by 
successive  appointments  by  the  Council,  and  the  rent  of  the  old  school 
premises  and  proceeds  of  Sir  H.  Davy's  legacy  handed  over  to  him, 
maliing  together  15/.  a  year. 

"  Mr.  Grrylls,  when  he  held  the  appointment,  offisred  to  educate  free 
of  charge  two  boys  on  the  nomination  of  the  council,  which  offer  was 
accepted,  and  the  present  master  has  increased  the  number  of  such 
free  scholarships  to  three." 

At  present  the  master  of  a  private  school  in  the  town  receives 
these  two  payments  from  the  corporation,  and  teaches  gratuitously 
in  return  three  boys  nominated  by  the  corporation,  sons  of  re- 
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gbammae  spectable  tradesmen,  or  men  in  respectable  position,  -who  require 
ScHoois.  assistance.  The  corporation  exercise  no  sort  of  control  over  the 
master,  whose  private  property  the  school  is,  but  pay  him  the 
before-mentioned  sums,  partly  on  the  doctrine  of  cy  frla,  and 
partly  because  they  have  always  laudably  taken  an  interest  in  the 
education  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

The  present  master  educates  in  an  ordinary  private  house, 
adapted  as  best  it  can  be  for  a  school,  at  terms  from  four  to  six 
guineas  a  year,  32  boys,  chiefly  the  sons  of  the  upper  tradesmen  of 
the  town.  None  learn  Greek,  but  nearly  all  the  school  were 
taught  Latin.  Some  few  of  the  upper  boys  had  begun  plane 
trigonometry  and  conic  sections.  French  was  an  extra,  and 
taught  to  ten  boys  by  a  French  master,  who  came  for  the  pur- 
pose. 

The  master  sent  in  boys  occasionally  to  the  university  local 
examinations.  The  boys  generally  left  at  14,  some  few  staying 
later.  Boys  came  here  from  the  National  and  "Wesleyan  schools, 
and  some  few  went  hence  to  Cheltenham  and  other  large  school. 

The  National  and  Wesleyan  schools  at  Penzance  are  both  of 
them  large  and  well  conducted.  At  the  former  more  than  200 
were  assembled  at  the  time  I  unexpectedly  called.  I  found  there 
a  class  of  30  boys,  sons  of  quite  an  upper  stratum  of  society  in 
the  town,  clergy,  surgeons,  captains  of  mines,  &c.,  who  paid  two 
guineas  a  year,  and  though  they  occupied  a  desk  by  themselves, 
and  did  not  mix  with  their  fellows  in  the  playground,  were  entirely 
associated  with  the  rest  of  the  school  in  their  ordinary  work.  A 
gentleman  of  position  in  the  town  assured  me  he  should  not  hesitate 
to  send  his  own  son  there  for  elementary  teaching.  No  doubt  this 
arrangement  is  successful,  partly  owing  to  the  state  of  society  here, 
which  happily  is  simple,  and  not  very  exclusive,  partly,  I  cannot 
doubt,  owing  to  the  excellence  of  the  teaching.

N.B. — The  school  is  a  private  school,  but  receives  three  boys  without  fee  in 
consideration  of  the  amount  of  the  endowment.

Two  lessons  in  the  week  in  Scripture ;  Church 
Catechism  repeated  every  morning.  School  work  begins  and  ends  with 
prayers  taken  from  the  Prayer  Book. 

Promotions  by  marks  and  examination. 

Examination  at  Midsummer  and  Christmas  by  masters.     Prizes  given. 

Punishments :  impositions,  and  rarely  corporal  punishment ;  the  latter 
publicly ;  all  by  head  master  only. 

No  playground  at  present. 

One  boy  gone  to  London  University  within  the  last  five  years. 

School  open  40  weeks  in  the  year.     Boys  in  school  26  hours  in  the  week.

In  the  reign  of  James  II.  a  small  foundation  was  made  here  of 
a  house  and  lOZ.  a  year  rentcharge,  "  for  a  graduate  of  arts,  or 
"  some  one  qualified  to  teach  a  grammar  school  ;  and  the  heirs 
"  male  of  the  founder  were  to  nominate  certain  scholars,  the  pre- 
"  ference  to  be  given  to  those  of  the  name  and  family  of  the  founder, 
"  who  should  be  decayed,  not  exceeding  five  in  number,  to  be 
"  taught  according  to  the  usage  and  discipline  of  grammar 
"  schools." 

When  the  present  rector  first  came  to  the  parish,  a  school 
existed,  the  master  of  which  received  the  lOZ,  a  year  and  occupied 
the  house,  the  property  of  the  charity.  Poor  children  were  taught 
by  him  gratuitously ;  the  farmers  or  wealthier  parents  made  their 
own  terms  with  him.  This  school  has  entirely  disappeared  and 
new  national  schools  receiving  the  Government  grant  have  been, 
for  some  years  established,  the  master  of  which  occupies  the  house 
of  the  old  foundation ;  and  the  101.,  augmented  by  some  further 
sums  from  a  charity  in  the  parish,  also  founded  by  the  founder  of 
the  grammar  school,  so  as  now  to  amount  to  501.  a  year,  are  paid  to 
the  trustees  of  the  general  fund  for  the  national  schools.  The  master 
is  also  permitted  to  occupy  a  garden,  about  one  eighth  of  an  acre, 
by  the  trustees  of  the  last-named  charity  without  paying  rent. 
This  national  school  seemed  well  conducted.  The  reading  and 
summing  of  the  boys,  and  writing  from  dictation,  were  all  very 
creditable,  and  would  contrast  favourably  with  some  other  schools 
I  visited.  The  order  and  discipline  was  markedly  good.  There 
was  an  attendance  of  60  to  70  boys,  all  of  whom,  with  but  few 
exceptions,  were  the  children  of  quite  poor  parents.  A  large 
number  of  girls  were  also  taught  in  the  same  room.  The  atten- 
dance was  irregular,  although  a  prize  for  regular  attendance  had 
been  instituted.  Without  entering  upon  the  question  as  to  whether 
the  change  vc.nj  be  a  desirable  one  or  not,  it  is  clear  that  the  kind 
of  education  now  given  at  this  national  school  is  not  that  contem- 
plated by  the  founder  when  he  required  the  master  to  be  a 
graduate,  and  the  children  to  be  taught  according  to  the  use  and 
discipline  of  a  grammar  school. 

In  the  village  of  Probus,  at  the  sole  expense  of  a  private  gentle- 
man, a  clergyman,  a  school  has  been  established,  and  good  accom- 
modation has  been  provided  for  boys  of  the  farming  and  trading 
class.  Although  intended  to  be  self-supporting,  it  was  not  in- 
stituted with  a  view  to  profit.  Two  of  the  present  masters  are  in 
orders,  and  take  parochial  duty  in  the  parish  or  in  villages  close  by. 
There  were  37  boys  there,  of  whom  30  were  boarders.  The 
numbers  have  fluctuated  considerably.  It  was  founded  in  1853, 
has  accommodation  for  80  boarders,  and  has  had  as  many  as 
65  boys.  All  the  details  of  the  school  buildings  and  accommoda- 
tion are  carefully  arranged.  Nearly  the  whole  of  the  boys  were 
taught  Latin;  French  was  an  extra,  but  20  out  of  35   boys 
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GBiMMAK    '^^^^  learning  it  in  1866.     From  an  analysis  made  a  short  time 

Schools,    ago,  out  of  208  boys  52  had  been  farmers'  sons,  63  sons  of  parents 

in  mercantile  life,  the  rest  sons  of  professional  men.     The  terms 

were  30  guineas  for  boarders ;  which  can  leave  but  a  very  small 

margin  for  profit  after  payment  of  necessary  expenses.

Mr.  Stanton's  Eeport. 

I  found  at  Saltash,  where  I  arrived  unexpectedly,  an  orderly 
and  well-disciplined  national  school,  in  which  109  children,  of  both 
sexes  and  of  all  ages  up  to  1 3,  were  assembled,  and  almost  entirely 
consisting  of  the  children  of  poor  parents.  The  school  receives 
the  Government  grant.  Several  of  the  upper  boys  I'ead,  and  wrote 
from  dictation  creditably,  and  showed  intelligence  in  doing  simple 
sums. 

Towards  the  augmentation  of  the  funds  of  this  school  61.  17s.  is 
annually  paid  from  the  land  revenues  of  the  Queen,  which  sum 
from  time  immemorial  has  been  paid  to  some  school  in  Saltash, 
and  formerly  was  paid  to  the  "  grammar  school."  No  further 
traces  of  this  grammar  school  exist,  which  may  have  been  carried 
on  on  the  site  of  the  present  national  school,  which  was  rebuilt 
in  1842  during  the  mayoralty  of  the  Rev.  W.  Hawks.  A  gentle- 
man who  has  a  large  private  classical  school  in  Saltash,  has 
informed  me  that  in  the  Chancery  Rolls  of  Edward  IV.,  1549, 
mention  is  made  of  "  the  stipendarie  called  Smythe's,  founded  by 
"  John  Smythe,  to  find  a  pryste  to  teach  children  in  Salteashe," 
which,  doubtless,  has  reference  to  the  old  grammar  school  to  which 
the  above-named  payment  was  made.  Boys  educated  as  boarders 
in  some  school  in  Saltash  are  eligible,  equally  with  those  in  Ply- 
mouth, for  the  benefits  of  Kellway's  trust,  described  in  the  account 
of  the  Plymouth  Grammar  school. 

The  national  school  at  Saltash  also  receives  151.  from  BuUer's 
education  fund,  being  one  of  the  five  towns  selected  by  the 
founder  for  that  purpose ;  a  fund  not  necessarily,  according  to  the 
decree  in  Chancery  for  its  administration,  to  be  arpplied  to  the 
merely  elemeatary  education  of  the  poor. 

The  population  of  Saltash,  and  of  the  neighbouring  village  of 
S.  Stephen's,  is  increasing,  and  now  numbers  from  2,000  to  3,000 
souls.

9d.  a  year,  appropriated  to  elementary 
school  in  Saltash.  (End.  Gr.  Ret.) 
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Tbuko  Fkee  Gkammae  School. 
Mr.  Stanton's  Eeport. 

The  earliest  mention  of  the  grammar  school  at  Truro  occurs  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  VI.  The  corporation  are  the  patrons  of  the  school, 
elect  the  master,  and  out  of  the  corporate  funds  pay  him  25/.  a  year. 
There  is  no  history  of  the  origin  of  this  payment,  but  the  better 
opinion  inclines  to  believe  it  to  be  a  compulsory  payment,  and 
that  at  some  time  consideration  was  received  for  it.  There  is  no 
residence  for  the  master,  but  a  handsome  schoolroom  capable  of 
holding,  and  arranged  with  desks  for,  80  to  100  boys.  This  room 
is  part  of  the  endowment.  The  date  1730  is  carved  under  the 
arms  of  the  town  over  the  head  master's  seat.  Locally  the  school- 
room is  badly  situated,  below  the  level  of  the  street  and  surrounded 
by  houses.  A  small  yard  adjoins  on  one  side,  there  is  no  other  play- 
ground, and  no  place  for  the  boys  to  wait  in  case  of  rain  before 
the  school  doors  are  opened.  At  one  corner  of  the  space  roimd 
the  schoolroom,  and  belonging  to  the  school,  is  a  small  room  panelled 
and  fitted  with  oak,  serving  as  a  library,  in  which  are  a  considerable 
number,  perhaps  200,  of  very  old  books,  principally  Latin,  some 
classical,  many  of  them  in  good  preservation.  Poli  Synopsis  and 
Aristotle's  works  are  among  the  number. 

The  head  master  at  the  time  of  my  visit  had  resigned  his  office 
and  intended  to  leave  at  Christmas.  He  had  heretofore  taken 
boarders  at  his  own  private  house,  his  terms  being  40  guineas  a  year 
year  for  boarders  ;  8  and  1 0  guineas  for  day  boys,  according  to  age, 
and  one  guinea  for  stationery.  These  terms  included  French, 
which  he  taught  himself  There  were  nine  boys  in  the  school,  all 
day  boys,  and  nearly  all  sons  of  the  upper  section  of  those  engaged 
in  commercial  pursuits  at  Truro.  These  few  boys  did  credit 
to  their  teaching,  and  though  all  were  young — none  exceeding 
14 — showed  generally  tin  amount  of  knowledge  of  Latin  and 
Greek,  for  which  in  a  county  where  the  lamp  of  classical  attain- 
ment bums  dimly,  I  was  not  prepared.  Two  upper  boys  had  a 
very  well  grounded  though  elementary  knowledge  of  Greek,  and 
construed  Virgil  fluently ;  and  in  algebra  or  arithmetic  most  of 
the  nine  did  creditable  work.  Boys  have  gone  in  for  the  university 
local  examinations  from  the  school.  The  school  has  in  numbers 
fluctuated  considerably.  The  present  head  master  has  been  11 
3'ears  at  the  school,  and  has  had  at  one  time  as  many  as  30  boys. 
Some  members  of  the  corporation  who  were  themselves  educated 
at  the  school  remember  80  to  90  boys.  About  30  years  ago  the 
school  was  shut  up.  In  regard  to  the  vacancy  of  the  head  master- 
ship at  Christmas,  the  corporation  have  appointed  a  committee  of 
seven  members  to  superintend  and  report  upon  the  affairs  of  the 
grammar  school.  These  gentlemen,  all  of  whom  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  meeting,  seemed  anxious  to  advance  the  interests  of 
the  school ;  but  they  felt  that  with  so  small  an  endowment,  and  no 
school  buildings  beyond  a  schooh'oom,  there  were  considerable 
difficulties  in  securing  the  services  of  an  efficient  master.     They, 
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GkaSmae  however,  were  unanimous  in  recommending  that  the  head  master 
Schools,  should  be  a  graduate  of  one  of  the  universities ;  that  he  should 
appoint  a  second  master,  competent  to  teach  mathematics,  English, 
and  geography,  bookkeeping  and  arithmetic,  and  that  as  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  second  master  was  with  a  view  of  giving  a  sound 
commercial,  combined  with  a  classical,  education  to  the  inhabitants 
of  TrurOj  the  council  be  recommended  to  grant  a  further  sum  of 
251.  a  year  towards  his  remuneration  for  three  or  five  years.  The 
council  has  not  yet  passed  these  recommendations,  but  I  learn 
that  they  are  likely  to  be  carried,  and  if  so,  will  reflect  credit  on 
the  town  as  showing  there  is  some  disposition  to  take  interest  in  the 
education  of  the  town. 

The  school,  in  proportion  to  the  rest  of  its  endowment,  is  rich  in 
exhibition  and  prize  funds,  besides  having  largely  benefited  by  the 
generosity  of  Lord  Falmouth.  A  yearly  sum  was  left  by  a  former 
head  master.  Dr.  Cardew,  of  3Z.  7s.  6d.  to  be  given  in  prizes  of 
books  or  medals,  to  the  boy  whom  the  trustees  shall  after  examina- 
tion consider  most  proficient ;  the  trustees  being  the  mayor,  the 
head  master,  the  rector  of  S.  Mary's,  the  rector  of  S.  Erme,  and  the 
vicar  of  Kenwyn,  Owing  to  the  small  number  at  the  school,  or 
some  other  cause,  the  head  master  has  not  of  late  applied  for  this 
prize ;  it  was  last  given  in  1862  ;  when  not  applied  for  it  is  paid  to 
the  heirs  of  the  testator.  Lord  Falmouth  used  always  to  present 
to  the  school  three  medals ;  one  of  gold,  one  of  silver,  and  one  of 
copper,  for  recitations  in  the  school ;  these  too,  at  the  instance  of 
the  head  master  have  been,  it  is  to  be  hoped  only  temporarily,  dis- 
continued. There  are  also  two  exhibitions  for  boys  educated  at 
the  school,  founded  by  Sir  John  Eliot  in  1764,  under  a  scheme  for 
the  distribution  of  his  estate,  which  received  the  sanction  of  the 
Master  of  the  Eolls,  March  14,  1767-  These  exhibitions  are  30Z. 
each,  for  seven  years,  to  be  held  at  Exeter  College,  Oxford,  only, 
by  aboy  educated  at  Truro  grammar  school,  who  must  have  been 
there  for  at  least  three  years.  The  seven  years  are  to  be  reduced  to 
four  if  any  TrUro  boy  is  then  ready  to  succeed.  In  default  of  boys 
being  ready  to  take  the  exhibition  from  Truro,  it  is  to  be  thrown 
open  to  any  boy  who  has  been  three  years  at  any  grammar  school 
in  Cornwall,  who  is  to  enjoy  it  for  four  years,  but  is  liable  to  give 
it  up,  if  at  any  time  meanwhile  a  properly  qualified  Truro  boy  can 
be  found  to  take  it.  If  only  one  exhibitioner  can  be  foxmd 
in  the  county,  he  is  to  have  35/,  a  year,  and  the  remaining  25/.  is  to 
be  distributed  in  certain  specified  parishes  by  the  trustees  to  teach 
poor  children  to  read,  viz. ;  Truro,  Liskeard,  Lostwithiel,  and 
Ladock.  The  trustees  are  the  judges  of  the  fitness  and  propriety 
of  any  boy  to  enjoy  the  exhibition. 

Since  1845  nine  boys  have  been  elected  to  this  exhibition  from 
Truro  grammar  school,  each  holding  it  on  an  average  for  four 
years;  the  last  was  elected  in  1861,  and  is  now  (1866)  in  receipt 
of  35/.  a  year  at  Oxford.  In  1863  an  exhibition  was  vacant 
and  the  vacancy  advertised ;  but  no  application  having  been  made 
for  it,  the  surplus  income  enabled  the  trustees  in  1864  and  1865 
to  distribute  among  the  four  above-named  national  schools  15/ 
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each,  and  51.  to  Padstow  and  S.  Agnes.  The  whole  income  of  the  Bitdowed 
exhibition  endowment  amounts  to  about  100/.  a  year.  The  rule  sohoois. 
requiring  the  exhibitioner  to  enter  Exeter  College  has  prejudiced 
the  usefulness  of  the  exhibition,  as  it  excludes  any  boy  from  going 
even  to  Cambridge.  The  case  once  occurred  of  the  trustees 
electing  an  exhibitioner  and  Exeter  College  plucking  him  at  his 
matriculation.  The  rule  latterly  has  been,  for  the  candidate  first  to 
matriculate  at  Exeter,  and  he  then  Is  accepted  by  the  electors  as 
properly  qualified  to  enjoy  the  exhibition. 

It  is  unsatisfactory  that  a  fund  intended  primarily  to  promote  a 
higher  education  should  at  present  be  mainly  applied  in  supple- 
menting subscriptions  to  national  schools  for  the  poor.  Truro  is  a 
large  and  thriving  town  of  1 2,000  inhabitants,  and  considers  itself 
the  capital,  as  it  is  the  centre,  of  Cornwall,  and  of  a  large  mining 
district  around.  There  are  here  several  large  schools  where  the 
majority  of  the  resident  tradespeople  and  some  of  the  surrormding 
farmers  send  their  children.  The  head  master  of  the  grammar 
school  has  experienced  a  difficulty  in  mixing  two  diff'erent  social 
grades  together.  But  probably  the  greater  cheapness  of  the  private 
schools  has,  with  the  majority  of  parents,  been  the  ruling  cause  in 
then-  favour,  and  with  those  parents  who  can  afford  a  larger  sum, 
a  strong  desire  here,  as  elsewhere  in  Cornwall,  to  send  their  sons 
to  be  educated  beyond  the  county,  extensively  prevails,  a  desire 
which  the  opening  of  the  West  Cornwall  railway  has  tended  to 
develope.

have  been  educated  for  three  years  at  school  with  provisoes,  in  case  of  default 
of  properly  qualified  candidates  and  for  applying  surplus  dividends  towards 
teaching  poor  children  to  read  in  Truro,  Liskeard,  Lostwithiel,  and  Ladock. 

School  Property. — 251.  per  annum  is  paid  by  corporation  to  head  master. 
Exhibition  fund  produces  about  100?.  per  annum.  (For  Lord  Falmouth's 
prizes,  see  preceding  report.) 

Buildings  and  site  very  ill  adapted  to  their  purpose.  No  residence  for 
master. 

Objects  of  Trust. — Unknown. 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — School  apparently  founded  as  a  grammar 
school. 

— Mayor,  aldermen,  and  capital  burgesses,  trustees, 
appoint  master  (End.  Gr.  Ret.  A.D.  1865).

Date  of  Establishment. — A.D.  1854. 

Constitution. — Proprietary  consists  of  120  shares  of  201.  each,  upon  which 
\0l.  has  been  paid;  liability  unlimited;  property  vested  in  three  trustees 
elected  by  proprietors  ;  every  proprietor  has  privilege  of  nominating  one 
pupil  in  respect  of  each  share  held  by  him,  such  pupil,  unless  a  son  or  grand- 
son of  nominating  proprietor,  not  being  admissible  without  consent  of  council. 
In  the  event  of  any  proprietor  neglecting  for  six  months  to  nominate,  right 
of  such  nomination  devolves  on  council  without  prejudice  to  right  of  proprietor 
to  nominate  a  son,  grandson,  or  nephew  at  any  future  time  or  times.  When 
full  number  of  120  nominations  shall  have  been  filled  up,  council  and  trustees 
may  from  time  to  time  admit  any  farther  number  of  boys  not  exceeding  80 
on  payment  of  lOZ.  to  trust  fund  for  each  individual  nomination,  no  pupil 
being  admitted  on  nomination  of  council  so  long  as  any  proprietor's  share, 
which  he  wishes  to  dispose  of,  remains  untransferred  (rules  and  regulations). 

Exhibitions. — An  exhibition  of  501.  at  Oxford,  Cambridge,  or  Dublin.  Scholar- 
ship of  20/.,  with  free  nomination  tenable  for  four  years  at  school,  open  to  all 
boys  under  15  years  of  age  whether  pupils  or  eligible  to  become  pupils 
(prospectus).

If  any 
proprietor  acquire  by  will  or  otherwise  more  than  five  shares  and  do  not  sell 
such  excess  he  forfeits  the  same.  Every  proprietor  may  nominate  one  pupil, 
in  respect  of  each  share ;  consent  of  directors  being  necessary  unless  he  be 
son,  grandson,  or  nephew  of  nominating  proprietor.  .Every  proprietor 
responsible  for  pajfneiit  of  monies  due  in  respect  of  his  nominee.

All  surplus  monies  arising  over  and  above  such 
dividends  to  be  applied  under  directors' direction  to  hquidation  of  any  debts, 
establishing  scholarships,  awarding  premiums,  purchase  of  scientific  instruments, 
fQrma,tion  of  library,  or  to  any  public  Wesleyan  connexional  fund,  or  to  such, 
other  purposes  as  directors  recommend,  with  approval  of  three  fourtlis  of_ 
shareholders.  Eleven  proprietors  must  be  present  to  constitute  a  meeting.

Instruction,  Discipline,  Sfc. — Boys  on  admission  must  have  a  correct

ordinary  English  sentences. 

Students  arranged  in  three  departments.  In  collegiate  department  they 
pursue  nearly  the  course  laid  do^vn  for  matriculation  and  graduation  at  London 
University ;  in  middle  school  Greek  and  book-keeping  are  begun ;  in 
junior  department  elementary  lessons  are  given  in  Latin,  French,  natural 
science,  and  usual  English  course  of  education.  School  course  modified  to 
suit  boys'  special  disqualifications.  Pupils  learn  catechisms  of  Wesleyan 
Methodists ;  weekly  lectures  in  theology  by  governor ;  seniors  study  Greek 
Testament  under  governors'  direction.

Articles  adopted  26  July  1867.  Old  Grammar  School  founded  by  Bp.  Fox ; 
continued  under  scheme  of  Charity  Commissioners  (1867),  and  Articles  of 
Association. 

Constitution. — Incorporated  under  Companies  Act,  1862,  with  capital  of 
12,500/.,  divided  into  1,000  shares  of  12^  10s.  each.  Executor  or  administrator 
of  deceased  shareholder  to  be  alone  recognized  or  entitled  to  shares  of  deceased. 
Approval  of  Council  required  for  transfer  of  shares.  Shares  liable  to  be 
forfeited  for  non-payment  of  calls,  or  of  fees  due  from  member  for  tuition  or 
boarding  of  a  pupil.  Shareholders  divided  into  two  classes.  Class.  A.  to  have 
the  perpetual  right  of  nominating  one  day  boy  in  respect  of  every  share,  and 
one  boarder  in  respect  of  every  five  shares.  Nominees  liable  to  rejection  by 
Council,  subject  to  appeal  to  nominators  of  head  master.  (See  below.)  Class  B. 
entitled  to  dividend  (not  exceeding  5  per  cent,  per  annum),  and  bonus  out  of 
one-third  profits  after  payment  of  dividend,  until  a  dividend  of  51.  per  cent,  be 
paid.  Shareholders  entitled  to  nominate  one  day  boy  for  every  five  shares,  or 
one  boarder  for  every  twenty-five  shares.  B.  shares  may  at  holder's  option  be 
changed  to  A.  shares.     No  dividend  to  be  payable  except  out  of  profits. 

Business  of  company  to  be  managed  by  a  council  composed  of  president 
(permanent),  treasurer  (annually  elected),  and  nine  to  twelve  directors  (holding 
five  shares  at  least  for  six  months  previous),  certain  proportion  of  whom  are  to 
retire  every  year,  but  to  be  re-eUgible.  Chairman  and  vice-chairman  to  be 
elected  by  council  annually.  Auditor  to  be  elected  by  proprietors  at  annual 
general  meeting. 

Nominated  pupils  as  well  as  others  to  pay  such  fees  as  the  Council  shall  fix. 
No  pupil  to  be  admissible  under  the  age  of  eight  years  nor  after  fifteen,  unless 
Council  shall  be  certified  by  head  master  after  personal  examination  that  he  is 
fuUy  qualified  to  enter  class  suited  to  his  age. 

Objects. — Establishment  of  a  proprietary  school  with  or  without  subordinate 
or  affiliated  branches ;  said  school  to  be  engrafted  as  far  as  practicable  on  the 
ancient  College  School  at  Taunton,  established  by  Bishop  Fox  in  1522,  according 
to  a  scheme  to  be  approved  by  Charity  Commissioners  or  other  proper  autho- 
rities (Memorandum  of  Association).  School  to  be  established  and  governed 
in  conformity  with  principles  and  doctrines  of  Church  of  England  (Articles). 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — All  the  subjects  usually  taught  at  the 
great  public  schools,  together  with  modern  languages,  English  literature,  history, 
and  composition,  physical  science,  and  such  other  subjects  as  the  Council 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine  (Articles  of  Association). 

Government  and  Masters. — Articles  of  Association  adopted  1 867,  and  scheme 
of  Charity  Commissioners  for  Bishop  Fox's  grammar  school,  which  scheme  or 
any  alteration  thereof,  or  new  scheme  substituted  therefor,  is  to  be  taken  as 
controlling  the  Articles. 

Council  (subject  to  annual  ordinary  meeting  or  to  duly  called  extra- 
ordinary meetihg  of  proprietors)  have  power  to  conduct  external  management 
and  make  byelaws  and  regulations  for  the  better  government  and  management 
of  school  and  company. 

Head  master  to  be  appointed  by  three  nominators,  viz..  Warden  of  New 
College,  Oxford,  and  two  other  persons  of  high  social  position,  residents  or 
landed  proprietors  within  county  of  Somerset,  and  members  of  the  Church  of 
England,  to  be  elected  by  Council  of  College  School.  Head  master  removable 
by  majjority  of  nominators  on  representation  made  by  Council  and  subject  to 
appeal  to  Charity  Commissioners.  Head  master  to  have  (subject  to  any  rules 
made  by  Council)  sole  internal  management  of  school,  to  appoint  and  dismiss 
(independently  of  the  Council)  the  masters,  and  expel  pupils.     He  is  to  consult 
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.-with  Council,  whenever  requested  by  thenii  on  all  matters  relating  to  school,  and    phohaey 
to  report  forthwith  the  reason  for  expulsion  of  any  scholar.  Schools. 

Head  master  must  be  member  of  Church  of  Ehf[land,  graduate  of  one  of  the  (-Soy*.) 
Universities  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  in  priests'  orders  at  or  within 
three  months  after  his  appointment.  He  is  not  to  serve  any  church  on  week 
days  or  to  have  permanent  Sunday  duty  without  sanction  of  Council,  or  to 
take  any  private  pupils  except  in  vacation  time  without  previous  sanction  of 
Council. 

No  master  can  hold  any  share  in  the  company,  but  they  may  (while  masters) 
send  their  own  sons  to  school  under  same  regulations  as  Class  A.  of  shareholders.

Instruction,  Discipline,  <^c. — Boys  on  admission  required  only  to  read  and 
write. 

School  not  classified  separately  for  each  subject ;  but  the  alternative  of  Greek 
or  German  offered  to  all  boys  on  entering  the  middle  school.

— January  A.D.  1853,  by  Rev.  Daniel  Trinder,  prin- 
cipal. 

Constitution. — School  buildings  property  of  Principal.  lu  A.D.  1857  Prin- 
cipal appealed  to  laity  of  county  and  general  public  to  enable  him  to  raise 
1,5002.  for  erection  of  new  buildings.  7361.  was  promised.  In  following  year 
premises  were  purchased  for  835/.  and  22  June  1860,  buildings  to  accommodate 
80  boarders,  and  easily  capable  of  enlargement  for  100  boarders,  were  opened. 
Principal  desires  to  hand  over  school  to  trustees  to  be  chosen  from  clergy  and 
laity  of  county  on  having  his  estate  recouped  by  subscriptions  or  otherwise.* 

Exhibitions. — Three  exhibitions  of  lOl.,  intended  to  assist  parents  of  very 
limited  means,  awarded  after  a  preliminary  examination  in  elementary  subjects, 
and  tenable  for  four  years  upon  condition  of  steady  progress  and  good  con- 
duct. 

Objects. — To  give  persons  for  whom  a  "  grammar  school  "  course  is  not 
exactly  suitable  a  good  cheap  education  that  will  fit  them  to  enter  business  or 
some  special  course  of  education. 

Subjects  of  Instruction  prescribed. — Attention  particularly  directed  to  train- 
ing and  development  of  faculties  of  mind,  so  as  to  give  boys  power  of  teaching 
themselves  or  profiting  by  what  professors  may  teach  them. 

Government  and  Masters. — Principal  appoints  and  dismisses  masters  j  may  be 
appealed  to  by  parents ;  consults  with  head  master  upon  points  of  discipline,  &c. ; 
appoints  examiners,  and  is  present  during  or  for  the  results  of  the  annual  ex- 
amination at  Midsummer.
